To  the  Honorable  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy : 

Gentlemen  :—  Ou  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
AVestern  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  I  have  tlie  honor  to  lay  before 
you  a  statemeut  of  its  affairs  for  the  year  ending  on  the  1st  of 
October,  1886. 

The  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Dixmont. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Keport,  iSept.  oOtli,  1885, 


there  were  in  the  Hospital   537  patients.

For  particulars  I  refer  you  to  the  Superintendent's  Report. 
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The  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  H.  A.  Hutchinson,  has  charge 
of  this  Department,  with  three  Medical  Assistants.  They  have  faith- 
fulness and  skill  in  their  profession  and  possess  the  confidence  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Managers.  Dr.  T.  M.  T. 
McKennan,  who  lately  was  an  Assistant,  resigned  for  the  purj^ose 
of  accepting  the  professorship  of  Anatomy  in  the  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania Medical  College,  for  which  sj^here  he  is  eminently  qualified. 
His  place  is  filled  by  the  choice  of  Dr.  W.  Brown  Ewing,  of  Can- 
onsburg,  who  came  well  commended.  The  Report  of  the  Medical 
Superintendent  is  herewith  annexed;  to  which  I  call  your  especial 
attention. 

I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  herewith  annexed,  for 
a  clear  and  concise  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Institution  during  the  fiscal  year,  as  well  as  the  accompanying  Re- 
port of  the  Finance  Committee  upon  its  verification.  These  facts 
and  figures  are  itemized  in  the  monthly  statements  made  by  law  to 
the  Auditor  General.  To  repeat  them  in  this  Report  would  be  un- 
necessary amjdification.  The  audit  of  the  Finance  Committee  on 
all  investments  of  the  Institution  in  the  possession  of  the  Treasurer, 
are  particularized,  and  found  by  them  to  be  correct  and  satisfactory. 

The  Executive  Committee  is  emjjowered  by  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers with  authority  to  supervise  and  direct  the  whole  Department, 
its  grounds,  buildings,  improvements,  betterments  and  repairs  ;  the 
examination  of  contracts  and  accounts  ;  and  the  drawing  of  War- 
rants on  the  Treasurer  tor  all  payments.  They  have  done  this  duty 
with  satisfaction  during  the  year. 

The  Fire  Escapes,  referred  to  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  are  now 
completed.  They  are  original  in  design,  and,  for  the  purpose  in- 
tended, considered  entirely  safe  to  the  inmates.  They  aflTord  to  infirm 
patients  a  secure  and  pleasant  resting  place  where  the  fresh  air  can 
be  enjoyi  d,  and  a  healthful  walk  for  taking  exercise  when  needed. 

There  is  a  Pavilion  on  the  extremity  of  the  Fire  Escape  on  the 
female  side  of  the  Hospital  that  has  been  greatly  enjoyed  by  feeble 
persons,  and  it  possesses  also  a  charming  view.  The  cost  of  the  Es- 
capes amount  to  $3,680 ;  and  the  Pavilion,  labor,  and  masonry, 
$796.00. 

I  will  mention  some  other  expenditures  during  the  past  year,  which 
were  deemed  necessary  : 
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1st.  A  large  New  Hot-water  Heater  which  has  been  placed  in  the 
Engine  Room.    It  cost  $594.40. 

2d.  An  Electric  Fire  Alarm  Signal  which  extends  throughout  the 
entire  house,  connecting  the  Wards  with  the  general  office  during  tlie 
day,  and  with  the  Physicians'  Eooms  at  night.  They  Avork  well. 
The  total  cost  was  $247.50. 

3d.  The  repairs  in  progress  at  the  close  of  the  last  year  upon  the 
Steam  Heating  Apparatus,  have  during  this  year  been  completed - 
It  was  one  of  the  most  needed  improvements  contemplated.  Owing 
to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Hospital,  a  portion  of  the  detached 
brick  building,  or  Annex,  has  been  fitted  up  for  the  accommodation  of 
thirty-five  j^atients,  to  relieve  the  main  building.  The  cost  for  this 
betterment  was  only  $611.48. 

4th.  The  stables,  barns,  and  other  buildings  connected  therewith, 
have  been  put  in  good  order  by  improvements  and  i-epairs,  at  a  cost 
of  $953.22.  As  early  as  practicable,  other  work  on  these  buildings 
is  contemplated. 

5th.  A  new  and  substantial  Slaughter  House  was  erected,  in  place 
of  one  unfit  for  further  use  ;  which  cost  $2,000. 

6th.  Our  grounds  being  within  the  range  of  the  new  Natural 
Gas  territory,  about  the  1st  of  January  last,  our  Board  thought  it 
advisable  to  sink  a  well.  We  had  strong  hopes  of  success  when  the 
gas  began  to  flow  ;  and  we  used  it  for  a  while  under  the  boilers. 
But  unfortunately  it  stopped  as  suddenly  as  it  came.  It  was  either  a. 
"pocket;"  or  was  overcome  by  a  stream  of  salt  water.  This  was  in 
April.  The  men  employed  soon  proceeded  with  their  drilling  again, 
when  another  misfortune  occurred,  such  as  are  incident  to  many  such 
undertakinors — the  breaking  and  sticking-  fast  of  the  tools.  Our  ex- 
perience,  though  disheartening,  did  not  discourage  the  Managers  whO' 
had  the  work  in  charge  ;  and  though  the  Hospital  is  using  insuffi- 
ciently, at  this  writing,  the  Gas  from  a  well  outside  its  grounds, 
strong  hopes  are  entertained  that  this  will  only  be  a  temporary  expe- 
dient. Our  next  Annual  Report  will  give  the  outlay,  as  the  work  is 
still  in  progress. 

7th.  A  new  Reservoir  has  been  constructed,  which  is  ninety  feet 
in  length,  sixty-six  feet  in  width,  and  eleven  feet  in  depth  ;  and  cap- 
able of  holding  four  days'  supply  of  water  for  the  Hospital,  and  all 
outside  consumption.  It  is  the  intention  to  rebuild  one  of  the  old 
reservoirs  in  the  Spring,  in  order  to  keep  up  a  supply  against  ali 
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possible  contiugeucies.  The  cost  of  this  impi-ovement  was  about 
$1,500. 

The  land  is  kept  in  order  hy  our  worthy  and  intelligent  farmer, 
Mr.  William  Knoderer,  who  suffers  nothing  to  deteriorate  for  want 
•of  attention.  The  fruits  and  floweis  under  his  skillful  care,  are 
abundant  in  their  season,  and  afford  the  patients  that  gratification 
which  is  always  pleasing  to  their  friends  and  other  visitors,  who  can 
not  but  observe  that  they  are  an  alleviation  in  some  degree  of  their 
sad  condition. 

The  average  cost  of  the  patients  at  Dixniont  is  now  estimated  at 
$4.17  ^er  capita  per  week,  which  is  a  reduction  of  thirteen  cents  each 
upon  the  Report  of  1885. 

The  Institution  is,  fiom  necessity,  compelled  to  ask  the  Legisla- 
ture for  means  sufficient  to  lift  a  Mortgage  given  to  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad  Company,  for  $50,000,  advanced  to  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Department,  to  liquidate  the  pressing  demands  of  creditors 
for  purchases  of  supplies  for  the  maintenance  of  the  sick,  helpless 
and  infirm — -fcliiefly  Pennsylvania  Soldiers) — which  were  received 
and  cared  for  by  that  Hospital  :  and  of  this,  the  Governor  and  the 
Board  of  Public  Charities  have  been  apprised.  The  Department 
for  the  Insane  has  resolved  to  apply  only  for  the  sum  now  fixed  by 
legal  enactment,  to-wit,  two  dollars  per  week  for  each  public  patient, 
which  will  barely  suffice  for  its  wants,  should  no  unforeseen  accident 
occur.  Trusting  to  the  generosity  of  the  fJommonwealth,  for  this 
relief,  which  is  within  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  affx)rd,  we 
hopefully  expect  it,  and  will  be  thankful  if  it  be  granted. 

The  General  Hospital  in  the  City. 

I  refer  you  to  the  Report  of  Mr.  William  McCreery,  Chairman  ; 
and  to  that  of  Mr.  James  B.  Scott  specta%  for  Executive  Committee  ; 
and  also  to  the  Report  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Cuwen,  Superintendent  of  the 
Department,  to  which  is  devoted  the  care  of  the  sick,  helpless  and 
infirm.  These  will  be  found  a])})endcd.  You  will  perceive  from  the 
statistics  furnished  in  these  and  the  medical  rejjorts,  that  this  Hos- 
pital has  been  doing  a  work  of  charity  beyond  its  building  capacity; 
as  well  as  in  advance  of  its  financial  resources.  As  I  have  heretofore 
stated,  the  numbers  crowded  into  it  for  medical  and  surgical  aid, 
care  and  subsistence,  are  far  in  excess  of  its  means  to  exist,  without 
the  embarrassment  of  a  heavy  burthen  of  debt.  In  fact,  it  must 
depend  in  the  future  upon  the  liberal  assistance  of  the  State,  in  order 
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to  live.  A  helping-hand  has  never  been  extended  to  it  by  either  the 
City  of  Pittsburgh,  the  City  of  Allegheny,  or  the  County  of  Alle- 
gheny, in  their  corporate  capacity  ;  though  to  the  benevolent  disposi- 
tion of  the  private  citizens  of  these  communities,  the  Institution  is 
largely  indebted.  It  was  founded  by  their  private  benefactions,  in 
property  ami  money,  to  a  very  liberal  amount,  befoi-e  the  removal  of 
the  insane  to  Dixmont,  which  was  specially  constructed  for  their 
mental  ailments.  As  this  Report  is  intended  t(j  be  presented  to  the 
next  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  I  deem  it  proper  to  repeat  some 
information  that  has  heretofore  been  expressed  in  my  Annual  Report, 
for  1885 ;  and  did  not  come  befitre  that  body,  owing  to  its  biennial 
session. 

When  the  Rebellion  broke  out  the  Insane  occupied  the  City  Hospi- 
tal, and  their  transfer  to  Dixmont,  by  a  section  in  the  charter,  left  the 
wards  nearly  empty.  Located  on  Twenty-eighth  street,  in  the  heart 
of  Pittsburgh  ;  owning  and  surrounded  by  twenty-four  acres  of  land, 
immediately  accessible  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  ;  the  old  Hospital 
was  generously  offered  to  the  National  Government,  in  its  exigency, 
for  sick  and  wounded  soldiers.  It  was  accepted  with  gratitude  ;  and 
soon  filled  with  Pennsylvania  volunteers,  and  placed  under  the  super- 
vision of  Government  officers.  It  remained  in  the  possession  of  the 
United  States  'till  the  war  was  over;  when  it  was  returned  to  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  with  the  Nation's  thanks.  That 
was  sufficient;  the  Institution  never  asked  for  more.  The  remaining 
volunteers,  suffering  from  wounds  and  sickness,  continued  in  the 
building  and  were  cared  for  out  of  the  earnings  of  a  Fund  derived 
from  a  successful  patriotic  Fair,  held  in  Allegheny.  This  organiza- 
tion, known  as  "The  Pittsburgh  Sanitary  Soldiers'  Home,"  was  com- 
posed of  citizens  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny  ;  who,  to  preserve  the 
remainder  of  the  Fund,  which  amounted  to  about  $200,000,  and 
make  it  useful  in  the  future,  transferred  it  to  the  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital,  upon  certain  conditions,  which  were  complied  with. 
The  arrangement  was  mutually  acceptable.  The  fifteen  Managers  of 
the  "Home"  were  created  Life  Managers  of  the  Hospital;  and 
an  Executive  Committee  was  appointed  from  these  and  the  General 
Board,  to  take  charge  of  the  City  General  Hospital ;  with  the  under- 
standing that  it  must  be  subject  to,  and  in  conformity  with  the 
Charter  and  By-Laws  of  the  Institution.  It  was  explicitly  under- 
stood at  the  time,  "that  discharged  soldiers  of  the  armies  of  Westei-n 
Pennsylvania,  needing  hospital  care,  shall  be  received,  and  enjoy  all 
the  benefits  of  the  Hospital,  without  charge."   This  has  been  done 
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since  the  bargain  was  consummated  ;  and  all  needing  ''hospital  care 
will  continue  to  be  received,  so  long  as  the  Hospital  has  the  ability, 
without  charge.  But  soldiers  have  been  sent  to  it,  or  come  to  it,  as  to 
a  Home;  and  not  as  to  a  ^fo-spito^,  subject  to  Hospital  regulations. 
Its  wards  have  been  filled  with  old  and  indigent  soldiers,  for  whom 
the  State  or  the  Nation  ought  to  supply  a  Home,  with  tiie  necessary 
attendants  and  organization,  to  keep  and  care  for  these  helpless  per- 
sons in  their  declining  years.  No  soldier  of  Pennsylvania,  who 
volunteered  to  save  his  country  in  its  great  extremity,  sh(Uild  ever  be 
compelled  to  end  his  days  in  the  Poor  House. 

As  I  am  informed,  forty-five  per  cent,  of  the  patients  in  this  De- 
partment are  non-residents  of  Allegheny  County.  Persons  receiving 
accidental  injury  are  continually  brought  to  its  doors,  and  never  de- 
clined the  relief  it  afibrds.  Its  wards  are  full ;  and  its  supjaly  of 
officers  and  attendants  taxed  to  the  uttermost  to  perform  their 
laborious  duties.  The  staff"  of  surgeons  and  physicians  engaged  in 
this  work  are  eminent  in  their  profession,  and  without  pay,  save  that 
compensation  which  conscientious  men  are  satisfied  with  when  they 
have  added  to  their  skill,  or  relieved  human  suffering. 

Two  years  ago  aid  was  solicited  from  the  State  Legislature.  The 
whole  sum  asked  for  was  refused,  and  only  a  part  was  appropriated. 
It  %vas  possibly  supposed  that  (he  Hospital  ivas  doing  a  tuork  of 
supererogation,  and  could  get  along  withoid  it.  Had  the  doors  of 
the  Institution  been  then  closed  to  accidental  injuries,  or  to  soldiers 
needing  Hospital  treatment,  its  managers  would  have  had  to  listen 
to  very  unpleasant  clamor  from  the  press  and  the  public.  That  they 
did  too  much  with  too  little  endowment,  shows  that  they  were  guided 
by  their  feelings  rather  than  by  their  judgment. 

This  endowment  fund,  which,  in  round  numbers,  as  I  have  stated 
above,  amounts  to  about  $200,000,  earns  about  $12,000  per  annum. 
The  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30th,  1885, 
according  to  the  Superintendent's  figures,  was  $56,332.62.  It  was 
never  intended  by  its  Board  of  Managei-s  that  this  Hospital  was  to 
become  a  Home  for  indigent  soldiers.  Neither  was  it  intended  by  its 
founders  to  be  filled  by  free  patients,  beyond  its  ability  to  support 
them,  unless  by  incurring  a  debt  which  it  had  no  means  of  discharg- 
ing. On  the  30th  of  September,  of  that  year,  when  the  Annual 
Report  to  your  Board  closed,  the  number  of  patients  were  194,  being 
twenty-fi)ur  more  than  it  had  beds  to  accommodate.  A  debt  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  had  accumulated  by  the  middle  of  October.  The 
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Executive  Committee  of  the  Department  called  for  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  This  meeting  was  held  and  the  startling  fact 
laid  before  it ;  and  the  Board  was  asked  to  devise  some  means  of  pay- 
ing those  persons  who  were  holding  its  obligations.  The  Solicitor 
was  then  requested  to  furnish  legal  advice  as  to  the  power  of  the 
Board  to  make  a  valid  appropriation  of  the  corpus  or  capital  of  the 
Trust  Funds  in  liquidation  of  current  expenses  ;  when  the  latter  may 
outrun  or  exceed  the  ready  money  or  resources  derived  from  the  in- 
come of  invested  trust  funds,  and  from  the  periodical  grants  made 
by  the  State?  After  a  careful  consideration  he  answered  the  ques- 
tion in  the  negative.  He  thought  the  Courts  would  declare  that  they 
had  no  power  to  divert  the  trust  funds  from  their  function  as  a  source 
of  revenue  to  that  of  paying  current  expenses.  At  a  subsequent 
meeting  of  the  Board,  a  judicious  Committee  was  appointed  to  ex- 
amine into  the  facts  connected  with  this  large  debt  of  the  Surgical 
and  Medical  Department ;  and  to  report  upon  the  same,  with  recom- 
mendations for  action.  The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  their  report: 

"1st.  That  the  indebtedness  was  incurred  in  tlie  legitimate  purchase  of  arti- 
cles and  goods  for  the  necessary  maintenance  of  the  Hospital,  such  as  provi- 
sions, groceries,  dry  goods,  medical  stores,  &c. 

2d.  These  purchases  have  been  made  so  carefully  that  the  cost  of  mainten- 
ance is  shown  to  be  less  per  patient  at  the  "  West  Penn"  than  in  any  similar 
institution  in  the  United  States,  whose  data  could  be  secured  for  comparison. 

3d.  That  the  resources  of  the  hospital,  direct  and  indirect,  are  considerably 
less  than  one-half  of  the  necessary  expenditures,  leaving  the  remainder  to  be 
made,  if  at  all,  from  private  contributions  and  State  appropriations. 

4th.  In  the  matter  of  aid  from  the  State,  from  past  experience  and  public 
sentiment,  the  management  has  had  a  right  to  expect  assistance  proportionate 
to  the  large  work  done  by  the  Hospital ;  but  witliin  the  past  year  a  proper  and 
sufficient  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  from  which  the  present  debts  were 
to  be  paid  was  unexpectedly  and  unfortunately  withheld. 

5th.  The  Committee  had  taken  advice  of  the  Counsel  of  the  Institution,  and 
the  rights  and  duties  of  the  Managers  in  a  legal  sense  were  defined.  The  con- 
clusion arrived  at  was,  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  Hospital  to  pay  its 
debts  now  incurred  by  either  the  limited  earnings  of  its  trust  funds,  or  by  pri- 
vate contributions.  The  Committee  recommended  that  application  be  made  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  for  a  loan  of  fifty  thousand  dollars;  and 
give,  as  collateral  security  for  its  payment,  a  bond  and  mortgage  on  the  strip  of 
land  yet  unpaid,  which  was  conveyed  by  Deed  to  that  Company  by  the  Hospital, 
in  1875,  with  an  annual  ground  rent  thereon  of  S4,000,  covenanted  to  be  paid  to 
the  Hospital ;  and  at  the  next  session  of  the  LegisUiture,  the  Institution  should 
make  an  appeal  for  a  special  appropriation  to  pay  ofi'the  obligation  to  the  Rail- 
rdad  Company  ;  and  thus  restore  the  income  to  the  Endowment  Fund,  to  which 
it  has  hitherto  been  appropriated."

The  Boanl  approved  tlie  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee ;  and  directed  that  an  application  for  the  loan  be  made  at  once 
to  the  Railroad  Company.  This  was  done ;  and  acceded  to  by  that 
Corporation  promptly.  Papers  of  a  satisfactory  character  were 
passed  between  them  ;  and  the  money,  amounting  to  $50,000,  was 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital ;  and  draw)i  therefrom  by 
Warrants  of  its  Executive  Committee,  embracing  the  wdiole  sum 
borrowed  ;  and  thus  the  indebtedness  was  liquidated.  The  Board  of 
Managers,  then,  by  resolution,  recommended  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee to  "  hereafter  restrict  its  expenditures  as  nearly  as  practicable, 
within  the  limits  of  its  visible  revenues." 

That  this  Department  of  the  Hospital  possesses  the  good  will  and 
sympathy  of  our  private  citizens,  is  shown  by  tlie  liberal  benefactions 
acknowledged  by  the  Treasurer  in  this  Rei)ort,  which  in  the  aggre- 
gate amounts  to  the  sum  of  $13,429.07.  This  includes  the  bequest 
of  the  late  Miss  Jane  Holmes,  a  noble-hearted  lady,  of  Ten  Thou- 
sand Dollars  wdiich  was  paid  by  her  Executors:  not  in  money,  but 
by  the  transfer  to  the  Institution  for  the  benefit  of  this  Department, 
of  one  hundred  and  forty-five  shares  ot  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  Bank 
of  Pittsburgh,  owned  by  her  estate  and  valued  at  that  sum  ;  as  will 
be  seen  by  the  Ti-easurer's  Report,  where  the  donations  are  stated 
and  the  particulars  given.  The  Board  hopes  these  generous  gifts  of 
private  citizens  will  not  be  unminded  by  the  Representatives  of  the 
Commonwealth,  when  this  application  comes  before  the  biennial 
session.  The  department  for  the  sick,  helpless  and  infirm  ana  suf- 
ferers from  accidental  injuries,  claim  the  powerful  aid  of  the  State 
in  order  to  preser\'e  the  Hospital  i:)roperty  as  originally  conveyed  to 
the  Institution,  by  gift.  It  is  improbable  that  a  mortgage  will  ever 
again  encumber  it,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  accumulated  indebt- 
ness ;  as  only  necessity  compelled  the  Managers  at  that  time  to 
do :  — or  adopt  the  unpleasant  alternative  of  closing  its  doors  on 
Charity  Patients,  which  I  trust  will  never  be  done.  These  poor 
patients  numbered  in  the  last  Rej^ort,  701.  The  average  time  they 
remained  under  treatment  was  forty  five  days  each.  The  dis- 
charged Pennsylvania  Soldiers  who  were  under  care  and  treatment 
during  the  year,  nund>ering  19.3,  averaged  one  hundred  and  forty- 
five  days  each  in  the  Hospital.  These  facts,  and  the  insufficiency  of 
the  Endowment  Fund,  should  be  pondered  over.  This  is  one  of  the 
benevolent  Institutions  of  the  Commonwealth,  wdiich,  when  liberally 
aided  by  the  State,  will  prompt  generous  bequests  and  gifts  in  time 
to  come. 
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Mr.  Henry  Phipps,  Jr.,  by  his  benefaction  of  One  Thousand  Dol- 
lars, reported  this  year  by  the  Treasurer,  is  constituted  a  Life  Man- 
ag-er  under  the  charter. 

Within  the  past  year  Mr.  Thomas  Chess,  the  fiiithful  Superintend- 
ent of  this  Department,  died.  His  memory  will  ever  be  cherished 
by  the  patients,  to  whose  welfare  he  devoted  his  untiring  energy. 
The  office  has  since  been  filled  by  the  selection  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Cowen, 
who  thus  far  has  exhibited  good  qualificati(nis  for  the  situation  he 
occupies. 

I  refer  you  to  the  Statement  herewith  appended,  made  fo  me  by 
Mr.  James  B.  Scott,  a  clear-headed  and  hard-working  member  of  the 
Executive  Crtmmittee.  I  furnished  copies  of  it  to  the  Governoi-  of 
the  State  ;  as  well  as  to  your  honorable  Coinmittee.  It  clearly  shows 
the  causes  which  created  the  deficiency  and  drove  the  Department 
into  debt — and  nearly  imperilled  the  good  name  of  the  Institution. 
The  difficulties  of  tiie  Executive  Committee  were  onerous.  Great 
numbei's  of  non-paying  patients  were  admitted  for  treatment ;  and 
to  have  refused  them  would  have  subjected  the  Institution  to  obloquy. 

■  This  is  already  "a  twice  told  tale:"  yet  some  appeal  must  be 
made  to  the  Legislature.  We  want  money  to  ])aY  off  the  mortgage  ; 
and  to  sustain  the  Hospital  for  the  years  1887  and  1888,  in  its  bene- 
ficent work.  The  lowest  estimate  for  l)oth  is  the  sum  of  .Slo.5,000. 
The  Managers  cannot  believe  this  appropriation  will  be  declined.  It 
is  so  necessary  to  relieve  the  Institution  from  great  eml)arrassment ; 
and  to  preserve  its  well-earned  i-ej)utation  for  helping  suffering- 
humanity  ;  and  thus  aftbi'ding  the  Western  portion  of  Pennsylvania 
ready  facilities  for  relief  when  accidents  occur,  or  sickness  prostrates. 
Doulitless  it  \vas  these  considerations  that  mainly  prompted  the  Penn- 
.sylvania  Railroad  Company  to  advance  the  loan.  AVe  now  appeal  to 
a  higher  authority,  the  Representatives  of  the  people  of  the  State, 
to  grant  the  means  to  pay  off  the  debt,  and  also  assist  the  ^Managers 
of  the  Hospital  in  carrying  on  its  efforts  during  the  coming  two 
years.  A  failure  to  accomplish  this  will  certainly  not  l)e  the  fault 
of  the  Institution. 

The  Coal  Trust  Funds. 

I  call  attention  to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Committee 
of  jManagers,  on  the  receipt  and  expenditure  of  the  earnings  of  the 
.  separate  legacies  of  Charles  Brewer  and  James  Crawford,  out 
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of  which  coal  was  purchased  and  distributed  among  the  worthy  poor 
of  Pittsburgh  and  vicinity.  The  good  work  is  done  annually  by  a 
faithful  Committee,  whose  Report  is  appended. 


With  sorrow  I  have  this  year  to  record  the  decease  of  two  Mana- 
gers of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital : 

MR.  THOMAS  M.  CARNEGIE. 

He  was  born  at  Dumferline,  Fifeshire,  Scotland,  on  the  second  of 
October,  1843  ;  and  died  at  Homewood,  near  Pittsburgh,  on  the 
nineteenth  day  of  October,  1886  ;  aged  43  years. 

The  deceased  was  an  active,  energetic  and  prosperous  man  of  busi- 
ness, possessing  strict  integrity,  good  judgment,  and  fine  reasoning 
powers.  In  his  deportment  he  was  unostentatious,  in  his  friendship 
he  was  warm  and  generous,  and  in  his  family  circle  he  was  tender 
and  beloved.    He  leaves  a  wife  and  nine  children  to  deplore  his  loss. 

JOSEPH  S.  MORRISON,  ESQ. 

He  was  born  in  Allegheny  County  on  the  5th  of  July,  1824  ; 
and  died  on  the  20th  of  April,  1886.  He  graduated  at  Washing- 
ton College,  Pennsylvania:  and  studied  Law  in  the  office  of  Hon. 
T.  M.  -T.  McKennan,  the  father  of  Judge  McKennan  ;  and  was  a 
practitioner  in  our  coui'ts  for  about  thirty-five  years.  He  was  also 
a  member  of  the  association  called  the  "  Sanitary  Soldiers'  Home  "  ; 
and  by  the  arrangement  entered  into  with  the  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital,  became  a  Life  Manager  of  this  Board.  He  devoted 
himself  to  his  profession,  and  was  respected  and  lamented  by  all  who 
knew  him.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers : 

Gentlemen  : — With  the  close  of  another  year  it  becorues  my 
duty  to  present  to  you  my  report  of  the  operation  of  the  Hospital 
during  that  period,  and  in  doing  so  it  is  with  feelings  of  gratitude  and 
thankfulness  to  an  ever-watchful  Providence,  who  has  tenderly  cared 
for  the  wants  of  this  household,  giving  to  its  members  a  large  degree  of 
good  health,  affording  them  many  pleasures  and  comforts,  protecting 
them  from  acute  diseases  and  sparing  us  fi'om  sudden  accident  and 
calamity.  In  the  recovery  of  so  large  a  number  of  our  patients, 
many  sad  hearts  and  once  happy  homes  have  been  cheered  by  the 
return  of  parent  or  child  to  the  welcoming  arms  of  the  family  circle, 
and  the  noblest  promptings  of  a  Christian  people  in  the  founding 
and  erection  of  this  Institution  have  thus  been  largely  realized. 

While  within  our  recollection  the  progress  made  in  the  large 
Hospitals  for  the  better  care  and  curability  of  their  insane  has  been 
marked  by  rapid  advancement,  it  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  interest 
shown  by  the  public  mind  in  acquiring  generous  and  humane  views 
toward  them,  and  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  their  wants  and 
necessities.  The  prevalence  and  growth  of  this  widely-increasing 
knowledge  has  been  promoted  very  materially  through  the  personal 
efforts  and  writings  of  public-spirited  and  benevolent  individuals,  the 
press,  and,  in  our  own  State,  a  generous  Commonwealth,  and  the  en- 
actment of  special  and  comprehensive  laws,  affording  every  protec- 
tion to  this  afHicted  people,  and  the  recognition  of  its  responsibility 
to  them  for  their  care  and  relief. 
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I  believe  to-day  there  are  but  few  insane  in  the  poor-houses  and 
jails  throughout  the  State ;  of  those  in  this  Asylum  district,  all,  or 
nearly  all,  ,of  them  have  been  sent  to  the  Hospital.  To  all  of  these 
persons  a  pleasant  and  comfortable  home  has  been  afforded,  and  a  num- 
ber gone  forth  from  its  doors  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  health  of  mind 
and  body,  while  those  remaining,  many  of  whom  are  not  amenable  to 
treatment,  their  condition  has  been  benefitted,  their  health  improved 
and  the  weary  weeks  and  nionths  of  suffering  in  almshouses  ill-fitted 
for  their  occupancy  forgotten  in  the  surroundings  of  willing  hands- 
and  sympathetic  hearts  ready  to  anticipate  their  every  need. 

That  the  good  accomplished  for  this  dependent  class  of  society  in 
the  past  may  be  ours  in  the  future,  I  trust  the  kindly  co-operation  of 
the  State  so  freely  accorded  your  Hospital  at  present,  and  that  liber- 
ality so  characteristic  of  your  Board  in  the  histoi-y  of  the  Institution 
may  continue,  and  the  new  year  l)e  productive  of  a  wider  field  of 
usefulness,  and  the  end  exceed  our  highest  hopes. 

As  in  previous  years  this  has  been  one  of  activity  in  the  construc- 
tion of  improvements  and  repairs,  i)roposed  by  your  Board,  and  it 
gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  many  of  these  have  been  completed^ 
and  are  very  gratifying  in  their  usages  and  "intentions.  Of  these 
improvements  the  fire  escapes  are  pre-eminent  ;  they  were  completed 
earlvin  the  year,  and  consist  of  four  iron-covered  bridges  eight  feet 
iiigh  and  five  feet  wide,  and,  extending  from  either  department  of  the 
building  upon  the  north  side  to  the  terrace,  afford  a  most  rapid  and 
easv  exit  from  all  portions  of  the  house.  During  the  warmer 
months  the  patients  enjoyed  them  to  their  fullest  extent  as  a  prome- 
nade, and  the  invalid  and  infirm  were  enabled  by  roller  beds  and 
chairs  to  enjoy  from  their  elevation  the  fresh  air  and  sunshine.  Later 
in  the  year  a  beautiful  summerdiousc  was  erected  upon  the  hill-side 
com nuinicating  with  tiie  fire  escape,  which  served  still  further  to  pro- 
mote the  comfort  f)f  those  of  our  fenuile  patients  who  were  unable, 
by  reason  of  advanced  years  and  ill-health,  to  walk  in  the  yard  and 
grounds  surrounding  the  Hospital.  I  may  add  upon  the  completion 
of  the  fire  escapes  the  Fire  Marshal  was  invited  to  inspect  them, 
which  he  did,  and  in  a  written  opinion  expressed  his  entire  satisfac- 
tion as  to  their  construction  and  location,  and  the  provision  of  the 
Hospital  against  so  dreadful  a  calamity. 

Throughout  the  house  an  Electric  Fire  Alarm  System  was  intro- 
duced, placing  the  wards  iu  direct  communication  with  the  general 
office,  and  in  the  hall  of  the  center  building  an  immense  gong  is 
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stationed,  capable  of  rousing  the  household  at  night,  should  fire  occur. 
The  renewal  of  our  heating  apparatus,  begun  at  the  time  of  writing 
my  last  annual  report,  is  now  completed,  and,  while  involving  an  im- 
mense amount  of  labor  and  time,  the  work  was  done  carefully  and 
substantially,  as  the  result  proves,  and  the  expenditure  was  at  a  con- 
siderable less  cost  than  at  first  anticipated. 

With  the  enlarging  of  our  population  and  its  attendant  increasing 
wants,  the  reservoirs,  constructed  many  years  ago,  for  a  long  time 
have  been  inadequate  to  the  demands  made  upon  them,  and  by  their 
lone  and  constant  use  had  become  worn-out  and  unfitted  for  farther 
service.  Plans  for  the  building  of  a  new  reservoir  were  adopted  in 
September,  and  the  work,  commenced  at  once,  was  pushed  forward 
with  great  energy,  that  it  might  be  finished  before  cold  weather.  In 
this  we  were  successful,  as  the  work  was  accomplished  in  a  period  of 
six  weeks.  To  Mr.  Brown,  Superintendent  of  the  Pittsburgh  Water 
Works,  who  kindly  interested  himself  in  its  construction,  we  are  in- 
debted for  many  suggestions  and  frequent  visits  to  the  Hospital,  and 
to  Mr.  Knoderer,  our  farmer,  for  his  untiring  exertions  in  hurrying 
the  work,  and  the  assistance  of  a  large  force  of  patients  under  his  di- 
rection. 

Many  minor  improvements  have  been  made,  such  as  the  erection 
of  a  new  hot  water  heater,  thereby  furnishing  the  tlepartments  a 
larger  supply  of  hot  water,  and  allowing  the  old  heater,  which  had 
become  defective,  to  return  warm  water  into  the  large  l)oilers.  The 
barn  was  covered  with  an  iron  roof,  and  the  small  barn  and  adjacent 
buildings  j^laced  in  excellent  repair. 

The  various  dwellings  situated  upon  the  farm  were  carefully  re- 
paired as  they  may  have  required,  and  within  the  Hospital  the  gen- 
eral and  good  condition  of  its  every  department  is  the  best  evidence 
I  can  present  you  of  the  care  bestowed  to  keep  up  its  high  standing 
for  cleanliness,  order  and  usefulness.  At  our  station  au  Adams  Ex- 
press office  has  been  established. 

By  resolution  of  your  Board  the  drilling  for  Natural  Gas  was 
begun  upon  our  farm  in  the  early  part  of  the  winter,  with  the  inten- 
tion of  supplying  to  the  Hospital  a  cheaper  fuel.  I  had  hoped  at 
the  time  of  writing  this  report  to  be  able  to  congratulate  you  upon 
the  success  of  this  venture,  but  a  series  of  unforeseen  misfortunes  in- 
cident to  an  undertaking  of  this  character  arising  as  the  work  pro- 
gressed greatly  delayed  the  completion  of  the  well.    At  this  date. 


however,  the  work  is  progressing  favorably,  with  every  indication  of 
an  abundant  supply  of  gas,  which,  once  obtained,  will  more  than  re- 
pay in  its  economy  for  our  long  exjiectant  waiting.  •'         '       '  •'  ' 

The  detailed  report  of  the  Farm  is  a  sufficient  warrant  of  the  care 
and  labor  given  to  this  department.  The  household  has  enjoyed  an 
abundance  of  vegetables  and  fruit,  and  the  dairy  has  yielded  a  daily 
average  ol'  forty-four  gallons  of  milk.  Besides  giving  to  the  Farm 
his  personal  attention,  it  is  but  just  to  Mr.  Knoderer  to  acknowledge 
his  supervision  of  the  improvements  and  repaii-s,  and  the  ability  and 
earnestness  shown  in  the  performance  of  every  duty  required  of  him. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  you  the  earnings  of  the  Hospital  for 
the  year  from  its  several  sources  therein  contained,  and  the  total  ex- 
penditures. With  a  daily  average  of  five  hundred  and  fifty-four 
patients,  you  will  readily  observe  the  entire  expense  is  somewhat 
greater  than  that  of  a  year  ago,  but  not  proportionately  higher^ 
while  the  weekly  cost  per  patient  is  considerably  less.  The  itemized 
list  of  expenditures  appended  to  this  report  Avill  give  you  the  precise 
cost  of  all  our  purchases  and  supplies,  and  in  detail  the  amount  of 
moneys  expended  in  our  various  improvements  and  repairs. 

In  my  former  reports  to  your  Board  I  have  directed  your  attention 
to  the  importance  of  occupation  and  amusement  as  curative  meas- 
ures in  the  treatment  of  the  insane.  The  results  of  the  jiast  year, 
and  similar  views  expressed  by  older  Superintendents,  confirm  my 
belief,  and  I  feel  that  no  little  degree  of  good  was  accomplished  by 
these  agents.  Every  exertion  was  made  by  the  officers  to  induce  the 
patients  to  go  out  and  engage  in  farm  work,  or  interest  themselves 
and  assist  in  the  construction  of  our  improvements,  and  to  those  who 
Avere  not  so  inclined  and  unable  to  thus  occupy  themselves  out  door 
games  and  exercises  were  provided.  Within  doors  all  the  members  of 
our  household  were  relieved  in  so  far  as  possible  from  Hospital  tedium 
by  an  ample  supply  of  reading  material,  games,  light  occupation  and 
frequent  entertainments.  Those  patients  who  cannot  attend  our 
public  anuisements  were  not  forgotten,  but  were  entertained  by  a 
series  of  amusenients  given  in  their  respective  halls.  Recognizing 
also  the  comfort  and  hope  to  be  found  by  our  patients  in  the  observ- 
ance of  the  Sabbath,  religious  services  were  held  regularly  during 
the  year,  u[)on  which  all  were  urged  to  attend. 

To  onr  friends  who  contributed  so  freely  by  their  own  exer- 
tion  and  by  various  donations  to  these  ends,  and  to  the  ministers  who 
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preached  for  us  I  desire  to  thaukthem,  and  make  this  public  acknow]. 
edgment. 

To  Prof.  Amos  Whiting  and  members  of  the  First  Presbj'teriaii 
Church  Choir,  to  Mrs.  E.  A.  Sawyer  and  friends;  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Jas.  E.  Porter  and  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  their  company  ;  to 
Prof.  Zitterbart  and  members  of  his  Orchestra  ;  to  Mr.  Oliver  P 
Meckel  and  the  members  of  his  musical  club  ;  to  the  Norfolk  Mission 
Singers  ;  to  Mr.  W.  B.  McComsey  and  friends  ;  to  Miss  Ella  D.  Jack- 
son and  friends  for  vocal  and  instrumental  concerts  ;  to  Prof  Scorer, 
of  the  Curry  Institute,  and  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  accompanying 
him  ;  to  Mr.  Jos.  W.  Warren  and  members  of  his  troupe,  and  to  the 
Bijou  Comedy  Co.  we  are  indebted  for  most  excellent  literary  and 
dramatic  entertainments. 

Mr.  Samuel  Hamilton  gave  to  the  Hosj^ital  for  the  female  patients 
a  new  Estey  Organ.  I  can  safely  add  I  know  of  nothing  that 
has  contributed  so  much  to  their  pleasure  as  this  acceptable  and 
valuable  present. 

To  Superintendent  John  Morrow  our  thanks  are  due  for  an  inter- 
esting lecture  upon  Alaska ;  to  the  Rev.  Colonel  Dauks  for  a  thrilling 
description  of  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  illustrated  by  charts  and 
diagrams ;  to  Rev.  Wm.  P.  Stevenson  for  a  "  Cycling  Tour  Through 
England,  "  and  to  Mr.  A.  Y.  Lee,  the  sketch  artist,  for  one  of  his  fa- 
mous  "  Chalk  Talks. " 

An  abundance  of  reading  matter,  consisting  of  story  papers, 
books,  magazines,  periodicals  and  novels,  was  sent  to  the  Hospital 
through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Reed,  Mrs.  Long,  Miss  Moore,  Mrs.  J. 
R.  Hutchinson,  Miss  Loomis,  Mr.  Charles  Hays,  Mr.  William  P. 
Townsend,  Mr.  F.  R.  Brunot,  Mr.  William  M.  Lyon,  Hon.  Spencer  F. 
Baird,  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  Ladies'  Aid  Society, 
Messrs.  Harper  Bros.,  of  New  York,  LTnion  News  Co.,  and  the 
American  Baptist  Publication  Society.  Messrs.  J.  B.  Lippincott  & 
Co.  gave  us  twenty-four  volumes  for  the  library.  The  Ladies'  Bible 
Society  placed  in  our  wards  thirteen  Bibles,  and  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Publication  gave  the  Hospital  a  reduction  in  their  bill  to 
the  amount  of  $35. 

To  the  Pennsylvania  Company  we  are  indebted  for  many  favors 
shown  us  during  the  year  and  two  large  j^hotographs  of  scenes  along 
their  line. 
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Our  Greenhouse  was  liberally  supplied  with  cuttings,  the  gift  of 
F.  S.  Bissell,  Esq.,  Chas.  J.  Clarke,  Esq.,  and  Messrs.  Elliott.  Mr. 
Paul  H.  Hacke  kindly  gave  to  the  Hospital  a  Jersey  calf. 

Mr.  Robert  S.  Hays,  of  Allegheny,  mindful  of  the  needs  of  our 
invalid  patients,  gave  them  a  rolling  chair,  and  their  aj^preciation  of 
its  value  is  better  shown  m  their  comfort  derived  from  its  use  than 
by  any  expression  from  me.

all  received  a  Christmas  present  from  Messrs.  McCandless,  Jamison

The  picture  is  a  most  natural  one,  and  in  it  are  seen  those 
distinctive  traits  of  character  .so  peculiar  to  this  noble  man,  and 
which  are  more  brightly  shown  in  the  good  he  accomplished  during  a 
life  service  for  the  dependent  class  committed  to  his  care.  1  am 
glad  also  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  large  and  beautifully- 
framed  photograph  of  Mr.  William  A.  Herron,  which  was  placed 
in  the  Entrance  Hall,  along  with  the  portraits  of  others  of  our  Man- 
agers Avho  have  thus  honored  the  Institution  in  a  similar  manner.

Admission  of  Patients  to  Insane  Department. 

1.  Preparatory  to  the  admission  of  a  patient,  unless  when  committed  by 
order  of  a  court,  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  with  the  certificates  of 
two  physicians,  who  have  been  in  practice  five  years  or  more,  that  they  have 
separately  seen  and  examined  the  individual  within  two  weeks  of  tlie  date  of 
admission,  and  believe  him  or  her  to  be  insane,  and  tliese  certificates  shall  be 
sworn  to  before  some  alderman  or  judicial  officer,  with  the  order  of  a  near  rela- 
tive or  friend  that  the  patient  may  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  with  a  state- 
ment as  required  by  law,  and  a  bond  with  satisfactory  security,  for  the  payment 
of  board  and  other  expenses  while  in  the  Institution.  All  private  patients  thus 
received  shall  make  a  payment  of  thirteen  weeks'  board  in  advance,  when 
brought  to  the  Hospital,  no  part  of  which  shall  be  refunded  ;  and  if  taken  away 
uncured,  and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  physician,  in  any  succeeding 
quarter,  no  part  of  the  payment  shall  be  refunded. 

2.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  the  order  of  Court,  the 
order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof,  or,  if  sent  by  Directors  of  Poor,  an  order 
sent  by  the  Directors  or  their  Agent,  accompanied  by  the  Certificates  of  In- 
sanity, as  required  by  law,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital. 

3.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean,  and  be  free 
from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Each  male  patient  shall  he  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts,  a  new 
and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  three  i)airs  socks,  two  paivs  drawers, 
two  undershirts,  a  hat  or  cap,  cravat,  collars,  handkerchiefs,  shoes  and  one  pair 
slippers. 

5.  Each  female  patient  shall  have  three  calico  dresses,  four  chemises,  three 
pairs  drawers,  three  pairs  hose,  three  night-gowns,  two  flannel  skirts,  one  Bah 
moral  skirt,  two  muslin  skirts,  six  handkerchiefs,  four  collars,  two  pairs  shoes, 
one  shawl  or  cloak,  and  one  hat  or  hood. 

6.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  (heir  health  is  improved,  or  when  they  attend 
religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out.  their  self-respect  may  be  preserved. 

In  all  cases  the  patient's  best  clothing  should  he  sent ;  it  will  be  carefully  pre- 
served, and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 
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Jowelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c.,  should  be  left  at  home 
as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost,  and  for  which  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  are  not 
responsible. 

All  clothing,  if  not  taken  awav  at  the  time  of  the  patient's  removal,  or  within 
three  months  afterward,  will  be  disposed  of  as  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  may 
think  best,  and  no  compensation  whatever  will  be  made  therefor. 

7.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  accompany  him  or  her 
to  the  Hospital,  and  from  whom  minute,  but  often  essential,  particulars  may  be 
learned. 

8.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending,  and  attendance  for  all 
who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  four  dollars  per  week.  For  private 
patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves,  or  their  friends,  the  price  varies 
from  five  to  ten  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble  and  expense  incurred,  and 
according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher  prices  are  paid,  by  special  agree- 
ment with  the  physician,  for  extra  attention  and  accommodation. 

Payments  are  to  be  paid  quarterly,  in  advance. 

9.  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  the  payment  of  the 
board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  patient  when  discharged,  of  all 
persons,  excepting  those  sent  at  the  expense  of  the  counties  or  townships. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  such  a  bond,  and,  if 
strangers,  furnish  evidence  of  their  responsibility. 

10.  All  bills  remaining  unpaid  one  month  after  date  of  presentation,  are 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Hospital  for  collection. 

11.  As  the  diet  of  the  25atients  is  under  the  absolute  control  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, no  nuts,  candies,  cakes  or  other  edibles  shall  be  given  to  the  patients 
by  their  friends  or  visitors,  Avithoui  his  express  permission. 

12.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  inspect  the  Institution  on  any  day  (except  Sun- 
day,) between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.  and  12  M.,  and  between  2  and  4  P.  m.  ;  but 
no  visitor  shall  be  admitted  to  the  wards  occupied  by  patients,  without  express 
permission  from  the  Superintendent ;  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  no 
amount  of  visiting  is  jjermitted  that  shall  prove  injurious  to  the  patient.  No 
visitors  shall  be  admitted  on  the  holidays. 

Visitors  will  please  not  intrude  on  the  grounds  used  by  the  patients,  or  give 
to  or  receive  anything  from  patients. 

13.  The  Hospital  is  located  eight  miles  west  of  Pittsburgh,  on  the  Pittsburgh, 
Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway,  at  Dixmont,  and  can  easily  be  reached  by 
cars,  there  being  ten  trains  (east  and  west)  each  day,  (except  Sunday)  stopping 
at  the  Hospital  Station. 

14.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  and  all  communications  in 
regard  to  the  condition,  health,  bills,  &c.,  of  those  who  are  in  the  Hosi^ital,  shall 
be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

15.  As  Dixmont  Station  has  now  an  Adams  Express  Office,  all  goods  may  be 
sent  to  the  Hospital  direct  by  express  or  freight,  as  may  be  jjreferred.

President  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  Pittbhurgh,  Pa  : 

Dear  Sir  :  The  hospital  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  faith- 
ful service  in  the  interest  of  suffering  humanity.  Owing  to  its  heavy 
debt  and  the  urgent  request  of  the  general  board  for  retrenchment 
as  far  as  possible,  none  but  the  most  urgent  cases  have  been  admitted. 
For  this  reason  there  was  a  falling  off  in  the  number  admitted  of 
58  from  the  previous  year,  with  a  corresponding  decrease  in  expense, 
as  will  be  seen  in  the  very  full  and  able  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  whole  number  treated  in  14i  years  of  its  existence  (in  its 
present  form)  13,320.  Paid  in  full  or  in  part,  3,277.  Paid  nothing, 
10,043.  Of  the  above  1,779  were  soldiers.  More  than  three-fourths 
of  the  total  were  free  patients,  and  nearly  45  per  cent,  were  non- 
residents of  this  county. 

The  members  of  the  staff  have  devoted  another  year  of  faithful 
labor,  at  all  hours,  to  its  service,  making  more  than  fourteen  j'earsia 
all  without  one  cent  of  reward.  Your  committee  feel  that  such  sac- 
rifice should  have  more  than  a  passing  notice  from  this  Board. 

The  resident  physicians  and  all  others  in  the  service  of  the  hospi- 
tal have  faithfully  discharged  the  various  and  often  ditScult  duties 
to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  your  committee,  and  are  deserving  of  all 
praise.  To  the  ladies  of  the  various  churches  who  have  so  abund- 
antly supplied  us  with  linen  made  up  by  their  own  hands,  and 
enough  for  a  whole  year's  supply  ;  to  the  many  friends  for  dona- 
tions of  money  and  other  valuable  gifts  ;  to  the  Harper  children, 
Alberta  and  Florence,  and  the  Heart  and  Hand  Society  of  the  Third 
Presbyterian  church,  each  for  the  support  of  a  child's  bed,  where  two 
helpless  suffering  children  have  been  cared  for  for  a  whole  year  ;  to 
the  ministers  and  choirs  of  our  various  churches  for  the  valued  Sab- 
bath services — the  committee  are  under  lasting  obligations. 
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"  Hospital  Sunday,"  which  was  only  started  this  year  has  made  a 
good  beginning  and  we  hope  for  permanent  and  regular  aid  from 
that  in  the  future. 

On  the  13th  of  last  April  the  hospital  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the 
death  of  Thomas  Chess,  for  thirteen  years  its  able  and  faithful  Super- 
intendent, a  man  of  strict  integrity,  a  friend  of  every  sufferer,  a 
man  of  rare  ability  and  an  untiring  worker  in  every  good  cause,  but 
especially  in  the  hospital  that  he  loved  so  well. 

The  committee  have  selected  Mr.  W.  A.  Cowen  as  Superintendent, 
who  has  been  ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Chess  and  hei'  daughter,  and  it 
gives  us  great  pleasure  to  state  that  the  hospital  is  in  the  best  possi- 
ble condition,  a  model  of  neatness,  second  to  none  we  believe  in  the 
country.  And  while  the  most  rigid  economy  is  practised,  nothing  is 
wanting  which  is  necessary  to  the  comfort  and  restoi'ation  of  its 
numerous  patients.  In  conclusion,  let  us  hope  for  such  liberal  aid 
from  the  State  and  our  many  friends  as  will  enable  us  to  j^ay  off  our 
heavy  debt,  and  to  be  always  ready  to  receive  such  cases  as  require 
its  help.

Dear  Sir  : — As  requested  by  you,  I  have  made  out  and  now  enclose 
condensed  transcripts  from  the  books  of  the  Surgical  and  IMedical 
Department,  showing  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  official  years 
■ending  September  30th,  1885  and  1886. 

The  figures  from  the  books  can  be  verified  by  comparison  with  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  smallest  details  can  be  shown  by 
properly  authenticated  vouchers  and  warrants.  By  the  additional 
statement  showing  the  various  items  composing  the  sum  necessary  for 
us  to  ask  of  the  Legislature,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  needs  of  the  In- 
stitution are  great,  but  as  shown  by  your  successive  Reports  they  are 
not  greater  than  the  work.  The  sum  does  not  simply  a]3ply  to  the 
immediate  present,  nor  only  to  the  ensuing  two  years,  but  is  made 
necessary  by  the  last  seriously  inadec^uate  appropriation  which  left 
unprovided  the  accumulated  indebtedness  of  former  years,  as  well  as 
the  manifest  deficiency  for  1885  and  1886. 

For  every  dollar  and  fu'  every  cent  of  the  amounts  named  in  the 
statement  as  "Loan"  and  "  Disbursements  for  Maintenance  and  Ex- 
penses," the  Committee,  of  which  I  am  a  member,  is  prepared  to 
show  detailed  proof  The  amount  named  is  the  minimum  needed 
for  the  relief  and  maintenance  of  the  Institution,  and  when  secured 
■will  encourage  the  management  in  its  j^resent  intention  and  endeavor 
to  draw  the  future  expenditures  and  receipts  toward  a  mutual  point, 
and  enable  it  to  reduce  any  possible  future  applications  to  the  Legis- 
lature to  a  very  small  sum. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  the  recent  important  and  considerate  deter- 
mination of  your  Executive  Committee  of  the  De2)artment  for  the 
Insane,  at  Dixmont,  to  withhold  any  application  to  the  State  for 
money  in  its  own  behalf — however  advantageously  it  might  be  used 
— in  order  that  the  Surgical  and  Medical  Department  might  thereby 
more  readily  secure  the  sum  needed  in  its  sorely  pressed  condition, 
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Avill  strike  all  attentive  persons  as  strong  evidence  of  the  great  need 
of  the  Hospital  as  recognized  by  those  best  informed  as  to  its  work 
and  its  necessities. 

In  closing  this  letter  I  would  say  that  to  you  as  President  of  the 
Board,  knowing  its  innermost  workings,  it  must  be  a  gi-atification  ta 
feel,  and  for  the  Managers,  I  think  it  a  pardonable  pride  to  believe 
that  criticism  of  the  management  of  the  Institution  will  be  found  to 
be  in  inverse  proportion  to  the  knowledge  and  acquaintance  of  the 
individual  with  the  real  facts  and  the  care  exercised  in  its  conduct,, 
professional,  financial  and  moral.

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KEPORT  OP  SUPERINTENDENT, 


To  the  Executive  Committee, 

Medical  and  Surgical  Department,  Western  Penn'a  Hos2)ital  : 

Gentlemen  : 

Having  been  appointed  by  you  to  the  responsible 
position  of  Acting  Superintendent,  immediately  after  the  death  of 
the  late  Superintendent,  Mr.  Thos.  Chess,  it  becomes  my  duty  to 
place  before  you  a  full  statement  of  the  operations  of  the  Hospital 
for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1886. 

Assuming  control  of  the  Hospital  in  the  sixth  month  of  the  fiscal 
year,  the  labor  of  jireparing  a  complete  and  accurate  report  of  all 
its  operations  has  been  greatly  reduced  by  the  simple  and  compre- 
hensive system  of  keeping  the  accounts  and  making  payments, 
adopted  by  your  committee  on  October  1st,  1885,  by  which  the  per- 
plexities arising  from  the  sudden  death  of  one  who  had  been  in 
charge  of  affairs  for  over  thirteen  years,  were  almost  entirely  avoided. 

The  summary  of  statistics,  which  I  have  thrown  into  the  form  of 
tables,  for  the  years  of  1884  and  1885,  together  with  the  tables  ac- 
companying the  report  of  the  Staff,  will  give  the  details  concerning 
the  treatment  and  cost  of  the  patients.

The  books  of  the  Treasurer,  having  been  closed  before  your  com- 
mittee had  issued  warrants  for  the  accounts  of  September,  1886,  I 
have  added  the  amount  of  the  expenses  of  that  month,  making  the  total 
cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  September  30thr 
1886,  $49,915.69,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  new  boilers  and  building  and 


82 


n3w  laundry  and  l)uilding  and  machinery,  for  which  a  special  ap- 
propriation was  made  by  the  Legislature. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  during  the  year  only  forty-nine  patients 
less  were  treated  than  during  the  preceding  year,  the  reduction  in 
expenses  has  been,  $6,371.94. 

By  the  very  liberal  contract  made  by  the  Philadelphia  Company  for 
the  supply  of  natural  gas  for  the  boilers,  laundry  and  Hospital,  the  ex- 
penses for  heating  will  lie  reduced  by  one  thousand  dollai's  per  annum. 

While  the  exterior  of  our  Hospital  building  sadly  need  repaint- 
ing and  repairing,  not  only  for  the  sake  of  beauty,  but  for  preserva- 
tion, and  the  grounds  are  very  unsightly  in  appearance,  yet  I  am 
pleased  to  state  that  all  the  interior  arrangements  are  in  perfect  work- 
ing order,  and  well  adapted  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick  and  in  jured. 

The  large  porches  at  both  east  and  west  ends  of  the  main  building 
have  become  rotten  and  are  not  now  considered  safe.  As  these 
porches,  during  eight  months  of  the  year,  are  really  indispensable  to 
the  comfort  of  convalescent  patients  they  should,  if  possible,  be 
rebuilt  during  the  ensuing  spring.  The  roof  of  the  main  building, 
having  been  in  use  almost  forty  years,  must  soon  be  entirely  renewed, 
as  many  of  the  supporting  timbers  are  decayed. 

As  increased  power  has  been  addetl  to  the  laundry,  the  machin- 
ery, after  considerable  trouble  and  delay,  now  works  satisfactory. 
Three  new  boilers  of  fifty  horse  power  each  have  been  placed  in  a 
new  brick  building,  at  a  convenient  distance  from  the  Hospital.  By 
this  system  of  steam  heating  we  are  enabled  to  maintain  a  proper 
temperature  in  all  the  wards. 

It  is  a  source  of  satisfoction  that,  during  the  past  year,  a  larger 
number  of  persons  than  usual  needing  medical  and  surgical  treat- 
ment, have  availed  themselves  of  the  skillful  treatment  and  nursing, 
iind  the  pleasant  private  rooms  of  the  Hospital. 

Such  persons,  while  enjoying  and  jDrofiting  by  the  facilities  of  a 
well  equipped  Hospital,  have  had  the  privacy  of  a  home,  and  by  the 
amounts  paid  for  such  treatment,  have  largely  increased  the  funds 
for  charity  patients.  The  receipts  from  this  source  have  been  in- 
creased over  $2,100. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  your  committee,  I  have  en- 
deavored to  exercise  the  strictest  economy  in  the  purchase  and  dis- 
pensing of  supplies  of  every  description. 
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I  have  also  continually  endeavored  to  co-operate  with  the  members 
of  the  Staff,  in  tlieir  efforts  to  carefully  enforce  your  rules  excluding 
•cases  that  are  beyond  benefit  from  any  hospital  treatment,  and,  by 
prompt  discharge  of  onvalescents,  carry  out  your  intention  of  keei> 
ing  the  Hospital  a  place  for  cure,  and  not  simply  a  home  for  unfor- 
tunates, for  whose  care  other  institutions  have  ample  resources.  At 
the  same  time,  great  care  was  exercised  that  no  worthy  sufferer 
should  be  refused  admittance.  That  these  efforts  have  been  in  some 
degree  successful,  is  made  evident  by  the  reduction  of  expenses, 
before  noticed. 

The  members  of  the  Staff  and  the  corps  of  resident  Physicians 
have  responded  promptly  to  any  calls  made  upon  them  at  all  hours 
•of  the  day  and  night. 

The  present  force  of  employes  and  nurses,  with  but  few  exceptions, 
bave  been  connected  with  the  Hospital  for  many  years,  and  deserve 
high  commendation  for  the  faithful  and  kind  manner  in  which  they 
have  performed  their  various  duties. 

While  I  have  neither  time  nor  space  to  mention  in  detail  the  large 
and  valuable  donations  from  friends  of  the  Hospital,  I  yet  want  to 
assure  them  that  their  constant  kindness  is  fully  appreciated  and  re- 
membered. 

To  the  ladies  of  the  Fruit  and  Flower  Mission,  J.  M.  Guskv  Es- 
tate, M.  Danziger,  L.  H.  Harris,  Knowles,  Taylor  &  Knowles  of 
East  Liverpool,  and  Mrs.  Samuel  McKee,  we  desire  to  return  our 
sincere  thanks  for  many  costly  and  valuable  donations. 

To  the  church  choirs  and  ministers  of  the  different  churches  who 
have  visited  the  Hospital  each  Sunday  and  conducted  service  under 
direction  of  Mrs.  William  McCreery,  Mr.  H.  Rose  and  Mr. .  John 
McCreery,  we  return  our  sincere  thanks  ;  as  well  as  to  the  daily 
pajaers  of  the  city,  for  donating  papers  to  the  patients. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  members  of  the  Staff,  and  all 
others  who  have  so  kindly  advised  and  assisted  me  in  the  discharge 
of  an  arduous  and  hitherto  untried  labor.

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REPORT  OF  STAFF, 


To  the  Board  of  Managers 

of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

Gentlemen  : 

We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  brief 
statement  of  professional  work  performed  in  this  Hospital  during  the 
year  ending  October  1st,  1886. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Hosj^ital  year  there  were  one  hundred  and 
ninety-four  2:)atients  remaining,  eleven  hundred  and  forty-nine  were 
admitted  during  the  year,  and  there  were  thirty-seven  births  in  the 
Hospital,  making  a  total  of  thirteen  hundred  and  eighty.  Of  this 
number,  eight  hundred  and  twenty  were  discharged  cured  ;  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty  were  discharged  improved  ;  forty-one  were  discharged 
unimproved  ;  and  the  deatlis  numbered  one  hundred  and  one,  leaving 
one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  under  treatment  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

By  referring  to  the  report  of  the  previous  year,  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  aliove  figures  show  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  admissions, 
in  the  number  of  deaths,  and  in  the  number  remaining  at  the  close 
of  the  year's  work. 

This  is  the  result  of  compliance  by  the  Staff  with  the  desire  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  as  expressed  in  its  letter  of  November  24th, 
1885,  "  to  exercise  a  wise  discrimination  in  the  admissioj  of  patients, 
and  to  promptly  discharge  them  as  soon  as  their  conditi'  i  would  jier- 
mit,  in  order,  if  possible,  to  proportion  the  charity  vork  to  the 
amount  of  revenue." 

In  carrying  out  this  design,  we  have  been  stringeui,  in  selecting 
from  the  numbers  seeking  admission,  those  whose  necessities  were 
greatest,  and,  notwithstanding,  our  wards  have  been  sc  .rowded  that 
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we  have  frequently  been  obliged  to  discharge  patients  before  they 
were  ready,  in  order  to  make  room  for  more  urgent  and  serious  cases. 
It  is  a  matter  of  sincere  regret  to  us,  that  for  lack  of  means  we  have 
been  obliged  to  curtail  our  usefulness  by  refusing  admission. 

One  hundred  and  one  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  which  was 
seven  and  three-tenths  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  treated.  F  fty 
of  these  deaths  were  Coroner's  cases,  and  all  of  them  terminated 
fatally  so  soon  after  admission,  as  to  practically  place  them  beyond 
the  aid  of  treatment. 

The  appended  statistical  statement  will  be  found  interesting,  as  it 
furnishes  a  complete  exhibit  of  the  various  diseases  and  manifold 
forms  of  injury  treated  during  the  year,  with  the  result  in  every  case. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  courtesy 
and  consideration  of  the  "  Board  of  Managers,"  and  our  commen- 
dation of  the  executive  department  and  the  resident  staff.

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Rules  for  the  Admission  of  Patients 

TO  THE  • 

City  Department  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 


Article  1.  Application  for  the  admission  of  free  patients,  may  be  mxde 
daily,  at  the  Hospital,  (Sundays  excepted,)  to  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, or  to  one  of  the  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons. 

The  patient,  if  able,  should  in  all  cases  ajoply  in  person ;  if  unable  to  attend,, 
the  application  may  be  made  by  a  friend,  and,  if  necessary,  the  patient  will  be 
visited  by  the  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons,  who  shall  ascertain  whether 
the  applicant  be  a  fit  subject  for  admission. 

Admission  can  only  be  obtained  when  free  beds  are  vacant,  and  by  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  Physician  or  Surgeon,  countersigned  by  a  member  ot  the  Committeer 
and  addressed  to  the  Superintendent.  Every  applicant  shall  engage  to  comply 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  free  patients.  No  person  shall  be 
admitted  to  free  beds  except  cases  of  acute  disease,  or  recent  accidents,  but  no 
cases  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  syphilis  can  be  received,  nor  patients- 
who  have  been  inmates  of  other  hospitals  within  three  months  before  their 
application,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  nor  can  any  pa- 
tient be  retained  longer  than  two  months  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Board. 

Art.  2.  All'  persons  suffering  from  recent  accident  or  injury,  shall  be  re- 
ceived into  the  Hospital  without  the  usual  forms  of  application. 

Art.  3.  Application  for  the  admission  of  pay  patients  must  be  made  to  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  on  whose  certificate,  countersigned  by  the  Physician 
or  Surgeon,  they  shall  be  received  into  the  Hospital  by  the  Superintendent* 
who,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee,  shall  take  such  securities  as  may  be 
required. 

The  price  of  board  and  medical  attendance,  in  ordinary  cases,  for  private 
rooms  and  general  wards,  shall  be  such  as  the  committee  may  determine. 

Art.  4.  Pay  patients,  by  making  special  arrangements  with  the  Committee, 
as  well  as  those  sent  by  railroad  and  other  corporations,  may  be  admitted  as 
boarders,  and  by  conforming  to  the  general  rules  of  the  Institution,  shall  have 
all  its  benefits,  and  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  their  own  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon ;  provided  they  themselves  shall  compensate  said  Physician  or  Surgeon  for 
their  services. 
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Art.  5.  Overseers  and  Directors  of  the  Poor,  any  Church,  Order,  and  Ben- 
evolent Society  or  Corporation,  may  obtain  adniis-sion  for  persons  under  their 
care,  provided  that  the  cases  are  such  as  are  approved  by  the  Committee  and 
attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons.  In  all  such  cases  arrangements  must  be  made 
with  the  Committee  for  the  payment  of  whatever  rate  of  charge  for  boarding 
they  have  determined  upon,  and  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  payment  of 
the  same  as  this  Committee  may  require. 

Art.  6.  Those  cases  considered  by  the  medical  officers  most  necessitous, 
urgent  and  dangerous,  and  those  which  are  most  likely  to  admit  of  being  re- 
lieved, are  to  have  the  preference  in  being  received  as  patients. 

Art.  7.    The  following  cases  are  considered  ineligible  to  the  Instit  ution  : 

1st.    Those,  who,  upon  due  examination,  are  considered  incapable  of  relief- 

2d.  Those  who  have  complaints  to  the  cure  of  which  other  establishments 
have  been  appropriated. 

3d.  Those  who,  wanting  food  and  not  medicine,  are  more  properly  objects  of 
relief  from  Directors  of  Poor  and  public  charity. 

4th.  Patients  becoming  convalescent,  are  to  be  discharged  by  the  attending 
Physician  or  Surgeon  as  soon  as  possible,  that  their  places  may  be  filled  by  some 
other  afflicted  person. 

Patients  giving  a  wrong  representation  of  themselves,  their  circumstances, 
their  disorders,  or  otherwise,  to  gain  admission,  and  who,  alter  being  admitted, 
are  found  to  have  any  disorder  not  considered  proper,  are  to  be  discharged. 

No  charity  patient  is  to  be  continued  longer  than  two  months,  except  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  medical  officers  that  a  more  lengthened  period  will 
essentially  conduce  to  the  patient's  health  ;  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  those 
cases  of  lingering  disease,  where  death  is  inevitable.

To  ihe  Honorable  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy : 

Gentlemen  : — On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before 
you  a  statement  of  its  affairs  for  the  year  ending  on  the  1st  of 
October,  1887. 

The  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Dixmont. 
At  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Eeporl,  Sept.  30th,  1886,

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Foi-  particulai'S  I  refer  you  to  the  Superintendent's  Report. 

The  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  H.  A.  Hutchinson,  has  cliarge 
of  this  Department,  « itli  three  Medical  Assistants.  The  Assistants 
are  Dr.  George  C.  Graliam,  Dr.  W.  Brown  Ewing,  and  Dr.  John 
W.  Leonard.  The  last  named  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy 
occasioned  l)y  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Josepli  Scroggs,  a  most  worthy 
gentleman  who  retired  on  account  of  ill-health.  They  have  faith- 
fulness and  skill  in  their  ])i'ofession,  and  possess  the  confidence  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Managers.  The  Report  of 
the  Medical  Superintendent  is  herewith  annexed  ;  to  which  I  call 
your  especial  atlention. 

I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  tlie  Treasurer,  herewith  annexed,  for  a 
clear  and  concise  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Institution  during  the  fiscal  year,  as  well  as  the  accompanying 
Report  of  the  Finance  Connnittee  upon  its  verification.  These 
facts  and  figures  are  itemized  in  the  monthly  statements  made  by 
law  to  tlie  Auditor  General.  To  repeat  them  in  this  Report  would 
be  unneccssaiy  amplification.  The  audit  of  the  Finance  Com 
mittee  on  all  investments  of  the  Institution  in  the  possession  of  the 
Treasurer,  ai'e  particularized,  and  found  by  them  to  be  correct  and 
satisf'actoi'y. 

The  Executive  Committee  is  empowered  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
with  authority  to  supervise  and  direct  the  whole  Department,  its 
grounds,  buildings,  improvements,  betterments  and  repairs ;  the 
examination  of  contracts  and  accounts;  and  the  drawing  of  Warrants 
on  the  Treasurer  for  all  payments.  They  have  done  this  duty  with 
satisfaction  during  the  year. 

The  land  is  kept  in  order  by  our  worthy  and  intelligent  farmer, 
Mr.  AVilliam  Knoderer,  who  sutters  nothing  to  deteriorate  for  want  of 
attention.  Tlie  fruit  and  flowers  under  his  skillful  care,  are 
abundant  in  their  season,  and  attbrd  the  patients  that  gratification 
which  is  always  pleasing  to  their  friends  and  other  visitors,  who  can 
not  but  observe  that  tliey  are  an  alleviation  in  some  degree  of  their 
sad  condition. 

I  tliink  it  proper  to  mention  here  some  of  the  work  done  under  Mr. 
Knoderer 's  direction  during  the  season  embraced  in  this  report,  such 
as  digging  of  ditches  and  foundation  walls  and  shaping  grounds. 
7644  cubic  yards  of  earth  were  removed.  769]  perches  of  stone  put 
in  drains  and  on  roads.    1098  perches  of  i-ubble  walls  Iniilt.  .5895 
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feet  of  cut  stone  walls  built.  400  feet  of  flags  laid.  42,119  brick 
laid.  The  Hospital  teams,  besides  doing  all  farm  and  garden  work, 
hauled  33,440  bushels  of  coal,  also  hauled  stoue,  brick  and  saud,  and 
carted  clay  equivalent  Avith  the  Hospital  teams  to  665  days.  The 
roads  have  been  kept  in  repair,  fences  built  and  repaired,  and  build- 
ings, board-walks,  etc.,  kept  in  good  order.  All  stone  used  in  the 
several  improvements  was  obtained  in  the  quarry  of  the  Hospital 
fixrm. 

In  the  last  annual  Rejjort,  I  stated  that  Reservoir  No.  1  was  com- 
pleted. In  the  year  1887,  Reservoir  No.  2  was  excavated  and  built. 
Much  of  the  work  was  done  by  the  patients,  excepting  of  course  the 
laying  of  brick.  It  is  flagged  all  around  and  finished  completely. 
It  holds  404,130  gallons  of  water.    Its  cost  was  $1,848.79. 

Infirmary  No.  1  was  completed  this  year,  and  is  occupied  by 
patients.  It  accommodates  80.  It  is  a  frame  building  70  by  26  feet 
and  heated  by  steam,  and  well  ventilated,  lighted,  and  contains  every 
convenience  necessary.  It  accommodates  our  imbecile  class  of 
patients,  and  has  been  most  beneficial  to  their  health.  The  building 
is  also  arranged,  should  an  epidemic  or  contagious  disease  occur,  to 
be  used  for  such  cases.  Its  cost  was  $3,497.11.  The  benefits  result- 
ing from  Infirmary  No.  1  induced  the  erection  of  another  building  of 
similar  kind  and  purpose.  Its  size  is  80  by  28  feet.  Its  cost  up  to 
October  1st,  1887,  was  $818.58,  and  is  unfinished.  It  is  intended  to 
accommodate  50  patients  mostly  of  our  working  class. 

A  new  and  large  piggery  has  been  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $300. 

Two  fountains  have  been  built  at  a  cost  of  $58.25,  which  have 
afforded  pleasure  to  the  patients  during  warm  weather. 

A  commodious  Irame  building  called  the  "Valve  House"  was 
erected  over  the  valves  of  the  water  pipes  supplying  the  basins.  It 
also  serves  as  a  lodge  for  the  laboring  men.  It  is  nicely  painted  and 
fitted  up  ;  and  cost,  $300. 

Four  stand  pipes  are  in  course  of  erection  on  the  main  hospital 
building  ;  two  to  be  placed  in  the  rear,  on  either  side  of  the  centre 
building  ;  and  two  others,  one  on  either  side  of  the  rear  of  the 
Wards.  Their  object  is  to  facilitate  the  means  of  putting  out  fire  ; 
and  also  serve  as  ladders  to  the  roofs  of  the  building.  They  are  of 
iron  well  secured  to  the  walls,  with  a  four  ingh  stand  pipe,  with 
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valves  and  hose  connections  at  each  story.    The  contract  was  let  at  a 
cost  of  $581. 

Two  uf  our  entire  wards  have  been  relaid  with  hard  wood  floors, 
consisting  of  yellow  Georgia  pine  and  ash.  They  look  well  and  are 
of  benefit  to  the  house.    The  cost  was  .$2(30. 

Th-e  Bakery  and  Cooling  Room  is  one  story  high  of  brick,  with  a 
basement  of  stone  The  size  is  .50  by  24  feet.  On  the  ground  floor, 
or  basement,  there  is  a  cutting  room  and  cooling  room ;  and  on  the 
upper  floor  an  ice  roon)  ;  on  thii-d  floor  a  baker)^  and  flour  room. 
The  two  ovens  are  detached,  but  connected  by  doors  with  the  bake- 
room.  The  cost  of  the  improvement  is  $692.07.  The  remainder  of 
cost  will  appear  in  the  next  annual  Report. 

An  Influent  Pipe,  laid  27-5  feet  out  into  the  river  channel.  It  is  of 
iron,  10  inch  flange.  Through  it  the  puujps  supply  the  Hospital 
with  river  water.    The  cost  of  the  improvement,  $780.9.5. 

In  my  last  report,  I  stated  that  the  lands  at  Dixmont  were  within 
the  range  of  the  new  Natural  Gas  territory.  Our  Board  of  Managers 
under  this  impression,  resolved  to  sink  a  well  on  the  premises,  at  a 
venture.  It  had  the  promise  of  success  at  first ;  but  in  the  end 
turned  out  to  be  a  failure.  The  site  selected  was  not  a  judicious 
choice,  as  was  proven  l)y  the  result ;  it  was  too  near  the  Eastern  line 
of  the  property.  In  the  drilling,  various  accidents  occurred,  such  as 
breaking  of  cables,  and  injuries  to  tools,  and  delays  in  the  work,  and 
a  series  of  annoyances  that  were  disheartening  in  the  progress  of  the 
undertaking.  Tiie  first  contractors  gave  up  their  engagement.  Other 
men  experienced  in  bdring  for  gas  were  more  hopeful,  and  an 
arrangement  was  made  with  them  to  try  their  luck.  It  is  unnecessary 
to  give  any  other  intelligence  save  the  result.  The  depth  at  which 
gas  is  foun'd  in  adjacent  lands  to  the  Westward  was  reached,  but  the 
flow  was  feeble  and  unsatisfactory.  It  was  at  length  abandoned  as 
hopeless.  The  cost  of  the  enterprise  will  probably  prevent  a  repetition 
of  boring  elsewhere  for  a  while  ;  especially  as  our  Executive  Com- 
mittee has  contracted  on  fair  terms  for  a  supply  of  Natural  Gas,  from 
a  company  that  has  successful  wells,  with  jiipes  laid  on  the  Beaver 
Road,  along  our  line  of  property.  Thus  our  premises  is  supplied 
abundantly  with  heat,  and  saved  from  the  smoke  nuisance  hitherto 
borne  from  necessity. 

Among  the  receipts  of  the  fiscal  year,  reported  by  the  Treasurer,  is 
the  sum  of  Two  thousand  Dollars,  ]iaid  by  the  Executors  of  the 
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estate  of  that  worthy  gentleman  Robert  Beer,  who  was  a  Manager  of 
the  Institution  ;  and  died  in  the  year  1880.  It  was  bequeathed  by 
his  Will  to  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Dixmont. 

The  average  cost  of  the  patients  at  Dixmont  is  now  estimated  at 
$4.13i  per  capita  per  week,  which  is  a  slight  reduction  on  the  Report 
of  1886,  it  being  then  $417. 

The  General  Hospital  in  the  City. 

The  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1887,  shows,  for  the  Medical 
and  Surgical  Department,  the  constant  enlargement  of  its  work  and 
the  increasing  demands  upon  its  facilities,  by  comparison  of  number 
of  patients  from  year  to  year. 

In  1885  there  were  admitted,       -       -       1,244  patients. 
"  1886     "       "        "  .       .  1,380  "

The  latter  year  showing  an  increase,  in  number,  of  82  patients 
over  the  year  1^86,  and  an  increase  of  218  patients  over  the  year 
1885. 

As  the  accommodations  of  the  Hospital  have  not  been  enlarged 
there  has,  necessarily,  been  required  from  the  Superintendent  and 
Committee  a  close  attention  to  the  cares  of  all  the  patients,  who,  while 
freely  received  (and  no  worthy  case  ever  refused )  have  been  promptly 
given  their  discharge  when  cured,  in  order  to  make  room  for  the 
pressing  and  continuous  demands  of  needy  applicants.  It  has  been 
not  merel}'  proper  but  positively  necessary  in  this  particular  to  act 
with  decision  and  promptness,  so  that  patients  who  had  received  the 
benefits  of  the  institution  should  not  remain  beyond  the  point  of 
cure  and  convalescence,  but  assist  in  providing  for  admission  of 
their  unfortunate  fellow-sufterers  yet  outside.  So  prompt  and  effi- 
cient has  been  the  conduct  of  affairs,  that  while  the  skill,  care  and 
attention  to  jiatients  have  not  been  diminished  in  the  least  degree,  the 
reports  show  that  while  in  1885  there  w-ere  1,244  admissions,  there  were 
67,579  days  of  hospital  occupancy  ;  and  in  1886  there  were  1,380 
admissions,  with  60,542  days  of  occupancy;  in.  1887  there  were 
1,462  admissions,  with  only  54,492  days  of  occupancy:  with  as 
thorough  attention  and  resultant  success  in  treatment  as  have  here- 
tofore distinguished  this  institution. 

In  evidence  of  the  endeavor  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  this 
Board,  viz  :  to  secure  the  reduction  of  expenses  to  a  point  as  nearly 
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as  practicable  within  the  resources  of  the  Hospital,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  cost  of  maintenance  has  been  reduced  from  $56,287.63  in 
1885,  to  $49,915.69  in  1886,  and  to  $49,922.49  in  1887.  Although, 
as  shown  above,  with  a  yearly  increasing  number  of  patients. 

The  total  cost  of  maintenance  in  1885  represented  $45.25,  average 
per  patient;  while  in  1886  it  represented  $36.17,  average  per  patient; 
and  in  1887  it  represented  $34.15,  average  per  patient. 

e       .  ..." 

The  receipts  from  pay  patients  show  a  gratifying  increase  from 

that  source  in  1887,  being  $2,440.67  over  the  receijits  from  same 
source  in  1886. 

The  contributions,  donations  and  bequests  in  1887,  show  an  increase 
of  interest  in  the  institution  on  the  part  of  our  citizens,  amounting 
to  $5,162.83. 

The  indebtedness  of  this  department  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  to  which  I  made  detailed  reference  in  my  last  report,  still 
continues  with  accruing  interest,  the  appropriation  by  the  legislature 
for  the  liquidation  of  this  item  having  been  vetoed  by  the  Governor, 
on  account  of  insufficiency  of  funds.  It  is  hoped  this  burden  will 
be  removed  at  the  next  session  of  the  legislature. 

For  detailed  information  and  statistics  I  refer  you  to  the  reports 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Superintendent,  and  also  to 
those  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff. 

To  the  members  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  and  to  the 
Superintendent,  are  due  the  thanks  of  the  Board  for  the  attention 
and  efficient  manner  in  which  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  their 
positions  have  been  discharged,  while  the  faithfulness  and  interest  of 
the  employes  of  the  Hospital  are  to  be  highly  commended. 

The  Coal  Trust  Funds. 

I  call  attention  to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Committee 
of  Managers,  on  the  receij^t  and  expenditure  of  the  earnings  of  the 
separate  legacies  of  Charles  Brewer  and  James  Crawford,  out 
of  which  coal  was  pui'chased  and  distributed  among  the  worthy  poor 
of  Pittsburgh  and  vicinity.  The  good  work  is  done  annually  by  a 
faithful  Committee,  whose  Report  is  appended. 
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With  sorrow  I  have  to  record  the  death  of  an  esteemed  friend  and 
Life  manager  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hosjiital — 

MR.  WILLIAM  MORRISON. 

The  decedent  was  born  in  New  Ross,  County  Waterford,  Ireland, 
in  the  month  of  September,  1810.  He  came  with  his  Parents  to  this 
Country  in  1819.  He  was  married  July  27th,  1843,  in  the  City  of 
Allegheny,  and  resided  there  until  the  time  of  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred on  April  29th,  1887.  In  early  life  JNIr.  Morrison,  who  was  a 
man  of  excellent  habits,  energetic,  industrious  and  attentive  to 
business,  was  rewarded  by  prosperity.  His  transactions  being 
strictly  ujjright,  he  acquired  a  good  name,  and  that  meed  of  success 
which  satisfied  his  ambition.  In  retiring  from  the  advantages  of 
trade,  while  fortune  was  yet  holding  out  flattering  inducements,  he 
never  was  heard  to  utter  regrets.  But  he  was  neither  listless  nor 
idle.  Being  a  close  observer  of  events,  he  improved  his  mind  by 
diligent  reading  and  reflection,  thus  increasing  his  mental  resources 
and  maturing  his  judgment.  He  was  respected  for  the  opinions  he 
entertained.  Being  modest  and  unpretentious,  he  never  sought  ofiice 
or  distinction  from  the  public.  His  sentiments  were  his  own,  and  he 
held  them  with  tenacity.  They  were  convictions,  and  he  sufFei'ed  no 
man  to  shake  them,  but  he  never  paraded  them.  In  his  friendship 
he  was  warm  and  generous;  in  his  gifts  he  was  liberal  and  unosten- 
tatious ;  to  the  unfortunate  he  was  sympathetic,  and  where  assistance 
was  needed  it  was  not  withheld.  In  his  convictions,  Mr.  Morrison 
was  an  optimist.  He  believed  God  governs  the  world  with  Avisdom 
and  justness ;  and  things  in  the  end  will  come  out  well.  He  never 
allowed  his  mind  to  doubt  on  this  subject. 

Mr.  Morrison  has  left  a  loving  wife  to  mourn  his  loss  ;  and  many 
friends  to  lament  his  departure. 
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Her  life  work  was  ended  :  The  hour  of  her  rest  had  come  :  On 
the  nineteenth  day  of  July,  1887,  in  the  eiglity-second  year  of  her 
age, 

MISS  DOROTHEA  LYNDE  DIX 
closed  her  eyes  in  death — and  awoke  to  joy  forever. 

From  her  connection  with  this  Hospital,  which  bears  her  name,  it 
falls  to  me  to  briefly  write  an  obituary  article.  I  have  neither  the 
materials  nor  the  ability  to  compose  her  biography.  That  doubtless 
will  be  done  in  the  future  by  one  possessing  both  ;  who  will  lovingly 
gather  together  the  scattered  incidents  of  her  interesting  life.  Her 
letters  are  still  preserved,  for  they  were  veiy  precious  to  her  friends, 
and  the  correspondents  who  received  them.  Those  I  hold  chiefly 
relate  to  Dixmont,  and  her  eflbrts  to  alleviate  the  condition  of  the 
poor  Insane.   I  have  also  some  (jf  her  patriotic  letters  during  the  war. 

Miss  Dix  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  of  gentle  lineage. 
She  was  surrounded  from  her  infancy  by  an  intellectual  society  of 
high  culture.  Her  father  was  a  Doctor  of  medicine.  He  studied  at 
Harvard  College  in  the  class  with  William  Ellery  Channing.  In 
the  Sabbath  School  of  that  eminent  divine,  Miss  Dix  imbibed  her 
early  religious  training;  and  a  cordial  fiiendship  between  pupil  and 
preceptor  lasted  during  life.  General  John  A.  Dix,  the  patriot 
soldier,  was  her  cousin  ;  though  usually  he  addressed  her  as  "sister." 
She  had  a  brother  w  hom  1  knew,  who  resided  in  Boston.  He  was  a 
gentleman  of  high  character.  Miss  Dix  when  young  had  a  frail  con- 
stitution. She  was  sent  to  Europe,  and  also  to  warmer  climates  in 
the  South  to  recover  her  health.  She  was  an  apt  scholar,  a  good 
linguist,  and  very  fond  of  natural  science— especially  Botany  and 
Geology.  She  published  anonymously  a  book  entitled  the  "Garland 
of  Flora,"  and  also  others.  It  is  said,  that  coming  one  Sabbath  out 
of  Doctor  Lowell's  Church,  she  overheard  two  benevolent  gentlemen 
talking  of  the  horrible  condition  of  the  jail  in  East  Cambridge. 
Early  that  week,  although  under  her  physician's  care,  she  visited  the 
prison,  and  found  in  addition  to  other  inmates,  ihirty  insane  persons, 
in  the  most  wretched  state  of  filth  and  rags,  breathing  a  pestilential 
air,  shut  up  in  dark,  dan)p  cells,  and  receiving  no  medical  treatment 
Avhatever.  With  a  strong  will,  she  determined  to  rescue  herself  from 
chronic  invalidism,  and  commence  a  life  of  pure  philanthropy,  even 
before  the  years  of  girlhood  had  ended.  She  began  her  task  by 
writing  for  the  press,  and  arousing  public  sentiment  ;  and  conducting 
religious  services  in  the  jail  on  the  Sabbath  ;  and  doing  also  such 
other  work  that  she  thought  was  needed  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of 
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these  imfortunate  outcasts  of  society.  Her  life-work  was  now  fairly 
begun.  She  comprehended  its  scope  and  magnitude  ;  and  she  prose- 
cuted it  with  system,  practical  method,  and  indomitable  energy. 
She  gave  up  the  quietude  of  home,  renounced  literary  leisure,  for 
which  she  had  an  exquisite  taste,  the  fascinating  pleasures  of  refined 
society,  and  every  .selfish  allurement,  for  the  grand  purpose  of  self- 
sacrifice  on  the  altar  of  suffering  humanity  ;  and  devoting  to  the 
relief  of  the  most  wretched  of  her  race,  the  thoughts  and  energies 
of  her  life.  Two  year.s  before  I  met  her,  which  was  in  1855,  her 
name  had  been  heralded  throughout  this  country.  She  had  already, 
companionless,  visited  the  Halls  of  Congress  ;  the  Legislatures  of 
States  ;  Count>  alms-houses ;  and  wherever  she  went,  her  statements 
were  listened  to,  and  her  presence  became  a  power.  Wherever  hos- 
pitals for  the  insane  were  needed,  her  indefatigable  energy  was  mani- 
fested. Her  noble  appeals  in  choice  language  and  burning  words, 
went  to  the  hearts  and  brains  ot  men  in  authority  :  and  appropria- 
tions were  made,  if  not  commensurate  to  the  needs  of  the  insane,  at 
least  affording,  in  a  measure,  what  was  considered  liberal  aid  to  assist 
in  promotmg  the  object  for  which  she  laboi'ed. 

I  mentioned  the  year  of  my  first  acquaintance  with  Miss  Dix.  At 
that  time,  in  1855,  in  the  Twelfth  Ward  of  this  City,  t'Ut  of  private 
benefactions,  the  Managers  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
had  erected,  on  an  ample  site,  what  was  deemed  a  noble  building. 
It  was  for  the  care  of  the  Insane,  as  well  as  the  sick,  helpless  and 
infirm ;  who  were  placed  in  contiguous  wards  constructed  for  that 
purpose.  A  meeting  of  the  managers  was  called  to  receive  her.  She 
complimented  them  on  the  humane  work  that  had  just  been  accom- 
plished ;  but  feared  that  the  good  purposes  intended  could  never  be 
effectual,  until  the  insane  were  separated  from  the  patients  of  sound 
mind.  She  had  read  the  Charter,  and  having  observed  in  the  Eighth 
Section  of  the  Act,  '"  That  whenever  the  Managers  should  so  elect, 
and  deem  it  more  humane  and  expedient  to  make  this  separation  of 
the  two  classes  of  patients,  that  the  Insane  were  to  be  removed  to  a 
rural  hospital  especially  built  for  them  ;"  the  measure  to  be  sanction- 
ed by  the  contributors  at  a  general  meeting  to  be  convened  at  Pitts- 
burgh. Some  members  of  the  Board  thought  that  it  would  be  pre- 
mature and  unwise,  at  that  time,  to  attempt  the  purchase  of  ground 
and  the  erection  of  the  buildings  necessary  for  such  a  scheme. 
Among  these  was  a  gentleman  of  great  eloquence  and  influence. 
But  he  met  more  than  his  match.  Miss  Dix  replied  to  his  argu- 
ments with  gentleness,  intelligence  and  force  ;  and  when  the  vote 
was  taken,  it  was  carried  in  the  affirmative.    At  a  subsequent  meeting 
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of  the  Contributors,  the  action  of  the  Board  was  approved,  and 
measures  adopted  to  take  up  subscriptions  with  which  to  erect  "  a 
separate  and  distinct  Hospital  for  the  Insane^  I  think  it  may  not  be 
improper  to  name  tlie  manager  who  opposed  this  action  :  it  was  the 
Hon.  William  Wilkins,  one  of  the  most  distinguished  citizens  of 
Pennsylvania.  Some  years  afterward,  I  happened  to  meet  that  gen 
tleman  on  my  way  to  Dixmont,  and  asked  him  to  accompany  me.  He 
assented.  As  we  ascended  the  hill  I  pointed  out  the  improvement  of 
thegrounds  and  the  stateliness  of  the  buildings.  He  paused,  and  said 
to  me:  "This  is  indeed  an  unexjiected  surprise,  and  a  treat.  I  wish 
now  to  withdraw  all  I  ever  said  about  Dixmont.  I  never  saw  a 
finer  view  on  the  Rhine,  embracing  a  structure  dedicated  to  philan- 
thropic purposes,  as  this  Hospital  is ;  and  indeed  the  buildings 
far  surpass  my  expectations." 

This  took  place  in  the  Spring-time,  when  bright  skies  and  the 
early  foliage  of  forest  trees  and  flowering  shrubs,  aided  in  impress- 
ing the  venerable  visitor. 

In  addition  to  the  work  done  by  this  most  estimable  lady  to 
relieve  mental  and  bodily  maladies,  it  is  proper  to  mention  her  labors 
during  the  War,  on  behalf  of  the  soldiers.  By  the  request  of  the 
Govei-nment,  she  undertook  the  task  of  organizing  the  department 
of  "  Female  Nurses,"  at  Washington.  This  is  not  the  place  to  give 
statistics  in  regard  to  that  important  work  ;  but  I  may  state  it  had 
the  thanks  of  both  the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  War.  A 
little  incident  came  to  my  knowledge :  Mr.  Stanton  sent  to  the  quar- 
ters of  Miss  Dix  a  handsome  carriage  for  her  use.  It  was  respect- 
fully but  modestly  declined.  She  said,  "  I  wish  no  outlay  to  be  made 
on  my  account.  As  long  as  I  have  health  and  ability  to  do  my 
work,  I  will  walk  ;  when  I  need  a  carriage,  I  trust  its  necessity  will 
not  be  chargeable  to  the  Government." 

Miss  Dix  never  tired  in  her  work,  from  the  early  morn  'till  the 
fall  of  eventide.    Her  good  deeds  will  live  forever. 

"  So  she  took 

One  grand  step,  beyond  the  sturs  of  God, 
Into  the  splendor,  shadowless  and  broad, 
Into  the  everlasting  Joy  and  light. 
The  zenith  of  the  ha[)py  life  to  come  !"

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers : 

Gentlemen: — The  following  statement  of  the  operations  of 
this  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1887,  I  respect- 
fully submit  to  you  as  my  report. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  there  have  been  received  five 
thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-six  patients  ;  of  this  number  there 
were  discharged  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-eight  as  re- 
stored, one  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-seven  as  improved,  seven 
hundred  and'  forty-nine  as  unimproved,  and  eleven  hundred  and 
twenty-two  died.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  population  of  the 
Hospital  numbered  six  hundred. 

From  the  dote  of  my  last  annual  report  there  were  admitted  two 
hundred  and  eight  patients;  of  the  total  number  under  treatment 
thirty-five  were  discharged  restored,  seventy-one  as  improved,  twelve 
unimproved,  and  seventy-seven  died.  The  percentage  of  recoveries 
upon  the  admissions  is  28  per  cent.  The  percentage  of  recovery 
upon  the  admissions  for  the  year  just  closed  is  16  per  cent.,  and  the 
percentage  of  deaths  upon  the  whole  number  under  treatment  is  9 
per  cent. 

The  larger  number  of  deaths  reported  than  in  former  years  may 
be  accounted  for  in  a  great  measure  to  the  advanced  age  and  enfee- 
bled condition  of  many  of  our  patients,  the  prolonged  and  unremit- 
ting period  of  intense  heat  during  the  summer  months,  and  their  over- 
crowded condition.  ■  . 


Among  those  who  died  were  six  persons  above  eighty  years,  one 
patient  who  died  of  apoplexy  had  resided  in  the  Institution  over 
twenty-six  years,  and  four  had  been  residents  for  periods  of  from 
eight  to  eleven  years.  Seventeen  died  from  Phthisis,  nine  from 
Apoplexy,  twenty-two  from  the  exhaustion  of  Chronic  Mania  Melan- 
cholia and  Dementia,  and  eiglit  from  the  exhaustion  following  the 
acute  forms  of  these  diseases,  two  died  from  general  Paresis  ;  several 
patients  were  in  a  dying  condition  when  brought  to  the  Hospital. 

In  this  connection  I  may  add  but  ten  autopsies  were  held  during 
the  year.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  the  friends  of  those  of  our  pa- 
tients who  die  are  so  opposed  to  this  method  of  study  and  lesearch, 
denying  to  the  physician  the  advantages  of  pathological  investigation 
without  apparent  good  reason. 

By  reference  to  the  statistical  tables  it  wHl  be  seen  the  highest 
number  of  patients  in  the  house  dui'ing  the  year  was  six  hundred  and 
twenty-six.  So  rapid  was  the  increase  in  the  number  of  admissions 
and  the  overcrowding  became  a  subject  of  so  great  importance  that 
on  May  27th,  the  Executive  Committee  issued  a  circular  letter  pro- 
hibiting the  farther  commitment  of  insane  to  our  care,  except  upon 
order  of  Court,  until  the  number  in  excess  of  our  accommodations 
was  diminished,  or  other  and  more  suitable  means  provided  for  their 
reception  and  treatment.  This  was  accomplished  in  a  manner  of 
■which  I  shall  refer  hereafter.  ,  . 

The  expenditure  list  appended  to  this  report,  shows  the  cost  of  the 
improvements  and  repairs  as  they  appear  upon  the  books  of  the  Hos- 
pital, and  an  itemized  account  of  the  various  expenses  incurred  in 
the  management  of  the  house  and  the  several  departments  connected 
therewith. 

The  average  weekly  cost  per  patient  was  $4.13^.  For  a  concise 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Hospital,  I  refer 
you  to  the  Treasurer's  report. 

The  improvements  consist  in  the  construction  of  a  Reservoir  with 
a  capacity  of  404,130  gallons.  This  work  was  laborious  and  difficult, 
but  was  successfully  accomplished  in  a  period  of  two  months,  and 
with  the  excej)tion  of  the  bricklaying,  was  done  almost  entirely  by 
a  large  force  of  j^atients  under  the  direction  and  management  of  our 
farmer. 
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As  a  farther  protection  from  fire,  four  four-inch  iron  stand  pipes 
and  ladders,  designed  by  Mr.  Chester  B.  Albree,  of  Pittsburgh,  were 
erected  upon  the  rear  of  the  Hospital  building  directly  communicat- 
ing with  the  water  supply  from  the  Reservoirs.  They  connect  with 
hose  stationed  at  convenient  points  in  the  interior  of  the  house  and 
afford  a  most  rapid  and  efficient  means  of  extinguishing  fire.  A 
large  amount  of  new  hose  was  purchased,  and  from  the  river  chan- 
nel to  the  Pump  House  a  distance  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-five 
feet,  a  new  ten-inch  influent  pipe  was  laid  rej^lacing  the  old  pipe 
worn  out  by  many  years'  service.  Over  the  valves  of  the  water 
main  from  the  Reservoirs  and  distributing  to  the  various  outbuild- 
ings, a  large  and  convenient  "  Valve  House  "  was  stationed  enabling 
the  water  supply  to  be  under  immediate  supervision. 

Upon  the  hillside  at  a  point  commanding  a  beautiful  view  of  the 
Ohio  and  surrounding  country,  a  tastefull}'  constructed  frame  build- 
ing was  erected  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  crowded  condition  of 
our  people.  In  this  department,  thirty  of  the  demented  class  of  our 
male  patients  are  cared  for  in  a  comfortable  and  home-like  manner. 
The  building  also  is  in  communication  by  telephone  with  the  general 
office,  and  is  visited  daily  by  the  physician  and  supervisor.  Upon 
the  terrace  in  the  rear  of  the  main  building,  a  second  frame  buihling 
is  in  process  of  erection,  which  is  designed  to  accommodate  our  work- 
ing class  of  patients.  This  building,  like  the  former  one,  will  be  at- 
tractive and  thoroughly  furnished.  With  these  buildings  accommo- 
dating eighty  persons,  it  is  thought  the  dangers  attendant  upon  so 
closely  crowded  a  condition  as  previously  existed  are  o^-ercome. 

I  am  glad  to  report  the  building  of  a  large  brick  Refrigerator 
House  and  Bakery  so  long  contemplated  by  your  Board,  and  begun 
at  the  close  of  the  Hospital  year  is  progressing  rapidly.  The  build- 
ing is  erected  after  the  plans  and  specifications  uf  Mr.  E.  M.  Butz, 
and  when  finished  will  be  most  complete  and  convenient  in  all  its 
detail. 

Within  the  house  the  closets  so  unsatisfactory  in  their  construction 
and  operation  have  been  entirely  repaired,  and  the  wood  floors  re- 
placed by  cement.  Early  in  the  year,- Natural  Gas  was  introduced 
under  the  boilers  and  within  the  Hospital  and  dwellings. 

A  new  Piggery  takes  the  place  of  the  old  and  dilapidated  one,  and 
in  our  Laundry  were  placed  two  large  Smith  Metallic  AVashing  Ma- 
chines.   These  washers  have  proven  themselves  equal  to  all  the 


advantages  claimed  for  them  by  the  manufacturer  and  realize  my  high- 
est exjiectatious.  '  ■         ■  ..  . 

New  hard-wood  floors  were  laid  in  several  of  our  disturbed  halls, 
and  in  the  courts  in  the  rear  of  the  luiilding  two  beautiful  fountains 
were  stationed,  and  the  pleasure  they  afford  more  than  repays  the 
small  outlay  in  their  construction. 

Many  improvements  of  less  importance  were  carried  forward,  the 
repairing  of  the  public  highways  extending  through  the  Hospital 
grounds,  and  the  excellent  condition  of  the  various  buildings  and 
dwellings  upon  the  jjremises,  attest  the  care  and  labor  bestowed  upon 
them.  .  ■■ 

Too  much  credit  can  not  be  given  our  patients  for  their  assistance 
in  the  completion  of  our  many  improvements  ;  40  per  cent,  were  so 
employed  during  the  year.  .  - 

The  report  of  the  Farmer  exhibits  the  return  from  this  dej^artment 
for  the  year.  The  products  raised  were  not  so  large  in  amount  as  in 
former  years  owing  to  the  unfavorable  season,  yet  the  household  under 
his  careful  management  enjoyed  a  good  supply  of  vegetables  and 
fruit.  The  Dairy  yielded  an  average  of  forty-four  gallons  of  milk  daily. 

The  Green  House,  also  under  the  direction  of  the  Farmer,  furn- 
ished an  abundance  of  beautiful  flowers,  and  was  a  source  of  pleasure 
to  our  people  through  the  long  winter  months. 

In  addition  t(.)  the  routine  farm  work,  Mr.  Knoderer  gave  to  all  our 
improvements  his  immediate  supervision,  and  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  his  duties  are  performed  merits  your  highest  appreciation  of 
his  ability  and  faithfulness. 

Through  the  kindness  of  my  friend  Dr.  John  Long,  of  Chicago, 
that  gentleman  has  given  me  the  following  complete  and  scientific 
analysis  of  the  spring  water  so  freely  used  in  our  kitchens,  as  well  as 
for  drinking.  I  also  quote  from  his  letter  in  wiiich  he  says  :  "  It  is 
very  seldom  that  I  find  a  water  in  which  the  indications  of  purity 
are  as  complete  and  satisfactory  as  here,"  viz.  :

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While  so  large  a  proportion  of  patients  were  interested  in  our  va- 
rious pursuits,  those  of  them  who  were  thus  unable  to  be  so  engaged 
were  occupied  in  out-door  games,  walking,  riding,  &c.  The  officers 
were  untiring  in  their  effi:)rts  to  promote  the  comfort  of  all,  and  pro- 
vide amusements  in  which  the  entire  household  could  either  take 
part  or  attend. 

To  those  of  our  friends  who  by  their  personal  assistance  or  by  do- 
nations or  otherwise  contributed  to  their  pleasures,  I  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  thanking  them. 

To  the  Schubert  Club,  Euterpe  (Jlub,  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  of 
Curry  Institute,  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  Choir,  Prof.  Louis 
Zitterbart  and  members  of  his  orchestra,  Mrs.  Boardman,  Miss  Tomer 
and  friends  the  Peake  Sisters,  and  the  Little  Tycoon  Opera  C)om- 
jmny,  we  are  indebted  for  vocal  and  instrumental  concerts  ;  Mrs. 
Helen  Stuart-Kichings,  of  Boston,  for  a  dramatic  entertainment. 

To  Mrs.  Holmes,  Mrs.  Robert  L.  Martin,  Mrs.  Brunot,  Mrs.  James 
B.  Haines,  Mr.  Charles  J.  Clarke,  Mr  John  Harper,  Mr.  R.  C. 

Hays,  Messrs.  Myers,  Shinkle  &  Co.,  Pittsburgh 
Sportsmen's  Association,  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  and 
Pittsburgh  Commercial  Gazette  for  an  abundance  of  reading  ma-

Messrs.  Joseph  Horne  &  Co.  gave  our  female  patients  a  box  of  siiks, 
ribbons,  etc.,  with  which  to'make  patchwork,  Messrs.  Campbell  &  Dick 
and  Messrs.' Arbuthnot,  Stephenson  &  Co.,  each  sent  a  large  box  of 
fancy  goods  ;  Mr.  Henry  B.  Rea  and  Dr.  Harris  each  gave  a  box  of 
oranges;  Messrs.  Haworth  &  Dewhurst  a  collection  of  fireworks 
that  alForded  our  household  a  beautiful  and  patriotic  display  on  the 
evening  of  July  4th  ;  Messrs.  Henric  &  Lenz,  of  Economy,  Pa., 
kindly  presented  the  Institution  with  a  Holstein  calf ;  Messrs.  Dil- 
worth  Bros,  and  Mr.  M.  Oppenheimer  sent  candy  for  the  holidays. 

Our  amusement  fund  received  from  Mr.  John  Phillijis,  $54.07  ; 
Mr.  D.  E.  Jackman  gave  $32. 86  ;  Dr.  T.  A.  Rex,  $43.57,  and  Hon.  D. 
O.  Barr,  $12.43.  These  sums  were  expended  in  the  jiurchase  of 
books  for  our  libraries  and  pictures,  as  requested  by  these  gentlemen.

Admission  of  Patients  to  Insane  Department. 

1.  Preparatory  to  the  admission  of  a  patient,  unless  when  committed  by 
order  of  a  court,  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  with  the  certificates  of 
two  physicians,  who  have  been  in  practice  five  years  or  more,  that  they  have 
separately  seen  and  examined  the  individual  within  two  weeks  of  the  date  of 
admission,  and  believe  him  or  her  to  be  insane,  and  these  certificates  shall  be 
sworn  to  before  some  alderman  or  judicial  officer,  with  the  order  of  a  near  rela- 
tive or  friend  that  the  patient  may  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  with  a  state- 
ment as  required  by  law,  and  a  bond  with  satisfactory  security,  for  the  payment 
of  board  and  other  expenses  while  in  the  Institution.  All  private  patients  thus 
received  shall  make  a  payment  of  thirteen  weeks'  board  in  advance,  when 
brought  to  the  Hospital,  no  part  of  which  shall  be  refunded ;  and  if  taken  away 
uncured,  and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  physician,  in  any  succeeding 
quarter,  no  part  of  the  payment  shall  be  refunded. 

2.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  the  order  of  Court,  the 
order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof,  or,  if  sent  by  Directors  of  Poor,  an  order 
sent  by  the  Directors  or  their  Agent,  accompanied  by  the  Certificates  of  In- 
sanity, as  required  by  law,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital. 

3.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean,  and  be  free 
from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts,  a  new 
and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  three  pairs  socks,  two  pairs  drawers, 
two  undershirts,  a  hat  or  cap,  cravat,  collars,  handkerchiefs,  shoes  and  one  pair 
slippers. 

5.  Each  female  patient  shall  have  three  calico  dresses,  four  chemises,  three 
pairs  drawers,  three  i)airs  hose,  three  night-gowns,  two  flannel  skirts,  one  Bal- 
moral skirt,  two  muslin  skirts,  six  handkerchiefs,  four  collars,  two  pairs  shoes, 
one  shawl  or  cloak,  and  one  hat  or  hood. 

6.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved,  or  when  they  attend 
religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be  preserved. 

In  all  cases  the  patient's  best  clothing  should  be  sent ;  it  will  be  carefully  pre- 
served, and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 
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Jewelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c.,  should  be  left  at  home, 
as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost,  and  for  which  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  are  not 
responsible.  ■  ' 

All  clothing,  if  not  taken  away  at  the  time  of  the  patient's  removal,  or  within 
three  months  afterward,  will  be  disposed  of  as  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  may 
think  best,  and  no  compensation  whatever  will  be  made  therefor. 

7.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  accomjjany  him  or  her 
to  the  Hospital,  and  from  whom  minute,  but  often  essential,  particulars  may  be 
learned. 

8.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending,  and  attendance  for  all 
who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  four  dollars  per  week.  For  private 
patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves,  or  their  friends,  the  price  varies 
from  five  to  ten  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble  and  expense  incurred,  and 
according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher  prices  are  paid,  by  special  agreement 
with  the  physician,  for  extra  attention  and  accommodation. 

Payments  are  to  be  paid  quarterly,  in  advance. 

9.  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  the  payment  of  the 
board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  patient  when  discharged,  of  all 
persons,  excepting  those  sent  at  the  expense  of  the  counties  or  townships. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  such  a  bond,  and,  if 
strangers,  furnish  evidence  of  their  responsibility. 

10.  All  bills  remaining  unpaid  one  month  after  date  of  presentation,  are 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  iSolicitor  of  the  Hospital  for  collection. 

11.  As  the  diet  of  the  patients  is  under  the  absolute  control  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, no  nuts,  candies,  cakes  or  other  edibles  shall  be  given  to  the  patients 
by  their  friends  or  visitors,  without  his  express  permission. 

12.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  inspect  the  Institution  on  any  day  (excejit  Sun- 
day,) between  the  hours  of  10  A.  m.  and  12  Ji.,  and  between  2  and  4  P.  M. ;  but 
no  visitor  shall  be  admitted  to  the  wards  occupied  b}'  jjatients,  witliout  express 
permission  from  the  Superintendent ;  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  no 
amount  of  visiting  is  permitted  that  shall,  prove  injurious  to  the  patient.  No 
visitors  shall  be  admitted  on  the  holidays. 

Visitors  will  please  not  intrude  on  the  grounds  used  by  the  patients,  or  give 
to  or  receive  anytliing  from  patients. 

13.  The  Hospital  is  located  eight  miles  west  of  Pittsburgh,  on  the  Pittsburgh, 
Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Kailway,  at  Dixmont,  and  can  easily  be  reached  by 
cars,  there  being  ten  trains  (east  and  west)  each  day,  (except  Sunday)  stopping 
at  the  Hospital  Station. 

14.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  and  all  communications  in 
regard  to  the  condition,  health,  bills,  &c.,  of  those  who  are  in  the  Hospital,  shall 
be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

15.  As  Dixmont  Station  has  now  an  Adams  Express  Office,  all  goods  may  be 
sent  to  the  Hospital  direct  by  express  or  freight,  as  may  be  preferred. 

The  friends  of  patients  can  communicate  with  the  institution  by  telegraph 
and  telephone. 
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The  following  Forms  have  been  prepared  by  the  Committee  on 
Lunac}%  to  be  used  in  all  cases  (except  those  sent  b)^  order  of  Court) 
for  the  commitment  of  Insane  patients  by  their  friends  or  by  Direc- 
tors and  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  to  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at 
Dixmont,  Pa.

Dear  Sir  :  The  very  full  and  clear  reports  of  the  Superintendent 
and  Staff  on  tlie  condition  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Departments 
of  the  Hospital,  leave  but  little  for  your  Committee  to  report. 

The  heavy  debt  of  $50,000  borrowed  two  years  ago,  still  remains 
unpaid.  It  is  with  great  difficulty  that  the  Hospital,  with  its  scanty 
support,  is  kept  running  to  its  full  capacity.  Many  repairs  and  im- 
pr'ovements  are  greatly  needed.  Your  Committee  have  only  made 
such  as  are  absolutel}'  necessary,  hoping  for  aid  from  the  j^ublic  to 
put  the  building  in  a  much  better  condition  in  the  future.  In 
this  we  have  been  greatly  disappointed.  Aside  from  the  donations  of 
the  "  Hospital  Sundays,"  which  are  on  the  increase,  our  receijits  have 
been  very  little. 

Can  it  be  possible  that  this  city,  with  natural  and  developed  wealth 
greater  than  any  other  city  of  ancient  or  modern  times,  shall  forget  to 
take  care  of  those  who  are  exposed  to  danger  in  developing  this  great 
wealth. 

With  buildings  doubled  in  capacity,  and  an  endowment  fund  of  a 
million  dollars,  it  would  still  be  inadequate  to  the  great  and  growing 
wants  of  Western  Pennsylvania. 

We  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  our  Superintendent,  Mr.  W.  A. 
Coweii,  and  of  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Chess,  and  Mrs.  Silliman,  Assistant 
Matron,  under  whose  able  management  this  Hospital  stands  at  the 
head  of  such  institutions,  as  a  model  of  neatness  and  purity.  The 
labors  of  the  Staff  need  no  comments  from  the  Committee ;  their 
reputation  is  known  all  over  the  land. 

Hoping  for  greater  aid  in  the  future,  and  a  continuance  of  the 
zeal,  energy  and  ability  of  the  whole  working  force  of  the  Hospital,

The  difference,  therefore,  between  the  amount  received  fcr  Hospi- 
tal expenses  and  our  expenditures  shows  a  deficiency  for  tlie  year  to 
be  $7,817.17. 

Having  failed  to  receive  from  the  State  the  amount  necessary  to 
pay  interest  on  the  loan  of  $50,000.00  payment  of  debt  incurred  in 
maintenance  of  charity,  the  $3,000.00  interest  must  be  met  from  cur- 
rent receipts. 

As  an  offset  to  this  rather  depressing  statement  I  am  glad  to  report 
that  although  there  has  been  an  increase  of  82  patients  during  the 
year,  yet  the  actual  increase  in  the  expenses  excluding  the  amounts 
paid  for  interest  and  insurance  has  been  only  $6.80.

These  figures  prove  conclusively  that  the  skill  of  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Staff  and  the  excellent  appliances  of  the  Hospital  are  ap- 
preciated by  those  whose  condition  renders  their  use- necessary  and 
desirable. 

While  the  demands  for  Hospital  care,  especially  for  the  sick  and 
injured  poor,  have  at  times  taxed  all  our  resources  to  the  utmost  I 
feel  justified  in  saying  that  no  worthy  sufferer  has  been  refused. 
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When  all  the  beds  in  the  wards  were  filled  we  have  had  over  thirty 
patients  sleeping  on  cots  in  the  main  halls  and  passages. 

Among  the  receipts  for  the  past  year  there  appears  a  new  item, 
viz. :  Fees  from  medical  students. 

"While  the  amount  of  money  from  this  source  up  to  the  present 
time  is  not  large,  it  shows  the  beginning  of  the  utilization  of  the  ex- 
cellent clinical  material  afforded  by  the  Hospital  for  the  benefit  of 
medical  students.  The  clinics  being  under  the  charge  and  direction 
of  the  Hospital  Staff"  exclusively,  subject  to  control  and  regulation 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

It  is  evident  from  the  large  number  of  visitors  who  have  inspected 
the  Hospital  during  the  year  that  there  is  an  increasing  interest  in 
Hospitals  among  the  public  generally. 

This  may  be  owing  in  part  to  the  very  full  and  accurate  informa- 
tion as  to  the  resources  and  work  performed  by  the  Hospitals  and 
furnished  to  the  public  by  the  reports  of  the  Hospital  Sunday  Com- 
mittee. 

The  relatives  and  friends  of  the  many  pay  patients  who  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  Hospital,  have  exerted 
their  influence  in  its  behalf  which  has  been  made  apparent  in  con- 
tributions from  new  sources. 

The  Resident  Physicians  whose  duties  are  arduous  and  never  end- 
ing, have  been  prompt  and  eflicieut. 

The  matrons  and  all  other  employes  deserve  your  commendation 
for  faithful  service. 

To  the  Ladies  of  the  Fruit  and  Flower  Mission,  Mrs.  Samuel 
McKee,  Mrs.  Westinghouse,  J.  M,  Gusky  Estate,  and  M.  H.  Danzi- 
ger,  your  thanks  are  due  for  many  valuable  gifts. 

The  clergy  of  the  city,  and  choirs  of  the  various  churches,  and 
others  who  have  conducted  divine  service  in  our  wards  every  Sunday, 
have  their  highest  reward  in  the  consciousness  that  they  have 
cheered  and  comforted  many  a  weary  suff^erer,  and  have  brought  a 
blessing  to  some  on  the  eve  of  departure  from  time.

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REPORT  OP  STAPP. 


To  the  Executive  Committee,  Medical  and  Surgical 

Department  o  f  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

Gentlemen : 

We  have  tlie  honor  lierewitli  respectfully  to  submit 
the  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Department 
of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital  during  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30th,  1887.  ■ 

A  reference  to  tlie  appended  tables  shows  that  during  the  past  year 
there  were  under  treatment  in  this  Hospital  fourteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two  sick  and  injured  persons.  Of  this  number,  one  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  were  inmates  of  the  Hospital  at  the  expiration  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  September  30th,  1886,  and  under  treatment  at  that  time ; 
and  thirteen  hundred  and  four  new  patients  were  admitted,  an  in- 
crease of  one  hundred  and  fifty  over  the  admissions  of  the  previous 
year. 

The  results  of  treatment  were  as  follows :  Nine  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  were  discharged  cured  ;  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  were  dis- 
charged improved  ;  thirty  were  discharged  unimproved  ;  one  hundred 
and  forty-four  died  ;  and  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  still  remain 
under  treatment. 

The  apparently  high  death  rate  revealed  by  these  tables  is  largely 
owing  to  the  fact  that  this  Hospital  every  year  admits  a  very  large 
number  of  persons  sutfering  from  accidents  of  the  severest  grade. 
Many  of  them  in  a  hopeless  condition  or  dying  at  the  time  of  ad- 
mission. Thus,  during  the  past  year,  thirty-seven  (37)  of  the  cases 
which  terminated  fatally  were  actually  moribund  at  the  hour  of  their 
entrance  into  the  Hospital,  and  died  in  a  very  few  hours,  sonie  of 
them  not  surviving  an  hour. 

A  further  reference  to  these  tables  shows  a  marked  increase  in  the 
nundjer  of  rare  and  grave  medical  and  surgical  cases  admitted  during 
the  year ;  in  the  number  and  gravity  of  the  surgical  operations  per- 
formed, and  a  very  gratifying  ratio  of  success  resulting  from  those 
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operations ;  the  relief  thus  afTorded  restoring  many  suffering  and 
comparatively  helpless  people  to  a  condition  of  usefulness  in  society. 

This  increase  dejjends  largely  upon  the  fact  that  since  the  opening 
of  the  wards  of  this  Hospital  for  clinical  instruction,  many  persons 
who  have  hitherto  felt  that  there  was  no  relief  for  their  sufferings 
unless  their  means  enabled  them  to  seek  it  in  the  great  Hospitals  of 
the  Eastern  cities,  now  find  that  relief  may  be  obtained  in  the  City  of 
Pittsburgh  and  in  the  wards  of  the  AVestern  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 
They  come  to  the  Hospital  asking  for  relief — for  help — and  that  help 
is  not  withheld,  nor  dispensed  with  a  churlish  hand.  As  a  result  the 
benign  influences  of  this  Hospital  extend  each  day  farther  and 
farther,  and  the  charitable  intentions  of  the  noble  founders  of  the  in- 
stitution are  more  effectively  carried  out.  The  Hospital  stands  to-day 
a  grand  and  enduring  monument  to  their  benevolence,  their  Chris- 
tian charity  and  their  iove  for  their  fellow  men. 

Although  so  large  a  number  of  suffering  people  are  relieved  every 
year,  we  must  still  deplore  the  fact  that  the  means  and  capacity  of 
the  Hospital  are  yet  far  too  limited  to  meet  many  of  the  demands  for 
relief.  The  wards  are  constantly  filled  to  their  utmost  capacity  ;  and 
it  frequently  happens  that  even  the  halls  are  crowded  with  cots  and 
extemporized  beds,  fitted  up  for  the  accommodation  of  such  conva- 
lescent patients  as  are  obliged  to  give  up  their  beds  in  the  emergency 
to  more  dangerously  sick  or  injured  persons.  It  is  earnestly  hoped 
that  this  will  be  remedied  in  the  near  future,  and  that  a  portion  of 
the  vast  wealth  of  this  city  will  be  devoted  to  the  permanent  endow- 
ment of  this  Hospital  with  such  means  as  will  relieve  it  from  its 
present  embarrassments  and  enable  it  to  extend  its  sheltering  arms 
still  more  widely  to  the  suffering  poor. 

We  beg  leave  again  to  urge  the  importance  and  necessity  of  a 
Children's  Hospital,  or,  at  least,  of  a  very  large  children's  ward  in  con- 
nection with  this  institution.  There  are  so  many  poor  little  sufferers 
in  our  midst ;  so  many  little  waif's  cast  helplessly  upon  the  ocean  ef 
life  to  struggle  against  poverty  and  disease  and  to  perish  miserably, 
unless  the  hand  of  charity  rescues  them,  that  it  seems  reasonable  to 
hope  that  some  of  our  wealtliy  citizens  will  soon  do  an  act  of  human- 
ity in  this  direction  ;  an  act  of  charity  that  will  enshrine  their  names 
in  the  hearts  of  the  poor,  and  thus  erect  a  monument  to  their  memo- 
ries which  will  never  perish. 

We  take  pleasure  in  commending  the  efficiency  of  all  the  officers 
of  the  Hospital,  and  of  testifying  to  the  earnestness  with  which  they 
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have  all  endeavored  to  carry  out  your  desires  for  the  relief  and  com- 
fort of  the  unfortunate. 

In  concluding  this  report,  we  beg  leave  to  thank  you  for  the  uni- 
form kindness  and  courtesy  witii  which  we  have  been  treated,  and  for 
the  promptness  with  which  you  have  aided  us  in  our  efforts  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  your  Hospital  and  to  extend  its  benign  influence  to 
the  sick  and  maimed.

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,  Rules  for  the  Admission  of  Patients 

TO  THE 

City  Deoartment  of  the  Wsstern  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 


Article  1.  Applicaiion  for  the  admis.sion  of  tree  patients,  may  be  made 
daily,  at  the  Hospital,  (Sundays  excepted,)  to  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, or  to  one  of  the  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons. 

The  patient,  if  able,  should  in  all  cases  apj^ly  in  person  ;  if  unable  to  attend, 
the  application  may  be  made  by  a  friend,  and,  if  necessary,  the  patient  will  be 
visiled  by  the  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons,  who  shall  ascertain  whethei- 
the  applicant  be  a  fit  subject  for  admission. 

Admission  can  only  be  obtained  when  free  beds  are  vacant,  and  by  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  Physician  or  Surgeon,  countersigned  bj'  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
and  addressed  to  the  Superintendent.  Every  applicant  shall  engage  to  comply 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  free  patients.  No  person  shall  be 
admitted  to  free  beds  except  cases  of  acute  disease,  or  recent  accidents,  but  no 
cases  of  infectious  oi'  contagious  disease,  or  syphilis  can  be  received,  nor  patients 
who  have  been  inmates  of  other  hospitals  within  three  months  before  their 
application,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  nor  can  any  pa- 
tient lie  retained  longer  than  two  months  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Board. 

Art.  2.  All  persons  suffering  from  recent  accident  or  injury,  shall  be  re- 
ceived into  the  Hospital  witliout  the  usual  forms  of  application. 

Art.  3.  Application  for  the  admission  of  pay  patients  must  be  made  to  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  on  whose  certitieate,  countersigned  by  the  Physician 
or  vSurgeon,  they  shall  be  received  into  the  Hospital  by  the  Superintendent, 
who,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee,  shall  take  such  securities  as  may  be 
required. 

The  iirice  of  board  and  medical  attendance,  in  ordinary  cases,  for  private 
rooms  and  general  wards,  shall  be  such  as  the  committee  may  determine. 

Art.  4.  I'ay  patients,  by  making  special  arrangements  with  the  Committee, 
as  well  as  those  sent  by  railroad  and  other  corporations,  may  be  admitted  as 
boarders,  and  by  conforming  to  the  general  rules  of  the  Institution,  shall  have 
all  its  benefits,  and  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  their  own  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon ;  provided  they  themselves  shall  eonipensate  said  Physician  or  Surgeon  for 
their  services. 

Art.  5.  Overseers  and  Directors  of  tlie  Poor,  any  ('hurch,  Order,  and  Ben- 
evolent Society  or  Corporation,  may  obtain  admission  for  persons  under  their 
care,  provided  that  the  cases  are  such  as  are  approved  by  the  Committee  and 
attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons.   In  all  such  cases  arrangements  must  be  made 
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with  tlie  Committee  for  tlie  payment  of  whatever  rate  of  charge  for  boarding 
they  have  determined  upon,  and  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  payment  of 
the  same  as  tliis  Committee  may  require. 

Art.  6.  Tliose  cases  considered  hy  the  medical  officers  most  necessitous, 
urgent  and  dangerous,  and  those  which  are  most  likely  to  admit  of  being  re- 
lieved, are  to  have  the  preference  in  Ijeing  received  as  patients. 

Art.  7.    The  following  cases  are  considered  ineligible  to  the  Institution: 

1st.    Those,  who,  upon  due  examination,  are  considered  incapable  of  relief. 

2d.  Those  who  have  complaints  to  tlie  cure  of  which  other  establishments 
liave  been  appropriated. 

3d.  Those  who,  wanting  food  and  not  medicine,  are  more  properly  objects  of 
relief  from  Directors  of  Poor  and  pulilic  cliarit}'. 

4th.  Patients  becoming  convalescent,  are  to  be  discharged  by  the  attending 
Physician  or  Surgeon  as  soon  as  possible,  that  their  places  may  be  filled  by  some 
otiier  afflicted  person. 

Patients  giving  a  wrong  re[>resentation  of  themselves,  their  circumstances, 
their  disorders,  or  otherwise,  to  gain  admission,  and  who,  after  being  admitted, 
are  found  to  have  any  disorder  not  considered  proper,  are  to  be  discharged. 

No  charity  patient  is  to  be  continued  longer  than  two  months,  except  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  medical  officers  that  a  more  lengthened  period  will 
essentially  conduce  to  the  patient's  health ;  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  those 
cases  of  lingering  disease,  where  death  is  inevitable.

Tojhe  Honorable  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities  of  Pennsxjlvania ;  and  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  : 

Gentlemen  : — On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before 
you  a  statement  of  its  affairs  for  the  year  ending  on  the  1st  of 
October,  1888. 

The  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Dixwiont. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Eeport,  Sept.  30th,  1887,  there 


were  in  the  Hospital   600  patients.

For  details  I  refer  you  to  the  Superintendent's  Report. 


The  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  H.  A.  Hutchinson,  has  charge 
of  this  Department,  with  three  able  Medical  Assistants,  Dr.  George 
G.  Graham,  Dr.  W.  Brown  Ewing  and  Dr.  James  V.  Anglin.  The 
last  named  came  to  us  most  highly  recommended,  and  was  chosen  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  John  W.  Leonard, 
who  left  us  to  engage  in  private  practice. 

I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  herewith  annexed,  for  a 
clear  and  concise  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Institution  during  the  fiscal  year,  as  well  as  the  accompanying 
Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  upon  its  verification.  The  facts 
and  figures  are  itemized  in  the  monthly  statements  made  to  the 
Auditor  General.  The  audit  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  all  in- 
vestments of  the  Institution  in  the  possession  of  the  Treasurer,  are 
particularized,  and  found  by  them  to  be  correct  and  satisfactory. 

The  Executive  Committee  is  empowered  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
with  authority  to  supervise  and  direct  the  whole  Department,  its 
grounds,  buildings,  improvements,  betterments  and  repairs ;  the  ex- 
amination of  contracts  and  accounts  ;  and  the  drawing  of  AVarrants 
on  the  Treasurer  for  all  payments.  They  have  done  this  duty  with 
satisfaction  during  the  year.  '  ' 

For  years  past  your  attention  has  been  repeatedly  called  to  the 
over-crowded  condition  of  the  Hospital.  Notwithstanding  the  relief 
obtained  from  the  erection  of  Infirmaries  Nos.  1  and  2,  the  Hospital 
is  still  dangerously  over-crowded  ;  so  much  so  that  the  Managers 
resolved  to  erect  an  annex,  or  additional  building,  known  as  Infirm- 
ary No.  3,  to  receive  100  patients  from  the  main  building  ;  and  thus 
in  a  measure,  improve  the  present  state  of  affairs.  It  is  now  in  pro- 
cess of  construction,  and  is  a  two-story  brick  building  with  stone 
trimmings,  and  will  have  a  finished  attic  and  high  pitched  roof 
covered  with  slate.  The  general  dimensions  of  the  building  are  63 
by  125  feet.  There  will  be  in  both  stories  a  large  ward  81  by  40 
feet,  flanked  by  an  octagonal  bay  12  by  20  feet  at  each  end  on  one 
side  of  the  ward,  and,  on  the  opposite  side,  a  central  pavilion  10  by 
28  feet.  Adjoining  these  wards  will  be  the  necessary  rooms  for  the 
attendants,  ante-rooms,  bath  rooms,  &c.  Opening  off"  both  wards,  in 
each  storj^  will  be  large  and  commodious  balconies  to  be  enclosed  by 
wire  netting.  The  plans  and  specifications  of  the  building  were 
made  by  Messrs.  E.  M.  Butz  and  Wm.  Kauffjnann,  associate  archi- 
tects, who  were  instructed  to  make  the  sanitary  arrangements  com- 
plete in  every  particular.  Tiie  building  is  to  be  heated  by  steam, 
and  the  basement  will  probably  be  fitted  up  for  a  bowling  alley,  and 
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a  place  where  the  patients  can  exercise  in  inclement  weather.  There 
was  paid  on  account  of  this  building  up  to  October  1st,  1888, 
$6,357.16. 

From  October  1st,  1887,  to  October  1st,  1888,  the  following  im- 
provements together  with  their  cost,  have  been  reported  to  me : 
Expended  on  Infirmary  No.  1,  for  iron  saddle  on  pipes,  $1.62 ;  com- 
pleting Infirmary  No.  2,  $3,711.28;  completing  Valve  House  and 
Keservoir  No.  2,  $64.58  ;  balance  for  completing  the  laying  of  a 
ten-inch  influent  pipe  275  feet  out  into  the  river  channel,  $31.85; 
completing  four  stand  pipes  on  the  main  hospital  building,  with 
ladders  and  water  connections,  $858.52  ;  and  for  completing  Bakery 
and  Cooling  Room,  $3,959.34. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  fiscal  year  we  were  fortunate  in  having 
natural  gas  supplied  on  exceedingly  favorable  terms ;  but,  as  the 
cost  was  much  increased  during  the  last  months,  and,  as  experts 
advised  the  Executive  Committee  that  our  farm  is  within  the  gas 
territory,  they  brought  the  matter  before  the  Board  of  Managers, 
which  resolved  to  drill  another  well.  The  old  gas  well,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  it  contains  three  sets  of  tools,  lost  in  and 
abandoned  by  the  contractors,  still  kept  up  a  flow  of  gas  and  salt 
water,  it  was  therefore  concluded  to  have  it  tubed  with  2-inch  tubing 
and  a  packer.  This  was  successfully  accomplished,  and  at  the 
present  writing,  it,  together  with  the  new  Avell  that  has  just  been 
completed,  I  am  informed,  will  probably  supply  seventy-five  per  cent, 
of  all  the  fuel  used  in  the  different  departments  of  this  hospital. 
This  work  was  done  satisfactorily  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.George 
H.  Dimick,  the  contractor. 

In  the  main  building  the  plumbing  is  being  thoroughly  overhauled 
and,  where  necessary,  replaced  with  modern  improvements. 

Mr.  William  Knoderer,  our  experienced  farmer,  has  general  super- 
vision over  all  work  done  outside  of  the  buildings,  and  this  he  has 
attended  to  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
He  had  entire  charge  of  the  construction  of  the  foundations  of  the 
new  building,  known  as  "  Infirmary  No.  3."  The  work  accomplished 
during  the  year  at  excavating  building,  repairs,  &g.,  he  reports  as 
follows,  viz. :  rubble  walls,  924  perches ;  cut  stone  wall,  2,164  square 
feet ;  flags  and  coping  laid,  2,037  square  feet ;  steps,  window  sills 
and  belt  course,  504J  feet ;  digging,  foundations  and  ditches,  2,007 
cubic  yards.  The  hospital  teams,  besides  doing  all  farm  and  garden 
work,  hauled  10,107  bushels  of  coal,  and  also  hauled  stone,  brick. 
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sand,  and  carted  clay  equivalent  to  753  days.  The  roads  have  been 
kept  in  repair,  fences  and  out-buildings  built  and  repaired,  and  board 
walks,  &c.,  kept  in  good  order.  All  stone  used  in  the  several  im- 
provements was  obtained  in  the  quarry  on  the  hospital  farm,  and  is 
of  excellent  quality.  Peach  and  apple  trees  have  been  planted,  and 
strawberry  and  raspberry  beds  have  been  replanted. 

The  General  Hospital  in  the  City. 

There  has  been  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30th, 
1888,  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Department,  a  steady  increase  in 
the  number  of  2:)atients  in  the  Hospital,  and  a  correspondingly  heavier 
tax  upon  its  facilities,  as  will  appear  by  the  following  comparison 
with  preceding  years :

Exhibiting  an  increase  in  number  of  433  patients  over  the  year 
18"<5  ;  of  297  patients  over  the  year  1886;  and  an  increase  of  215 
patients  over  the  year  1887. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  Hospital  has  continued  to  render  it 
necessary  to  discharge  j^atients  when  cured,  as  promptly  as  possible, 
in  order  to  provide  accommodations  for  those  needing  aid.  Accord- 
ing to  the  reports  there  were  in  1885,  1,244  admissions,  with  65,579 
days  hospital  occupancy  ;  in  1886,  there  were  1,380  admissions,  with 
60,542  days  of  occupancy  ;  in  1887,  there  were  1,462  admissions,  with 
54,492  days  of  occupancy  ;  in  1888,  there  were  1.677  admissions  and 
60,637  days  of  occupancy  ;  showing  for  the  latter  year  but  a  few 
days  more  of  occupancy  than  in  1886,  while  the  number  of  patients 
admitted  was  297  greater;  and  the  care  and  attention  bestowed  such 
as  has  always  characterized  this  institution. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  in  1885,  $56,287.63  ;  in  1886,  $49,- 
915.69 ;  in  1887,  $49,922.49  ;  and  in  1888,  $60,543.98. 

The  total  cost  of  maintenance  in  1885  represented  $45.25  average 
per  patient  ;  in  1886,  it  represented  $36.17  average  per  patient ;  in 
1887,  it  represented  $34.15  average  per  patient  ;  and  in  1888,  it  re- 
presented $36.10  average  per  patient. 

The  receipts  from  pay  patients  have  increased  by  the  sum  of 
$1,147.82  over  tlie  receipts  from  tlie  same  source  in  1887. 
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The  contributions,  donations  and  bequests  in  1888,  amounted  to 
$2,230.87. 

The  debt  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  of  $50,000,  with 
its  steadily  accruuig  interest — heretofore  in  my  report  of  1887  referred 
to — still  remains  an  incubus  upon  this  department,  and  is  to  a  degree 
paralyzing  its  energies  for  usefulness. 

It  is  confidently  hoped  and  expected  that  the  Legislature  at  its 
next  session  will  make  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  relieve  this  de- 
partment of  an  indebtedness,  the  accumulation  of  past  years,  which 
now  so  seriously  interferes  with  its  operations.  For  detailed  informa- 
tion and  statistics,  I  refer  to  the  reports  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  Superintendent,  and  also  to  that  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff. 

The  members  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  and  the  Superin- 
tendent, merit  the  commendation  of  the  Board  for  the  excellent  and 
efficient  manner  in  which  the  onerous  and  resjjousible  duties  of  their 
respective  positions  have  been  discharged. 

The  Coal  Trust  Funds. 
Attention  is  directed  to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Com- 
mittee of  Managers,  on  the  receipt  and  expenditure  of  the  earning  of 
the  respective  legacies  of  Charles  Brewer  and  James  Crawford,  with 
which  coal  was  purchased  and  distributed  among  the  worthy  poor  of 
Pittsburgh  and  vicinity. 

This  work  is  entrusted  to  a  conscientious  committee  who  discharge 
the  duty  faithfully,  and  whose  report  is  annexed. 
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It  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  chronicle  the  death  of  a  founder  of  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital  : 


By  a  generous  contribution  to  its  foundation,  in  1847,  this  gentle- 
man became  a  Life  Manager  of  the  Institution  under  the  charter. 
Mr.  Knap  was  born  May  16,  1816,  in  New  Berlin,  Conn.  His  fam- 
ily was  honorable  and  of  good  repute.  One  of  his  ancestors,  born  in. 
England  in  the  year  1593,  came  hither  with  his  family  in  1637,  and 
joined  the  neighboring  settlement  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  at 
Roxbury  ;  there  he  was  made  a  freeman.  May  2,  of  the  following 
year.  After  receiving  a  good  education  at  home,  Mr.  Knap  came  to 
Pittsburgh,  by  the  advice  of  his  bruther-in-law,  the  late  Orlando^ 
Metcalf,  Esq.  Not  long  afterward  he  formed  a  partnership  with  a 
skilled  Mechanical  Engineer,  Mr.  William  J.  Totten  ;  and  they  be- 
came owners  of  the  Fort  Pitt  Foundry.  Both  were  intelligent  and 
gifted  men.  The  establishment  soon  developed  and  was  known 
throughout  the  country  by  the  manufacture  of  the  celebrated  Rod- 
man Guns.  When  the  war  broke  out,  it  was  kept  busy  casting  for 
the  Government  heavy  ordnance  and  the  necessary  munitions,  for 
both  sea  and  land  defense.  Later  Mr.  Knap  removed  to  Washington,. 
D.  C,  and  made  that  city  his  home.  It  was  there  he  died,  January 
7th,  1888,  after  a  lingering  illness  patiently  borne.  He  was  married 
to  Miss  Almira  Willoughby,  daughter  of  Mr.  Samuel  M.  Hitchcock,, 
of  New  York  City.  She  was  a  most  estimable  lady,  and  died  before 
her  husband.  They  left  two  children,  a  son  and  a  daughter,  to 
mourn  their  loss.  Mr.  Knap  was  a  gentleman  of  pleasing  manners, 
and  charitable  without  ostentation,  and  much  appreciated  for  the 
good  qualities  he  possessed.

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With  sorrow  I  have  also  to  record  the  death  of  an  esteemed  friend 
and  Manager  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital, 

GENERAL  JACOB  BOWMAN  SWEITZER. 

He  dejjarted  this  life  on  November  9,  1888.  The  decedent  was 
born  in  Brownsville  in  this  State,  on  July  4th,  1821.  After  graduat- 
ing at  JeiFerson  College  he  studied  law,  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and 
in  1846  removed  to  Pittsburgh  which  he  made  his  home.  In  1852 
he  married  Miss  Mary  H.  Stevenson,  belonging  to  one  of  its  best 
families,  who  survives  him  as  do  also  five  children.  Until  the  war, 
he  was  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession.  In  18(;i 
he  was  commissioned  as  Major  of  the  62nd  Pa.  V.  R.  Afterwards 
he  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant  Colonel,  then  Colonel,  and  finally 
breveted  a  Brigadier  General.  Most  of  his  life,  after  the  war,  was 
passed  as  a  public  officer ;  the  last  years  as  Prothonotary  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Pennsylvania.  He  was  elected  to  many  positions  of 
trust ;  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Dej^artment  of  this  Institu- 
tion ;  a  Manager  of  the  Monongahela  Navigation  Company  and  a 
Director  of  the  Citizens  Insurance  Company.  Gen.  Sweitzer  was  a 
good  husband  and  father;  faithful  in  the  labors  of  his  profession, 
offices,  and  trusts  ;  and  was  particularly  distinguished  for  his  excel- 
lent military  record,  by  which  he  will  be  principally  known  hereafter 
in  the  history  of  this  community.  But  to  his  associates  and  friends 
he  will  always  be  remembered  for  his  cheerful  and  agreeable  man- 
ners and  companionship.

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REPORT 


OF  THE 


;?^liijsiGian  and  Superintendent 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Mamagers : 

Gentlemen  : — With  the  close  of  the  year  it  agaiu  becomes  my 
privilege  to  place  before  you  a  statement  of  the  operations  of  the 
Hospital  for  that  period.  You  will  please,  therefore,  accept  the  fol- 
lowing statistics  showing  the  movement  of  our  population  and  the 
accompanying  details  of  thp  management  as  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  September  30th,  1888. 

During  the  twelve  months  past  there  has  been  admitted  to  the 
Hospital  two  hundred  and  forty-three  persons,  of  whom  one  hundred 
and  thirty-four  were  males  and  one  hundred  and  nine  females. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  was  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
three,  of  whom  four  hundred  and  sixty-nine  were  males  and  three 
hundred  and  seventy-four  females. 

The  total  number  discharged  was  two  hundred  and  seven,  of  whom 
one  hundred  and  twelve  were  males  and  ninety-five  ftmales  ;  forty- 
one  left  the  institution  as  restored  ;  sixty-five  were  discharged  as  im- 
proved, three  as  unimproved,  and  ninety-eight  died. 

The  highest  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year 
was  six  hundred  and  fifty-three,  the  lowest  number  five  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  the  average  number  six  hundred  and  twenty-two. 

You  will  observe  from  these  figures  our  inmates  have  been  very 
much  crowded  and  our  ability  to  provide  for  them  taxed  to  the  ut- 
most. With  a  building,  as 'originally  designed,  capable  of  accommo- 
dating but  four  hundred  patients,  and  with  the  addition  of  two  small 
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buildings  but  recently  erected,  and  holding  seventy  patients,  or  in  all,, 
a  capacity  for  four  hundred  and  seventy  patients  ;  the  average  num- 
ber within  our  doors  has  been  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  in  excess  of 
this  number,  and  I  regret  to  add  this  excessive  crowding  could  not,, 
but  of  necessity  impress  itself  as  a  prominent  factor  upon  the  re- 
sult as  already  shown  you  for  the  year  now  closed.  To  provide  suit- 
able accommodations  for  the  care  of  so  large  a  number  of  persons 
has  been  a  constant  source  of  anxiety,  that  can  only  be  appreciated 
by  one  familiar  with  the  responsibilities  of  hospital  life.  It  has  ne- 
cessitated the  occupancy  of  several  of  our  amusement  rooms  as  dor- 
mitories, the  crowding  together  of  our  patients  in  the  single  rooms 
and  compelling  many  to  sleep  upon  the  floors  in  the  corridors. 

It  also  had  a  depressing  influence  upon  the  general  health  of  the 
household,  and  diminished  largely,  I  believe,  the  number  of  cures 
and  productive  of  an  increase  in  our  mortality. 

By  referring  to  the  statistics  as  shown  in  the  mortuary  renort,  it 
will  be  seen  the  more  frequent  causes  of  death  was  consumption  and 
pneumonia  in  their  various  forms,  and  in  my  judgment,  these  diseases- 
were  both  induced  and  aggravated  in  their  frequency  by  the  over- 
crowded condition  of  our  wards,  with  all  the  attendant  and  harmful 
consequences  arising  therefrom. 

Aside  from  these  factors  there  are  others,  however,  of  an  external 
origin  that  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  the  results  already 
stated  ;  prominent  among  them  is  the  method  employed  in  bringing 
patients  to  the  Hospital,  and  their  condition  at  the  time  of  their  ad- 
mission. Forty-one  males  and  seven  females  were  brought  for  admis- 
sion handcuffed,  and  in  several  instances  women  were  brought  long 
distances  accompanied  only  by  male  attendants.  Forty-five  males 
and  fourteen  females  were  committed  directly  from  the  jail  in  this 
Asylum  District,  and  a  number  were  so  poorly  clad  and  their  gar- 
ments and  person  so  dirty  as  to  excite  the  deepest  sympathy  at  their 
miserable  and  neglected  condition. 

Forty-one  males  and  thirty-one  females  were  admitted  whose  in- 
sanity was  suicidal  in  its  character,  and  twenty-six  males  and  fifteen 
females  were  so  exhausted  when  they  arrived  that  we  regarded  them 
as  in  a  dying  condition. 

In  very  many  of  the  cases  the  insanity  was  consequently  exagger- 
ated by  unjust  and  unnecessary  treatment  and  the  curability  of  the 
patient  thereby  greatly  lessened.    In  my  report  for  the  year  1885^ 
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the  subject  of  conveying  patients  to  Hospitals  was  referred  to  at  some 
length,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say  the  suggestions  there  made,  have  not 
been  adopted  so  far  as  this  Hospital  is  concerned. 

Of  those  admitted,  twenty-three  were  over  fifty  years  of  age  ;  fif- 
teen over  sixty  years  ;  nine  over  seventy  years,  and  one  over  eighty 
years  of  age.  Many  of  these  old  people  are  sufifering  from  senile 
dementias,  whose  insanity  is  of  a  mild  and  quiet  type,  are  broken 
down  in  bodily  health,  and  for  whom  nothing  can  be  done  as  a  cura- 
tive measure  to  relieve  their  mental  disease,  and  for  whom  kind  care 
and  attention  is  all  that  is  required,  and  who  should  have  been  al- 
lowed to  remain  at  home  and  proper  means  for  their  care  provided 
them,  where  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  their  lives  would  have  been 
prolonged  and  their  latter  years  rendered  more  happy  surrounded  by 
their  friends  and  former  associations. 

To  such,  however,  of  these  people  who  in  their  declining  years 
were  thus  cruelly  neglected,  and  committed  to  our  care  the  Hospital 
extended  them  all  the  comforts  within  its  power,  and  I  hope,  smoothed 
their  pathway  to  a  brighter  world  that  awaits  them  beyond. 

One  hundred  and  three  patients  were  admitted  whose  insanity  had 
existed  for  a  period  of  from  one  to  thirty  years  and  over. 

Of  the  entire  number  admitted  fifty-six  were  sent  upon  request  of 
of  their  friends,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  by  order  of  the 
Courts  and  poor  authorities. 

Of  those  remaining  in  the  Hospital,  one  hundred  and  seven  are 
over  fifty  years  of  age  ;  sixty-three  are  over  sixty  years  ;  twenty 
over  seventy,  and  four  over  eighty  years  of  age. 

With  these  facts  placed  before  you,  is  it  any  wonder  the  mortality 
is  high,  the  percentage  of  cures  low,  and  we  have  been  confronted 
with  a  larger  amount  of  ill  health  than  ever  before  existed. 

As  in  former  years,  it  has  been  our  endeavor  to  occupy  and  divert 
the  minds  of  as  many  of  our  patients  as  may  be  possible,  and  recog- 
nizing the  good  thus  accomplished  in  the  promotion  of  their  happi- 
ness, the  improvement  of  their  mental  condition  and  bodily  health, 
the  same  exertions  were  put  forward  during  the  past  year. 

A  large  number  of  our  people  were  continually  engaged  in  useful 
out-door  work,  upon  the  farm,  the  grounds  surrounding  the  building. 
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the  green  house,  aud  the  several  departments  ;  and  within  doors  were 
those  employed  in  the  assistance  of  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  man- 
agement of  their  respective  apartments.  Many  female  patients 
busied  themselves  in,  fancy  work,  others  in  designing  articles  of  orn- 
amentation for  their  rooms,  and  the  taste  displayed  in  some  of  their 
beautiful  work  is  a  credit  that  calls  forth  the  admiration  of  all  who 
observe  them.  Out-door  games  have  been  provided  for  all  who  care 
to  take  part,  and  when  they  could  no  longer  enjoy  the  delightful 
scenery  and  walks  afforded  them  during  the  M'armer  season  of  the 
year,  the  long  winter  evenings  were  enlivened  l)y  pictorial  papers, 
books,  novels  and  games,  billiards,  parties,  sociables,  music,  etc.  The 
different  musical  organizations  of  Pittsburgh  kindly  contributed  their 
service  from  time  to  time,  and  rendered  a  number  of  excellent  con- 
certs that  delighted  all  who  were  so  fortunate  as  to  hear  them.  Dur- 
ing the  winter  also,  a  magic  lantern  exhibition  and  music  is  given  once 
a  week  by  the  physicians,  which  is  one  of  the  most  enjoyable  as  well 
as  instructive  of  our  entertainments.  The  collection  of  pictures  com- 
prises fourteen  hundred  views,  taken  from  every  part  of  the  world. 

The  holidays  were  appropriately  observed  in  the  pretty  festooning 
of  many  of  the  wards  with  mottoes,  wreaths,  texts  made  with  holly  and 
evergreen,  and  in  which  a  number  of  patients  participated,  and  in  the 
chapel  a  large  Christmas  tree  was  brilliantly  illumined  and  decorated. 
On  Christmas,  New  Year,  and  Thanksgiving,  a  bountiful  dinner  was 
provided,  consisting  of  all  the  good  things  of  the  season,  and  the  ev- 
enings devoted  to  dancing,  music  and  social  pleasures. 

Those  of  our  household  who  enjoy  riding  were  offered  an  oppor- 
tunity to  gratify  their  desire  by  driving  over  the  country  roads  dur- 
ing the  summer,  and  frequent  sleighing  parties  were  sent  out  last 
winter  during  the  short  season  of  snow. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  every  Sunday  and  were  very 
generally  attended  by  the  patients.  The  exercises  are  conducted  by 
ministers  from  the  neighboring  churches,  and  pastors  from  the  city. 

As  a  matter  of  interest,  a  record  has  been  kept  of  the  number  of 
persons  visiting  the  Hospital  either  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  their 
friends  who  may  be  here  as  j^a'.ients,  or  merely  as  visitors  to  the  In- 
stitution, and  during  that  period  3,970  persons  registered  their  names. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  a  tailoring  department,  which 
I  have  had  in  contemplation  for  sometime,  is  about  being  established 
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in  connection  with  the  men's  wards  ;  also,  a  department  for  repairing 
shoes  and  slippers.  In  the  management  of  these  industries  a  number 
of  patients  will  be  usefully  employed,  and  it  is  hoped  when  in  opera- 
tion will  prove  a  great  saving  to  the  Institution  and  of  much  benefit 
to  the  inmates  so  engaged.  In  many  of  the  Hospitals  these  systems 
of  employment  are  conducted  and  the  superintendents  sj^eak  very 
highly  of  the  good  results  obtained,  both  as  regards  the  patients  and 
the  economy  and  saving  in  the  cost  of  their  clothing. 

Much  has  been  written  in  Asylum  literature  upon  the  question- of 
restraint,  and  quite  as  different  and  opposite  have  been  the  views  ex- 
pressed. Those  on  the  one  hand  who  advocate  its  use,  fortifying  their 
position  by  an  array  of  good  reasons  for  so  doing,  while  others  are 
fonnd  taking  the  ground,  restraint  should  not  be  used  at  all,  and  giv- 
ing equally  good  reasons  in  support  of  their  views.  There  the  sub- 
ject seems  to  rest  with  widely  differing  opinions,  and  the  preponder- 
ance of  the  testimony  probably  in  favor  of  the  employment  of  a  non- 
restraint  system. 

I  think  it  is  doubtful  if  this  question  can  ever  be  definitely  settled  ; 
the  physician  must  decide  what  seems  to  them  best  in  the  individual 
cases  under  their  charge.  So  far  as  this  Hospital  is  concerned  I  do 
not  hesitate  to  say  we  do  use  restraint ;  it  is  used  in  the  minimum, 
but  it  is  used,  and  I  do  not  believe  we  could  do  without  it.  The  one 
form  employed  is  the  camisole,  and  is  only  used  upon  the  direction  of 
a  medical  ofiicer,  and  for  a  no  longer  period  than  is  absolutely  nec- 
essary. When  judiciously  applied  under  these  restrictions  it  is  harm- 
less and  a  kindness  to  the  patient,  and  producive  of  much  good. 

To  very  many  the  use  of  restraint  in  this  Hospital  may  seem  a  step 
backward  in  the  treatment  of  our  insane,  but  I  yet  prefer  it  to  any 
methods  advanced  to  take  its  place. 

Realizing  the  value  of  better  nursing  as  an  important  adjunct  in 
their  restoration,  and  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  a  series  of 
lectures  upon  the  subjects  general  of  nursing,  with  such  reference  to 
anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene  and  allied  branches  of  medicine  as  may 
be  necessary,  will  be  delivered  before  the  nurses  of  this  Hospital  the 
coming  winter  by  myself  and  assistant  physicians.  Several  promi- 
nent medical  men  in  the  city  have  also  kindly  consented  to  lecture, 
and  we  feel  assured  already  of  success  in  our  enterprise. 
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I  cannot  but  regard  this  departure  an  advance  that  only  those  for 
whom  it  is  especially  designed  to  benefit  can  fully  appreciate. 

The  report  of  the  farm,  which  at  a  glance  displays  the  accuracy  and 
care  bestowed  in  the  keeping  of  the  several  accounts  and  with  which 
it  is  presented,  shows  a  most  satisfiictory  condition  of  this  depart- 
ment and  of  its  management.  The  return  for  the  labor  put  upon  it 
far  exceeds  that  of  previous  years. 

Though  we  have  had  a  higher  average  number  of  patients,  the 
vegetables  and  fruit  grown  upon  it  were  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  de- 
mands, and  in  addition  to  their  abundance  were  of  excellent  quality 
and  flavor.  Owing  to  the  rough  and  hilly  character  of  much  of  the 
ground,  it  is,  therefore,  more  difficult  of  cultivation,  and  the  farm  has 
has  only  secured  the  result  attained  by  well  directed  energy  and  bus- 
iness tact. 

The  grounds  surrounding  the  main  building  were  beautifully  orna- 
mented by  tasteful  borders,  flowering  shrubs  and  plants,  that  were  a 
constant  source  of  pleasure  to  us  all,  and  the  greenhouse  under  the 
care  of  the  farmer  and  a  skillful  gardener  yielded  numerous  flowers 
that  were  enjoyed  by  the  patients,  and  those  of  their  number  who  are 
iu'-  li<3s  throughout  the  year. 

jL_  '"^.ksive  improvements  and  repairs  have  been  concluded  and  oth- 
ers undertaken  which  still  remain  unfinished  and  M'ill  form  a  part  of 
the  work  of  the  coming  year.  Of  the  permanent  improvement  begun 
the  previous  year  and  now  completed  is  the  frame  building  known  as 
"  Infirmary  No.  2"  ;  its  location,  design,  capacity,  and  the  character  of 
the  patients  it  is  intended  to  accommodate,  were  given  you  in  rqy  re- 
port for  1887.  It  is  a  great  relief  to  our  crowded  condition  in  the 
main  building,  as  well  as  a  comfort  to  those  who  occupy  it,  where  they 
now  enjoy  better  ventilation,  have  more  room,  and  consequently  an 
improved  state  of  health. 

The  stone  and  brick  building  erected  as  a  bakery  and  refrigerator 
house,  with  two  ovens  and  a  flour-room  on  the  first  story,  and  a  cut- 
ting-room, ice-chest  and  cooling-room  in  the  basement  story,  has  also 
been  completed  ;  the  ovens  are  now  in  daily  use  and  capable  of  doing 
the  work  demanded  of  them  by  our  constantly  increasing  family. 

The  detached  buildings  erected  within  the  last  two  years  proving 
such  a  success  in  the  happiness  and  health  of  the  patients  now  resid- 
ing in  them,  and  the  advantages  they  possess  in  a  comparative  isolation 
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from  our  crowded  wards,  your  Board  authorized  the  buildiug 
of  a  larger  and  more  enduring  structure,  to  be  kuown  as  au  Annex 
with  accommodations  for  one  hundred  persons.  The  plan,  as  shown 
by  the  architect  and  in  which  your  Board  acquiesces,  calls  for  the 
erection  of  a  two-story  brick  building,  125  feet  long  by  41  feet  wide, 
with  a  large  open  hall  upon  each  floor  communicating  with  bay 
window,  extensive  porches  and  verandas.  Isolated  or  single  rooms 
for  feeble  patients,  attendants'  rooms,  wardrobe,  and  conveniently  ar- 
ranged bath-rooms  and  closets.  The  basement  may  be  used  as  a  con- 
gregated dining-room.  The  building  will  be  heated  by  direct  radia- 
tion, thus  securing  to  all  portions  of  the  house  a  uniform  temperature. 

All  the  stone  for  the  foundations  and  basement  story  was  obtained 
from  our  quarries,  and  this  portion  of  the  Avork  was  done  by  our  own 
workmen  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  Mr.  Knoderer  and  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  stone  walls  consist  of  rubble  and  cut  stone  work  and  are  most 
substantial  in  their  character  as  well  as  ornamental  in  appearance. 
In  order  to  secure  a  perfectly  dry  foundation  and  the  basement  free 
from  dampness,  drains  were  laid  encircling  the  structure  so  as  to 
carry  any  water  that  might  accumulate  to  a  point  remote  from  the 
the  building,  it  is  thought  with  these  precautions,  perfect  security 
from  cracked  or  damaged  walls  is  obtained.  .j.  ,, 

At  present,  the  stone  and  brick  w'ork  is  completed ;  the  latter  is  of 
best  selected  brick,  and  the  roof,  which  is  to  be  of  slate,  will  soon  be 
finished. 

With  the  exception  of  the  foundation  walls,  the  contract  for  erect- 
ing the  building  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Wm.  F.  Trimble,  and  it  is  due 
to  that  gentlemen  to  say  he  has  hurried  the  work  forward  as  rapidly 
as  possible,  fully  realizing  the  urgent  necessity  of  its  comj^letion. 
The  structure  as  it  now  stands  presents  an  imposing  appearance, 
aud  when  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients  will  be  commodious  and 
handsome  ;  we  expect  to  occupy  it  in  the  early  sj^ring. 

The  high  rates  charged  the  Hospital  for  its  consumption  of  natural 
gas  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  made  it  necessary  to  return  to  the 
use  of  coal,  which  we  did  October  2d.  In  the  meantime,  however, 
your  Board  decided  upon  the  drilling  of  a  second  well  for  our  fuel 
supply  at  a  point  nearer  our  western  boundary,  aud  in  the  direct  line 
of  the  supposed  gas  territory.    The  work  was  begun  the  middle  of 


September,  and  thus  far  has  progressed  very  satisfactorily,  and  the 
gentleman,  in  whose  immediate  charge  the  undertaking  was  in- 
trusted, gives  every  assurance  of  a  speedy  and  successful  termination. 

The  old  gas  well  with  which  w'e  have  been  so  unfortunate,  upon 
the  urgent  request  of  our  present  driller,  was  cased  with  two  inch 
tubing,  and  a  packer  adjusted  so  as  to  secure  a  continuous  flow  of  gas 
free  from  interruption  by  water.  The  gas  now  coming  from  it  is 
quite  sufficient  in  amount  to  supply  half  of  our  demand,  thereby 
very  materially  decreasing  the  cost  of  coal. 

As  no  material  changes  or  improvements  had  been  made  in  the  plumb- 
ing of  the  Institution  since  its  introduction  at  the  time  of  building  the 
Hospital,  and  much  of  the  ill  health  of  the  inmates  the  past  year  was 
thought  to  be  traceable  to  its  defective  character,  exjDcrts  were,  there- 
fore, invited  to  make  a  comprehensive  and  thorough  examination  of 
it,  to  ascertain  if  it  should  be  replaced  by  new  and  modern  sanitary 
methods.  Upon  this  question  all  those  who  examined  the  Hospital 
were  of  the  same  opinion — that  it  was  defective.  The  contract  was, 
therefore,  awarded  to  a  competent  and  scientific  firm,  and  the  work  of 
renewing  it  is  being  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  possible.  It  is  to 
be  hoped,  wheia  completed,  the  hygienic  condition  of  the  house  will 
be  better  and  the  health  of  the  patients  correspondingly  improved. 

One  of  the  pumps  at  the  station  used  in  forcing  the  river  water 
iuto  our  reservoirs  having  become  unserviceable  by  its  many  years  of 
constant  use,  it  was  decided  to  replace  it  by  the  introduction  of  a 
new  and  larger  one  with  modern  appliances.  The  style  selected  is  a 
No.  10  Fort  Pitt  Vertical  Duplex  Plunger  Pump,  manufactured  by 
the  Wilson-Snyder  Company,  of  Pittsburgh,  and  will  be  put  in 
place  at  an  early  a  date  as  possible.  It  is  thought  with  this  im- 
provement, one  of  the  basins  can  be  filled  in  eight  hours. 

Other  improvements  of  lesser  importance  and  expenditure  con- 
sist in  placing  a  new  tin  roof  on  our  laundry  building,  and  the  in- 
troduction of  a  metallic  washer  in  our  washing-room,  this  one  being 
the  same  as  those  introduced  last  year.  New  hard-wood  floors  were 
laid  in  two  of  the  halls,  and  the  careful  manner  in  which  they  are 
kept  by  the  attendants,  present  a  beautiful  appearance. 

On  April  9th,  1888,  the  American  AVatchman's  Time  Detector  was 
placed  in  the  general  office,  with  twenty-nine  station  located  in  the 
wards,  infirmaries  and  outbuildings,  thereby  connecting  every  de- 
partment within  the  house  as  well  as  the  outside,  with  the  main  office. 
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Both  the  in-door  and  out  door  watchmen  are  required  to  register  at 
their  respective  stations,  and  a  record  is  thus  kept  of  their  where- 
abouts every  night.  This  system  of  registration  is  an  excellent  one, 
and  so  far  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 

Printed  rules  for  the  governing  of  a  fire  brigade  have  been  placed 
in  every  ward  and  the  outbuildings,  and  1,050  feet  of  one  inch  hose 
and  sixteen  hose  reels  located  at  convenient  points  through  the  Hos- 
pital and  in  direct  connection  with  stand  pipes  and  ladders  erected 
last  year. 

In  the  engine-room  a  pipe-cutting  and  threading  machine  known  as 
the  Peerless  was  placed,  to  take  the  jjlace  of  a  smaller  one  worn  out 
by  many  years'  service. 

Near  the  barn  a  well  for  water  supply  was  put  down.  It  is  one 
hundred  and  four  feet  deep,  and  cased  with  one-and-one-fourth-inch 
casing,  and  furnishes  an  abundance  of  good  pure  water.  A  new 
piggery  was  erected,  and  upon  the  farm  our  orchards  were  re- 
newed by  young  trees  wherever  the  old  ones  had  become  defective 
from  age  and  decay.  Several  thousand  rasjDberry  bushes  were  also 
planted,  the  gift  uf  a  neighbor. 

Annexed  to  this  re2)ort  is  the  expenditure  list  giving,  as  it  does,  in 
detail  an  itemized  statement  of  the  cost  of  maintenance,  our  several 
improvements,  repairs,  salaries  and  wages,  miscellaneous  expenses, 
etc. ;  also,  the  total  expenditure  for  the  year.  The  Treasurer's  re- 
port, to  which  I  respectfully  direct  your  attention,  will  show  you  the 
financial  exhibit  for  the  yeai-. 

The  average  cost  per  capita  per  week,  for  the  past  year  was  $4.52, 
which  is  considerably  in  excess  of  the  previous  year. 

This  average  is  based  upon  the  entire  expenditure  or  entire  cost  of 
care  and  maintenance,  and  I  believe  is  the  only  correct  basis  upon 
which  this  item  can  be  definitely  ascertained.  It  is  upon  this  method 
of  calculation  I  have  submitted  to  your  Board  the  average  cost  of 
caring  for  our  inmates  in  my  former  reports. 

In  (^'losing  my  report  for  the  year  1888,  I  desire  to  gratefully  ac- 
knowledge the  many  acts  of  kindness  shown  our  patients,  and  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  their  friends,  who,  during  the  twelve 
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^Konths  past,  have  contributed  of  their  time  and  ability  to  their  con- 
tentment and  happiness,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  know  the  interest 
taken  in  the  welfare  of  our  inmates  has  not  diminished. 

To  the  Haydn  Quartette,  the  Alpine  Q,uartette,  and  the  Allegheny 
"Quartette  of  Pittsbui-gh,  we  are  indebted  for  excellent  vocal  con- 
certs. To  Miss  Schmertz,  Miss  Barr,  Miss  Miller,  and  Mr.  Robert- 
son, to  Messj'S.  Gernet,  Schmertz,  and  Goddard,  to  Miss  Abbie  Adair, 
Miss  Travelli,  Mr.  T.  J.  Irwin,  and  Prof.  Allrecht,  to  Mrs.  Dr.  Wal- 
ters, Mrs.  Ada  S.  Thomas,  and  the  Poca-a-Poca  Orchestra,  to  Mrs.  E.

On  February  10th,  we  listened  to  Mrs.  Helen  Stuart-Richings  in 
a  dramatic  and  elocutionary  entertainment,  and  on  June  18th,  she 
jigain  visited  us,  accompanied  this  time  by  Mr.  Meskimens,  and  gave 
ius  a  delightful  little  comedy.  Mrs.  Richings  is  a  fine  elocutionist, 
and  possesses  great  dramatic  ability,  and  we  certainly  appreciated  her 
visits,  coming  as  they  did  in  the  midst  of  her  numerous  and  import- 
ant engagements. 

We  also  had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  two  lectures  ;  Rev.  Dr. 
McMillan  on  scenes  and  incidents  during  his  travels  abroad,  and  by 
Rev.  Dr.  J.  W.  Holland  on  Japan,  illustrated  by  photographic  lan- 
iern  slides. 

Miss  Andrews,  of  Allegheny,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Kuntz,  Mrs.  J.  R.  Hutch- 
inson, Mrs.  C.  Arbuthnot,  Miss  Jennie  Loomis,  Mrs.  James  B.  Plaines, 
Rev.  Mr.  Flick,  Chas.

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Mr.  David  G.  Elliott  gave  ten  dollars  with  which  to  purchase  books 
for  the  establishment  of  a  new  library  for  our  female  department.

T.  Shannon  &  Co.,  and  Campbell  &  Dick,  our  household  was 
not  forgotten  during  the  holidays.  From  these  gentlemen  we  received 
an  abundant  supply  of  fancy  articles,  which  enabled  all  our  patients 
to  receive  a  substantial  Christmas  present.  Dr.  L.  H.  Harris  sent  a 
box  of  oranges,  and  Dil worth  Brothers,  Haworth  &  Dewhurst,  and 
Henry  B.  Rea,  Esq.,  four  hundred  pounds  of  mixed  candy  and  five 
boxes  of  oranges  and  lemons.

Miss  Eliza  H.  Hope,  who  has  been  in  the  employ  of  the  Hospital 
twenty-three  years,  still  occupies  the  position  of  Supervisoress.  Miss 
Mattie  Black,  that  of  Assistant  Supervisoress,  has  been  with  us  six- 
teen years.

Admission  of  Patients  to  Insane  Department. 

1.  Preparatory  to  the  admission  of  a  patient,  unless  when  committed  by 
order  of  a  court,  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  with  the  certificates  of 
two  physicians,  who  have  been  in  practice  for  five  years  or  more,  that  they 
have  separately  seen  and  examined  the  individual  within  two  weeks  of  the  date 
of  admission,  and  believe  him  or  her  to  be  insane,  and  these  certificates  shall  be 
sworn  to  before  some  alderman  or  judicial  officer,  with  the  order  of  a  near  rela- 
tive or  friend  that  the  patient  may  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  with  a  state- 
ment as  required  by  law,  and  a  bond  with  satisfactory  security,  for  the  payment 
of  board  and  other  expenses  while  in  the  Institution.  All  private  patients  thus 
received  shall  make  a  payment  of  thirteen  week.s'  board  in  advance,  when 
brought  to  the  Hospital,  no  part  of  which  shall  be  refunded  ;  and  if  taken  away 
uncured,  and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  physician,  in  any  succeeding 
quarter,  no  part  of  the  payment  shall  be  refunded. 

2.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  order  of  the  Court,  the 
order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof,  or,  if  sent  by  the  Directors  of  Poor,  an 
order  sent  by  the  Directors  or  their  Agent  accompanied  by  ihe  Certificates  of 
Insanity,  as  required  by  law,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital. 

3.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean,  and  be  free 
from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts,  a  new 
and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  three  pairs  socks,  two  pairs  drawers, 
two  undershirts,  a  hat  or  cap,  cravat,  collars,  handkerchiefs,  shoes  and  one  pair 
of  slippers. 

5.  Each  female  patient  shall  have  three  calico  dresses,  four  chemises,  three 
pairs  drawers,  three  pairs  hose,  three  night-gowns,  two  flannel  skirts,  one  Bal- 
moral skirt,  two  muslin  skirts,  six  handkerchiefs,  four'coUars,  two  pairs  shoes, 
one  shawl  or  cloak,  and  one  hat  or  hood. 

6.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  htalth  is  improved,  or  when  they 
attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be  pre- 
served. 
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In  all  casts  the  patient's  best  clothing  should  be  sent ;  it  will  be  carefully 
preserved,  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose  above  men- 
tioned. Jewelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c.,  should  be 
lelt  at  home,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost,  and  for  which  the  officers  of  the  Hos- 
pital are  not  responsible. 

All  clothing,  il  not  taken  away  at  the  time  of  the  patient's  removal,  or  within 
three  montlis  afterward,  will  be  disposed  of  as  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  may 
think  best,  and  lo  compensation  whatever  will  be  made  therefor. 

7.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  accompany  him  or  her 
to  the  Hospital,  and  from  whom  minute,  but  often  essential  particulars  may  be 
learned. 

8.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending,  and  attendance  for  all 
who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  four  dollars  per  week.  For  private 
patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves,  or  their  friends,  the  price  varies 
from  five  to  ten  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble  and  expense  incurred,  and 
according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher  prices  are  paid  by  special  agreement 
with  the  physician,  for  extra  attention  and  accommodation. 

Payments  are  to  be  made  quarterly',  in  advance. 

9-  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  the  payment 
of  the  board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  patient  when  dis- 
charged, of  all  persons,  excepting  those  sent  at  the  expen=e  of  the  counties 
or  townships. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  a  bond,  and,  if  strangers, 
furnish  evidence  of  their  responsibility. 

10.  All  bills  remaining  unpaid  one  month  after  date  of  presentation,  are 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Hospital  for  collection. 

11.  As  the  diet  of  the  patients  is  under  the  absolute  control  of  the  Supeiin- 
tendent,  no  nuts,  candies,  cakes  or  other  edibles  shall  be  given  to  the  patients 
by  their  friends  or  visitors,  without  his  express  permission. 

12.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  inspect  the  Institution  on  any  day  (except  Sun- 
day,) between  the  nours  of  10  a.  m.  and  12  M.,  and  between  2  and  4  P.  M.;  but 
no  visitor  shall  be  admitted  to  the  wards  occupied  by  patients,  without  express 
permission  from  the  Superintendent ;  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  na 
amount  of  visiting  is  permitted  thai  shall  prove  injurious  to  the  patient.  No 
visitors  shall  be  admitted  on  the  holidays. 

Visitors  will  please  not  intrude  on  the  grounds  used  by  the  patients,  or  give 
to  or  receive  anything  from  patients. 

13.  The  Hospital  is  located  eight  miles  west  of  Pittsburgh,  on  the  Pittsburgh) 
Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Eailway,  at  Dixmont,  and  can  easily  be  reached  by 
cars,  there  being  ten  trains  (east  and  west,)  each  day  ;  (except  Sunday)  stop- 
ping at  the  Hospital  Station. 

14.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  and  all  communications  in 
regard  to  the  condition,  health,  bills,  &c.,  of  those  who  are  in  the  Hospital, 
shall  be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

15.  As  Dixmont  Station  has  now  an  Adams  Express  Office,  all  goods  may  be 
sent  to  the  Hospital  dire:t  by  express  or  freight,  as  may  be  preferred. 

The  friends  of  patients  can  communicate  with  the  institution  by  te.egraph 
and  telephone.

President  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital : 

Dear  Sir  :  The  very  full  and  clear  reports  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, Treasurer  and  Medical  Staff,  fully  explain  the  inside  working 
and  expense  of  the  Hospital,  its  financial  condition,  and  the  particu- 
lars and  treatment  of  the  complicated  diseases  and  injuries  of  the 
army  of  sufferers  (1,677).  Certainly  no  necessity  exists  for  recapit- 
ulation. 

Your  Committee  is  entirely  satisfied  with  the  result,  according  all 
praise  to  the  entire  working  force. 

The  aim  of  your  Committee  has  been  to  keep  the  expenses  down 
to  the  lowest  possible  point  consistent  with  the  management  of  a 
strictly  first-class  Hospital.  Nothing  has  been  withheld  which  was 
required. 

Again  and  with  increased  earnestness  we  call  the  attention  of  the 
Board  to  the  absolute  necessity  for  more  room.  The  wards  are 
crowded  far  beyond  the  point  of  sanitary  safety  ;  still  thus  far  with 
no  bad  results.  Let  us  hope  that  ere  another  year  such  relief  may 
come  in  the  shape  of  a  much  needed  extension.  The  ladies  of  the 
city  have  taken  the  initiative  and  have  already  a  fund  of  over  five 
thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  as  a  start  towards  furnishing  such  exten- 
sion, with  full  faith  that  its  managers  will  provide  the  buildings. 
We  find  that  the  public  are  waking  up  to  the  necessity  of  ample 
hospital  accommodation,  and  firmly  believe  that  as  in  other  cities  aid 
will  soon  come  from  our  wealthy  citizens.

The  difference  between  the  receipts  and  expenditures  show  a  defi- 
ciency for  the  past  year  of  $10,863.73. 

The  following  much  needed  improvements  were  made  during  the 
past  year : 

A  new  system  of  steam  heating  in  the  entire  main  building. 

A  new  brick  building  of  two  stories,  including  bath  rooms  for 
medical,  female  and  children's  wards. 

A  new  floor  in  medical  ward  with  Linoleum  covering  for  the  same. 

The  entire  front  of  the  main  building  has  been  much  improved  by 
painting  the  same. 

The  increase  in  the  current  expenses  for  the  year  is  fully  accounted 
for  by  these  necessary  repairs  and  improvements,  and  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  free  patients,  there  having  been  during  the  past  year 
215  free  patients,  with  6,000  days  of  Hospital  occupancy  in  excess  of 
the  number  during  any  previous  twelve  months. 

During  the  past  year,  Mrs.  Eliza  Chess,  who  was  Matron  for  the 
previous  fifteen  years,  tendered  her  resignation,  preferring  to  spend 
her  remaining  years  in  rest  and  quietness.  Our  relations  were  always 
pleasant,  and  we  parted  with  regret. 

The  position  was  at  once  filled  by  the  selection  of  Miss  Mattie 
Clemens,  who  has  given  entire  satisfaction. 
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The  services  of  the  members  of  the  Staff  and  the  resident  Physi- 
cians cannot  be  too  highly  commended.  Enlarged  responsibilities 
and  increasing  cares  have  been  met  with  the  most  untiring  devotion 
to  their  duties,  and  nothing  has  been  left  undone  on  their  part  that 
could  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  service.

for  the  use  of  the  ladies  on  the  night  of  the  supper,  has  already  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Hospital  for  general  use,  and  is  a  dona- 
ftion  admirably  adapted  to  our  present  needs.

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REPORT  OP  STAFF, 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 

Western  Pennsxjlvania  Hospital,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.: 

Gentlemen  : 

With  the  completion  of  another  year's  work  at  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  staff  of 
attending  Physicians  and  Surgeons  to  submit  to  your  Board  a  brief 
report  of  the  results  accomplished  during  the  year ;  and  also,  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  many  wants  of  the  Hospital ;  wants  which 
have  greatly  increased  the  difficulties  of  the  staff,  and  embarrassed 
their  efforts  in  affording  that  degree  of  relief  which  is  so  constantly 
and  eagerly  sought  by  that  vast  community  of  suffering,  whose  only 
hope  for  help  lies  within  the  walls  of  the  Hospital. 

A  reference  to  the  appended  tables  shows  that  during  the  year 
just  ended  1,677  sick  and  injured,  were  treated  in  the  Hospital. 

Of  this  number  158  were  under  treatment  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  and  1,519  new  patients  were  admitted. 

As  a  result  of  treatment  1,166  persons  were  discharged  from  the 
Hospital  cured,  181  improved,  21  unimproved,  144  died,  and  166 
still  remain  under  treatment. 

The  greatest  number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  one  time,  was 
210. 

The  total  number  of  days  of  Hospital  treatment  was  60,637,  and 
the  average  period  of  residence  of  patients  in  Hospital  was  36Y'g% 
days. 

A  further  careful  perusal  of  these  tables  will  serve  to  show  the 
amount  of  work  done  in  the  Hospital,  and  may  possibly  convey  to 
the  public  some  idea  of  the  relief  which  the  afflicted  and  unfortunate 
derive  from  its  existence. 

The  capacity  of  the  Hospital  is  so  limited  that  it  should  properly 
contain  not  more  than  166  beds,  a  number  entirely  inadequate  to  the 
demands  made  upon  it  by  the  sick  and  maimed,  and,  although  in  its 
efforts  to  do  all  that  is  possible  for  these  unfortunate  people,  it  over- 


taxes  its  capacity  and  overcrowds  its  wards,  until  its  normal  popula- 
tion of  166  persons  is  increased  to  more  than  200  ;  until  every  bed  is 
full,  and  every  aisle,  and  hall  is  filled  with  extemporized  costs,  the 
call  for  help  in  many  cases  must  remain  unanswered  and  the  distress 
remain  unrelieved.  With  the  growth  of  the  city  and  the  constant 
increase  in  population  of  that  class  of  people  who  earn  their  bread 
hy  toiling  at  avocations  which  expose  them  to  accident  and  disease, 
the  demands  for  relief  become  every  day  more  and  more  urgent,  and 
the  necessity  for  more  room  and  greater  accommodation  more  and 
more  absolute.  The  location  of  the  Hospital  in  the  centre  of  the 
manufacturing  portion  of  the  city,  must  always  cause  it  to  be  the 
recipient  of  a  large  number  of  the  victims  of  accident,  as  well  as 
of  the  disease  stricken  and  homeless.  Its  existence  has  long  been 
a  priceless  benefit  to  these  people;  without  its  assistance  many  of 
them  would  perish  miserably,  long  before  the  cold  hand  of  so-called 
municipal  charity  would  be  extended  to  them.  To  meet  the  demands 
made  upon  the  institution  the  members  of  the  staff  have  exerted 
themselves  to  their  veiy  utmost.  Although  the  wards  were  continu- 
ally filled  to  their  utmost  normal  capacity,  room  has  always  been 
found  for  those  urgently  in  need  of  relief ;  even  when  to  obtain 
that  room  it  was  necessary  to  crowd  the  convalescent  wards  uncom- 
fortably, and  frequently  to  turn  the  convalescents  temporarily  out  of 
beds,  so  that  accommodation  could  thus  be  obtained  for  those  most 
urgently  in  need. 

Thus  far  no  bad  consequences  have  resulted  from  this  over- 
crowding. The  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  remains  good, 
and  the  death  rate  reasonably  low.  But  this  good  fortune  cannot 
last  indefinitely  ;  the  evils  of  overcrowding  must  sooner  or  later  be- 
come manifest.  This  danger  is  especially  imminent  in  the  female 
medical  ward  in  which  the  amount  of  room  is  altogether  too  limited. 

In  addition  to  the  sparseiress  of  room  in  this  ward,  there  is  an  in- 
sufficient number  of  private  rooms  for  the  reception  of  such  female 
patients  as  require  special  treatment,  or,  complicated  surgical  oper- 
ations for  their  relief  Such  cases,  when  seeking  relief  in  a  Hospital 
should  be  surrounded  by  the  very  best  possible  sanitary  conditions. 
Owing  to  this  scarcity  of  room  it  has  several  times  been  necessary  to 
perform  difficult  and  hazardous  operations  in  rooms  of  limited  capac- 
ity and  in  close  proximity  to  the  general  medical  ward.  Although 
the  results  thus  far  have  been  very  satisfactory,  the  risks  and 
dangers  attendant  upon  operations  performed  under  such  conditions 
are  not  pleasant  to  contemplate. 
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In  the  children's  ward  there  is  also  a  deplorable  want  of  room, 
and  it  is  frequently  necessary  either  to  over-crowd  this  ward,  or, 
to  send  some  of  the  boys  to  the  male  surgical  wards  at  an  age  when 
they  most  need  the  watchful  and  gentle  motherly  influence  of  a 
female  nurse.  This  is  an  evil  which  is  unavoidable,  but  we  hope 
soon  to  see  some  charitable  person  endow  the  Hospital  with  sufficient 
funds  to  build  and  equip  a  large  children's  ward,  in  which  these  help- 
less little  sufferers  can  be  relieved  and  restored  to  health. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  fully  appreciating  the  scanty  means  at 
the  disposal  of  your  Board,  and  your  own  anxiety  to  do  all  in  your 
power  for  your  suffering  fellow  beings,  we  do  most  earnestly  urge 
the  importance  and  necessity  of  additional  room  in  the  Hospital ;  and 
we  pledge  ourselves  to  co-operate  with  you  to  the  utmost  of  our  abil- 
ity, in  any  measure  and  in  every  effort  to  secure  the  means  by  which 
to  accomplish  this  object. 

The  management  of  the  Hospital  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Cowan,  the  superintendent,  and  of  the  matron  Miss  Clemens,  has 
been  excellent.  The  wards  have  been  kept  scrupulously  clean,  every 
Dossible  attention  has  been  paid  to  thesanitary  condition  of  the  build- 
ing, and  no  effort  has  been  spared  to  make  the  patients  comfortable. 

The  resident  staff,  Drs.  Black,  Kelly,  Shoemaker  and  Zimmerman 
have  been  uniformly  kind,  fliithful  and  industrious  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  several  duties,  and  have  added  much  for  the  welfare 
of  those  entrusted  to  their  care. 

In  conclusion  we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  your  Board  for 
the  uniform  kindness  which  you  have  shown  us,  and  to  the  attention 
which  you  have  always  paid  to  our  requests.

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Rules  for  the  Admission  of  Patients 

TO  TKE 

City  Department  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 


Aeticle  1.  Application  I'or  the  admission  of  iree  patients,  may  be  made- 
daily,  at  the  Hospital,  (Sundays  excepted,)  to  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, or  to  one  of  the  attending  physicians  or  Surgeons. 

The  patient,  if  able,  should  ;n  all  eases  apply  in  p'erson  ;  if  unable  to  attend, 
the  application  may  be  made  by  a  friend,  and,  if  necessary,  the  patient  will  be 
visited  by  tha  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons,  who  shall  ascertain  whether 
the  applicant  be  a  tit  subject  for  admission. 

Admission  can  only  be  obtained  when  free  beds  are  vacant,  and  by  a  certifi 
cate  of  the  Physician  or  Surgeon,  countersigned  by  a  member  of  the  Committee,, 
and  addressed  to  tlie  Superintendent.  Every  applicant  shall  engage  to  comply 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  free  patients.  No  person  shall  be 
admitted  to  free  beds  excejit  cases  of  acute  disease,  or  recent  accidents,  but  no 
cases  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  syphilis  can  be  received,  nor  patients 
who  have  been  inmates  of  other  hospitals  within  three  months  before  their 
application,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  nor  can  any 
p  itient  be  retained  longer  than  two  months  without  a  special  vote  of  the 
Board. 

Art.  2.  All  persons  suflering  from  recent  accident  or  injury,  shall  be 
received  into  the  Hospital  without  the  usual  forms  of  application. 

Art.  3.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  pay  patients  must  be  made  to  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  on  whose  certificate,  countersigned  by  the  Physician 
or  Surgeon,  they  shall  be  received  into  the  Hospital  by  the  Superintendent,, 
wlio,  in  conjunction  witli  the  Committee,  shall  take  such  securities  as  may  be 
required. 

The  price  of  board  and  medical  attendance,  in  ordinary  cases,  for  private 
rooms,  and  general  wards,  shall  be  such  as  the  Committee  may  determine. 

Art.  4.  Pay  {)atients,  by  making  special  arrangements  with  the  Committee, 
as  well  as  those  sent  by  railroad  and  otiier  corporations,  may  be  admitted  as 
boarders,  and  by  conforming  to  the  general  rules  of  the  Institution,  shall  have 
all  its  benefits,  and  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  their  own  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon ;  provided  they  themselves  shall  compensate  said  Physician  or  Surgeon 
for  their  services. 
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Abt.  5.  Overseers  and  Directors  of  the  Poor,  any  Church,  Order,  and  Ben- 
evolent Society  or  Corporation,  may  obtain  admission  for  persons  under  their 
care,  provided  that  the  cases  are  such  as  are  approved  by  the  Committee,  and 
attending  Pliysicians  or  Surgeons.  In  all  such  cases  arrangements  must  be 
made  with  the  Committee  for  the  payment  of  whatever  rate  of  charge  for 
boarding  they  have  determined  upon,  and  give  such  security  for  tlie  faithful 
payment  of  the  same  as  this  Committee  may  require. 

Art.  6.  Those  cases  considered  by  the  medical  officers  most  necessitous, 
urgent  and  dangerous,  and  those  which  are  most  likely  to  admit  of  being  re- 
lieved, are  to  have  the  preference  of  being  received  as  patients. 

Aet.  7.    The  following  cases  are  considered  ineligible  to  the  Institution  : 

1st.    Those,  who,  upon  due  examination,  are  considered  incapable  of  relief. 

2d.  Those  who  have  complaints  to  the  cure  of  which  otlier  establishments 
have  been  appropriated. 

.3d.  Those  who,  wanting  food  and  not  medicine,  are  more  properly  objects  of 
relief  from  Directors  of  Poor  and  public  charity. 

4th.  Patients  becoming  convalescent,  are  to  be  discharged  by  the  attending 
Physician  or  Surgeon  as  soon  as  possible,  that  their  places  may  be  filled  by 
some  other  afflicted  person. 

Patients  giving  a  wrong  representation  of  themselves,  their  circumstances, 
their  disorders,  or  otherwise,  to  gain  admission,  and  who,  after  being  admitted 
are  found  to  have  any  disorder  not  considered  proper,  are  to  be  discharged. 

No  charity  patient  is  to  be  continued  longer  than  two  months,  except  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  medical  officers  that  a  more  lengthened  period  will 
•essentially  coiiduce  to  the  patient's  health  ;  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  tliose 
■cases  of  lingering  disease,  where  death  is  inevitable.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

MANAGERS

FOR  1889. 

To  the  Honorable  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities  of  Pennsylvania ;  and  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy: 

Gentlemen  : — On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before 
you  a  statement  of  the  affairs  for  the  year  ending  on  the  1st  day  of 
October,  1889 : 

The  Department  for  the  Insane  at  Dixmont. 
The  management  and  condition  of  this  department  for  the  past  year 
has  been  excellent.    With  an  increased  number  of  patients,  the  gen- 
eral health  has  been  good,  and  the  death  rate  lower  than  the  pre- 
ceding year,  while  the  percentage  of  cures  has  been  greater. 

Many  important  improvements  and  betterments  have  been  made. 
The  plumbing  throughout  the  building  has  been  renovated,  and  is 
now  in  as  perfect  a  condition  as  possible.  A  new  pump  at  the  river 
has  been  purchased  and  put  in  operation,  which  insures  an  abundant 
supply  of  water  for  all  pui'poses.  A  new  gas  line,  for  illuminating 
gas,  has  been  laid  from  the  gas  house  to  the  main  building.  A  new 
line  of  water  pipe  has  also  been  extended  to  the  barn  for  protection 
against  fire.  This  was  deemed  necessary,  as  a  fire  occurred  at  the 
barn  last  spring,  which  threatened  to  destroy  the  whole  premises 
about  it.  That  it  was  saved,  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  prompt 
and  efficient  exertions  of  the  Engineer,  and  the  Farmer  and  em- 
ployes. The  fire  was  extinguished  ;  and  the  loss  sustained  about 
$700,  was  paid  by  the  insurance.  New  radiators  have  been  placed 
in  a  portion  of  the  building,  and  a  new  water  heater.    The  new 
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building,  or  annex,  lias  been  completed  and  occupied.  It  is  archi- 
tecturally an  ornament  to  the  Institution,  and  a  much  needed  addi- 
tion, and  relieves  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Hospital,  as  it  has 
accommodations  for  125  patients. 

The  Gas  Well,  No.  2,  drilled  in  the  valley  towards  the  western 
line  of  the  property,  was  not  a  success.  It  produced  both  oil  and 
gas,  but  not  in  paying  quantities;  but  the  old  well.  No.  1,  has  been 
doing  better  than  could  be  expected,  and  has  supplied  gas  for  one 
boiler,  the  bakery,  and  the  tenements,  and  lighting  the  grounds.  A 
third  well,  close  to  No.  1,  was  contracted  for,  and  drilled  to  the  depth 
of  1,600  feet,  when  the  tools  were  lost,  and  after  vainly  endeavoring 
for  several  weeks  to  recover  them,  the  hole  was  abandoned,  and  a  new 
one  has  been  started,  which  has  now  reached  a  depth  of  about  600 
feet,  and  is  ]n-ogressing  favorably.  The  disappointment  by  this  fail- 
ure was  great,  as  it  was  confidently  believed  that  a  good  well  would 
have  been  developed  when  the  gns  belt  would  be  reached.  By  the 
terms  of  the  contract  with  the  drillers,  the  loss  falls  upon  them,  as 
they  agreed  to  find  gas,  or  drill  2,000  feet  before  receiving  money  for 
their  work. 

For  further  details  and  cost  of  these  improvements,  I  refer  to  the 
accompanying  reports  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Superintendent,  and  the 
Executive  Committee. 

The  Superintendent,  Dr.  Hutchinson,  and  the  Assistant  Physicians, 
Doctors  Graham,  Ewing  and  Anglin,  have  been  assiduous  in  their 
attentions  to  the  patients,  and  tlieir  duties  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Farmer,  Mr.  Knoderer,  continues  to  work  indefatigably.  He 
has  looked  after  the  farm  attentively,  produced  abundant  crops  of  fruit 
and  vegetables,  and  has  superintended  the  work  on  and  about  the 
new  building,  and  under  his  care  a  new  system  of  the  purchase  of 
beef-cattle  and  sheej)  "  on  the  hoof,"  and  the  butchering  of  them,  has 
been  undertaken,  whereby  the  Institution  has  been  supplied  with 
much  better  meat  than  it  has  ever  been  enabled  to  procure,  and  at 
less  cost. 

The  removal  of  the  old  Station  House  to  the  Hospital  property, 
and  the  erection  of  a  new  one,  with  a  bridge  across  the  railroad 
at  the  expense  of  the  company,  has  taken  place  within  the  year. 

I  must  not,  however,  conclude  this  portion  of  my  report  without 
calling  attention  to  the  important  services  I'endered  the  Hospital  by 
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the  Executive  Committee,  who  have  been  constant  in  their  attend- 
ance at  the  Hospital  weekly,  throughout  the  year,  personally  inspect- 
ing the  condition  of  the  patients  and  every  part  of  the  Institution, 
suggesting  and  carrying  out  repairs  and  improvements,  and  scrutiniz- 
ing the  items  of  expenses,  auditing  the  bills,  and  drawing  warrants  on 
the  Treasurer  for  their  payment.  All  these  labors  have  been  })er- 
formed  cheerfully,  and  often  at  considerable  inconvenience.  The 
Committee  deserves  the  especial  thanks  of  the  Board  and  the  Con- 
tributors, which  I  hereby  tender  to  the  gentlemen  composing  it. 

The  Medical  and  Surgical  Department  in  the  City. 

The  Medical  and  Surgical  Department  in  the  Twelfth  Ward, 
Pittsburgh,  is  in  as  good  a  condition  as  it  is  possible  to  keep  it.  The 
building  is  an  old  one,  constructed  forty  years  ago,  and  cheaply  as 
the  times  and  the  finances  of  the  Hospital  necessitated.  It  has 
served  its  time.  No  further  expenditures,  except  such  as  may  be 
absolutely  necessary,  should  be  made  upon  it.  Its  resources  should 
be  husbanded,  its  funds  scrupulously  preserved,  so  that  the  present 
structure  may  be  replaced  in  the  near  future  by  a  new  one,  fire-proof, 
and  equipped  with  all  modern  improvements,  conveniences  and  com- 
forts. 

So  much  has  been  done  there  for  poor,  suffering  humanity,  that  I, 
without  hesitation  say,  a  more  deserving  charity  does  not  exist  among 
us.  I  hereby  recommend  it  to  the  good  will  of  our  citizens,  and  to 
the  large  manufacturing  establishments,  and  railroad  corporations, 
whose  injured  and  sick  employes  have  largely  filled  its  wards,  and 
to  all  philanthropists.  The  property  is  very  valuable,  capacious,  ac- 
cessible, and  the  location  healthy. 

The  Endowment  funds  are  large,  but  by  no  means  sufficient  for  its 
support.  A  debt  for  maintenance  of  patients  exists,  which  I  exceed- 
ingly regret. 

During  the  past  year  the  Hospital  has  been,  and  is  now  over- 
crowded. The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  was  increased, 
and  the  earnings  were  less,  while  the  cost  for  keeping  patients  about 
the  same  as  heretofore. 

Many  needed  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made,  for  details 
and  cost  of  which  I  refer  to  the  accompanying  reports  ;  only  allud- 
ing to  an  extension  of  the  eastern  wing,  for  which  payment  will  be 
made  from  a  fund  contributed  by  an  association  of  ladies  of  the

cities,  derived  from  a  series  of  public  entertainments,  which  were 
liberally  patronized.  Five  thousand  three  hundred  and  four  y^iy  dol- 
lars ($5,30iji^i^)  were  realized,  and,  by  resolutions,  turned  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Hosoital,  and  devoted  to  this  especial  purpose,  the 
need  of  the  extension  seeming  imperative. 

To  Mr.  Coweu,  the  Superintendent,  and  to  Mrs.  Cowen,  much 
credit  and  many  thanks  are  due  for  their  faithfulness ;  to  the 
Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  and  the  resident  physicians  also,  and  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  the  Committee  having  charge  of  the  distribution  of  the  coal  pur- 
chased from  the  income  arising  from  the  earnings  of  the  Brewer  and 
Crawford  Fuel  Funds,  are  annexed  herewith. 


It  is  my  painful  duty  to  chronicle  the  demise  of  those  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  who  died  within  the  current  year,  1889.  Its 
mortality  was  exceeded  only  once,  in  the  year  1884 ;  when  the  Insti- 
tution lost  five  of  its  members.  Three  of  the  recent  deaths  were 
members  of  long  standing  ;  two  of  them  being  original  contributors, 
who  aided  in  founding  the  Hospital,  under  the  charter,  in  1848  ;  one 
was  chosen  later  ;  and  the  last  was  not  long  in  tlie  management,  but 
the  first  decedent: — this  was 

MR.  CHARLES  L.  CALDWELL. 

Mr.  Caldwell  was  a  member  of  an  old  Pittsburgh  family,  and  was 
born  in  this  city  fifty  years  ago  ;  and  died  of  a  painful,  lingering  ill- 
ness, on  June  2d,  1889.  An  uncle  of  his,  the  venerated  Mr.  James 
Anderson,  of  Allegheny  City,  was  an  early  friend  of  the  Hospital, 
and  one  of  its  Vice  Presidents.  Mr.  Caldwell  was  a  representative 
business  man,  who  in  1863  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Park 
Brothers  &  Co.,  Steel  Manufacturers,  and  was  connected  with  other 
establishments  and  institutions  of  Pittsburgh.  He  was  conservative 
in  his  views,  correct  in  his  methods,  and  sound  in  his  judgment.  In 
1880  he  was  chosen  a  Manager  of  the  Hospital,  and  was  placed  on  the 
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Executive  Committee  of  the  Dixmont  Department,  and  continued  a 
member  till  the  period  of  his  death. 

WILLIAM  M.  DARLINGTON. 

This  gentleman  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Hospital, 
being  elected  under  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  on  the  18th  of  April, 
1848,  at  which  time  he  was  chosen  a  Manager.  This  office  he  con- 
tinued to  fill  to  the  close  of  his  life.  He  was  born  in  Pittsburgh, 
May  1,  1815,  and  died  at  his  country  residence  at  Guycmda,  Septem- 
ber 28,  1889.  His  father,  Benjamin  Darlington,  was  a  native  of 
Chester  County,  and  removed  hither  early  in  this  century.  William 
M.  was  educated  at  Jefierson  College,  and  graduated  at  that  institu- 
tion with  high  honors.  He  studied  law  with  the  Hon.  Richard 
Biddle ;  and  was  the  oldest  member  of  the  Allegheny  County  Bar  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  He  married  Miss  Mary  C,  daughter  of  Rich- 
ard O'Hara,  who  was  son  of  the  great  land-holder.  General  James 
O'Hara.  In  1836  the  deceased  retired  from  the  practice  of  the  law, 
and  devoted  most  of  his  time  to  the  management  of  the  estate  which  his 
wife  inherited  ;  and  to  his  library  of  choice  books;  and  also  to  his 
conservatory  of  rare  plants  and  flowers.  Mr.  Darlington  was  a 
gentleman  of  cultivated  taste  and  agreeable  companionship,  and  a 
true  friend  of  the  Institution. 

WILLIAM  M.  LYON. 

This  gentleman,  by  a  liberal  contribution,  became  a  member  of  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital  in  the  year  1851  ;  and  in  the  year 
187-3  he  was  chosen  a  Manager  of  the  Institution.  To  this  position 
he  was  regularly  re-elected  to  the  time  of  his  decease.  He  was  born 
at  Harrisburg,  April  30,  1809,  and  died  in  this  city  July  3,  18S9. 

The  following  beautiful  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Mr.  Lyon  is 
taken  from  the  Pittsburgh  Times,  of  July  4th  : 

"  The  liistory  of  tlie  rise  and  progress  of  the  manufacture  of  iron  in  Western 
Pennsylvania  would  be  the  history  of  tlie  business  life  of  Mr.  Lyon  for  quite 
half  a  century.  Largely  endowed  by  nature,  intellectually  and  iihysically,  his 
presence  was  everywhere  felt,  and  his  influence  was  always  exerted  for  good 
objects  and  large  ideas.  A  wide  circle  of  close  friends  loved  him  for  his  per- 
sonal traits.  He  had  the  admiration  of  all  who  knew  him  for  constant  and  con- 
sistent elevation  of  character  ;  and  the  public  at  large  respected  him  for  liis 
noble  qualities  as  a  man  and  citizen.  To  not  a  few  he  was  indeed  a  counsellor, 
friend  and  guide.    The  nobleness  of  his  character  and  his  large  nature  made 
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liiiii  an  example  among  men,  but  in  his  make-up  there  was  no  trait  that  equal- 
ed his  modesty.  His  mind  was  a  fountain  of  learning  and  wisdom,  and  there 
was  no  good  or  genuine  thing  that  would  profit  his  fellows  that  did  not  have 
his  prompt,  active  sympathy.  Had  he  been  ambitious  for  public  honors,  there 
were  few  that  he  might  not  have  had.  For  genuineness  of  character,  for  noble 
ends  and  fidelity  of  friendships  few  men  have  lived  among  us  who  have  de- 
served to  rank  higher  than  Mr.  Lyon.  His  departure,  like  his  life,  was  peace- 
ful, and  he  was  ready  for  the  summons." 

JOHN  H.  SHOENBERGER. 

This  gentleman  will  long  be  remembered  by  the  business  men  of 
this  city,  for  his  energy  and  skill  in  conducting  successfully  his  ex- 
tensive establishments  for  the  manufacture  of  iron.  He  possessed  an 
unblemished  character  and  great  moral  worth,  and  gained  the  respect 
and  honor  of  the  community.  Beside  this,  he  was  especially  esteemed 
by  his  church  for  munificent  gifts  and  won  the  benedictions  of  both 
the  clergy  and  laity.  These  characteristics  of  a  noble  life  and  lofty 
nature  were  bound  to  command  recognition  from  every  one.  His 
colleagues  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  of  which  he  was  a 
Life  Manager  and  Vice  President,  take  pleasure  in  reporting  his 
liberal  aid  at  the  commencement  of  the  Institution,  which  prompted 
others  to  follow  his  example.  The  knowledge  of  these  facts  will  en- 
dear his  memory  to  his  fellow-citizens  ;  but  still  that  memory  might 
become  oblivious  within  the  life-time  of  his  contemporaries,  were  it 
not  for  one  act  in  the  grand  life  of  Mr.  Shoenberger  which  will  prove 
imperishable  ;  and  that  is  the  provision  in  his  Will  setting  aside  an 
ample  sum  for  the  construction  and  endowment  of  "  St.  Margaret 
Memorial  Hospital  ;  "  to  be  erected  upon  an  admirable  and 
convenient  site  in  the  city,  also  bestowed  by  him.  When  all 
other  kind  deeds  will  be  forgotten,  that  one  act  will  remain  an 
everlasting  monument  and  memorial  of  a  noble  life,  and  an  evidence 
of  enduring  love  and  devotion.  Mr.  Shoenberger  was  born  in  Hunt- 
ingdon County,  Pa.,  inl809,  and  died  in  New  York  City  Nov.  12, 1889. 
He  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Margaret  Cust,  of  Kittan- 
ning ;  and  his  second  was  sister-in-law  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hitchcock,  of 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.  But  with  neither  of  them  did  he  have  any  children. 
His  first  wife,  long  an  invalid,  died  of  an  ailment  considered  beyond 
the  power  of  human  skill  to  alleviate ;  a  fact  which  may  be 
mentioned  because  it  was  instrumental  in  originating  with  Mr. 
Shoenberger  the  idea  of  establishing  this  hospital.    It  seems  to 
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have  been  the  object  of  his  life,  and  so  <lear  to  his  heart  that  he  real- 
ized ill  it  the  most  befitting  close — in  fact,  the  crowning  event  of  his 
career.  It  was  known  to  a  few  of  his  friends  that  he  intended  at  one 
time  to  erect  a  costly  memorial  chapel  within  the  grounds  of  the 
Allegheny  Cemetery,  to  bear  the  name  of  "  St.  Margaret ;  "  but  for 
some  reason  he  abandoned  that  project  in  recent  years ;  and  his  in- 
tentions i-eraained  a  secret  until  his  Will  disclosed  the  evidence  that 
he  had  changed  his  mind,  and  decided  upon  the  construction  of  a 
Memorial  Hospital,  to  be  called  after  one  who  was  to  him  "  a 
pearl  of  great  price."

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Report  of  tlie  ExeciitiYe  Committee  at  Dixmoat, 


To  John  Harper,  Esq.,  President  : 

Dear  Sir  :    The  reports  of  the  Managers,  of  the  Superinteudeut, 
and  the  Treasurer  of  tlie  Hospital,  comprising,  as  they  do,  most  of 
the  information  that  would  be  interesting  to  the  contributors,  makes  | 
more  than  a  brief  report  by  the  Executive  Committee  unnecessary.  : 

During  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1889,  an  unusual  amount  '  . 
of  improvements  and  general  repairs  have  been  accomplished,  adding 

greatly  to  the  capacity  of  the  institution  and  comfort  of  the  patients.  i 

i 

The  amount  expended  during  the  year  on  the  building  designated  \ 
Annex  No.  3,  is  $22,463.42  ;  the  entire  cost  of  building  and  furni-  : 
ture  will  amount  to  about  $30,000.     It  is  now  occupied  by  125  pa- 
tients,  who  are  made  as  comfortable  as  that  class  of  patients  can  be.  '. 
The  old  and  worn-out  pump  at  the  river  pump  house  has  been  , 
replaced  by  one  having  a  capacity  to  supply  the  increased  demand 
for  water,  and  which  cost,  including  foundation,  $4,744.06.     The  ; 
influent  pipe  has  been  replaced  by  one  of  larger  diameter  and  ex-  ] 
tending  farther  into  the  stream,  and  affording  purer  water.  The 
plumbing,  which  was  imperfect  and  objectionable,  has  been  renewed  \ 
throughout  the  buildings  at  a  cost  of  $3,552.78,  and  is  satisfactory.  1 
For  grading  and  work  on  grounds,  fencing,  and  general  repairs  of  ; 
buildings,  walks,  pavements,  farm  implements,  gas  and  water  pipes,  i 
there  has  been  expended  $2,364.51 ;  cost  of  gas  well  No.  2,  ,$3,121.49  ;  \ 
removing  and  repairs  to  the  old  station  house,  $1,249.67.  Insurance 
on  buildings,  $3,158.51.    Repairing  old  pump  at  the  river,  $177.94  ; 
lumber  for  repairs  in  wards,  barn  and  pump  house,  $614.79  ;  hard- 
ware, tools,  fittings,  &c.,  $404.32  ;  gas  pipe,  sewer  pipe,  brick  and 
glass,  $198.61  ;  I'epairing  roofs,  and  tin  work,  $177.95;   making  a 
total  of  $42,235.96.    In  addition  to  this  amount  $2,396  71  were  ex- 
pended for  numerous  items  of  repairs  not  specified  in  the  foregoing, 
but  given  in  detail  in  the  cash  account  of  the  Hospital,  all  of  which 
has  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  Committee,  making  a  total 
of  $44,624.76. 
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The  bills  for  supplies  of  all  kinds  have  been  audited  monthly  by 
the  Committee  and  warrants  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment 
of  the  same. 

The  Executive  Committee  or  some  of  its  members  have  visited  the 
Hospital  weekly,  and  have  reason  to  believe  that  everything  neces- 
sary has  been  done  to  secure  the  comfort  of  the  inmates.  Doctor 
Hutchinson,  Superintendent,  and  his  assistants,  Doctors  Graham, 
Ewing  and  Anglin,  have  been  untiring  in  their  labors  to  secure  the 
best  results  in  everything  connected  with  the  institution.  Messrs. 
Knoderer,  Gray,  Kunkle,  and  all  of  the  other  otScers  and  attendants 
have  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties.  They 
will  be  more  particularly  referred  to  in  your  report.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  : 

Gentlemen  : — Again  it  has  become  my  esteemed  privilege  and 
duty  to  present  to  your  Board  the  report  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year 
1889,  and  the  following  statistics  herein  specified  in  detail  will  convey 
to  you  much  important  information,  both  as  to  the  present  condition 
of  our  patients  as  well  as  their  movement  of  population  during  the 
past  twelve  months. 

While  the  year  has  proven  an  uneventful  one  in  some  particulars, 
we  having  been  spared  very  many  of  the  casualties  incident  to  asylum 
life,  and  permitted  to  pursue  the  even  tenor  of  our  way,  I  have  reason 
to  be  profoundly  grateful  that  it  was  so,  and  that  so  full  a  measure 
of  success  has  been  meted  out  in  the  restoration  to  health  of  so 
large  a  number  of  our  patients,  that  all  sheltered  under  its  protecting 
care  found  in  it  much  to  relieve  them  from  the  burdens  of  sickness 
and  disease,  and  a  home  surrounded  with  all  the  comforts  so  neces- 
sary to  the  successful  treatment  of  their  individual  cases. 

At  the  time  of  writing  my  last  annual  report,  there  were  in  the 
Hospital  three  hundred  and  fifty-seven  men,  two  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  women,  or  a  total  of  six  hundred  and  thirty-six  persons, 
since  that  period  two  hundred  and  seventy  patients  were  received,  of 
whom  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  were  males,  and  one  hundred  and 
seventeen  females,  making  a  grand  total  of  nine  hundred  and  six 
patients  having  been  under  treatment  during  the  year,  the  highest 
number  yet  cared  for  in  the  history  of  the  Institution.    Of  the

admissions,  one  liimdred  and  thirty-six  were  connnitted  upon  the  certi- 
ficates of  insanity  of  two  physicians,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-four 
were  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  order  of  the  Courts,  fifty-three  were 
chargeable  to  or  supported  by  their  friends,  and  two  hundred  and 
seventeen  were  maintained  partially  at  the  expense  of  their  respective 
county  or  township.  I  may  add,  twenty  males  and  four  females  were 
brought  to  our  doors  handcuflfed,  fifty-six  men  and  twenty-seven 
women  were  received  in  a  dirty  and  even  filthy  condition,  and  sixty- 
seven  males  and  forty  females  were  admitted  of  whom  no  history  of 
their  cases  could  be  ascertained  whatever.  In  a  few  instances  these 
patients  were  brought  directly  from  their  homes,  but  the  greater  por- 
tion of  them  were  transferred  to  the  Hospital  after  a  residence  either 
in  the  county  jails  or  almshouses,  varying  from  a  few  days  to  several 
weeks.  The  anxious  friends  of  many  of  these  })atients  look  with 
suspicion  upon  the  management  of  a  hospital  and  beseech  the  Super- 
intendent to  treat  those  committed  to  his  care  kindly.  I  rarely  hear 
however,  a  word  spoken  in  reproach  of  the  utter  neglect  and  entire 
absence  of  all  proper  treatment  that  so  often  characterizes  the  con- 
duct of  a  case  prior  to  its  reception  into  a  well  appointed  hospital, 
for  it  is  at  that  time  in  the  early  or  acute  stage  of  mental  disease  the 
patient  most  urgently  demands  proper  care  and  medication,  and  it  is 
at  that  very  period  also,  as  the  statistics  of  all  hospitals  will  show, 
the  case  is  so  frequently  neglected.  While  in  my  opinion  the  hospit- 
als are  fully  abreast  of  the  times  in  the  treatment  of  insanity,  the 
percentage  of  recoveries  can  never  be  high  so  long  as  these  evils 
exist,  and  the  insane  are  kept  in  jails  and  houses  ill  adapted  to  their 
well-being,  as  many  of  them  undoubtedly  are  under  their  present 
management.  To  correct  this  difliculty  does  not  lie  within  the  power 
of  asylum  physicians,  or  entirely  in  Boards  of  State  Charities,  but 
with  the  Courts  and  in  the  proper  enactment  of  a  law  whereby  upon 
the  recognition  of  insanity  the  victim  of  the  disease  can  be  afforded 
proper  medical  attention,  and  a  record  of  his  case  and  all  matters  of 
interest  pertaining  thereto  obtained.  As  many  of  our  patients  are 
now  committed  it  is  quite  impossible  to  obtain  a  history  of  their  dis- 
ease and  therefore  diflicult  to  treat  them  in  an  intelligent  manner. 
Until  some  such  act  as  here  suggested  is  jiut  in  force,  the  increasing 
number  of  chronic  insane  in  this  State  must  ever  continue,  and  this 
large  class  of  dependent  people  fail  to  receive  a  just  measure  of  sup- 
portive care  and  treatment.  In  this  Hospital  alone,  based  upon  a 
liberal  estimate,  we  can  claim  but  one  hundred  and  four  cases  as 
cui'able  out  of  a  total  of  seven  hundred  and  four. 
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The  average  number  of  patients  during  the  year  was  six  hundred 
and  sixty-six,  the  highest  number  seven  hundred  and  five,  and  the 
lowest  six  hundred  and  thirty-five. 

The  total  number  discharged  was  tVo  hundred  and  two,  of  whom 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  were  males  and  eighty-seven  females.  Sixty- 
four  were  discharged  restored,  seventy  left  our  care  improved,  and 
fifty-nine  died. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  learned  a  much  larger  number  of  pa- 
tients were  returned  again  to  their  homes  and  to  society  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  earth's  greatest  blessing  than  during  the  previous  years,  also 
a  larger  number  left  our  care  who,  while  not  restored,  were  much 
benefitted  for  their  residence  here. 

Among  those  who  left  in  whom  no  improvement  occurred,  were 
those  removed  by  their  friends  that  their  few  remaining  days  might 
be  cheered  by  the  comforting  intiuence  of  home  and  surrounded  by 
their  family  circle. 

The  number  of  deaths  fall  far  below  that  of  last  year,  and  by  refer- 
ence to  the  mortuary  statistics  appended  to  this  report,  the  more  fre- 
quent diseases  there  appearing  are  substantially  those  incident  to 
long  continued  ill  health,  age,  and  exhausted  nervous  conditions. 
Death  resulted  in  sixteen  case?  from  phthisis,  in  fourteen  instances 
following  the  exhaustion  of  the  different  forms  of  mania,  and  in 
eleven  cases  as  a  result  of  paresis.  We  were  particularly  fortunate 
in  the  treatment  of  the  acute  forms  of  brain  disorders,  there  occur- 
ring but  nine  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  large  number  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fourteen  cases  admitted. 

It  is  a  matter  of  sincere  regret  that  so  few  autopsies  are  permitted, 
and  so  little  stimulus  therefore  for  the  pursuit  (jf  pathological  work, 
for  some  unaccountable  reason  they  are  denied  in  many  cases  by  the 
friends  of  the  deceased.  Post  mortems  were  held,  however,  whenever 
allowed,  but  in  some  instances  upon  cases  of  no  special  importance, 
and  the  small  number,  render  it  quite  impossible  to  prepare  any 
report  upon  this  interesting  department  of  ])sychological  medicine  at 
this  time. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  also  that  of  the  total  number  of  ad- 
missions during  the  year  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  were  natives 
of  the  United  States,  and  fifty-nine  were  foreigners  ;  as  regards  their 
civil  condition,  one  hundred  and  eight  were  single,  one  hundred  and 
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forty-six  were  married,  and  sixteen  were  classed  as  unknown.  The 
larger  number  of  patients  came  from  the  humbler  walks  of  life, 
seventy-one  belonging  to  the  laboring  class,  forty  were  trades  people, 
thirty  mechanics,  thirty-two  either  farmers  or  members  of  their  fam- 
ilies, and  seventeen  were  professional  men  or  their  wives  or  daughters. 
Insanity  had  existed  in  ninety-five  cases  for  periods  varying  from  a 
few  days  to  six  months,  in  thirty-four  cases  from  six  months  to  one 
year,  and  from  one  year  to  thirty  years  in  one  hundred  and  forty-one 
cases.  Two  hundred  and  six  persons  were  received  into  the  Hospital 
suffering  from  the  first  attack  of  insanity,  forty-four  were  insane  for 
the  second  time,  fifteen  were  laboring  under  the  third  attack  of  the 
disease,  four  were  insane  the  fourth  time,  and  one  was  admitted  as  a 
fifth  attack. 

Several  important  departures  from  our  long  established  system  of 
classification  of  jjatients  have  taken  place  during  the  year,  and  it  is 
with  a  just  sense  of  pride  that  I  can  testify  at  this  time  of  the  wisdom 
of  the  step  taken.  As  most  prominent  I  may  refer  to  the  removal  of 
our  receiving  ward  for  female  patients,  containing  as  it  does  many 
acute  cases,  from  the  ground  floor  of  the  first  wing  to  the  third  story 
of  the  middle  block,  the  advantages  derived  from  this  transfer  are 
the  increased  facilities  there  obtained  for  the  treatment  of  this  class 
of  insane  and  the  better  hygienic  surroundings.  In  their  present  lo- 
cation they  have  a  brighter  and  more  cheerful  hall,  and  free  access 
to  the  large  fire  escape  or  bridge  that  connects  the  building  with  the 
hillside  in  the  rear,  and  serves  the  double  purpose  of  an  excellent 
airing  court.  Those  of  our  household  who  are  aged,  sick  and  infirm, 
can  also  spend  much  of  their  time  in  the  summer-house  where  they 
can  enjoy  the  fresh  air  and  are  removed  at  the  same  time  from  any 
exciting  condition  incident  to  a  disturbed  class  of  patients.  Their 
improved  'state  of  health  has  been  most  marked,  and  the  success 
of  the  change  is  now  verified. 

Another  important  step  in  the  line  of  progression  was  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  "  open  ward."  Through  the  consent  of  yDur  Board 
the  hall  formerly  used  as  the  apartments  for  recent  cases  was  hand- 
somely repainted  and  furnished,  and  an  ornamental  glass  door  cut 
through  opening  into  the  yard.  Into  this  hall  are  received  a  number 
of  our  convalescent  female  patients  to  whom  is  granted  the  privilege 
of  going  in  and  out  the  building  at  will.  The  door  is  open  during 
tlie  day,  and  the  liberty  there  accorded  is  only  forfeited  by  ihe  pa- 
tient failing  to  return  to  the  house  at  the  proper  hour.  So  far  no 
instance  of  this  kind  has  occurred,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  system 
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has  been  a  constant  source  of  pleasure  and  comfort  to  all  who  en- 
joy it. 

Early  within  the  year  a  uniform  for  the  female  attendants  was 
adopted  similar  to  that  worn  by  nurses  in  General  Hospitals  ;  aside 
from  their  practical  usefulness  the  suits  are  becoming,  and  dignify 
the  calling  of  the  wearer,  and  the  attendants  present  the  appearance 
more  as  nurses  upon  the  sick,  which  they  really  are,  than  mere  em- 
ployes engaged  in  purely  the  custodial  care  of  their  patients.  For 
these  reasons  I  trust  within  a  reasonable  length  of  time  the  nurses 
upon  the  male  department  may  also  be  suitably  uniformed. 

During  the  winter  a  course  of  lectures  upon  mental  disorders,  nurs- 
ing and  the  care  of  the  insane,  also  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene, 
was  delivered  before  our  nurses  by  myself  and  associates.  These  lec- 
tures were  plain,  practical  in  their  teaching,  and  illustrated  by  draw- 
ings, charts,  experiments,  blackboard  exercises  and  practical  demon- 
strations. They  were  attended  very  regularly  and  with  much  in- 
terest, and  the  increased  efficiency  in  the  care  of  the  sicji,  the  stimu- 
lation to  greater  efforts  in  the  faithful  and  intelligent  discharge  of 
the  various  routine  duties  of  their  respective  wards,  are  the  best  evi- 
dences of  the  success  of  our  labors  in  their  behalf  and  the  welfare  of 
the  patients.  In  no  work  connected  with  the  management  of  the 
Hospital  do  I  expect  to  realize  more  benefit  than  from  these  lectures, 
and  the  success  attending  our  first  course  wariants  their  continuance 
the  coming  winter. 

The  departments  for  tailoring,  and  the  making  and  repairing  of 
shoes  referred  to  in  my  last  report,  have  been  in  operation  for  some 
time  and  are  proving  a  source  of  much  saving  to  the  Institution. 

In  the  diversion  as  well  as  in  the  occupation  of  the  patients,  every 
effort  has  been  put  forth  during  the  year  to  accomplish  all  possible 
good  in  these  directions.  Many  of  our  number  were  continuously 
employed  in  out-door  labor  upon  the  farm,  in  the  construction  of  our 
improvements,  in  the  garden,  while  within  doors  many  female 
patients  were  engaged  in  fancy  work,  sewing  and  household  duties. 
The  advantages  to  be  derived  by  the  patient  in  engaging  his  mind  in 
some  well  directed  channel  of  thought  and  occupation  as  curative 
agents  are  now  too  well  recognized  to  demand  any  word  of  explana- 
tion in  this  report. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Assistant  Supervisoress  many  of  the  fe- 
male patients  were  pleasantly  busied  in  rug  making.   The  patterns  are 
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purchased  already  stamped,  and  with  the  necessary  machines  and 
appropriately  colored  yarn,  the  mats  are  made  up,  and  when  com- 
pleted are  very  tasty  in  appearance  as  well  as  serviceable  ;  in  the 
same  manner  beautiful  rugs  are  made  from  rags,  dyed  in  bright  and 
fancy  colors.  Besides  the  means  of  employment  above  mentioned 
may  be  enumerated  the  regular  out-door  games,  walking,  riding  ;  and 
within  the  house,  books,  papers,  games,  magic  lantern  pictures,  music, 
parties,  &c.  Thirty-two  patients  in  the  care  of  their  attendants  were 
permitted  to  visit  the  Exposition,  where  they  spent  the  entire  day 
sight-seeing  and  enjoying  themselves  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  As 
in  former  years  the  holidays  were  approjjriately  observed,  and  a 
number  of  concerts  and  theatrical  perfoi^mances  contributed  by  the 
many  young  friends  of  our  patients  residing  in  the  city.  The  relig- 
ious services  of  the  Sabbath  were  appropriately  observed,  and  con- 
ducted by  the  young  gentlemen  from  the  Seminaries  and  ministers 
from  neighboring  churches  in  this  community. 

In  January  we  formally  opened  our  new  refrigerator  building  by 
the  slaughtering  of  our  own  beef ;  the  beeves  are  purchased  in  the 
city  every  week,  and  killed  and  dressed  by  our  butcher  as  required. 
So  far  this  plan  has  not  only  given  entire  satisfaction  as  regards  the 
saving  in  the  expense,  but  meat  of  the  best  quality  is  now  sent  to  the 
house  every  day.    The  average  cost  per  pound  is  seven  cents. 

From  the  farmer's  report  appended,  will  be  observed  in  detail  the 
varieties  as  well  as  the  quantities  of  the  various  products  raised  upon 
the  farm,  and  it  will  be  seen  our  household  has  continued  to  enjoy  an 
abundance  of  vegetables  upon  their  tables,  as  well  as  fruit  of  all 
kinds.  As  our  population  was  enlarging  so  rapidly,  in  order  to  meet 
the  increasing  demands  made  upon  the  returns  from  the  farm,  it  was 
deemed  prudent  upon  the  part  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  rent 
twenty-three  acres  of  good  farming  land  upon  the  island  opposite  the 
Hospital,  and  this  was  accordingly  done.  A  separate  account,  show- 
ing the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  their  investment  was  opened 
upon  the  books  of  the  Hospital,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  the  results 
are  most  satisfactory. 

Annexed  to  this  report  is  the  dietary,  or  bill  of  fare,  enabling  you 
to  see  the  generous  provisions  in  the  "  creature  comforts  "  of  our 
household,  with  the  best  quality  of  meat,  groceries,  vegetables,  abund- 
ance of  milk,  &c.  ;  many  in  the  outside  world  are  less  fortunate  than 
they. 
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On  Sunday  evening,  April  7tli,  the  quiet  of  the  house  was  disturb- 
ed by  the  alarm  of  fire  at  tbe  barn,  the  flames  issuing  fronj  that  por- 
tion of  the  building  containing  the  hay  and  feed.  The  alarm  was 
at  once  responded  to  by  our  department,  who  worked  most  energetic- 
ally, and  after  several  hours  of  much  exertion  and  persistent  effort 
succeeded  in  getting  the  fire  under  control  and  putting  it  out.  The 
loss  sustained  amounted  to  $700  upon  the  structure  and  contents,  the 
animals  and  farm  implements  were  early  removed  to  a  place  of  safe- 
ty. The  barn  was  insured  and  the  estimated  loss  quickly  j^aid.  The 
origin  of  the  fire  could  not  be  definitely  ascertained. 

The  drilling  of  our  gas  well  which  was  in  progress  at  the  close  of 
last  year  did  not  prove  a  success  as  was  anticipated,  the  flow  of  gas 
being  very  weak  and  unable  to  furnish  the  entire  fuel  supply  of  the 
Hospital,  your  Board  therefore  decided  upon  the  drilling  of  a  third 
well.  At  this  time  the  work  is  in  progress,  and  it  is  ho2>ed  we  may 
be  fortunate  in  securing  a  good  well,  or  gas  in  sufficient  quantity  to 
supply  our  demands.  Satisfactory  terms  were  concluded  in  the  mean- 
time for  the  purchase  of  such  gas  as  we  required,  thus  relieving  the 
Hospital  from  the  necessity  of  returning  to  coal. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  to  which  I  call  your  attention,  sets 
forth  the  financial  condition  of  the  Hospital  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
and  the  expenditure  list  published  in  detail  shows  you  the  various 
sums  of  money  expended  and  for  what  purposes  it  was  directed,  in- 
cluding our  household  expenses,  farm,  insurance,  the  cost  of  repairs, 
improvements,  and  salaries  and  wages. 

The  average  weekly  cost  per  patient  was  $4.76*,  which  is  somewhat 
in  excess  of  former  years,  but  is  accounted  for  in  the  extensive  im- 
provements undertaken,  and  which  form  a  part  of  our  total  cost  of 
maintenance. 

Great  care  has  been  bestowed  in  keejiing  the  Hospital  and  all  out- 
side buildings  in  excellent  repair,  as  well  as  maintaining  that  stand- 
ard for  cleanliness  and  good  discipline  in  all  its  departments,  so  long 
distinctive  features  in  its  management,  and  to  these  efforts  I  attribute 
also  much  of  our  success  in  the  treatment  of  our  patients  while  so 
crowded  a  condition  prevails,  and  exemption  from  acute  and  contag- 
ious diseases. 

Our  new  building  known  as  the  Annex,  in  process  of  erection 
the  past  year,  and  spoken  of  at  considerable  length  in  my  last 
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report,  was  opened  for  tlie  reception  of  patients  December  9th,  1889. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  our  male  patients  now  occupy  it, 
and  I  regard  it  as  one  of  the  best  buildings  of  its  kind  within  the 
State,  affording  a  much  needed  relief  from  our  long  crowded  con- 
dition of  the  main  building. 

As  the  various  improvements  and  repairs  are  fully  described  in 
your  President's  report,  and  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
it  is  unnecessary  that  they  be  repeated  here. 

It  has  been  a  source  of  much  pleasure  to  me  during  the  year  just 
closed  to  witness  the  many  acts  of  kindness  on  the  part  of  the  friends 
of  our  patients  in  contributing  so  freely  to  their  comfort  and  happi- 
ness, and  to  feel  also  that  the  sympathy  for  these  dependent  people 
has  in  no  wise  diminished  but  is  increasing.  Such  •substantial  proof 
of  the  deep  interest  taken  in  their  welfare  is  certainly  encouraging 
to  the  officers,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  gratitude 
to  all  to  whom  we  are  thus  indebted.

On  the  evening  of  July  4th,  our  patriotism  was  enlivened  by  a 
beautiful  display  of  fire-works  owing  to  the  liberality  of  Messrs. 
Reymer  Bros.,  Haworth  &  Dewhurst,  Arbuthnot,  Stephenson  &  Co., 
Dilworth  Bros.,  L.  H.  Harris  Drug  Co.,  Marshall,  Kennedy  &  Co., 
Logan,  Gregg  &  Co.,  and  Mr.  Henry  B.  Rea. 

My  associates  upon  the  medical  staff  are  the  same  as  last  year,  and

For  the  capable  manner 
in  which  the  heads  of  the  several  departments  of  the  Hospital  have 
aided  me  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  entrusted  to  them,  I  am  also 
truly  grateful.  Mrs.  Amelia  Eagan,  for  many  years  our  laundress, 
resigned  her  position  Aug.  31st;  this  step  was  necessary  on  her  part 
on  account  of  rapidly  failing  health.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  she 
left  us  with  the  sympathy  of  all,  and  sincere  regret  in  parting  with 
one  who  had  been  so  faithful  to  her  trust.  The  vacancy  was  accept- 
ably filled  by  the  promotion  of  Miss  Mary  Lytle. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  thank  you  for  your  kind- 
ness to  me,  and  for  the  counsel  and  advice  you  have  at  all  times  so 
cheerfully  given  me  in  the  conduct  of  the  afiTairs  of  this  Institution.

Admission  of  Patients  to  Insane  Department. 

1.  Preparatory  to  the  admission  of  a  patient,  unless  when  committed  by 
order  of  a  court,  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  with  the  certificates  of 
two  physicians,  who  have  been  in  practice  for  five  years  or  more,  that  they  have 
separately  seen  and  examined  the  individual  within  two  weeks  of  the  date  of 
admission,  and  believe  him  or  her  to  be  insane,  and  these  certificates  shall  be 
sworn  to  before  some  alderman  or  judicial  officer,  with  the  order  of  a  near  rela- 
tive or  friend  that  tlie  patient  may  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  with  a  state- 
ment as  required  by  law,  and  a  bond  with  satisfactory  security,  for  the  payment 
of  board  and  other  expenses  while  in  the  Institution.  All  private  patients  thus 
received  shall  make  a  payment  of  thirteen  weeks'  board  in  advance,  when  brought 
to  the  Hospital,  no  part  of  whicli  shall  be  refunded  ;  and  if  taken  away  uncured, 
and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  physician,  in  any  succeeding  quarter, 
no  part  of  the  payment  shall  be  refunded. 

2.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  order  of  the  Court,  the 
order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof,  or,  if  sent  by  the  Directors  of  Poor,  an 
order  sent  by  the  Directors  or  their  Agent  accompanied  by  the  Certificates  of 
Insanity,  as  required  by  law,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital. 

3.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean,  and  be  free 
from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts,  a  new 
and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  three  pairs  socks,  two  pairs  drawers,  two 
undershirts,  a  hat  or  cap,  cravat,  collars,  handkerchiefs,  shoes  and  one  pair  of 
slippers. 

5.  Each  female  patient  shall  have  three  calico  dresses,  four  chemises,  three 
pairs  drawers,  three  pairs  hose,  three  night-gowns,  two  flannel  skirts,  one  Bal- 
moral skirt,  two  muslin  skirts,  six  handkerchiefs,  four  collars,  two  pairs  shoes, 
one  shawl  or  cloak,  and  one  hat  or  hood. 

6.  It  is  very  desirable  tliat  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved,  or  when  they 
attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be  pre- 
served. 
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In  all  cases  the  patient's  best  clothing  should  be  sent ;  it  will  be  carefully  pre- 
served, and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned. 
Jewelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c.,  should  be  left  at  home, 
as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost,  and  for  which  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  are  not 
responsible. 

All  clothing,  if  not  taken  away  at  the  time  of  the  patient's  removal,  or  within 
three  months  afterward,  will  be  disposed  of  as  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  may 
think  best,  and  no  compensation  whatever  will  be  made  therefor. 

7.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  accompany  him  or  her  to 
the  Hospital,  and  from  whom  minute,  but  often  essential  particulars  may  be 
learned. 

8.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending,  and  attendance  for  all 
who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  four  dollars  jDer  week.  For  private 
patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves,  or  their  friends,  the  price  varies  from 
five  to  ten  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble  and  espense  incurred,  and  according 
to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher  prices  are  paid  by  special  agreement  with  the 
physician,  for  extra  attention  and  accommodation. 

Payments  are  to  be  made  quarterly,  in  advance. 

9.  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  the  payment  of 
the  board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  patient  when  discharged,  of 
all  persons,  excepting  those  sent  at  the  expense  of  the  counties  or  townships. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  a  bond,  and,  if  strangers, 
furnish  evidence  of  their  responsibility. 

10.  All  bills  remaining  unpaid  one  month  after  date  of  presentation,  are 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Hospital  for  collection. 

11.  As  the  diet  of  the  patients  is  under  the  absolute  control  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, no  nuts,  candies,  cakes  or  other  edibles  shall  be  given  to  the  patients  by 
their  friends  or  visitors,  without  his  express  permission. 

12.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  inspect  the  Institution  on  any  day  (except  Sun- 
day,) between  the  hours  of  10  A.  m.  and  12  M.,  and  between  2  and  4  p.  m.  ;  but 
no  visitor  shall  be  admitted  to  the  wards  occupied  by  patients,  without  express 
permission  from  the  Superintendent ;  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  no 
amount  of  visiting  is  permitted  that  shall  prove  injurious  to  the  patient.  No 
visitors  shall  be  admitted  on  the  holidays. 

Visitors  will  please  not  intrude  on  the  grounds  used  by  the  patients,  or  give 
to  or  receive  anything  from  patients. 

13.  The  Hospital  is  located  eight  miles  west  of  Pittsburgh,  on  the  Pittsburgh, 
Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  E  ail  way,  at  Dixmont,  and  can  easily  be  reached  by 
cars,  there  being  ten  trains  (east  and  west,)  each  day ;  (except  Sunday,)  stop- 
ping at  the  Hospital  Station. 

14.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  and  all  communications  in 
regard  to  the  condition,  health,  bills,  &c.,  of  those  who  are  in  the  Hospital,  shall 
be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

15.  As  Dixmont  Station  has  now  an  Adams  Express  Office,  all  goods  may  be 
sent  to  the  Hospital  direct  by  express  or  freight,  as  may  be  preferred. 

The  friends  of  patients  can  communicate  with  the  Institution  by  telegraph 
and  telephone.

John  Harper,  Esq., 

President,  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  : 

Dear  Sir  : — The  year  just  closed  has  been  a  remarkable  one  in  the 
history  of  this  Hospital  ;  remarkable  for  the  large  number  of  patients 
treated  (1,853)  ;  remarkable  for  the  small  amount  of  contributions 
from  the  public,  and  remarkable  for  the  second  veto  by  Governor 
Beaver  of  a  much  needed  appropriation  of  $50,000.  Both  vetoes 
were  over  the  action  of  both  houses  without  a  dissenting  vote. 
These  circumstances  make  it  very  discouraging  to  your  Committee. 
But  the  terrible  necessity  exists,  sufferers  crowd  the  wards  far  beyond 
their  capacity,  and  all  have  been  cared  for  in  the  best  possible  way. 

It  seems  strange  that  this,  naturally  the  richest  city  in  the  whole 
country,  should  be  so  unmindful  of  those  who  are  sick,  bruised  and 
broken  in  their  daily  toil  in  mine  and  mill,  producing  the  wealth  of 
which  we  boast. 

"  Leg,  arm  or  back  broken,"  or  "  blown  up,  scalded  or  burned," 
sent  to  the  "  West  Penn  Hospital."  This  is  the  daily  record.  All 
are  satisfied  and  disniiss  it  from  their  mind  and  go  on  with  fresh 
men  to  follow  in  turn  through  accident  or  misfortune  into  the  wards 
of  the  West  Penn  Hospital.  The  employers  seem  to  think,  (if  they 
think  at  all)  that  once  there  all  is  safe,  forgetting  that  it  costs 
$200  per  day  to  deep  open  its  doors,  while  its  income  is  not  a  quarter 
of  that  amount.  This  has  continued  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury with  but  little  improvement,  while  hospitals  in  other  cities 
receive  gifts  of  hundreds,  of  thousands  and  even  of  million  of  dollars. 

The  city  and  county  send  their  hundreds  yearly  and  pay  not  one 
cent. 

By  the  great  success  of  the  entertainment  at  City  Hall,  in  the  fall  of 
1888,  we  have  been  enabled  to  put  up  and  furnish  two  additional 
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wards  at  a  cost  of  over  $5,000.  The  old  roof  over  the  main  building 
being  entirely  worthless,  your  Committee  deemed  it  prudent  to  add  a 
mansard  story  with  the  new  roof,  which  will  add  greatly  to  the  room 
and  give  greater  comfort  to  the  numerous  employes  of  the  Hospital. 
The  cost  of  a  new  roof  would  be  perhaps  $3,000  ;  the  cost  of  roof 
and  mansard  about  $9,000,  a  difference  of  $6,000.  We  must  depend 
upon  the  generosity  of  the  public  for  this  much  needed  outlay. 

The  fire  department  of  this  city,  at  our  request,  have  carefully 
examined  the  appliances  at  command  in  case  of  fire,  and  strongly 
recommend  an  additional  ex^^euditure  of  about  .$1,600  to  place  it  on 
the  safest,  possible  footing. 

About  one-half  of  this  has  been  raised  ;  the  balance  we  hope  to 
get  very  soon. 

When  these  suggestions  are  carried  out  we  think  this  building 
will  be  as  safe  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it,  and  as  safe  as  any  similar 
building  in  the  country. 

The  unsightly  grounds  in  front  of  the  building  will  be  graded  and 
beautified  next  year  at  a  large  outlay  by  iVIrs.  Robert  Pitcairn,  who 
has  already  spent  a  great  amount  of  thought  and  a  large  outlay  for 
engineers  on  the  plans  ;  she  has  already  raised  al)out  $6,000  for  this 
purpose.  This  was  entirely  unsolicited.  It  will  be  appreciated  by 
every  friend  of  the  Hospital. 

In  the  past  eighteen  years  18,497  pei'sons  have  been  cared  for.  Of 
these  10,364  were  free  ;  2,087  soldiers,  also  free  ;  6,046  paid  in  whole 
or  in  part.  The  total  cost  was  $809,214.99.  Of  this  $533,407.41  by 
the  Hospital  ;  $259,086  State  appropriation. 

Its  capacity  has  been  nearly  doubled  in  the  last  few  j'^ears,  and  its 
condition  kept  up  to  the  highest  standard  of  excellence,  and  we 
believe  will  compare  favorably  with  the  best  Hospitals  in  the 
country. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Staff,  the  Superintendent,  the  Matron,  the  Resident 
Physicians,  nurses  and  employes.  All  with  scarcely  an  exception 
have  been  faithful  and  zealous  in  the  highest  degree.

The  difference  between  the  receipts  and  expenditures  show  a  defi- 
ciency for  the  past  year  of  $12,870.99. 

Among  the  improvements  made  during  the  past  year  was  a  two- 
story  brick  building  being  an  annex  of  the  medical  and  female 
wards,  there  being  sixteen  beds  on  each  floor  or  thirty-two  in  all. 
This  was  built  from  a  fund  amounting  to  $5,304.y''^'^  secured  by  a  series 
of  popular  entertainments  gotten  up  by  the  ladies  of  Pittsburgh  and 
Allegheny. 

The  work  during  the  })ast  year  shows  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
ceding  year  of  176  patients,  with  a  total  of  6,982  days  of  Hospital 
occupancy. 

AVhile  I  have  not  space  to  mention  the  many  donations  from 
friends  of  the  Hospital,  I  wish  to  assure  them  that  their  constant 
kindness  is  fully  appreciated  and  remembered. 

The  services  rendered  by  the  staff  and  resident  physicians  cannot 
be  too  highly  appreciated.  ,     ■  .. 

The  present  force  of  employes,  with  but  few  exceptions,  have  been 
connected  with  the  Hospital  for  many  years,  and  deserve  high  com- 
mendation for  faithful  service. 

In  conclusion,  I  again  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  members  of  the  staff  and 
all  others  who  have  aided  and  assisted  me  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties.

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REPORT  OP  STAFf , 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 

Western  Petmsylvania  Hospital,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  : 

Gentlemen : 

It  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Staff  of  attending  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  at  the  end  of  another  year's  labor  at  the  Western 
Pennsylvania  Hospital,  to  report  to  your  Board  an  outline  of  the 
work  which  it  was  our  privilege  to  accomplish  under  your  auspices. 

A  reference  to  the  appended  tables  will  demonstrate  that  during 
the  year  just  ended,  1,853  medical  and  surgical  cases  were  treated  in 
the  Hospital. 

Of  this  number  188  patients  were  under  treatment  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  and  1,687  were  admitted  during  its  couj'se.  The  labor 
of  your  Staff  in  behalf  of  this  large  number  of  sick  and  wounded, 
resulted  in  the  cure  and  discharge  of  1,456,  '211  still  remaining  in 
the  Hospital.  Of  186  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year,  41 
were  admitted  in  articulo  mortis ;  the  death  rate,  therefore,  has  been 
one  upon  which  your  Board  is  to  be  congratulated. 

Your  Staff  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  congratulates  itself  and 
you  upon  this  very  flattering  outcome  of  the  past  year,  which  is  to  be 
referred  to  neither  accident  nor  contingency,  but  which,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  the  certain  effect  of  well  established  causes. 

Among  such  causes  is  the  wisdom  displayed  by  your  Board  in  the 
expenditure  of  the  all  too  scanty  means  at  your  disposal,  in  the  pro- 
vision of  additional  room,  i.  e.  more  and  a  purer  air  for  the  suffering 
housed  and  cared  for  by  the  Hospital,  in  the  isolation  of  water  clos- 
ets, in  the  improvement  of  drains  and  drainage  of  sinks  and  sewage 
conductors,  and  of  ventilation.  During  the  past  year  all  have  re- 
ceived consideration  by  your  Board,  all  have  undergone  improvement, 
and  all  have  made  their  beneficent  influence  felt  throughout  the  Hos- 
pital wards.  There  is  a  prophylaxis  even  among  the  sick  in  hospitals, 
and  Hygiene  and  Sanitation  are  its  hand-maidens.  Your  apprecia- 
tion of  these  latter,  and  your  liberal  expenditures  in  bringing  the 
Hospital  under  their  restorative  influence,, has  materially  aided  the 
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efforts  of  your  Staff  to  save  life  and  to  restore  health.  In  so  far  as 
this  has  been  accomplished,  your  Board  has  added  happiness  to  the 
comnumity,  and  wealth  to  the  State. 

The  same  care  for  the  well-being  of  the  Hospital  has  been  demon- 
strated by  the  earnest  activity  of  your  Superintendent,  Mr.  Cowen. 
The  morale  of  the  Institution  is  excellent.  The  discipline  of  the 
large  j9erso?me/  of  the  Hospital  is  striking.  The  complex  movements 
of  so  large  an  institution  are  easy  and  certain  under  the  controlling 
hand  of  Mr.  Cowen,  upon  whose  energy  and  executive  ability  the 
Staff  desires  to  congratulate  your  Board. 

The  same  is  true  of  your  Matron,  Miss  Clemence.  The  cleanli- 
ness, which  is  next  to  godliness,  is  scrupulously  observed  in  the  Hos- 
pital. All  possible  comforts  surround  the  patients,  and  all  endeavors 
are  made  to  cheer  and  entertain  tliera. 

The  resident  Staff,  Drs.  Jones,  Elterich,  Beswick  and  Herron,  have 
been  assiduous  in  their  respective  duties,  and  have  compelled  the  re- 
spect and  gratitude  of  the  attending  Staff  by  their  devotion  to  the 
patients  in  their  care.  In  many  trying  situations  they  have  demon- 
strated their  promptness  in  emergencies,  and  have  not  shirked  the 
frequently  unpleasant  duties  of  their  profession.  They  have  been 
faithful  in  all  things,  and  much  of  the  success  of  treatment  and  op- 
eration is  to  be  ascribed  to  their  presence  and  action  in  the  Hospital. 

Further,  your  Staff  avails  itself  of  its  privilege  to  respectfully 
submit  to  your  Board  a  number  of  recommendations  which  are  be- 
lieved to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Hospital.  These  suggestions 
are  made  with  a  full  appreciation  of  the  limited  means  at  your  dis- 
posal, but  also  with  the  knowledge  of  your  evident  ability  as  care- 
takers of  the  Institution  to  which  you  are  so  devoted.  They  are 
made  after  careful  consideration,  and  emanate  solely  from  the  desire 
to  make  the  record  and  reputation  of  the  Hospital  still  more  brilliant. 

1st.  A  more  complete  separation  of  the  various  classes  of  patients, 
particularly  in  the  female  wards. 

The  Hospital  is  the  veritable  House  of  God  ;  it  must  succor  not 
alone  the  intelligent,  the  educated,  and  the  Christian,  but  also  the 
ignorant,  the  abandoned,  and  the  sceptic. 

2d.  A  separation  of  the  female  medical  from  the  female  surgical 
wards. 

This  is  so  obviously  of  great  moment,  as  influencing  the  result  of 
both  treatment  of  disease  and  operation,  that  your  Staff  hopes  this 
will  be  made  possible  by  the  completion  of  the  addition  now  building. 
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3d.    An  additional  number  of  private  rooms. 

The  growing  reputation  of  your  Hospital  is  bringing  a  so  very 
much  increased  number  of  patients  for  treatment  and  operation,  who 
desire  private  rooms  in  the  Hospital,  that  these  latter  are  quite  inad- 
equate to  supply  the  already  existing  demands. 

4th.    A  larger  ward  for  the  diseases  of  children. 

The  ward  provided  for  this  purpose  is  constantly  as  crowded  as  the 
observance  of  hygienic  laws  will  permit.  Consequently,  many  child- 
ren are  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital.

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Rules  for  the  Admission  of  Patients 

TO  THE 

City  Department  of  tiie  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital 


Article  1.  Application  for  the  admission  of  free  patients,  may  be  made 
daily,  at  the  Hospital,  (Sundays  excepted,)  to  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, or  to  one  of  the  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons. 

The  patient,  if  able,  should  in  ail  cases  apply  in  person  ;  if  unable  to  attend, 
the  application  may  be  made  by  a  friend,  and,  if  necessary,  the  patient  will  be 
visited  by  the  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons,  who  shall  ascertain  whetlier 
the  applicant  be  a  fit  subject  for  admission. 

Admission  can  only  be  obtained  when  free  beds  are  vacant,  and  by  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  Physician  or  Surgeon,  countersigned  by  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
and  addressed  to  the  Superintendent.  Every  applicant  shall  engage  to  comply 
with  the  rides  and  regulations  governing  free  patients.  Xo  person  shall  be 
admitted  to  free  beds  except  cases  of  acute  disease,  or  recent  accidents,  but  no 
cases  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  syphilis  can  be  received,  nor  patients 
who  have  been  inmates  of  other  hospitals  within  three  months  before  their 
application,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  nor  can  any 
patient  be  retained  longer  than  two  months  without  a  special  vote  of  the 
Board. 

Art.  2.  All  persons  suffering  from  recent  accident  or  injury,  shall  be  re- 
ceived into  the  Hospital  without  the  usual  forms  of  application. 

Art.  3.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  pay  patients  must  be  made  to  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  on  whose  certificate,  countersigned  by  the  Physician 
or  Surgeon,  they  shall  be  received  into  the  Hospital  by  the  Superintendent, 
who,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee,  shall  take  such  securities  as  may  be 
required. 

The  price  of  board  and  medical  attendance,  in  ordinary  cases,  for  private 
rooms,  and  general  wards,  shall  be  such  as  the  Committee  may  determine. 

Art.  4.  Pay  patients,  by  making  special  arrangements  with  the  Committee, 
as  well  as  those  sent  by  railroad  and  other  corporations,  may  be  admitted  as 
boarders,  and  by  conforming  to  the  general  rules  of  the  Institution,  shall  have 
all  its  benefits,  and  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  their  own  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon ;  provided  they  themselves  shall  compensate  said  Physician  or  Surgeon  for 
their  services. 
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Art.  5.  Overseers  and  Directors  of  the  Poor,  any  Church,  Order,  and  Benev- 
olent Society  or  Corporation,  may  obtain  admission  for  persons  under  their  care, 
provided  that  the  cases  are  such  as  are  approved  by  the  Committee,  and  attend- 
ing Pliysicians  or  Surgeons.  In  all  such  cases  arrangements  must  be  made  with 
the  Committee  for  the  payment  of  whatever  rate  of  charge  for  boarding  they 
have  determined  upon,  and  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  payment  of  the 
same  as  this  Committee  may  require. 

Art.  6.  Those  cases  considered  by  the  medical  officers  most  necessitous,  ur- 
gent and  dangerous,  and  those  whicli  are  most  likely  to  admit  of  being  relieved, 
are  to  have  the  preference  of  being  received  as  patients. 

Art.  7.    The  following  cases  are  considered  ineligible  to  the  Institution  : 

1st.    Those,  who,  upon  due  examination,  are  considered  incapable  of  relief 

2d.  Those  who  have  complaints  to  the  cure  of  which  other  establishments 
have  been  appropriated. 

3d.  Those  who,  wanting  food  and  not  medicine,  are  more  properly  objects  of 
relief  from  Directors  of  Poor  and  public  charity. 

4th.  Patients  becoming  convalescent,  are  to  be  discharged  by  the  attending 
Physician  orSurgeon  as  soon  as  possible,  that  their  places  may  be  filled  by  some 
other  afflicted  person. 

Patients  giving  a  wrong  representation  of  themselves,  their  circumstances, 
their  disorders,  or  otherwise,  to  gain  admission,  and  who,  after  being  admitted 
are  found  to  have  any  disorder  not  considered  proper,  are  to  be  discharged. 

No  charity  patient  is  to  be  continued  longer  than  two  months,  except  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  medical  officers  that  a  more  lengthened  period  will  es- 
sentially conduce  to  the  patient's  health  ;  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  those  cases 
of  lingering  disease,  where  death  is  inevitable.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE

FOR  1890. 


To  the  Honorable  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities  of  Pennsylvania ;  and  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  : 

Gentlemen: — On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before 
you  a  statement  of  its  affairs  for  the  year  ending  on  the  1st  day  of 
October,  1890: 

The  Hospital — the  Department  for  the  Insane  at  Dixmont, and  the. 
Medical  and  Surgical  Department  in  Pittsburgh — has  been  maintained 
in  that  highest  standard  of  excellence  which  has  in  previous  years 
characterized  the  Institution.    INIore  patients  have  been  cared  for 
than  ever  before  in  its  history. 

I  will  refer  to  the  departments  in  order. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  704  patients  in  the  Insane 
Department  and  at  its  close  733.  The  increase  has  been  constant — 
and  the  institution  is  over-crowded.  It  has  capacity  to  accommodate 
580  patients — the  excess  (153  patients)  within  its  walls  is  a  menace  to 
the  health  and  safety  of  the  inmates.  Most  of  the  patients  now  being 
forced  upon  the  Hospital  come  from  jails  and  almshouses  and  are 
generally  chronic  insane,  and  frequently  arrive  in  dying  conditions 
from  exhaustion  and  disease.  The  curative  results  are  thereby  re- 
duced, and  the  tables  of  mortality  increased.  The  Hospital  was  es- 
tablished for  the  treatment  and  cure  of  insanity — it  is  fast  becoming 
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an  Asylum  for  the  refuge  of  incurables.  The.facts  justify  the  expec- 
tation that  the  State  will  soon  provide  another  institution  for  the  in- 
sane in  this  populous  locality. 

The  Hospital  continues  to  be  a  model  of  cleanliness  and  neatness, 
and  repairs  are  always  going  on  in  the  building  and  on  the  premises. 
The  large  and  attractive  brick  building  called  the  "Annex  "  has  been 
completed  and  occupied,  and  accommodates  125  male  patients. 

The  old  boilers  were  condemned  several  years  ago,  and,  at  the  gen- 
eral meeting  of  the  Contributors  and  Board  last  January,  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  was  instructed  to  replace  them  by  new  ones.  A  con- 
tract was  accordingly  made  with  the  Babcock  &  Wilcox  Company, 
for  three  of  their  boilers.  These  have  been  placed  in  the  stone 
building  on  the  river  bank  which  was  extended  and  adapted  for 
them  ;  steam  pipes  communicating  with  the  buildings  have  been  laid, 
a  bridge  across  the  railroad  tracks  to  carry  the  pipes  built,  and  a 
new  smoke-stack  is  being  erected.  The  change  and  improvement 
will  cost  quite  $20,000.  Many  other  items  which  come  into  the  ac- 
count of  '■  Extraordinary  Expenses,"  have  been  made,  but  it  is  not  nec- 
essary to  specify  them  in  this  report.

No  special  appropriation  from  the  Commonwealth  will  be  asked 
of  the  Legislature  for  this  department — but  it  is  expected  that 
the  law  providing  for  the  maintenance  of  the  indigent  insane  will  be 
retained. 

The  Executive  Committee  deserve  the  commendation  and  thanks 
»  of  the  Board  for  their  faithfulness  in  the  performance  of  their  gra- 
tuitous labors.  It  has  met  weekly  at  Dixmont  throughout  the  year, 
often  ai  "iry  great  inconvenience  to  the  individual  members  compos- 
ing it,  anu  jvery  portion  of  the  department  has  been  inspected,  looked 
.t-/,  supplies  for  maintenance  ordered,  accounts  carefully  audited, 
and,  when  found  to  be  correct,  settled  by  warrants  signed,  by  three 
members,  and  promptly  paid  by  the  Treasurer.  In  fact  their  labors 
have  been  arduous,  and  the  Hospital  is  to  be  congratulated  for  its 
good  fortune  in  having  on  its  Board  such  philanthropic  men  to  pro- 
mote its  interests.  I  sincerely  thank  the  Executive  Committee. 
And  to  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Hutchinson,  and  the  assistant  physi- 
cians, Drs.  Graham,  Ewing  and  Anglin,  and  the  other  employes  of 
the  Institution,  I  extend  my  thanks  for  their  zeal  and  attention  to 
duties. 

I  refer  to  the  Treasurer's  Report,  which  accompanies  this,  for  infor- 
mation of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Institution,  condensed  and  pre- 
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sented  in  concise  and  businesslike  manner,  and  to  the  Reports  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  for  fuller  infor- 
mation, details  aud  statistics  of  the  operation  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Medical  and  Surgical  Department  has  more  than  eclipsed  its 
record  of  good  works  for  the  alleviation  of  sickness  and  suffering. 
Never  before  has  it  been  called  upon  to  care  for  more  patients.  They 
crowd  to  its  doors  from  all  classes  of  society,  and  no  worthy  or  fit 
cases  for  hospital  treatment  have  ever  been  turned  away.  The 
wards  and  rooms  have  been  full  constantly;  extemporized  beds  on 
tloors  and  cots  had  to  be  provided,  forty  being  the  average  of  such 
accommodations  in  use  nightly  throughout  the  year. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  patients  in  the  Hospital  was  93  cents 
per  diem  for  each  patient. 

Notwithstanding  the  strictest  economy  and  the  closest  collections 
from  patients  who  were  willing  and  able  to  pay  for  their  care  and 
treatment,  the  debts  of  the  department  have  accumulated,  and  now 
are  about  $80,000.  Included  in  this  amount  is  the  loan  from  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  of  $50,000,  which  was  incurred  five 
years  ago  and  used  for  maintenance  of  patients  during  previous  years. 
This  indebtedness  would  have  been  liquidated  had  Governor  Beaver 
seen  fit  to  sign  the  appropriation  bills  which  were  passed  by  both 
houses  of  the  Legislature  at  its  last  two  sessions. 

The  Hospital  has  asked,  through  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  for 
a  renewal  of  this  appropriation  of  $50,000,  and  confidently  expects  it 
to  be  granted  at  the  next  session,  and  made  available  for  the  purpose 
of  removing  this  incubus.  It  has  also  asked  for  $32,000  for  shortage 
in  maintenance  during  the  past  two  years,  and  for  $90,000  more  for 
the  next  two  years.  In  all  it  asks  for  $172,000.  A  largp'  am — but 
this  amount  of  money  is  required  to  keep  up  the  Hospital  aud  do 
the  work  expected  from  it  by  the  community. 

The  capacity  of  the  Hospital  has  been  increased  about  one-fourth 
by  the  extension  of  the  eastern  wing  and  the  erection  of  a  new  man- 
sard roof  over  the  building. 

The  former  improvement,  or  the  extension  of  the  woman's  ward,  was 
paid  for  by  the  proceeds,  (amounting  to  85,304  , V^O  of  a  series  of  en- 
tertainments given  at  Old  City  Hall  in  December,  1888,  by  ladies  of 
Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny ;  and  towards  payment  for  the  new  roof  in- 
dividual donations  and  the  earnings  of  a  military  exhibition  and  a 
concert  given  last  July,  have  been  and  will  be  applied.  The  amount 
realized  from  this  source  was  $6,006y%Tiy ;  but  it  does  not  appear  in  the 
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Treasurer's  statement,  as  it  came  into  his  hands  from  the  committee 
in  charge  of  the  entertainments  too  late  to  be  included  in  his  report 
for  the  year. 

For  the  preservation  of  the  inmates  and  buildings  from  the  danger 
of  fire,  $1,710  were  contributed  by  friends  and  applied  for  the  pur- 
chase of  fire  apparatus  that  was  approved  by  the  fire  department  of 
the  city.  At  present  the  Hospital  is  believed  to  be  thoroughly  pro- 
tected. Many  repairs  and  betterments  have  been  made  in  the  build- 
ing, so  that  it  compares  favorably  with  any  similar  institution  in  the 
country  for  neatness,  convenience  and  comfort  of  patients. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  my  earnest  thanks  for  its  supervision 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Superintendent,  Mr.  Cowen,  is  an  officer  who  takes  an  interest 
and  a  pride  in  the  duties  of  his  office.  In  the  general  management 
of  the  establishment,  the  industry  and  activity  displayed  by  him  are 
most  commendable,  rendering  his  services  invaluable,  and,  on  behalf 
of  the  Board  and  for  myself,  I  especially  thank  him. 

The  Medical  and  Surgical  staff,  together  with  the  resident  physi- 
cians, must  not  be  forgotten  nor  the  recognition  of  their  services  over- 
looked. 

For,  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  this  branch  of  the 
institution,  I  refer  to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  accompanying. 
The  Executive  Committees',  the  Superintendents',  the  Physicians' 
and  Surgeons'  Reports,  with  tables  and  statistics,  contain  much  infor- 
mation and  many  details  necessarily  omitted  by  me. 

The  Endowment  Funds  now  aggregate  $233,067tV?)-  Dm-ing  the 
year  they  have  been  slightly  increased  by  a  stock  dividend  of  the 
Monongahela  Navigation  Company.  The  investment  in  the  bond 
and  mortgage  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Hall  Company  has  been 
changed,  by  direction  of  the  Board,  into  the  consolidated  loan  of  that 
company  represented  by  100  bonds  of  $1,000  each,  bearing' interest 
at  the  rate  of  5  per  centum,  payable  semi-annually  and  running 
twenty  years  from  April,  1890. 

The  Trust  Funds  are  unchanged.  From  their  earnings  coal  has 
been  purchased  and  distributed  among  the  "  worthy  poor  "  by  the 
committee  in  charge,  whose  report  is  herewith  submitted.  This  fund 
is  so  large  that  no  persou  in  this  community  need  suffer  from  cold. 
The  fuel  provided  by  it  is  freely  and  liberally  given  to  every  one  en- 
titled, by  the  terras  of  Mr.  Brewer's  and  Mr.  Crawford's  wills,  to  re- 
ceive it. 
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REUBEN  MILLER,  Jr., 

Who  became  a  member  of  the  Board  in  1862,  and  afterwards  a  Life 
Manager,  died  August  loth,  J  890,  at  ihe  advanced  age  of  85  years. 
He  was  born  in  Philadelphia  County,  Pa.,  and,  since  his  early  man- 
hood, was  identified  with  the  business  and  manufacturing  interests  of 
Pittsburgh.  He  was  a  man  of  great  decision  of  character,  honesty 
and  benevolence.  For  many  years  he  served  the  Hospital  on  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Department  at  Dixmont,  and  was  one 
of  the  most  useful  and  efficient  managers  the  institution  ever  had, 
and,  till  his  death,  continued  to  be  a  good  friend,  which  he  proved  in 
a  substantial  manner  by  constant  contributions  of  money  and  presents 
to  the  Hospital  and  its  unfortunate  inmates. 

The  preceding  part  of  this  report  was  in  the  hands  of  the  printer, 
when  information  of  the  death  of 

ROBERT  C.  LOOMLS 

reached  me.  His  death  was  not  unexpected  and«  occurred  after  a 
long  and  very  serious  illness,  on  Sunday,  December  7th,  1890.  He 
was  born  near  Hartford,  Conn.,  on  October  '61,  1805,  and,  like  his 
colleague,  Mr.  Miller,  who  preceded  him,  was  a  venerable  man  of 
85  years  of  age.  At  an  early  age  he  went  to  Charleston,  S.  C,  where 
he  resided  for  some  years,  and  in  1830  came  to  Pittsburgh  and  en- 
gaged in  mercantile  pursuits.  He  was  one  of  the  original  contributors 
to  the  Hospital,  very  few  of  whom  survive  him  ;  was  chosen  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  1865,  and  later  became  a  Life  Manager 
and  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Institution.  He  has  served  upon 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Department  at  Dixmont  continu- 
ously, acting  as  its  Secretary,  and  in  that  capacity  fully  and  accu- 
rately recording  in  its  minutes  its  transactions. 

Mr.  Loorais  was  a  very  good  man — a  loveable  man,  honest,  charit- 
able, a  sincere  friend,  a  loyal  citizen  and  an  exemplary  Christian 
gentleman.

To  John  Harper,  Esq., 

President  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital: 

Dear  Sir: — The  Executive  Committee  of  tlie  Insane  Department 
at  Dixmont,  begs  leave  to  submit  a  brief  report  of  its  operations  and 
observations  for  the  past  year. 

Owing  to  the  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  patients,  involv- 
ing a  cori  esponduig  increase  in  the  number  of  nurses  and  attendants, 
also  an  increase  of  the  facilities  for  proi:ierly  providing  for  the  same, 
a  large  expenditure  of  money  has  been  required. 

The  provisions  for  cooking,  laundrying,  and  heating,  originally  pro- 
vided for  four  hundred  patients  were  found  to  be  entirely  inadequate, 
when  nearly  double  that  number  were  in  the  institution, — the  aver- 
age number  being  at  this  time  seven  hundred  and  forty.  To  meet 
this  increased  demand,  a  new  and  imjjroved  cooking  range  and  fix- 
tures and  an  additional  range  has,  during  the  year,  been  provided. 

The  steam  boilers  on  the  hill  having  been  condemned  by  the  in- 
spector of  boilers,  it  was  necessary  to  procure  others ;  after  careful 
examination  of  various  kinds  and  profiting  by  the"  experience  of  com- 
petent judges,  a  contract  was  made  with  the  Babcock  &  Wilcox  Com- 
l)any  for  three  of  their  boilers.  The  new  ones  have  been  placed  at 
the  pump-house,  the  object  being  to  generate  at  that  point  all  the 
steam  necessary  for  the  engines,  cooking  and  heating  and  to  convey 
all  that  may  be  necessary  in  properly  protected  pipes  to  the  buildings 
on  the  hill,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  a  considerable  expense  in 
conveying  fuel  to  that  point. 

The  foundation  for  the  smoke-stack  is  first-class  masonry,  resting 
on  the  rock  twenty-seven  feet  below  the  surface,  and  is  twenty  feet 
square  until  near  the  surface  of  the  ground.  The  stone  work  is  car- 
ried to  a  point  above  high  water,  and  on  this  is  placed  the  brick 
stack  eighty  feet  in  height. 


Two  new  mangles  have  been  procured  for  the  hiundry,  sufficient,  it 
is  believed,  for  the  purpose  required. 

Infirmary  No.  2  has  been  much  improved  and  is  now  occupied  by 
32  female  patients. 

Contracts  have  been  made  for  the  erection  of  a  bridge  across  the 
track  of  the  railway  to  support  the  steam  pipes  ;  also  for  the  steam 
pipes  for  conveying  the  steam  from  the  boilers  to  the  main  buildings. 

To  the  great  disappointment  of  the  committee,  gas  well  No.  3  may 
be  considered  a  failure,  though  producing  a  small  amount  of  gas,  the 
intention  being  to  return  to  the  use  of  coal  as  soon  as  the  arrange- 
ments can  be  made. 

Many  ordinary  and  extraordinary  repairs  have  been  made  during 
the  year,  among  which  are  new  floors  in  many  of  the  wards  and 
rooms,  and  as  will  be  seen  by  the  financial  report  more  than  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  has  been  expended  in  repairing  the  roofs  of  the  old 
buildings.  The  grounds  have  had  the  usual  attention,  but  owing  to  the 
magnitude  of  the  other  improvements  and  betterments  not  as  much 
as  was  desirable.  ' 

Dr.  Hutchinson,  Superintendent,  with  his  assistants,  Drs.  Graham, 
Ewing  and  Anglin,  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  Managers  for  the 
care  and  attention  with  which  they  have  discharged  their  duties,  as 
also  the  various  officials  within  the  building,  and  Messrs.  Knoderer, 
Gray  and  Kunkle,  who  have  never  failed  in  theirs.  It  is  unneces- 
sary to  repeat  what  will  be  given  in  detail  in  the  other  reports.

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REPORT

HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE  AT  DiXMONT. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  of 
the  operations  of  this  department  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1890. 

From  the  statistical  tables  you  will  observe  one  hundred  and  forty- 
three  males  and  one  hundred  and  thirteen  females,  or  a  total  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty-six  patients  have  been  received  during  the  year. 

Of  the  total  number  of  nine  hundred  and  sixty  persons  under 
treatment  during  that  period,  fifty-five  men  and  thirty-seven  women 
were  discharged  restored,  twenty-two  men  and  thirty-three  women  as 
improved,  five  men  and  four  women  as  unimproved  and  forty-four 
men  and  twenty-seven  women  died.  From  these  figures  it  is  ascer- 
tained the  percentage  of  recovery  of  the  entire  number  treated  i& 
nine-and-one-half  per  cent. ;  the  percentage  of  deaths  of  the  number 
under  treatment  is  slightly  in  excess  of  the  previous  year,  being: 
seven-and-one-third. 

From  a  comparison  of  the  other  large  Hospitals  of  the  State,  drawtt 
from  the  statistics  as  presented  in  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the 
State  Committee  on  Lunacy,  however,  I  find  the  joercentage  of  cures 
higher  in  this  Hospital,  and  the  mortality  the  same  as  in  two  Hos- 
pitals and  lower  than  that  in  the  others. 

These  facts  plainly  indicate  this  Hospital  is  doing  a  work  fully 
as  well  as  any  other   similar  institution  in   the  Commonwealth ^ 
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and  it  is  a  subject  in  which  I  feel  a  just  pride  when  tlie  cases, 
many  of  them  whom  we  receive,  come  from  our  jails,  lockups,  alms- 
houses and  other  places  of  detention,  where  no  proper  treatment  of 
their  individual  case  has  been  given  them  whatever,  until  admitted 
to  our  doors,  when  they  are  often  in  a  dying  condition,  or  broken 
•down  in  mind  and  body,  and  dirty  and  even  filthy  in  the  extreme. 
Tliough  SI)  mucli  has  been  written  the  last  few  years  upon  the  im- 
portance of  the  early  treatment  of  the  insane,  very  much  remains  yet 
to  be  done  before  this  subject  is  fairly  understood  and  fully  appre- 
ciated by  those  into  whose  care  these  unfortunate  peoj)le  may  be  cast 
in  the  incipiency  or  acute  stage  of  their  alienation. 

Again,  referring  to  the  tables  it  is  noted  we  had  an  average  num- 
ber of  seven  hundred  and  fourteen  patients  in  the  house,  while  the 
liighest  numl)er  attained  in  any  single  day  was  seven  hundred  a«d 
thirty -nine,  and  the  lowest  nund)er  six  hundred  and  ninety-four. 

That  the  Hospital  is  crowded  greatly  in  excess  of  its  capacity  is 
here  shown,  when  it  is  remembered  five  hundred  and  eighty-five  per- 
sons are  all  tluit  can  be  provided  with  that  degree  of  comfort  and 
.security  their  condition  demands,  and  especially  is  this  crowding- 
noticeable  in  the  female  department,  where  we  have  three  hundred 
and  twenty-one  patients  and  room  for  but  two  hundred  and  thii'ty. 
As  a  consequence  many  of  our  milder  cases  are  compelled  to  sleep 
upon  cots,  and  upon  beds  placed  on  the  floors.  That  this  overcrowd- 
ing not  only  seriously  embarrasses  the  Hospital  in  the  accomplish- 
ments of  its  high  purposes,  and  in  provoking  an  increased  death  rate, 
I  have  no  doubt. 

At  present  there  are  under  our  care  twenty-one  insane  criminals 
committed  by  courts  from  the  Riverside  Penitentiary  and  jails  ;  these 
patients  fortunately  are  males,  and  occupy  a  ward  set  apart  for  their 
especial  care  and  custody,  the  limit  or  capacity  of  which  has  now 
been  reached.  How  to  provide  for  their  accommodation  therefore  in 
the  future,  should  we  receive  additional  cases  of  this  character,  is  a 
problem  not  easily  solved.  That  the  Hospital  should  be  made  a  jail 
as  in  one  sense,  the  reception  of  these  patients  makes  it,  and  the  offi- 
cers, jailers  is  not  your  intention,  neither  is  it  your  desire  our  patients 
should  be  compelled  to  mingle  and  associate  with  this  class.  To 
overcome  this  difficulty  it  has  been  suggested  a  building  properly 
equipped,  should  be  erected  by  the  State,  in  connection  with  peniten- 
tiaries, and  in  wdiich  all  such  persons  should  bi^  detained  and  cared  for. 
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Of  these  admitted  fifteen  were  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  twenty 
years,  fifty-five  were  from  twenty  to  thirty  years,  eighty-one  were 
i'rom  thirty  to  forty  years  of  age,  sixty-eight  were,  between  the  ages 
of  forty  and  fifty  and  thirty-seven  were  fifty  years  or  older. 

Ninety  patients  sought  admission  whose  mental  disease  has  already 
existed  for  a  period  not  longer  than  six  raontiis,  and  in  the  common 
acceptation  of  the  term  are  regarded  as  acute  cases,  fifty-seven  whose 
malady  had  existed  from  six  months  to  two  years,  thirty-six  had 
been  insane  .from  two  to  five  years,  thirty-eight  for  a  longer  period 
than  five  years,  and  one  old  man  who  had  been  insane  over  thirty 
years.  Owing  to  the  unreliability  of  the  history  obtained  in  many 
cases  and  very  often  the  fact  that  the  person  accompanying  the 
patient  knew  nothing  of  the  history  whatever,  our  records  are  ren- 
dered incomplete,  and  as  a  result  in  forty-four  cases  the  duration  of 
their  insanity  prior  to  admission  to  the  Hospital  was  put  down  as 
unknown. 

Fifty-eight  patients  were  admitted  upon  the  formal  request  of  their 
friends,  one  hundred  and  nine  by  request  of  the  directors  or  overseers 
of  the  poor,  and  eighty-nine  by  order  received  from  the  courts. 

With  one  exception,  that  of  an  insane  criminal  who  formerly  re- 
sided in  Mercer  County,  and  committed  to  the  Hospital  from  the 
Western  Penitentiary,  no  patient  was  received  who  was  not  a  resi- 
dent of  this  Asylum  district,  though  applications  for  admission,  many 
of  them  coming  from  persons  residing  in  adjoining  and  distant  States 
were  received,  the  requests  were  not  granted,  as  it  was  deemed  im- 
prudent under  the  present  crowded  condition  of  our  wards. 

During  the  year  four  little  boys  were  admitted,  the  younger  of 
them  being  ten  and  the  elder  aged  twelve  years,  two  were  received 
upon  the  certificates  of  physicians  and  two  by  order  of  court.  While 
these  children  may  have  been  insane,  I  am  of  the  opinion  an  institu- 
tion of  this  character  for  most  excellent  reasons  was  not  the  proper 
place  for  them,  and  as  they  possessed  a  fair  amount  of  intelligence 
and  were  capable  of  being  interested  in  games  and  amusements,  and 
also  of  acquiring,  perhaps,  some  trade  or  occupation,  the  commis- 
sioners to  whom  they  were  chargeable  wer%  induced  to  remove  them 
to  the  school  for  the  feeble-minded  at  Elwyn,  this  State. 

Of  the  seventy-one  deaths  occurring  within  the  year,  in  twenty-five 
cases  it  resulted  from  phthisis,  in  eight  instances  from  apoplexy,  seven

men  and  one  woman  died  from  paresis ;  the  exhaustion  of  chronic 
mania,  melancholia  and  dementia  furnished  twelve  cases,  two  patients 
committed  suicide  by  hanging  and  fourteen  patients  died  as  the  result 
of  either  epilepsy,  pneumonia,  heart  disease,  malarial  fever  or  old 
age.  Twenty-nine  were  over  twenty  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  death, 
twenty  were  over  forty  years,  twelve  died  beyond  the  age  of  fifty 
years,  five  were  sixty  years  of  age,  four  were  seventy  years  or  over, 
and  one  eighty  years  and  over. 

In  every  instance  of  prolonged  or  sudden  illness  of  patients  their 
relatives  were  informed,  thus  enabling  them  to  visit  the  Hospital  and 
remain  with  the  sick  if  they  so  desired,  when  no  friends  were  known 
or  could  not  be  found,  the  authorities  committing  the  patient  were 
notified.  In  case  of  sudden  death  the  friends  were  informed  by  tele- 
graph or  letter  as  speedily  as  possible. 

Autopsies  were  lield  in  all  cases  where  the  friends  of  the  deceased 
would  permit,  and  a  number  proved  very  interesting  and  instructive. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  this  branch  of  Hospital  work  will  receive  more  at- 
tention and  greater  stimulus  in  the  future,  in  the  erection  of  a  build- 
ing constructed  for  the  sole  purpose  of  conducting  these  examinations 
and  where  valuable  specimens  can  be  prepared  and  preserved  to- 
gether with  their  pathological  histories.  .  \ 

During  the  year  your  institution  has  received  official  visits  from 
the  State  Board  of  Charities,  the  Committee  of  Lunacy,  and  the  gen- 
tlemen comprising  the  Legislative  Committee  ;  on  several  occasions 
also  we  were  glad  to  welcome  Boards  of  Trustees  and  Superintendents 
from  other  Hospitals.  Upon  all  these  occasions  the  inspections  were 
conducted  very  thoroughly  and  the  visitors  accorded  free  access  to 
every  department  of  the  Hospital,  and  granted  every  facility  and 
opportunity  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  and  conversing  with  patients, 
and  familiarizing  themselves  with  the  management  of  the  Hospital. 
Over  three  thousand  persons  also  visited  the  Hospital  for  the  purpose 
of  seeing  some  relative  or  friend  or  merely  as  "sight-seers." 

The  lectures  delivered  before  our  nur.-es  by  the  medical  staff  have 
been  productive  of  much  good  to  all  concerned.  By  plain,  practical 
teaching  during  the  two  winters  since  their  inauguration,  the  stand- 
ard of  efficiency  on  the  part  of  our  nurses  has  been  raised  to  that 
degree  intelligent  and  skillful  nursing  demands.  A  fact  most 
agreeable  and  noteworthy  also  is  that  few  changes  have  taken 
place  among  our  attendants,  especially  is  this  true  in  the  female 
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department,  where,  in  a  few  exceptions,  the  persons  proved  a 
decided  inaptitude  for  the  work  assigned  them,  the  nurses  ai-e  the 
same,  and  many  of  them,  I  am  glad  to  say,  have  been  engaged  in  the 
Hospital  a  number  of  years.  In  the  male  department  more  changes 
■were  necessary  throughout  the  year,  but  I  most  cheerfully  recognize 
the  interest  and  zeal  on  the  part  of  all  who  remain  with  us  to  do  their 
utmost  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  assigned  them. 

For  years  past  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Hospital  to  engage  as 
many  of  its  patients  as  jjossible  in  some  suitable  and  agreeable  occu- 
pation, the  men  have  been  variously  employed  in  farm  work,  and 
assisting  in  the  making  of  out-door  improvements,  etc.,  while  the 
women  have  sought  occupation  in  performing  household  duties  in 
sewing,  quilting,  patchwork,  rug  making  and  fancy  articles.  The 
good  accomplished  for  our  household  in  these  means  of  diversion  is 
witnessed  not  only  in  their  improved  condition  of  health  and  afford- 
ing to  all  good  appetites,  and  sound  rest  at  night,  but  it  has  further 
served  to  make  all  so  occupied  contented,  happy  and  their  time  to 
pass  quickly  and  pleasantly,  especially  may  this  be  said  of  these 
among  them  who  are  nervous  and  excitable,  the  improvement  in  this 
class  of  our  patients  is  sometimes  wonderful. 

During  the  present  year,  therefore,  our  efforts  to  secure  as  many  of 
the  patients  of  all  classes  as  could  possibly  go  out  resulted  in  the  em- 
ployment of  a  larger  number  thau^  ever  before  in  labor  of  different 
kinds,  and  with  most  gratifying  results.  Much  of  the  work  in  the 
several  improvements  taking  place  was  performed  almost  entirely  by 
patients,  many  were  regularly  engaged  upon  the  farm  and  garden 
and  others  in  keeping  the  yards  and  lawns  in  order  and  repairing 
roads,  excavating,  etc.  The  female  patients  were  pleasantly  occupied 
in  housekeeping,  in  the  kitchen,  laundry,  sewing,  making  mats,  etc., 
and  the  homelike  appearance  of  our  wards  is,  in  large  measure,  due 
to  their  taste  and  handiwork. 

In  this  connection  I  may  refer  to  the  amusements  provided  for  our 
people,  during  the  winter  evenings  we  were  frequently  entertained  by 
musical  and  literary  societies  from  the  city  coming  down  and  giving 
us  most  excellent  concerts  and  plays.  As  these  young  people  were 
so  generous  in  contributing  of  their  time  and  talents,  to  record  and 
individually  thank  them  all  in  this  report,  would  be  quite  impossible. 

The  holidays  were  appropriately  observed,  each  day  being  given 
up  to  pleasure-seeking  entirely. 
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On  tlie  evening  of  tlie  Fourth  of  July  we  witnessed  a  beautiful  and 
patriotic  display  of  fireworks,  a  gift  to  the  patients  from  friends  and 
those  interested  in  the  Hospital.  On  Thanksgiving,  Christmas  and 
New  Year's  days  the  good  things  of  the  season  were  enjoyed  to  the 
full,  and  on  Christmas  morning  each  patient  received  some  little  re- 
membrance that  was  either  sent  from  loving  friends  at  home,  or  from 
the  abundance  of  pretty  things  kindly  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  firms 
in  the  city.  The  wards  and  halls  were  also  beautifully  adorned  by 
festoons  of  evergreen,  laurel  and  bunting  and  presented  a  most  pleas- 
ing appearance. 

On  a  number  of  occasions  we  were  also  entertained  by  I'eadings 
and  lectures,  as  well  as  by  our  own  regular  "weekly  dances  and  magic 
lantern  exhibitions.  Out-door  games  were  substituted  iji  the  warmer 
seasons  of  the  year,  and  the  delightful  summer  evenings  in  walking 
by  those  who  were  able  or  cared  to  be  out.  While  the  Pittsburgh 
Exposition  was  in  progress  eighty  of  our  patients  visited  it,  where 
they  remained  the  entire  day  sight-seeing. 

Throughout  the  year,  in  response  to  a  circular  letter  asking  for 
contributions  of  reading  material,  our  wards  were  furnished  with  an 
abundant  supply  of  papers,  magazines,  periodicals,  etc.,  that  enabled 
those  who  care  to  read  to  pass  many  an  hour  profitably  as  well  as 
pleasantly. 

From  contributions  of  money  received  from  several  friends  of  the 
Hospital,  we  purchased  a  number  of  volumes  for  our  libraries.  I 
regret  to  say  our  libraries  are  small,  and  very  inferior,  and  ilo  not  by 
any  means  fulfil  our  requirements.  The  United  Presbyterian  Board 
of  Publication  and  the  Allegheny  County  Bible  Society  very  kindly 
presented  us  with  two  hundred  Bibles  and  Psalm  books  for  immedi- 
ate distribution  in  the  wards.  Religious  services  were  held  regularly 
in  our  chapel  Sunday  afternoon  and  evening,  and  frequently  those 
of  our  patients,  who  so  desired,  Avere  permitted  to  attend  morning 
service  with  their  nurses  in  the  neighboring  churches. 

The  permanent  improvements  continually  going  on  in  every  de- 
partment of  a  large  institution  as  Dixmont,  it  is  unnecessary  for  me 
to  enumerate,  as  they  will  be  fully  detailed  in  the  reports  of  the 
President  and  Executive  Committee  from  the  itemized  statement  fur- 
nished from  the  books  of  the  Hospital.  The  buildings  and  grounds 
have  been  kept  in  good  repair,  however,  and  look  well,  and  I  trust 
will  merit  your  approbation. 
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I  desire  to  express  our  ap))reciation  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Allegheny  County  Commissioners  in  the  erection  of  a  beautiful  ami 
substantial  stone  bridge  on  the  Beaver  road  as  it  crosses  Tom's  run. 
The  bridge  is  a  decided  improvement  to  our  property  at  this  point, 
and  takes  the  place  of  an  old  dilapidated  wooden  structure  that  f  n* 
years  has  been  a  menace  to  the  safety  of  all  who  passed  over  it. 

The  financial  exhibit,  as  shown  in  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer, 
displays  the  amounts  of  moneys  variously  received  and  how  dis- 
bursed, also  the  total  cost  of  maintenance,  which  is  considerably  less 
than  last  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  important  im- 
provements undertaken  are  still  in  progress  ;  for  like  reason  it  may 
be  stated  the  weekly  cost  per  patient  is  correspondingly  reduced, 
being  the  past  year  four  dollars  and  thirty-one  cents.  It  may,  with 
propriety,  be  here  stated,  while  the  strictest  economy  prevails  in  the- 
management  of  all  our  departments,  it  has  not  been  the  wish  of  your 
Board  in  the  least  degree  to  restrict  the  household  in  anything  that 
would  afford  every  comfort  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  its  inmates, 
for  this  reason  we  have  not  therefore  reduced  the  cost  of  maintenance 
to  the  smallest  possible  sum  consistent  with  simply  holding  mind  and 
body  together,  but  on  the  other  hand  provided  our  patients  with  an 
abundance  and  a  free  and  liberal  dietary.  The  "  Expenditure  List" 
presents  in  detail  the  quantities  or  amount  of  all  articles  purchased, 
together  with  their  cost,  also  the  sums  expended  in  the  different  de- 
partments and  for  what  purpose,  to  both  of  these  interesting  reports 
I  ask  your  attention. 

The  year  has  been  a  busy  and  progressive  one,  and  I  feel  cur- 
patients  have  enjoyed  many  advantages,  constant  effort,  advanced 
ideas,  and  a  well-defined  purpose  to  produce  the  best  results  afford. 
The  possibilities  for  doing  good  in  a  Hospital  for  the  Insane  are 
almost  boundless,  and  he  who  is  alive  to  the  requirements  of  the  duty 
before  him,  is  he  who  shall  attain  the  greatest  good. 

I  am  glad  to  report  the  gentlemen  upon  the  medical  staff  and  the 
heads  of  the  several  departments  are  the  same  as  last  year,  and  to 
them  I  am  deeply  indebted  for  their,  at  all  times,  untiring  efforts  to 
promote  the  best  interests  of  the  institution  and  prompt  and  cordial 
assistance  to  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  many  duties. 

To  you,  gentlemen,  President  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  I  desire  to  renew  my  expres- 
sions of  thankfulness  for  your  continued  confidence,  forbearance  and 
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counsel  so  freely  accorded  me  in  our  official  relations  throughout  an- 
other year,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  by  greater  earnestness  in  the 
performance  of  my  duties  the  year  upon  which  we  now  enter,  I  may 
be  a  more  worthy  recipient  of  your  favor.  ,  _ 

In  closing  this  report  it  is  with  an  abiding  faith  in  an  all-wise 
Providence  to  guide  and  direct  our  steps  and  watch  over  us  in  the 
future.

Admission  of  Patients  to  Insane  Department. 

1.  Piepaiatoiy  to  the  adinis^^icni  ot  a  iialient,  unless  when  committed  by 
order  of  a  court,  the  Sujierinlendent  shall  be  furn  shed  with  tlie  certificates  of 
two  plnsicians,  who  iiave  lieeu  in  practice  for  five  years  or  more,  that  they 
have  separately  seen  and  examined  the  individual  within  two  weeks  of  the  date 
of  admission,  and  believe  him  or  her  to  be  insane,  and  these  certificates  shall  be 
.sworn  to  before  some  alderman  oi  judicial  officer,  with  the  order  of  a  near  rela- 
tive or  friend  that  the  patient  may  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  with  a  state- 
ment as  required  by  law,  and  a  bond  with  satislactory  security,  for  the  payment 
of  board  and  other  expenses  while  in  the  Instituiion.  All  private  patients  thus 
received  shall  make  a  i)ayment  of  thirteen  weeks'  board  in  advance,  when 
brought  to  the  Hospital,  no  part  of  which  shall  be  refunded  ;  and  if  taken  away 
iincured,  and  against  tlie  advice  and  consent  of  tlie  physician,  in  any  succeeding 
quarter,  no  part  of  the  payment  shall  be  refunded. 

2.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  order  of  the  Court,  the 
order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof,  or,  if  sent  by  the  Directors  of  Poor,  an 
order  sent  by  the  Directors  or  their  Agent  accompanied  by  the  Certificates  of 
Insanity,  as  required  by  law,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Jlospital. 

3.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectlj'  clean  and  be  free 
from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts,  a  new 
and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  three  pairs  socks,  two  pairs  drawers, 
two  undershirts,  a  hat  or  cap,  cravat,  collars,  handkerchiefs,  shoes  and  one  pair 
of  slippers. 

5.  Each  female  patient  shall  have  three  calico  dresses,  four  chemises,  three 
})airs  drawers,  three  pairs  hose,  three  night-gowns,  two  flannel  skirts,  one  Bal- 
moral skirt,  two  muslin  skirts,  six  handkerchiefs,  four  collars,  two  pairs  shoes, 
one  shawl  or  cloak,  and  one  hat  or  hood. 

6.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved,  or  when  they 
attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be  pre- 
served.

la  all  cases  the  patient's  best  clothing  should  be  sent ;  it  will  be  carefully 
preserved,  and  onlv  used  wlien  deemed  necessary 'for  the  purposes  above  men- 
tioned. Jewelry,  aiid  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c.,  should  be 
left  at  home,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost,  and  for  which  the  officers  of  the  Hos- 
pital are  not  responsible. 

All  clothing,  if  not  taken  away  at  the  time  of  the  patient's  removal,  or  within 
three  months  afterward,  will  be  disposed  of  as  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  may 
think  best,  and  no  compensation  whatever  will  be  made  therefor. 

7.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  accompany  him  or  her 
to  the  Hospital,  and  from  whom  minute,  but  often  essential  particulars  may  be 
learned. 

8.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending,  and  attendance  for  all 
who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  four  dollars  per  week.  For  private 
patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves,  or  their  friends,  the  price  varies 
from  five  to  ten  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble  and  expense  incurred,  and 
according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher  prices  are  paid  by  special  agreement 
with  the  physician,  for  extra  attention  and  accommodation. 

Payments  are  to  be  made  quarterly,  in  advance. 

9.  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  the  payment 
of  the  board  and  expenses,  and  for  tiie  removal  of  the  patient  when  dis- 
charged, of  all  persons,  excepting  these  sent  at  the  expense  of  the  counties 
or  townships. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  a  bond,  and,  if  strangers, 
furnish  evidence  of  their  responsibility. 

10.  All  bills  remaining  unpaid  one  month  alter  date  of  presentation,  are 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Hospital  for  collection. 

11.  As  the  diet  of  the  patients  is  under  the  absolute  control  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, no  nuts,  candies,  cakes  or  other  edibles  shall  be  given  to  the  patients 
by  their  friends  or  visitors,  without  his  express  permission. 

12.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  inspect  the  Institution  on  any  day  (except  Sun- 
<lay,)  between  the  hours  of  10  A.  m.  and  12  M.,  and  between  2  and  4  p.  m.  ;  but 
no  visitor  shall  be  admitted  to  the  wards  occupied  by  patients,  without  express 
permission  from  the  Superintendent;  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  no 
amount  of  visiting  is  permitted  that  shall  prove  injurious  to  the  patient.  No 
visitor  shall  be  admitted  on  the  holidays. 

Visitors  will  please  not  intrude  on  the  grounds  used  by  the  patients,  or  give 
to  or  receive  anything  from  patients. 

13.  The  Hospital  is  located  eight  miles  west  of  Pittsburgh,  on  the  Pittsburgh, 
Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway,  at  Dixmont,  and  can  easily  be  reached  by 
cars,  there  being  ten  trains  (east  and  west,)  each  day;  (except  Sunday)  slop- 
ping  at  the  Hospital  Station. 

14.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  and  all  communications  in 
regard  to  the  condition,  health,  bills,  &c  ,  of  those  who  are  in  the  Hospital, 
shall  be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

15.  As  Dixmont  Station  has  now  an  Adams  Express  Office,  all  goods  may  be 
sent  to  the  Hospital  direct  by  express  or  freight,  as  may  be  preferred.

President  : 

Dear  Sir  —Never  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital  has  its  wards- 
been  so  crowded  as  in  the  year  just  closed.  Its  magnificent  location 
and  large  grounds  ;  its  cleanliness  and  superior  condition  in  all  of  its 
appointments ;  the  national  reputation  of  its  experienced  staff  of 
surgeons  and  physicians  and  the  high  records  of  difficult  operations 
performed,  have  drawn  patients  from  far  and  near  until  its  wards 
could  hold  no  more.  The  enormous  growth  of  our  city  and  all  its 
material  interests ;  the  increase  year  by  year  of  the  railroad  service 
and  the  almost  entire  absence  of  Hospitals  in  Western  Pennsylvania, 
have  all  combined  to  overcrowd  it. 

The  improvements  which  were  begun  nearly  two  years  ago,  in  ex- 
tending the  east  wing,  the  erection  over  the  main  building  of  a  high 
mansard  story  and  a  full  and  complete  fire  department,  escapes,  etc.,  will 
be  completed  early  in  the  coming  year,  adding  fully  30  per  cent,  to  the 
capacity  of  the  Hospital  and  much  to  its  safety,  convenience  and 
comfort.  It  will  then  be  complete  and  perhaps  as  large  as  it  should 
be,  and  we  are  s^ssured  by  those  who  have  visited  the  best  hospitals- 
of  the  world  that  its  condition  is  unsurpassed  by  any.  Its  debt  still 
continues,  for  reasons  assigned  in  the  last  report,  viz  :  the  veto  by  the 
Governor  of  our  much  needed  appropriation,  and  the  increase  of 
patients. 

For  full  particulars  of  its  working  and  expense,  I  refer  you  to  the 
reports  of  the  Staff  and  Superintendent. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  acknowledge  the  generosity  of  the  hun- 
dreds who  have  done  so  much  for  the  hospital  in  many  ways, 
financially  and  otherwise,  and  to  thank  the  Staff,  the  Superintendent,, 
the  Matron  and  all  others  in  its  service  for  their  faithfulness  and  zeal 
in  their  responsible  and  difficult  positions.

The  work  during  the  past  year  shows  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
ceding year  of  266  patients  with  a  total  of  15,280  days  of  Hospital 
occupancy,  while  the  receipts  from  pay  patients  show  an  increase  of 
$5,957.70  over  the  preceding  year. 

It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  that  during  the  past  year  a  larger 
number  of  persons  than  usual,  requiring  medical  and  surgical  atten- 
tion, have  availed  themselves  of  the  advantages  afforded  by  our  Hos- 
pital, where  they  invariably  had  the  most  skillful  treatment 
together  with  the  services  of  kind  and  experienced  nurses  in  the  open 
ward  as  well  as  in  private  department. 

I  have  continually  endeavored  to  co-operate  with  the  members  of 
the  staff  in  enforcing  the  rules  by  excluding  cases  that  were  beyond 
the  benefit  of  hospital  treatment,  and  by  the  prompt  discharge  of 
convalescents  in  order  to  accomplish  as  much  as  j)ossible  in  the  way 
of  effecting  cures  and  alleviating  suffering,  rather  than  supplying  an 
abiding  place  for  unfortunates,  for  whose  care  other  institutions  are 
established.  At  the  same  time  great  discretion  had  to  be  exercised 
that  no  worthy  sufferer  should,  under  any  circumstances,  be  refused 
admittance.  In  the  past  nineteen  years  20,606  persons  have  been 
cared  for  ;  of  these  11,153  were  free,  2,333  soldiers  also  free,  while 
7,220  paid  in  full  or  part. 

The  total  cost  was  $924,013.93,  of  this  $628,174.76  was  raised  by 
Hospital  and  $295,839.17  by  the  State. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  my  collections  from  pay  patients 
have  been  larger  than  ever  before,  and  in  making  the  collections  the 
charges  have  not  been  exorbitant  or  oppressive  to  patients  or  their 
friends,  who  have  cheerfully  and  freely  paid  them. 

Among  the  many  valuable  contributions  it  has  been  my  pleasure 
to  note,  from  friends  of  the  Hospital,  are  the  following :  From  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Samuel  McKee,  a  sum  of  money  sufficiently  large  tQ  furnish 
the  entire  ward  in  the  west  end  of  the  new  mansard ;  from  Mrs. 
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O'Hara  Denny,  a  sum  of  money  to  furnish  a  room  in  fiiemory  of  her 
mother  ;  from  Mrs.  Noble,  of  Allegheny  City,  a  sum  of  money  to 
brighten  Christmas  time,  and  the  furnishing  of  a  private  room  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  H.  iSawyer.  . 

I  also  desire  to  return  our  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  Hanson  Kose  for 
the  great  interest  he  has  always  taken  in  our  Sunday  service. 

Many  of  the  present  force  of  employes  and  nurses  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  Hospital  for  years,  and  all  deserve  high  commenda- 
tion for  the  faithful  and  kind  manner  in  which  they  have  performed 
their  various  duties.  -  .;.:..!.:;• 

While  I  have  not  space  to  mention  in  detail  the  large  and  valua- 
ble donations  made  by  the  ladies  of  the  various  churches  of  this  city 
and  Allegheny,  I  yet  want  to  assure  them  that  their  kindness  is  fully 
appreciated  and  remembered. 

To  the  church  choirs  and  ministers  ot  the  different  churches  who 
have  visited  the  Hospital  each  Sunday  and  conducted  divine  services, 
we  return  our  sincere  thanks. 

The  members  of  the  staff  and  the  corps  of  resident  physicians 
have  responded  promptly  to  every  call  made  upon  them  at  all  hours 
of  the  day  or  night.

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REPORT  OF  STAFF, 


To  ihe  Board  of  Managers  of  the 

Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  Pitt-<burgh,  Pa.: 

Genti-kmex  : 

At  the  end  of  an  arlditional  year's  labor  at  the  Westei'n 
Pennsylvania  Hospital,  it  again  becomes  the  function  of  the  Staff  of 
attending  Physicians  and  Surgeons  to  report  to  your  Boaid  an 
outline  of  the  work  it  was  our  privilege  to  accomplish  under  your 
auspices.  • 

Consultation  of  tiie  appended  tables  will  show  that  during  the 
year  just  elided  2,109  .patients  received  treatment  or  operation. in 
the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  this  being  an  increase  over  the  previous 
year  of  256,  which  latter  also  brought  to  the  Hospital  an  increase  as 
compared  to  its  predecessors. 

Of  this  number  188  patients  were  under  treatment  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  year,  and  1,921  were  admitted  during  its  course.  The 
efforts  of  your  Staff"  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  behalf  of  this 
large  number  of  sick  and  wounded,  resulted  in  the  cure  and  dis- 
charge of  1,734.  Remaining  in  the  Hospital  for  further  treatment 
are  172;  20'>  being  claimed  by  death  during  the  year.  No  consid- 
eration bearing  upon  death  rate  has  influenced  your  Staff"  in  admit- 
ting or  excluding  patients,  and  many  have  come  into  the  Hospital 
only  to  die.  They  are  brought  from  under  the  trucks  of  rail  cars, 
from  encounters  with  ponderous  machinery,  from  misadventures 
in  construction  and  building,  and  frequently  all  science  can  do 
for  them  is  to  bind  up  their  wounds.  Others  stricken  with  fatal 
maladies  are  brought  from  pestilential  hovels,  from  poverty  and 
want  of  food  and  light  and  air  to  breathe  ,  out  their  lives  amid  the 
comforts  they  can  find  no  where  on  earth  but  at  the  Hospital. 
When  this  is  remembered,  that  a  lai-ge  number  of  patients  reach  the 
Hospital  in  ariiculo  mortis  the  death  rate  is  one  upon  which  your 
Board  is  to  be  congratulated. 

Your  Staff"  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  congratulates  itself  and 
you  upon  the  very  flattering  outcome  of  the  past  year,  wdiich  is  to  be 
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referred  to  neither  accident  nor  contingency,  but  which,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  the  certain  effect  of  well  established  causes. 

Among  such  causes  is  the  wisdom  displayed  by  your  Board  in  the 
expenditure  of  the  all  too  scanty  means  at  your  disposal,  in  the  pro- 
vision of  additional  room,  i.  e.  more  ami  a  purer  air  for  the  suffering 
housed  and  cared  for  by  the  Hospital,  in  the  isolation  of  water  clos- 
ets, in  the  improvement  of  drains  and  drainage  of  sinks  and  sewage 
conductors,  and  of  ventilation.  During  the  past  year  all  have  re- 
ceived consideration  by  your  Board,  all  have  undergone  improvement, 
and  all  have  made  their  beneficent  influence  felt  throughout  the  Hos- 
pital wards.  There  is  a  prophylaxis  even  among  the  sick  in  hospitals,^ 
and  hygiene  and  sanitation  are  its  hand-maidens.  Your  apprecia- 
tion of  these  latter,  and  your  liberal  expenditures  in  bringing  the 
Hospital  under  their  restorative  influence,  has  materially  aided  the 
efforts  of  your  Staff  to  save  life  and  to  restore^  health.  In  so  far  as 
this  has  been  accomplished,  your  Board  has  added  happiness  to  the 
community,  and  wealth  to  the  State. 

The  same  care  for  the  well-being  of  the  Hospital  has  been  demon- 
strated by  the  earnest  activity  of  your  Superintendent,  Mr  Cowen.. 
The  morale  of  the  Institution  is  excellent.  The  discipline  of  the 
large  personnel  of  the  Hospital  is  striking.  The  complex  movements 
of  so  large  an  institution  are  easy  and  certain  under  the  controlling 
hand  of  Mr.  Cowen,  upon  whose  energy  and  executive  ability  the 
Staff  desires  to  congratulate  your  Board. 

The  same  is  true  of  your  Matron,  Miss  Clemence.  The  cleanli- 
ness, which  is  next  to  godliness,  is  scrupulously  observed  in  the  Hos- 
pital. All  possible  comforts  surround  the  patients,  and  all  endeavors 
are  made  to  cheer  and  entertain  them. 

The  resident  Staff,  Drs.  McKee,  Boggs,  Graham  and  Montgomery, 
has  earned  the  respect  and  gratitude  of  your  attending  Staff.  The 
gentlemen  have  demonstrated  their  devotion  to  the  often  unpleasant 
and  always  arduous  duties  of  their  jjrofession  in  the  wards  of  the 
Hospital.  Much  of  the  success  in  treatment  and  operation  is  due  to 
their  presence  and  activity  in  the  Hospital.  They  have  frequently 
demonstrated  their  promptness  in  emei-gencies,  iheir  patience  in 
waiting,  their  fortitude  in  trying  situations  and  their  faithfulness  in 
all  things.  They  have  a  lasting  place  in  the  memory  and  hearts  of 
your  Staff  and  the  communities  that  shall  receive  them  when  they 
leave  the  Hospital  are  to  be  gratulated  on  the  acquisition  of  their 
capacity  and  experience. 
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Further,  your  Staft'  avails  itself  of  its  privilege  to  respectiuUy 
submit  to  your  Board  a  recomraeiifJation  to  enlarge  the  ward  for 
children's  diseases.  This  ward  is  deplorably  limited.  It  has  hap- 
pened that  boys  must  occupy  beds  in  the  male  wards  and  young 
girls  in  the  female  wards,  for  want  of  room  in  the  children's  ward. 
Inasmuch  as  the  Hospital  is  a  house  of  God,  whose  doors  are  open 
not  alone  to  the  believer,  the  virtuous  and  the  educated,  but  also  to 
the  sceptic,  the  vicious  and  the  depraved,  it  is  much  to  be  regretted 
that  the  young  and  pure  have  occasionally  been  in  contact  with  these 
latter.

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Rules  for  the  Admission  of  Patients 

TO  THE 

City  Departnient  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital, 


Article  1.  Application  for  tlie  admission  oi'  IVee  patients,  may  be  made 
daily,  at  the  Hospital,  (Sundays  excepted,)  to  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, or  to  one  of  the  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons. 

The  patient,  if  aljle,  should  in  all  cases  apply  in  person  ;  if  unable  to  attend 
the  ajjpHcation  may  be  made  b}'  a  friend,  and,  if  necessary,  the  patient  will  be 
visited  by  the  attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons,  who  shall  ascertain  whether 
the  applicant  be  a  fit  subject  for  admission. 

Admission  can  only  be  obtained  when  free  beds  are  vacant,  and  by  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  Physician  or  Surgeon,  countersigned  by  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
and  addressed  to  the  Superintendent.  Every  ajiplicant  shall  engage  to  comply 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  free  patients.  No  person  shall  be 
admitted  to  free  beds  except  cases  of  acute  disease,  or  recent  accidents,  but  no 
cases  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  syphilis  can  be  received,  nor  patients 
who  have  been  inmates  uf  other  hospitals  within  three  months  before  their  ap- 
plication, unless  by  the  consent  of  the  Executive  C'ommittee,  nor  can  any  pa- 
tient be  retained  longer  tiian  two  niontlis  without  a  special  vote  of  the  Board. 

Ak'I'.  2.  All  persons  suftering  from  recent  accident  or  injury,  shall  be  re- 
ceived into  the  Hospital  witliont  the  usual  forms  of  ap[>lieation. 

Art.  3.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  pay  patients  must  be  made  to  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  on  whose  certificate,  countersigned  by  the  Physician 
or  Surgeon,  they  shall  be  received  into  the  Hospital  by  the  Superintendent, 
who,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee,  sliall  take  such  securities  as  may  be 
required. 

The  price  of  board  and  medical  attendance,  in  ordinary  cases,  for  private 
rooms,  and  general  wards,  shall  be  such  as  the  Committee  may  determine. 

Art.  4.  Pay  patients,  by  making  special  arrangements  with  the  Committee, 
as  well  as  those  sent  by  railroad  and  other  corporations,  may  be  admitted  as 
boarders,  and  by  contoi  niing  to  the  general  rules  of  the  Institution,  shall  have 
all  its  benefits,  and  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  their  own  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon ;  provided  they  themselves  shall  compensate  said  Physician  or  Surgeon 
for  their  services. 
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Art.  5.  Overseers  and  Directors  of  the  Poor,  any  Church,  Order,  and  Benev- 
olent Society  or  Corporation,  may  obtain  admission  for  persons  under  their 
care,  provided  that  tlie  cases  are  such  as  are  approved  by  the  Committee,  and 
attending  Physicians  or  Surgeons.  In  all  such  eases  arrangements  must  be 
made  witli  the  Committee  for  the  payment  of  whatever  rate  of  charge  for 
boarding  they  have  determined  upon,  and  give  such  security  for  the  faithful 
payment  of  the  same  as  the  Committee  may  require. 

Art.  6.  Those  cases  considered  by  the  medical  officers  most  necessitous,  ur- 
gent and  dangerous,  and  those  which  are  most  likely  to  admit  of  being  relieved, 
are  to  have  the  preference  of  being  received  as  patients. 

Art.  7.    The  following  cases  are  considered  ineligible  to  the  Institution  : 

1st.    Those,  who,  upon  due  examination,  are  considered  incapable  of  relief. 

2d.    Those  who  have  complaints  to  the  cure  of  which  other  establishments 
have  been  appropriated.  ■  _ 

3d.    Those  who,  wanting  food  and  not  medicine,  ai-e  more  properly  objects  of 
relief  from  Directors  of  Poor  and  public  charity. 

4th.  Patients  becoming  convalescent,  are  to  be  discharged  by  the  attending 
Physician  or  Surgeon  as  soon  as  possible,  that  their  places  may  be  filled  by  some 
other  afiiicted  person. 

Patients  giving  a  wrong  representation  of  themselves,  their  circumstances, 
their  disorders,  or  otherwise,  to  gain  admission,  and  who,  after  being  admitted 
are  found  to  have  any  disorder  not  considered  proper,  are  to  be  discharged. 

No  charity  patient  is  to  be  continued  longer  than  two  months,  except  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  medical  ofiicers  that  a  more  lengthened  period  will  es- 
sentially conduce  to  the  patient's  health  ;  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  those  cases 
of  lingering  disease,  where  death  is  inevitable.

Annual^  Re^port 

OF  THE 

MANAGERS 

OF  THE 

Per)r)sylvar)ia  Hospi  tal. 


To  the  Honorable  President  and  Meraber-s  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities;  and  State  Board  of  Lunacy  : 

Gexti.EiMen: — Oil  helialt'  ut'  tlie  Board  of  Managers  ofthic 
Western  Pe:?^jSisyevania  Hospital,  I  have  the  honor  to  l:iy 
before  you  a  statement  of"  its  affairs  for  tiie  year  ending  in  Octoher, 
1891. 

Order  and  hariiKinv  l:ave  characterized  the  operations  of  the 
Department  for  the  Insane,  at  Dixmont,  during  the  past  year. 

The  report  for  1890,  infoi  nied  yon  that  at  tiie  end  of  that  year 
tiiere  were  733  patients  in  tiie  Hospital.  During  the  past  year, 
1891,  the  average  number  of  patieiils  in  tiie  Hospital  was  750. 
It  has  acuoiiimodatioiis  for  585  patients.  Therefore,  it  has 
been  greatly  overcrowded,  especially  on  the  female  side. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  was  good.  There  were  some 
cases  of  Dysentery  and  Typhoid  fever,  but  not  enough  to  amount 
to  an  epidemic.  These  cases  were  caused  by  the  prolonged  heated 
term,  followed  by  sudden  changes  of  temperature — and  to  the 
failure  of  the  spring  during  the  dry  weather  to  produce  sufficient 
water  for  drinking  and  cooking  jiurposes. 

The  death  rate  as  reported  l)y  the  physicians  was  ratlier  high, 
being  120  cases,  52  of  which  occurred  from  consumption,  the 
balance  from  exhaustion  due  to  paiesis  and  other  forms  of  mania, 
and  from  old  age;  doidMless  also  to  the  crowded  condition  of  tiie 
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wards  and  i-ooms,  wliieli  necessarily  existed  from  tlie  fact  already 
stated.  In  lliis  connection  it  is  ^ratifying  to  know,  that  the  Leg- 
islature, in  its  wisdom,  has  institnted  measures  for  relief,  by 
establishing  in  (he  near  future,  asylums  for  the  chronic  and  in- 
curable insane. 

l)v.  J.  V.  Anglin,  one  of  the  assistant  })hysiciaus,  resigned  his 
office  in  May,  to  accept  a  position  in  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
in  jNIonlrcal,  Canada.  lie  was  a  very  capable,  kind,  and  attentive 
))hysician,  dceplv  interested  in  his  special  work.  Upon  his  retire- 
ment, the  vacancy  on  the  medical  staff",  was  filled  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  William  K.  Walker,  of  Philadelphia,  who  has  proved 
to  be  a  most  acceptable  acquisition  to  it. 

The  Ihree  new  Babcock  and  Wilcock  boilers  of  156  horse- 
}>ower  each,  contracted  for  last  year  have  been  completed  and  are 
in  use.  Tliey  are  entirely  satisfactory,  furnishing  abnndance  of 
steam  for  all  purposes.  The  boilei'  house  has  been  enlarged  to 
accommodate  the  new  boilers,  and  a  new  smokestack  of  large  and 
graceful  proporiions  built. 

The  line  of  thi'ce  fonr  inch  steam  })ii)es  from  the  boilers  to  the 
Hospital  buildings  have  been  laid  and  boxed  in,  and  convey  the 
steam  up  (lie  hill  a  distance  of  about  900  feet  with  very  little  loss 
by  condensation. 

Sland-j)i pes,  a  precaution  against  fire,  have  been  ei'ccte  1  vn  the 
"  Annex,"  and  the  building  tui  nished  with  hose,  couplings,  racks, 
&c.  Additional  stand-pipes  with  hose  have  been  placed  in  the 
main  building.  A  new  iron  slairway  for  fire-escape  lias  been  furinsh- 
ed  W ai-d  No.  1 'J, also  in  the  "  Annex  "  an  additional  stairway  from 
the  first  floor  to  the  dining  room  in  the  basement,  lias  been  made  as 
a  matter  of  safety  as  well  as  convenience.  The  ground  about  the 
"Annex"  has  been  graded  and  shaped  and  converted  into  a  beautiful 
lawn. 

The  kitchen  facilities  have  been  increased.  A  new  mangle,  and  a 
new  clotheswringer,  have  been  introduced  into  the  laundry.  A 
small  engine  and  boiler  pi'ovided  at  the  barn  for  cutting  ami 
grin(.ling  feed  lor  the  stock. 
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The  worii-otit  gas  retort.s  at  the  gas-Iioiise  have  been  replaced 
hy  new  ones.  A  new  frame  buiUIina;  of  two  stories,  for  a  carriage 
house  aiKl  lodging  rooms  for  farm  hands,  is  Hearing  completion. 
A  new  hoard  side-walk  has  been  siil)SLitnted  for  the  old  one,  from 
the  railroad  station,  anti  the  road-way  renovated. 

Mnch  grading,  cleaning  n[)  of  gronnds,  ])alhs,  and  roads,  ti'im- 
ming  of  trees,  and  shrubbery,  burning  of  brush,  and  general  work, 
about  the  premises  have  been  accomplished  by  patients,  (who  are 
glad  to  be  employed,)  and  their  attendants. 

Of  ihe  three  gas  wells  that  were  drilled  upon  the  Hospital  prop- 
erty, one  continues  to  give  a  good  flow  of  gas;  more  than  sufticient 
to  light  the  road-ways,  and  thegrounds,surrouiuling  the  buildings 
and  barn. 

The  barn  is  a  jmorly  constructed  building,  inadequate  to  shelter 
the  horses,  and  cows,  with  their  hay  and  fodder.  It  should  be  con- 
demned, and  a  new  one  built  upon  a  modern  and  more  approved 
plan. 

The  Superintendent,  and  Physicians,  recommend  the  erection  of 
a  building  adaj)te(l  for  the  reception,  and  treatment  of  patients, 
afflicted  with  infectious,  and  contagious  diseases.  I  heartily  con- 
cur, in  this  suggestion. 

The  farm  has  yielded  abundant  crops  of  various  kiuds  of 
vegetables,  and  fruit,  during  the  past  season. 

The  Superintendent,  Assistant  Physicians,  and  the  other 
officers  and  employes  deserve  our  thanks;  and  I  cannot  close  the 
report  without  expressing  the  deep  sense  of  obligation,  the  Board 
is  under  to  the  gentlemen  of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  have 
regularly  visited  the  Hospital  weekly  throughout  the  year,  and 
supervised,  and  directed,  its  affairs. 

THE  MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  average  nund)er  of  patients  under  treatment,  during  the 
year  was  212  ;  this  number  is  considerably  less  than  the  capacity 
of  the  Hospital,  yet  it  is  shown   by  the  statistics,  that  209  more 
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patients  were  cared  for  tlian  in  the  previons  year.  There  has  also 
been  a  considerable  increase,  in  the  collections  from  pay  patients. 
This  is  dne  to  close  collections  made  by  the  Superintendent,  and  to 
the  occiipalion  of  new  rooms  bv  private  patients,  who  were  able  to 
pay  for  their  accommodations,  at  rates  that  were  profitable.  The 
profits  derived  from  this  sonrce  were  a[)plied  to  the  general  sup- 
port of  the  hospital. 

Tiie  income  fi'om  the  State  A p})ropriations,  the  earnini^s  of  the 
Endowment  Fnnd,  receipts  from  pay  patients,  and  Donations,  are 
entirely  inadequate.  The  indebtedness  of  this  department  has 
acciimnlated. 

I  am  assured  by  the  Executive  Committee,  that  rigid  economy 
is  practiced  in  the  management  of  the  dej)ai-tment,  and  that  it  con- 
forms to  the  instructions  of  the  Board  to  "  live  as  far  as  possible 
within  its  visible  means  of  support," 

The  Superintendent  informs  me  that  the  out-standing 
warrants,  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
remaining  uncut  from  the  warrant  book  on  account  of  the  lack  of 
funds  in  the  Treasury  to  pay  them,  amount  at  present  to  the  sum 
of  ^44,861.57.  Add  to  this  fS,000  borrowed  by  the  Board  from 
the  Bank  of  Pittsburgh,  the  year  before  last,  long  past  due  and 
unpaid,  and  the  debt  owed  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
of  $50,000,  (upon  which  |3,000  of  interest  is  paid  annually,)  and 
we  have  an  indebtedness  of  $102,861.57.  It  is  indeed  a  sad  duty 
to  report,  and  publish,  this  most  unfortunate  state  of  things. 

Jt  was  n(jt  deemed  wise  to  ask  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session 
to  appropriate  money  to  liquidate  the  debt  to  the  railroad  com- 
pany, in  view  of  the  fact,  that  your  honorable  body,  (the  Boai'd  of 
Public  Charities,)  had  recommended  our  application  for  an  appro- 
|)riation,  to  pay  existing  deficiencies  for  maintenance  of  indigent 
patients,  and  because  we  had  assurance,  that  the  Legislature 
would  grant  it,  as  it  did.  Uniiappily  the  relief  promised,  was  cut 
off  by  the  Govei  noi-,  who  saw  fit  to  veto  the  clause  in  the  appropria- 
tion bill,  intended  to  effect  this  purpose. 
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The  serious  question  lias  at  leii<itli  pi'csented  itself:  Can  tJie 
Medical  and  Surgical  Departmevt  of  the  Hospital  be  lomjcr  main- 
tained ?  Most  assuredly  its  dciors  will  not  i)e  closed  against  the 
sufferers  who  are  brought  to  it  every  day — poor  homeless  ones, 
victitus  of  accidents,  and  misfortunes,  that  occur  in  the  city  streets, 
on  the  railroads,  in  the  workshops  and  mil  Is, — and  in  the  sur- 
rounding counties  also — as  long  as  a  hope  I'emains  that  it  is 
possible  for  us  to  afford  them  shelter  and  relief.  There  were 
last  year  42,000  days  of  care  and  treatment  rendci'ed  to  just  this 
class  of  patients. 

A  determined  effort  nuisl  be  mndc  lo  maintain  and  support  this 
"  noble  charity."  Appeal  is  made  to  the  B(/ard,  to  the  Contribu- 
tors, who  are  already  members  of  the  Hospital  Association,  and  to 
all  who  are  charitably  disposed,  to  give  more  money — liberally  too 
— for  suffering  humanity's  sake. 

During  the  past  year,  the  mansard  roof  has  been  com[)lcted  and 
sixteen  new  rooms  added  to  the  Hospital.  'J'liese  have  been 
finished,  and  f  urnished,  by  friends  of  the  Hospital.  A  new  build- 
ing, for  dormilories  for  the  female  nurses,  is  being  built  adjoining 
the  main  buikliiig,  through  the  generosity  of  Henry  Phipps,  Jr., 
Esq.,  which  will  cost  abo<it  $12,000. 

The  necessary  repairs  for  the  preseivation  of  the  propertv,  and 
tlie  comfort  of  the  patients,  have  been  made,  and  every  part  of  the 
Hos[)ital  has  been  kept  clean,  and  in  good  condition. 

The  Superintendent  has  been  most  assiduous  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties,  and  with  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  and  resident. 
Surgeons  and  Physicians,  have  our  sincere  thanks. 


F()r  details,  financial  statements,  statistics,  and  many  other  items 
of  importance  and  interest,  overlooked,  or  necessarily  omitted  in 
this  report,  I  refer  to  the  statements  and  leports  of  the  Executive 
Committees,  the  Treasurer,  the  S  ipcrinlendents,  and  the  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  which  accompany  this. 
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Tlie  Endowiiieiit  Fund  has  l)eeii  increased  $'2,500  by  a  payment 
on  aceonnt  of  llie  lesidnary  estate  of'tlie  late  John  Holmes,  and  by 
a  stock  dividend  of  one  share  of  the  Monongahehi  Navigation 
Com|)any,  and  now  is  $231,150. 

The  Brewer  ami  Crawford  Fad  Fiuuls,  "  for  llie  |)nrclia'^e  of 
Coal  for  ihe  worthv  poor  of  Pittsixii-gli  and  vicinity,"  are  nncliaiig- 
ed.  Coal  was  |)nrchas('d  wilh  tiseir  earnings  and  distributed  as 
heretofore  by  tlie  ('ommiltees  in  charge,  wiiose  I'eports  are 
sul)niitled. 


In  presenting  the  reports  of  these  later  years,  it  is  a  fitting  part 
of  tlieir  liistory  to  i-ecoi-d,  with  renewed  sadness,  the  passing  away 
of  some  of  those  who  gave  the  Hospital  its  life  and  pur- 
pose, those  whose  ;honghts  and  deeds  are  crystailized  in  its 
present  work.  In  the  pride  and  trium[)h  of  American  [)rogress  no 
one  forgets  those  who,  in  doni  t  and  danger,  crossed  an  uidaiown 
sea  to  plant  o;i  bleak  jS'ew  England's  shores  the  standard  of  that 
freedom  we  to-day  enjo\-.  Nor  sliall  we,  in  tliese  more  favored 
times,  when  goveriunents,  municipal,  state,  and  national,  all  give 
tender  thoiiiiht  to  charitv — foi'uet  those  who  founded  this  Hosoital 
in  days  when  work  was  pressing,  when  money  was  scarce,  and 
when  personal  work  meant  personal  sacrifice  in  a  sense  far  beyond 
that  of  the  pi'esent.  Those  men  are  passing  from  us  as  a  tale  that 
is  told,  and  this  year,  set's  the  leader  among  them  gathered  to  his 
fathers  in  the  fulness  of  years. 

For  twenty-five  years  dOHX  Harper  was  President  of  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  an  I  an  ofificer  of  its  JJoard 
of  Managers  since  its  oi'ganization  in  1848. 

His  sei'vice  began  in  the  days  when  the  Hospital  woidc  was  most 
exacting,  and  he  was  not  a  man  to  do  less  tiian  his  duty  in  any 
position  he  occupied.  Few  of  our  present  Managers  know  the 
work,  the  responsibility,  the  disc;)uragement  of  those  early  days. 
No  such  I'esult  comes  without  earne  t  thought  and  dcvnted  labor, 
and  that  thought  and  labor  came  I  rum  onr  late  ['resident  and  his 
associates  when  the  need  was  sorest.    Let  not  those  who  now 
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easily  enter  into  tlie  fruit  ot'llieir  l:il)()rs,  forget  the  pioneers  \vl)0 
toiled  tlirougli  tlie  lieat  ami  burden  of  the  day. 

Born  in  Donegal,  Ireland,  he  came  to  America  when  a  child, 
and  lived  a  long  and  honored  life  in  this  community .  His  liistrry 
is  written  here  in  Pittsburgh,  in  its  oldest  bank  and  in  the  Western 
Pennsylvania  Hosjiital.

While  unsparing  of  his  personal  efforts  and  time,  he  possessed  the 
rare  faculty  of  communicating  to  others  a  portion  of  his  own  devo- 
tion and  enthusiam. 

His  interest  in  the  moral  welfare  of  the  patients  was  such  that 
he,  in  company  with  his  wife,  spent  every  Sunday  afternoon  at 
the  Hospital  in  ])ersonal  ministrations  to  the  unfoi'tunate.

Gentlemen: — The  Executive  Committee  for  the  Insane  Depart- 
ment at  Dixmont,  lieg  leave  to  submit  a  report  of  its  operations  for 
the  year  ending  October  1,  1891. 

The  improvements,  additions,  and  repairs  mentioned  in  the  last 
annual  report,  have  been  completed  and  paid  for  in  full. 

The  principal  annex  dcndminated  No.  3  has  been  completed,  fur- 
nished, and  is  now  occupied  by  1^5  patients;  in  the  opinion  of  the 
committee  the  expenditure  is  fully  justified  by  the  additional  com- 
fort afforded  to  the  patients. 

The  new  boilei's  at  the  pum])  house,  and  the  steam  conduit  leading 
from  these  to  the  buildings  on  the  hill,  have  been  completed  and  in 
operation  for  some  months  and  give  entire  satisfaction,  and  in  case  thei'e 
should  be  a  necessity  f  -r  :i  return  to  coal  for  the  generation  of  steam 
would  save  a  large  sum,  avoiding  the  former  necessity  of  hauling  all 
the  fuel  used  for  that  j)urpose  to  the  old  boiler  house  on  the  hill. 

Many  minor  improvements  have  been  made,  the  Iniildiugs  have 
been  kejit  in  good  lepaii',  and  moix'  than  the  usual  amount  of  woi'k 
done  on  the  grounds  and  roads. 

The  committee  have  made  the  regular  weekly  visits  to  the 
Hospital  and  have  given  attention  to  matters  within  the  line  of 
their  duty.

The  year  now  passed  has  been  one  of  constant  and  renewed  effort 
upon  the  part  of  all  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  in 
affording  every  comfort  to  those  who  are  gathered  within  its  walls 
and  dependent  upon  its  care,  and  though  the  number  of  those  in  whom 
the  gloom  and  shadow  of  a  clouded  reason  were  dispelled  by  healthful 
and  cheering  influences  surrounding  them  fell  far  short  of  that  in 
former  years,  yet  I  feel  encouraged  we  were  permitted  to  enjoy  even 
this  portion  of  success  as  a  result  of  our  labor. 

During  the  year  one  thousand  and  five  persons  were  under  treat- 
ment; of  this  large  number  seven  hundred  and  thirty-three  comprised 
our  resident  population  at  the  date  of  my  last  annual  report,  since 
that  time  there  were  two  hundred  and  seventy-two  admissions,  of 
whom  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  were  males  and  one  hundred  and 
thirteen  females,  our  daily  average  population  for  the  year  was  seven 
hundred  and  fifty,  while  the  highest  number  of  patients  in  the  house 
at  one  time  was  seven  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and  the  smallest 
number  occupying  the  wards  was  seven  hundred  and  thirty-one,  or 
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one  luimlred  and  forty-six  jjatients  in  excess  of  the  actual  capacity  of 
the  Hospital.  From  these  facts  is  ascertained  the  extent  of  the  over- 
crowded condition  of  our  patients,  and  to  the  "  hospital  man  " 
presents  at  once  the  man}'  difficulties  and  perplexities  arising  as  a 
result  of  this  condition,  embarrassing  and  preventing  often  his  success- 
ful prosecution  of  the  individual  treatment  of  cases,  and  thereby  in  a 
very  large  measure  defeating  the  highest  aims  of  the  Hospital.  That 
the  percentage  of  cures  as  also  that  of  deaths  in  this  Institution  is 
attributable  to,  and  influenced  in  a  proportionate  degree  by  this  one 
condition,  is  an  opinion  long  entertained  by  your  Board,  as  well  as 
myself.  No  hospital  for  tiie  insane  should  therefore  contain  a  num. 
ber  of  inmates  greater  than  its  ability  to  provide  for  them  properly; 
nor  should  its  number  exceed  tiie  ability  of  its  medical  staff  to  afford 
each  patient  that  ])ersonai  care  and  treatment  his  case  may  require. 
Such  treatment  howevei'  is  (juite  iuip()ssil)Ie  under  the  existing  state 
of  affairs  in  this  Hospital  and  the  only  relief  seems  to  lie  in  the  early 
erection  of  the  new  hospital  designed  to  accommodate  the  chronic 
insane  now  resident  in  the  large  hospitals  of  this  Commonwealth. 
^Vith  the  removal  of  this  class  of  patients  it  is  thought  the  long 
sought  for  relief  will  be  at  hand,  and  this  Institution  will  then 
become  what  it  was  originally  designed  to  be — a  hospital — rather 
than  an  asylum.  Unfortunately  the  bill  iiroviding  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  insane  criminals  now  confined  in  this  and  other 
hospitals  in  a  building  to  be  especially  constructed  for  them  was 
defeated  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  so  that  we  continue  to 
receive  aud  still  hold  in  custody  patients  belonging  to  this  class. 

The  failure  of  this  bill  to  become  a  law  was  a  great  disappoint- 
ment and  entails  upon  the  Hospital  the  necessity  of  continuing  to 
act  as  a  refuge  and  jail  for  these  unfortunate  people,  who,  while  they 
demand  and  should  receive  every  remedial  attention,  should  more 
properly  be  treated  in  a  separate  and  remote  institution. 

Of  the  total  number  of  patients  under  treatment  thirty-four  men 
and  twenty-two  women  were  discharged  restored,  or  52  per  cent  of 
the  total  number  under  treatment;  thirty-eight  men  and  twenty-eight 
women  discharged  as  improved  ;  four  men  and  three  women  as  unim- 
proved, and  sixty-seven  men  and  fifty-three  women  died.  Of  those 
admitted  fifteen  were  between  the  age  of  ten  and  twenty  years.  One 
hundred  and  forty-eight  were  between  the  age  of  twenty  and  forty 
years,  fifty-six  were  from  forty  to  fifty  years  of  age,  thirty-four  were 
aged  between  fifty  and  sixty  years,  or  older.    Ninety-six  admissions 
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were  acute  cases,  in  whom  insanity  had  existed  for  a  period  not 
longer  than  six  months,  while  in  one  hundred  and  ten  patients 
received,  the  form  of  mental  disturbance  from  which  they  were 
suffering  liad  becomii  chronic  in  its  character,  in  many  instances  the 
patient  having  been  insane  for  years;  such  was  the  history  of  six 
persons,  who  had  been  insane  over  thirty  years.  Of  sixty-six  patients 
admitted  no  record  of  the  duration  of  their  disease  could  be 
ascertained. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-seven  were  admitted  upon  the  certificates 
of  insanity  of  two  physicians,  and  in  whom  the  requests  for  their 
admission  were  signed  either  by  their  friends  or  by  the  directors  or 
overseers  of  the  poor. 

Eighty-five  patients  were  received  whose  commitments  were  issued 
by  the  courts  of  the  several  counties  of  this  asylum  district.  In  tiiis 
connection  it  may  be  well  to  state  that  in  the  reception  of  patients  to 
this  Hospital  no  distinction  is  made  as  to  their  care  or  treatment, 
whether  they  are  private  or  indigent  insane,  their  classification  also 
is  based  solely  upon  their  mental  condition,  and  all  associate  and 
mingle  one  with  the  other  as  one  family.  This  system  while  being 
an  old  one,  possesses  many  excellent  arguments  in  its  favor,  and 
undoubtedly  is  the  more  charitable,  so  long  as  the  Hospital  is 
crowded  and  receives  both  classes  of  patients.  In  the'  matter  of 
treating  acute  cases,  however,  and  in  the  reception  of  "  well  to  do  " 
patients  the  present  method  employed  has  its  disadvantages,  and  it  is 
hoped  the  day  is  coming  when  present  classification,  with  its  necessi- 
ties, as  also  its  objectional  features  may  be  overcome. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  twenty  deaths  occurred,  and 
from  an  examination  of  the  mortuary  tables  included  in  this  report,  it 
is  observed  fifty-two  patients  died  from  consummation,  whose  average 
residence  in  this  Hospital  was  four  and  one-half  years.  Of  these  two 
patients  had  been  residents  for  thirty  years  each,  one  had  resided  in 
the  Hospital  eighteen  years,  one  seventeen  years,  one  fifteen  years, 
one  thirteen  years  and  two  nine  years  each.  Death  in  seventeen 
male  patients  occurred  from  the  exhaustion  of  paresis,  in  eleven  cases 
it  was  due  to  apoplexy.  The  exhaustion  of  acute  mania,  melancholia, 
and  the  chronic  form  of  these  diseases  caused  nine  deaths;  the  re- 
maining causes  of  death  were  heart  disease,  septicaemia,  tvphoid 
fever,  pneumonia,  Brights  disease,  dysentery  and  old  age.  The  per- 
centage of  deaths  based  upon  the  total  number  under  ir  Mtmrnt  was 
per  cent. 
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At  the  time  of  death  seventeen  patients  were  between  the  ages  of 
twenty  and  thii'ty  years,  twenty-nine  between  the  ages  of  thirty  and 
forty/years,  fifty-three  were  over  forty  years  of  age,  seventeen  were 
over  fifty  years  of  age,  fourteen  were  aged  sixty  years  or  older,  five 
were  seventy  years  of  age  and  three  were  eighty  years  and  over. 

Many  patients  brought  to  the  Hospital  were  in  a  dying  condition 
otliers  were  very  aged  and  feeble,  and  for  whom  nothing 
could  be  done  but  to  make  them  as  comfortable  as  possible 
until  their  release  by  death.  Several  were  received  handcuffed,  and 
one  male  j^atient  was  brought  to  us  bound  hand  and  frot  on  a  plank 
eight  feet  long.  A  number  of  cases  also  were  admitted  who  were 
suffering  at  that  time  from  the  depressing  influences  arising  from  the 
indiscriminate  and  unwai-ranted  use  of  the  bromides,  chloral  and 
morphia,  and  whom  it  was  impossible  to  arrest  from  the  fate  await- 
ing thera. 

In  many  cases  also  patients  at  the  time  of  their  reception  into  the 
Hospital  were  found  to  be  extremely  filthy,  with  vermin  infesting 
their  clothing  and  person,  notwithstanding  the  fact  they  had  been 
residents,  some  of  thera,  of  the  various  jails  and  county  homes  for 
weeks.  The  facts  here  given  are  additional  reasons  for  our  high 
mortality,  and  in  fourteen  patients  admitted  under  the  above  circum- 
stances, their  average  period  of  residence  in  the  Hospital  was  but 
nine  days. 

In  writing  this  report,  and  in  stating  a  few  of  the  more  prominent 
causes  of  the  seemingly  large  death  rate  and  the  comparatively  few 
cures  for  the  year,  it  is  not  my  desire  or  intention  to  present  to  your 
Board  any  excuse,  or  in  any  manner  condone  either  results.  The 
reason  more  patients  annually  are  not  returned  to  their  homes  in  the 
full  possession  of  their  mental  faculties,  and  that  so  large  a  number 
die,  is  not  the  fault  of  this  or  any  other  well-managed  hospital,  but 
due  very  largely  to  the  causes  I  have  stated.  Much  has  been 
written  upon  the  early  treatment  of  insanity,  and  it  would  seem 
such  warning  was  in  vain.  The  fault  does  not  all  lie  in  the 
hospitals,  and  until  the  present  methods  are  altered  to  those  of 
intelligent  and  hunuine  principles,  the  percentage  of  restored  and 
death  may  be  expected  to  remain  unchanged. 

In  the  summer  and  early  fail  months  many  of  the  patients  and 
employes  were  taken  sick  with  dysentery  and  typhoid  fever,  but  I  am 
glad  to  report  in  neither  instance  did  the  j)revalency  of  these  diseases 
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assume  the  proportions  of  becoming  epidemic  in  character.  The 
long-continued  warm  weather,  with  rapid  changes  of  lowered  temper- 
ature at  evening,  was  sufKcient  to  ]iroduce  the  firmer,  while  the  ex- 
haustion of  our  spring  water  supply,  consequent  upon  the  prolonged 
drought,  and  the  drinking  of  river  water,  were  of  themselves  equally 
prominent  causes  for  the  appearance  of  fever. 

Owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  our  departments  it  was  impos- 
sible to  isolate  these  cases,  and  they  were  therefore  treated  in  their 
respective  wards.  In  doing  so  the  danger  of  spreading  the  infectious 
germs  was  much  exaggerated,  though  every  preventive  was  adopted. 
I  earnestly  hope  that  within  the  coming  year  a  suitable  building  may 
be  erected,  to  be  known  as  a  hospital  ward,  in  which  all  cases  infec- 
tious or  contagious  in  character  can  be  there  located  and  treated. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  conducted  as  frequently  as  pos- 
sible during  the  year,  and  a  number  of  rare  and  instructive  speci- 
mens of  disease  were  collected  and  mounted.  In  very  many  in- 
stances the  friends  removed  the  remains  of  their  deceased  without 
permitting  of  such  examinations  being  made,  and  thereby  much  valu- 
able information  and  interesting  facts  were  lost.  The  same  remark 
applies  to  the  law  creating  the  Pennsylvania  State  Anatomical  Soci- 
ety, compelling  the  Hospital,  as  it  does,  to  turn  over  to  that  associa- 
tion the  bodies  of  all  jiatients  who  are  unclaimed  by  their  friends. 

With  the  advent  of  pleasant  spring  v/eather  a  daily  average  of  two 
hundred  male  patients  were  engaged  with  their  attendants  in  the 
performance  of  some  light  but  useful  out-door  labor.  The  work  done 
by  them  was  in  no  instance  compulsory,  though  all  who  were  able 
and  willing,  as  well  as  tiiose  in  wdiom  the  exercise  Avas  deemed  ad- 
vantageous, were  urged  to  take  part.  The  work  accomplished,  there- 
fore, with  this  large  force  during  the  summer  was  of  gi'eater  magni- 
tude than  ever  before  undertaken. 

Of  the  labor  performed  by  the  patients  may  be  mentioned  the 
grading  and  terracing  of  the  grounds  surrounding  the  Annex,  keep- 
ing the  lawns  in  order,  planting  one  thousand  fruit  trees,  making 
roads  and  assisting  in  the  construction  and  completion  of  the  many 
repairs  and  improvements,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  the  grounds  never 
presented  so  beautiful  an  appearance  as  they  did  throughout  the 
year.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  favor  of  suitable  occupation  for 
the  insane,  and  the  contentment,  happiness  and  improved  health  of 
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all  our  patients  who  were  so  engaged  is  ample  proof  of  the  benefit  de- 
rived by  them  from  this  method  of  treatment.  Of  this  small  army 
of  patients,  it  may  be  added,  not  an  escape  or  accident  is  recorded. 

Within  doors  the  female  patients  were  usefully  and  pleasantly  en- 
gaged in  industrial  work  of  all  kinds,  such  as  sewing,  fancy  work, 
rug  making  and  in  the  performance  of  the  every-day  household  du- 
ties. Those  of  them  also  who  wished,  and  in  whom  it  was  thought 
prudent  and  beneficial,  were  permitted  to  assist  in  light  work  in  the 
laundry  department. 

Regarding  the  amiKseiuents  provided  our  houseiiold,  it  may  be 
mentioned  the  wards  were  constantly  provided  with  games  of  all 
kinds,  the  daily  papers,  periodicals,  &c.  I  regret  exceedingly  our 
library  being  so  small  and  tiie  books  soiled  and  worn. 

Tiirougli  the  kindness  of  our  attendants  many  of  the  patients  were 
permitted  to  accompany  them  to  the  city,  and  while  there  enjoy 
the  theatre,  and  on  Sunday  they  were  also  taken  to  attend  religious 
services  in  the  neighboring  churches ;  regular  service  was  also  held 
in  our  chapel  eacii  Sabbath  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  generous  action  of  the  Pittsburg  Exposition  Society 
in  granting  us  free  admission,  about  one  hundred  of  our  patients 
were  afforded  the  pleasure  of  visiting  tliis  exhibition.  The  usual  cus- 
tom of  observing  tiie  iiolidays  was  not  overh)oke(l,  and  the  various 
departments  of  the  Hospital  were  prettily  decurated  witli  evergreen 
and  holly.  In  response  to  a  circular  letter  sent  to  the  family  of  each 
patient  we  received  large  contributions  of  Christmas  presents,  en- 
abling us  to  make  every  member  of  our  household  hajipy  on  that  oc- 
casion, in  being  remembered  by  their  loved  ones  at  home.  A 
number  of  concerts,  plays,  weekly  parties,  magic  lantern  ex- 
hibitions and  sleighing  served  to  entertain  them  during  the  winter 
months,  while  in  the  jileasant  season  of  the  year  all  were  given  the 
privilege  of  engaging  in  outdoor  games  and  exercises.  Broader 
views  and  the  spirit  of  liberality  has  everywhere  pervaded  the 
management  of  the  Hospital  in  its  treatment  and  to  provide 
the  greatest  freedom  and  comfort  of  the  patients,  and  to  remove 
from  them  in  so  far  as  possible  all  appearance  of  restraint  com- 
patible with  their  best  interests  and  that  of  the  institution.  The 
patients  were  treated  in  accoi'd  with  the  most  recent  and  ap- 
proved scientific  principles  of  psychiatric  medicine,  and  to  this 
end  no  effort  was  spared  to  place  the  Hospital  upon  a  high  plane 
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and  take  front  rank  in  the  methods  of  treatment  of  mental  disorders. 
The  attendants  also  received  systematic  teaching  in  all  branches  re- 
lating to  the  art  of  nursing,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  many  of 
them  have  been  with  us  several  years  and  may  now  properly  be  re- 
garded as  competent  and  experienced  nurses. 

Probably  no  part  of  the  management  of  a  hospital  occasions  the 
superintendent  so  much  anxiety  as  the  projier  selection  of  those  per- 
sons employed  as  its  attendants,  and  no  one  but  he  knows  how  great 
the  difficulty  is  to  procure  honest,  capable  and  efficient  young  men 
and  women.  Many  from  necessity  are  engaged  who  at  the  time 
possess  but  few  qualifications,  and  the  work  of  fitting  them  for  their 
duties  by  teaching  and  ti-aining  is  often  tedious  and  wearisome. 
These  remarks  are  particularly  applicable  to  our  male  department, 
where  the  changing  of  nurses  is  more  frequent  than  among  the  fe- 
males. The  insane  should  receive  skilled  nursing  at  the  hands  of  their 
attendants  and  companions,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  time  is  coming^ 
when  the  number  of  trained  nurses  will  warrant  hospitals  in  choosing- 
only  those  who  are  thus  thoroughly  prepared  and  equipped  in  all 
that  pertains  to  their  sacred  duty.  In  the  male  department  I  ams 
glad  to  report  the  nurses  have  been  uniformed. 

In  referring  your  Board  to  the  question  of  improvements  and  re- 
pairs I  would  direct  your  attention  to  the  present  condition  of  our 
biiildings.  During  the  summer  months  all  our  outbuildings  were  care- 
fully painted  and  placed  in  thorough  repair  by  our  own  force  of  labor, 
aided  very  largely  by  a  number  of  patients  who  were  desirous  of  as- 
sisting in  the  performance  of  this  work.  Within  the  Hospital  the 
work  of  house  cleaning  and  repairing  was  similarly  conducted,  and 
many  new  pictures  were  added  to  the  wards.  At  the  close  of  the 
year,  therefore,  I  think  you  will  find  all  our  departments  in  good 
order,  clean,  and  the  wards  presenting  a  neat,  tidy  and  homelike  ap- 
appearance.  For  an  enumeration  however  of  the  other  improvements 
as  well  as  repairs  undertaken  during  the  year,  together  with  their 
necessity  and  individual  cost,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  be  learned  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Hospital  for  the  year,  and  by  reference  to  the  expendi* 
ture  list  will  be  ascertained  the  various  sums  of  money  expended  for 
all  purposes,  and  the  total  cost  of  maintenance. 
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As  the  Hospital  farm  is  unable  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon 
it  for  the  supply  of  fresh  table  vegetables  and  fruit,  by  our  constantly 
increasing  population,  the  Executive  Committee  again  decided  to 
rent  about  sixty  acres  of  land  located  upon  the  island,  and  opposite 
the  institution.  By  this  means  we  were  furnished  an  abundance  of 
all  kinds  of  vegetables  and  of  an  excellent  quality. 

The  dairy,  consisting  of  forty  cows,  yielded  a  plentiful  milk  supply 
for  the  sick,  and  general  use  in  the  house.  Within  recent  years 
anuch  care  has  been  taken  in  the  purchase  and  selection  of  stock, 
until  now  we  have  a  creditable  herd  of  Jersey  and  Holstein  cattle, 
and  as  a  consequence  our  milk  is  ricli  in  quality  and  more  abundant. 

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitu<le  I  recognize  and  acknowledge 
the  interest  taken  in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  by  its  many  friends, 
who  during  the  year  contributed  so  materially  to  the  comfort  and 
3iap})iness  of  its  patients,  and  to  feel  the  interest  thus  manifested  is 
not  confined  to  those  whose  families  are  represented  here,  but  is 
widespread  and  indicative  of  the  fact  the  subject  of  insanity  and  the 
treatment  of  the  insane  are  now'  better  understood,  and  the  im- 
portance of  their  claims  for  larger  recognition  as  a  charity,  however 
slow  it  may  be,  is  receiving  everywhere  greater  attention  than  ever 
before.

In  the  main  entrance  hall  was  placed,  as  the  gift  of  his  family,  a 
portrait  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Harper,  so  long  the  honored  President 
of  your  Board.  In  the  death  of  Mr.  Harper  it  may  most  truthfully 
be  said  the  Hospital  lias  lost  a  good  and  kind  friend,  and  the  insane 
one  whose  heart  and  hand  were  ever  ready  to  afford  relief  and  to 
comfort  those  thus  sadly  afflicted. 

In  the  early  \n\.rt  of  May  Di-.  James  V.  Angliu,  tiie  third  medical 
assistant,  resigned  his  position  in  order  to  accept  an  appointment  upon 
the  staff  of  the  Hospital  for  the  insane  at  Montreal.  To  the  vacancy 
thus  occasioned  Wm.  K.  Walker,  M.  D.,  of  Philadelphia,  was  chosen 
as  his  successor.  Dr.  Walker  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  by  ])reliminary  educaticm  and  professional  and 
social  attainments  is  well  prepared  to  assume  the  duties  he  now  per- 
forms with  such  marked  al)ility.

Brown  Ewing.  These  gentlemen  have  been  indefatigable  in  their 
energy,  zeal  and  uniform  kindness  to  alleviate  the  distresses  of  those 
under  their  care,  as  well  as  assisting  me  in  the  performance  of  my 
duties,  whicli  at  times  are  most  exacting  and  arduous. 

To  the  heads  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Hospital,  for  their 
efficient  and  watchful  care  of  the  trusts  reposed  in  their  keeping,  I 
extend  my  heartfelt  thanks. 

And  to  the  attendants  who  so  cheerfully  and  conscientiously  watched 
over  the  interests  of  our  patients,  not  only  caring  for  them  in  their 
daily  pursuits  and  )}leasures,  but  in  tenderly  nui'sing  them  through 
disease  and  in  aiding  them  to  restoration  of  mind  and  bodily  health;

Admission  of  Patients  to  Insane  Department. 

1.  Preparatory  to  tlie  a<liiiission  of  a  patient,  unless  wlien  committed  by 
order  of  a  court,  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  with  the  certificates  of 
two  physicians,  who  have  been  in  practice  for  five  years  or  more,  that  they 
have  separately  seen  and  examined  the  individual  witiiin  two  weeks  of  the  date 
of  admission,  and  believe  him  or  her  to  be  insane,  and  these  certificates  sliall  l)e 
sworn  to  before  some  alderman  or  judicial  officer,  with  the  order  of  a  near  rela- 
tive or  friend  that  tiie  patient  may  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  with  a  state- 
ment as  required  by  law,  and  a  bond  with  satisfactory  security,  for  the  payment 
of  board  and  other  expent-es  while  in  ',he  institution.  All  private  patients  thus 
received  sluill  make  a  payment  of  thirteen  weeks'  board  in  advance,  when 
brought  to  the  Hospital,  no  part  of  which  shall  be  refunded;  and  if  taken  away 
uncured,  and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  physician,  in  any  succeeding 
quarter,  no  part  of  the  payment  shall  be  refunded. 

2.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  order  of  the  Court,  the 
order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof,  or,  if  sent  by  the  Directors  of  Poor,  an 
order  sent  by  the  Directors  or  their  Agent  accompanied  by  the  Certificates  of 
Insanity,  as  requii  ed  by  law,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital. 

3.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean,  and  be  free 
from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts,  a  new 
and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  three  pairs  socks,  two  pairs  drawers, 
two  undershirts,  a  hat  or  cap,  cravat,  collars,  handkerchiefs,  shoes  and  one  pair 
of  slippers. 

5.  Each  female  patient  shall  have  three  calico  dresses,  four  chemise,  three 
pairs  drawers,  three  pairs  hose,  three  night-gowns,  two  flannel  skirls,  one  Bal- 
moral skirt,  two  muslin  skirts,  six  handkerchiefs,  four  collars,  two  pairs  shoes, 
one  shawl  or  cloak,  and  one  hat  or  hood. 

ti.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  imjjroved,  or  when  they 
attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be  pre- 
served. 
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In  all  cases  the  patient's  best  clotliing  should  be  sent;  it  will  be  carefully 
preserved  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose  above  men- 
tioned. Jewelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c.,  sliould  be 
left  at  home,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost,  and  for  which  the  officers  of  the  Hos- 
pital are  not  responsible. 

All  clothing,  if  not  taken  away  at  the  time  of  the  patient's  removal,  or  wiliiin 
three  months  afterward,  will  be  disijosed  of  as  tlie  officers  of  the  Hospital  may 
think  best,  and  no  corapensaiion  whatever  will  be  made  therefor. 

7.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  accompany  him  or  her 
to  tiie  Hospital,  and  from  whom  minute,  but  ofien  essential  pariiculars  may  be 
learned. 

8.  The  pi  ice  of  board,  including  washing,  mending,  and  attendance  for  all 
who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  four  dollars  per  week.  For  private 
patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves,  or  their  friends,  the  price  varies 
from  five  to  ten  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble  and  expense  incurred,  and 
accordinj;  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher  prices  are  paid  by  special  agreement 
with  the  physician,  for  extra  attention  and  accommodation. 

Payments  are  to  be  made  quarterly,  in  advance. 

9.  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  the  payment 
of  the  board  and  expenses,  and  for  tlie  removal  of  the  patient  wiien  dis- 
charged, of  all  persons,  excepting  those  sent  at  the  expense  of  the  counties 
or  townships. 

'i  hose  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  a  bond,  and,  if  strangers, 
furnish  evidence  of  their  responsibility. 

10.  All  bills  remaining  unpaid  one  month  after  date  of  presentation,  are 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Hospital  for  collection. 

11.  As  the  diet  of  the  patients  is  under  the  absolute  control  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, no  nuts,  candies,  cakes  or  other  edibles  shall  be  given  to  the  patients, 
by  their  friends  or  visitois,  without  his  express  permi-ssion. 

12.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  inspect  the  Inslituti'm  on  any  day  (except  Sun- 
day,) between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  12  m.,  and  beivreen  2  and  4  P.  M  ;  but 
no  visitor  shall  be  admitted  to  the  wards  occupied  by  [latients,  without  express 
permission  from  the  Superintendent;  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  no 
amount  of  visiting  is  permitted  tliat  shall  prove  injurious  to  the  patient.  No 
visitors  shall  be  admitted  on  the  holidays. 

V^isitors  will  p'ease  not  intrude  on  the  grounds  used  by  the  patients,  or  give 
to  or  receive  anything  from  patients. 

VS.  The  Hospital  is  located  eight  miles  west  of  Pittsburgli,  on  the  Pittsburgh, 
Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway,  at  Dixmont,  and  can  easily  be  reached  by 
cars,  there  being  ten  trains  (east  and  west,)  each  day  ;  (except  Sunday)  stop- 
ping at  the  Hospital  Station. 

14.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  and  all  ci  mmunications  in 
regard  to  the  condition,  health,  bills,  &c.,  of  those  who  are  in  the  Hospital^ 
shall  be  made  to  the  Superintendent. 

15.  As  Dixmont  Station  has  now  an  Adams  Express  Office,  all  goods  may  be 
sent  to  the  Hospital  direct  by  express  or  freight,  as  may  be  preferred. 

The  friends  of  patients  can  communicate  with  the  Institution  by  telegraph 
and  telephone.

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee, 

Of  the  Medical  and  fr^UKGicAL  Department  of  the  Western 
Pennsylvania  Hospital.

Western  I 'ennsylvania  Hospital. 
The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Depart- 
ment of  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital  would  respectfully  report, 
that  while  the  past  year  has  been  rich  in  good  results  to  the  sick 
and  wounded  for  wliose  relief  the  Hospital  was  founded,  it  has  also 
been  a  year  of  sore  perplexity  and  great  anxiety  to  your  coinniiltee. 

Suddenly  deprived  of  its  active  chairman,  Wm.  McCreery,  J]s(].,  it 
was  compelled  to  take  up  and  prosecute,  as  far  as  it  was  possible,  the 
work  which  he  had  sketched  out. 

Failing  to  receive  from  State  appropriations  (by  the  rule  of  the 
Governor)  the  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  indebtedness  incurred 
during  the  last  two  years  for  the  maintenance  of  charity  patients, 
your  committee  was  forced  to  ask  the  indulgence  of  those  who  had 
furnished  necessary  supplies.  Appreciating  the  situation,  our  ci'edi- 
tors  have  most  generously  extended  us  time  on  accounts,  long  since 
overdue,  and  to  these  creditors  our  thanks  are  due  for  their  indul- 
gence. 

The  building  of  an  additional  story,  or  mansard  roof,  while  in- 
creasing our  indebtedness  about  $15,000 — has  given  seventeen  rooms 
for  private  pay  patients.  These  rooms — furnished  by  the  generous 
gifts  of  citizens,  churches  and  societies  (a  statement  of  which  is  set 
forth  in  Superintendent's  Report)  have  been  almost  constantly  occu- 
pied, at  remunerative  rates,  by  patients  drawn  to  the  Hospital  by  the 
acknowledged  skill  of  our  medical  and  surgical  statF.  'i'hat  these 
rooms  have,  therefore,  paid  a  good  percentage  on  the  investment — is 
evident  from  the  largely  increased  receipts  from  pay  patients. 
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While  conscious  that  the  expense  of  maintaining  patients  ex- 
ceeded the  income  from  all  sources,  your  committee  believes  that  no 
worthy  case  has  been  refused  admittance.  While  the  increased 
accommodations  have  involved  some  extraordinary  and  unavoidable 
expenditures,  the  strict  economy  which  has  been  maintained  in  every 
department,  has  prevented  any  great  increase  of  the  debt  during  the 
past  year. 

During  the  year,  a  new  code  has  been  adopted  by  your  committee, 
by  which  the  labor  of  management  has  been  divided  and  placed  on 
sub  committees,  the  members  of  which  have  agreed  to  accept  and 
perform  the  duties  severally  devolving  upon  them. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  year,  your  committee  determined  to  make 
an  appeal  to  the  benevolent  citizens  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  for 
contributions  sufficient  to  liquidate  the  indebtedness  of  the  Hospital. 
The  responses  to  this  appeal  have  already  been  so  generous,  that  the 
committee  feels  greatly  encouraged. 

The  amounts  contributed  during  the  year,  have  been  large.  The 
large  brick  l)uilding,  erected  on  the  grounds  and  furnished  by  Mr.  Henry 
Phipps,  Jr.,  as  a  Dormitory  for  the  female  nurses  of  the  Hos])ita],\vill 
promote  the  comfort  of  those  for  whom  it  is  intended,  and  thus  greatly 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital. 

The  gifts  of  other  kind  friends  are  mentioned  in  detail  in  Report 
of  the  Superintendent.  Your  committee  fully  appreciates  the  value 
of  all  these  generous  contributions,  as  well  as  the  amount  coming 
through  the  Hospital  Saturday  and  Sunday  Association.  The  ladies 
of  the  Fruit  and  Flower  Charity  can  want  no  better  evidence  of 
appreciation  of  their  benefactions,  than  the  pleased  countenances 
which  always  greet  them  when  personally  ministering  to  the  sufferers. 

Witii  the  well  based  assurances  that  the  benefactions  of  citizens  of 
Western  Pennsylvania  will  carry  the  Hospital  safely  through  the 
period  of  its  deepest  disti-ess  and  need,  your  committee  enters  on  the 
labors  of  another  year  with  renewed  energy  and  confident  hope.

The  work  during  the  past  year  shows  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
ceeding  year  of  209  patients,  wliile  the  receipts  from  pay  patients 
show  an  increase  of  $6,647.08  over  tlie  preceeding  year. 

During  tlie  past  year,  the  mansard  roof  wiiich  has  been  in  the 
cotirse  of  construction  was  finished  and  opened,  thereby  giving  us  an 
increase  of  about  one-tliird  our  former  capacity,  also  seventeen  large 
line  rooms  which  were  furnished  by  friends  Of  the  Hospital,  witli  the 
f)ll()\ving  inscriptions  placed  on  the  doors:

The  total  cost  was  $1,012,402..^3,  of  this  amount  $G86,.3G3.3(3  was 
paid  by  the  Hospital,  and  $325,839.17  by  the  State. 

On  April  1st,  1891,  Mrs.  Ella  Johnson  was  appointed  matron  and 
on  July  1st,  Mr.  James  Woodward  was  appointed  clerk  for  this 
department  both  are  giving  satisfaction. 

The  members  of  the  staff  and  resident  Physicians  deserve  our  thanks 
for  the  efficient  service  they  have  rendered  at  all  times. 

While  I  have  not  space  to  mention  in  detail  tlie  many  useful 
donations  from  kind  friends,  I  desire  to  assure  them  they  were 
appreciated  by  those  for  whom  they  were  intended. 

To  the  ladies  of  Frnit  and  Flower  Society  who  have  visite.l  the 
Hospital  each  week  with  donations  of  fruit  and  flowers  we  return  our 
sincere  thanks,  as  well  as  to  the  clergymen  ot  the  tw(.)  cities  who  have 
visited  the  Hospital  and  conducted  Divine  Service  each  Sunday.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 

Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

'Gentlemen  : 

It  beconics  our  pleasant  duty  and  privilege  to  lay 
before  you  a  rejiort  of  our  doings  and  tiie  work  entrusted  us  by  you, 
for  the  year  ending  Octi)l)er  1st.,  1891. 

During  that  period,  2  818  patients  received  treatment  at  the  West- 
ern Pennsylvania  Hospital  against  2,109  the  year  before.  Of  this 
number  we  quote  as  recovered,  1,526,  improved,  304,  unimproved,  44, 
dead,  268,  remaining,  176. 

The  death-rate  of  a  total  of  2,318  patients  treated  was  llfjj  per 
cent.  This  percentage  compares  favorably  with  that  of  the  best,  and 
and  in  regard  to  the  nuiterial  admitted,  more  favored  Hosjiitals  of 
the  country. 

It  is  an  indisputable  fact  and  one  appreciated  by  the  public  and 
tlie  2:)rofession,  that  tlie  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital  is  generous 
to  a  fault  in  admitting  tlie  most  hopeless  cases. 

Our  over  crowded,  ovtr-worked  city  with  its  numerous  railroads, 
street  car  lines,  workshops  and  natural  gas,  furnishes  much  material 
of  a  most  unpromising  character,  and  tiie  Western  Pennsylvania 
Hospital  is  favored  with  a  majority  of  such  cases. 

The  jiast  year  has  been  an  eventful  one  in  the  history  of  the  Hos- 
])itdl.  It  has  been  enlarged  and  iniju-oved  in  every  department;  it  is 
l)etter  drained,  better  ventilated,  its  accesses  and  outlets  are  better 
arranged  tlian  ever  before ;  and  the  benefit  following  those  improve- 
Duents  made  by  your  untiring  efforts,  is  felt  alike  by  the  patients 
physicians,  and  the  personnel  of  the  Hospital. 

The  staff  is  especially  grateful  because  it  is  now  enabled  to  practice 
modern  medicine,  the  greatest  benefactor  of  suffering  mankind,  in  a 
model  institution. 
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While  we  have  much  for  which  to  be  thankful  in  the  past  )'ear,  we 
have  in  that  time,  when  the  hand  of  death  has  been  so  unrelenting, 
to  lament  the  decease  of  one  of  the  managers  of  the  Hospital,  of  the 
generous,  true,  and  faithful  William  McCreery.

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Rules  for  the  Admission  of  Patients 

TO  THE 

MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  DEPARTMENTS. 


Applicatious  for  admission  of  patients  may  be  made  daily  at  tlie 
Hosi^ital,  to  any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  or  of  the  Medi- 
cal Staff. 

Tlie  patient,  if  able,  should  in  all  cases  apply  in  person  ;  if  unable  to 
attend,  the  application  may  be  made  by  a  tViend,  and  if  necessary,  tlie 
patient  will  be  visited  by  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon,  who  shall 
ascertain  whether  the  applicant  be  a  tit  subject  for  admission. 

Admission  for  free  patients  can  only  be  obtained  when  beds  are  va- 
cant, and  by  a  certificate  of  the  visiting  Physician  or  Surgeon,  counter- 
signed by  a  mendjer  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  addressed  to  the 
Superintendent.  Applicants  shall  engage  to  comply  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  governing  free  patients.  No  persons  shall  l>e  admitted  to 
free  beds  except  cases  of  acute  disease,  or  recent  accidents,  but  nocasesof 
infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  syphilis,  can  be  received,  nor  patients 
who  have  been  inmates  of  other  hospitals  within  three  mouths  before 
their  application,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  House  and  Supply  Com- 
mittee ;  nor  can  any  patient  be  retained  long.r  than  two  months  with- 
out a  si^ecial  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee.  No  infections  or  con- 
tagious diseases  can  be  admitted  under  the  provisions  of  tlie  Charter. 

All  persons  suffering  from  recent  accident  or  injury,  shall  be  received 
into  the  Hospital  without  the  usual  forms  of  application. 

Applicatious  lor  the  admission  of  pay  patier.ts  shall  be  made  to  the 
Superintendent,  who,  in  conjunction  with  the  House  and  Sui)ply  Com- 
mittee, shall  take  such  securities  as  may  be  required. 

The  price  of  board  and  medical  attendance  shall  be  such  as  the  House 
and  Supply  Committee  may  determine. 

The  following  cases  are  considered  ineligible  to  the  Institution  : 

Those  who,  upon  due  examination,  are  considered  incapable  of  relief. 

Those  who  have  complaints  for  the  care  of  which  otiier  establishments 
have  been  provided. 

Those  who,  wanting  food  and  not  medicine,  are  more  properly  objects 
of  relief  from  Directors  of  Poor  and  public  cliarity. 
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Piitieiits  becoming  fonvalescent  are  to  be  discharged  by  the  attending 
Physician  or  Surgeon  as  soon  as  possible,  tliat  their  places  may  be  filled 
by  some  other  attlicted  persons. 

Patients  giving  a  wrong  representation  of  themselves,  their  circum- 
stances, tlieir  disorders,  or  otherwise,  to  gain  admission,  and  who,  after 
being  admitted,  are  found  to  have  any  disorder  not  considered  proper, 
are  to  be  discharged. 

No  charity  patient  is  to  be  continued  longer  than  two  months,  except 
upon  the  reconuiiendation  of  the  Medical  Otticers  that  a  more  length- 
ened period  will  essentially  conduce  to  the  patient's  health  ;  exceptions 
to  this  rule  are  those  cases  of  lingering  disease,  where  death  is  inevitable. 

Union  soldiers  of  the  volunteer  armies  of  Western  Pennsylvania  will 
be  admitted  to  the  IMedical  and  Surgical  Department  of  theAVest  Penna. 
Hospital  upon  the  recommendation  of  any  Post  Commander  of  the 
(}rand  Army  of  the  Republic,  or  Colonel  Commander  of  the  Union 
A'^eteran  Legion  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  provided  that  such  applicant 
shall  come  within  tlie  I'egulations  of  the  Hospital  and  shall  be  found  to 
recjuire  medical  or  surgical  tre.itment  or  care,  upon  examination  by  any 
of  our  INIedical  or  Surgical  Staff.  '  ,

Annual  Report 


OF  THE 

■  MANAGERS 

OF  THE 

W^^berr)  Per)i)svlYar)ia  Hospital. 


To  ihe  Honorable  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities  : 

Gentlemen  : — Ou  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  I  have  the  honor  to  lay- 
before  you  a  statement  of  its  affairs  for  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1892. 

Adopting  the  precedent  established,  I  first  refer  to  the  department 
for  the  Insane,  at  Dixmont,  on  the  line  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Fort 
Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad,  eight  miles  below  the  city  of 
Pittsburgh.  The  farm  at  Dixmont  comprises  about  375  acres, 
(purchased  by  individual  subscriptions)  and  is  well  adapted  for  the 
purpose  to  which  it  is  devoted.  The  land  is  for  the  most  part 
precipitous  hillsides,  almost  mountainous  in  character.  A  considerable 
portion  is  heavily  wi;oded  with  forest  trees.  The  portion  that  is 
capable  of  cultivation  is  managed  so  as  to  yield  al)undaut  crops  of 
berries,  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  in  the  proper  places  ornamental 
trees,  shubbery  and  flowers  adorn  the  premises,  and  render  them  very- 
attractive.  The  character  of  the  ground  and  its  inaccessibility, 
protects  the  patients  from  inquisitive  and  annoying  visitations,  and 
affords  them  the  desired  and  necessary  seclusion.  Extensive  walks 
and  roads  wind  throughout  the  farm,  from  which  magnificent 
views,  up  and  down  the  beautiful  valley  of  the  Ohio  river,  may  be 
enjoyed  by  our  people  in  their  rambles  for  exercise  and  recreation. 

The  buildings,  with  the  exception  (.)f  the  house  for  the  Ijoilers, 
pumping  engines,  and  gas  apparatus  on  the  bank  of  the  river,  are 
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located  upon  a  plateau  having  a  southern  exposure  and  an  elevation 
of  some  200  feet  above  the  river,  where  the  air  is  dry  and  wholesome. 

"Air  is  a  dish  one  feeds  on  every  minute  and  therefore  it  need 
be  good." 

The  hospital  proper  is  750  feet  long  ;  is  a  main  building  in  which 
are  the  reception  rooms,  offices,  storerooms,  kitchens,  Superintendent's 
and  Assistant  Physician's  quarters,  and  the  chapel ;  on  either  side 
extend  wings,  respectively  occupied  by  male  and  female  patients. 
The  building  has  capacity  to  comfortably  accommodate  400  patients. 
To  the  eastward  is  a  modern  hospital  building  known  as  the  "Annex," 
which  will  accommodate  125  male  patients.  Three  other  smaller 
buildings  shelter  75  patients.  The  total  capacity  of  the  institution 
being  therefore,  sufficient  for  not  more  than  600  patients.  The 
laundry  building,  and  engine  rooms,  are  to  the  westward  of  the  main 
building,  and  beyond  them  the  barns,  and  houses  for  the  farmer,  and 
other  employes.  Thus,  all  the  available  building  ground  is  occupied? 
and  for  this  imperative  reason  the  Executive  Committee,  which 
represents  the  Board  of  Management,  has  never  seriously  considered 
the  question  of  extending  the  accommodations  of  the  hospital  by  the 
erection  of  more  buildings,  in  order  to  relieve  it  of  its  overcrowded 
condition.  Our  statistics  show  that  on  the  oOth  of  September,  1892, 
there  were  740  patients  under  charge.  It  is  a  matter  of  congrat- 
ulation, however,  that  this  relief  may  be  brought  about,  soon,  when 
the  as^^ums  contemplated  by  the  State  for  the  chronic  insane  are 
built ;  and  the  department  for  the  insane  that  Pittsburgh  will  pro- 
vide at  its  magnificent  municipal  buildings  on  the  new  city-farm  is 
ready  for  its  unfortunates. 

The  opportunity  for  the  eflTective  care  and  treatment  and  cure 
of  the  insane  that  our  Board  so  earnestly  desires,  is  now  to  a  great 
extent  precluded  from  force  of  circumstances,  namely,  the  hospital's 
over-crowded  condition,  and  for  this  unavoidable  and  compulsory 
reason,  the  purposes  contemplated  by  the  good  men  who  founded  the 
institution  some  forty  years  ago  are  not  fully  realized. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  October  1st,  1891,  there  were  756 
patients  in  the  Hospital;  during  the  year  233  were  admitted,  the  total 
number  under  treatment  was  989 ;  of  these  75  were  discharged 
restored,  48  were  improved,  9  unimproved,  and  117  died.  There 
were  remaining  in  the  Hospital  September  30,  1892,  740  patients. 
The  average  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  749 
the  highest  number  was  759  and  the  lowest  number  733. 
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The  general  health  of  the  patients  was  good,  though  the  high  death 
rate  above  reported — which  is  fully  accounted  for,  and  explained  by 
the  Superintendent  in  his  report — would  seem  to  contradict  this- 
statement. 

Typhoid  fever,  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  continued  to  exist  last 
winter  and  early  spring,  but  was  of  a  very  mild  type,  though  none 
the  less  a  matter  of  serious  anxiety  to  the  Board  and  Physicians,  who 
were  unable  to  discover  the  source  or  cause  of  its  existence.  But  two 
deaths  occurred  from  the  disease  named,  and  for  some  months  past  it 
has  disappeared. 

On  the  night  of  January  21st,  1892,  John  R.  McAfee,  an  aged, 
>  feeble  patient,  was  strangled  to  death  by  a  fellow  patient  named  O. 
A.  Williams,  who  was  committed  by  order  of  the  Court  of  "Washing- 
ton County.  No  history  of  his  case  accompanied  his  commitment,, 
but  the  hospital  authoiities  were  assured  that  he  was  a  quiet^ 
harmless  man,  and  there  were  no  reasons  for  suspecting  his 
homicidal  tendencies.  He  was  assigned  to  a  bed  in  a  dormitory,  in 
which  several  other  patients  slept,  which  was  necessary,  from  the  fact 
^  that  all  single  rooms  were  occupied  by  one,  and  in  some  instances  by 
two  patients.  During  the  night  Williams  got  up,  and  deliberately 
choked  McAfee  to  death  ;  then  attacked  another  patient,  and 
doubtless  would  have  accomplished  his  purpose,  had  not  the  night 
watchman  discovered  him  in  the  attempt  and  prevented  it.  The 
Superintendent  promptly  notified  the  Coroner,  who  visited  the 
Hospital  and  after  making  a  careful  iuc|uiry  into  the  case  exonerated 
the  officers  and  attendants  from  blame  or  censure. 

Another  case  that  attracted  considerable  newspaper  notoriety,  was 
that  of  John  McClarren,  a  patient  brought  to  the  hospital  from 
Cambria  County,  by  order  of  the  Court,  in  May,  1892.  He  wa& 
suffering  from  Acute  Mania,  and  died  four  days  after  his  arrival. 
When  received,  bruises  were  discovered  upon  his  head  and  body,  and 
a  consequent  post  mortem  held  in  the  presence  of  a  visiting  physician^ 
and  several  members  of  the  Board,  developed  the  fact  that  his  skull 
had  been  fractured  in  three  places.  The  Coroner  was  notified  in  this- 
instance  also,  and  held  an  inquest,  which  cleared  the  hospital  of  all 
responsibility  for  the  patient's  injuries  and  death.. 
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The  Keceipts  during  the  year,  were: —

The  Expenditures,  for  maintenance  of  hospital,  pay- 
ment of  salaries  and  wages,  etc.,  were,     -       -       -  153,619.75 

No  permanent  improvements  of  importance  were  made,  aside  from 
a  new  roadway  at  an  easier  and  safer  grade  up  the  hill  to  the 
buildings,  and  the  renewal  of  fencing  about  the  pro^jcrty.  The  usual 
and  necessary  repairs  of  course  were  carried  on. 

I  regret  to  report  that  the  much  )ieeded  new  barn,  has  not  yet  been 
built,  but  a  very  competent  committee  has  this  matter  in  hand,  and 
by  its  direction  nuich  material  for  foundations  and  walls  has  been 
taken  out  of  the  quarries  on  the  hospital  property.  The  next  annual 
report  will  certainly  inform  you  of  the  completion  of  this  very 
important  improvement. 

Anticipating  a  possilile  visitation  of  Cholera  last  August  and 
September,  when  the  country  was  threatened  with  the  pestilence, 
the  Executiva  Committee  ])romptly  considered  the  danger,  and  ample 
provisions  were  made  for  the  care  of  any  cases  that  might  occur  at 
the  hospital. 

Dr.  W.  K.  Walker,  the  junior  Assistant  Physician  resigned  in  June, 
to  accept  a  position  in  the  University  Hospital,  in  Philadelphia. 
Dr.  J.  Moorhead  Murdock,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Resident  Staff 
of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Department  of  the  Hosj^ital  was  chosen 
to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  performs  his  duties  very  satisfactorily.  ^ 

You  are  doubtless  aware  that  the  immediate  management  of  the 
Hospital  is  committed  l)y  the  Board  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  and 
the  expedition  of  biusiness,  to  an  Executive  Committee,  which 
faithfully  performs  its  duties  from  year  to  year.  The  hospital 
lias  been  visited  weekly  with  very  rare  excej^tions,  and  often 
more  frequently,  and  no  business  of  any  importance  has  been 
transacted  except  at  meetings  at  the  hos])ital,  at  Avhich  quorums 
were  present.  When  it  is  understood  that  the  gentlemen  of  the 
Executive  Committee  are  engaged  in  active  business  pursuits,  that  a 
visit  to  the  hospital  occupies  the  greater  j^ortion  of  the  business  hours 
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of  a  day,  and  necessitates  a  railroad  journey  of  nearly  twenty  miles, 
their  services  may  be  more  fully  appreciated  and  valued. 

The  Superintendent  together  with  his  assistants  and  other  employes 
have  industriously  attended  to  their  duties,  as  the  condition  of  the 
patients,  the  hospital,  and  premises  fully  prove. 


THE  MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  DEPARTMENT  IN  THE 
12TH  WARD,  CITY  OF  PITTSBURGH. 

The  previous  Report  indicated  that  2,318  patients  were  under 
treatment.  During  the  year  just  ended  2,275  patients  were  treated. 
The  number  in  the  hospital  October  1,  1892,  was  171.  The 
average  daily  number  was  205.  The  total  number  of  patients  shown 
by  the  books  from  the  opening  of  the  hospital  to  the  date  of  tliis 
report  is  25,199. 

The  total  number  of  days  of  hospital  occupancy  during  the  year 
was  74,522,  or,  by  free  patients  43,409  days,  by  patients  who  paid  in 
full  or  in  part  21,342  days,  and  by  soldiers  9,711  days.  The 
estimated  cost  of  each  patient,  per  diem,  was  $1.13.  The  cost  of  food 
23er  diem  was  $0.33.

The  Expenditures  by  wariauts  upon  the  Treasurer 

paid  during  the  year  were,     -----  102,252.10 

Our  statement  shows  that  a  fewer  numberof  [nxtients  were  received, 
than  during  the  former  year.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
the  utmost  care  and  discretion  were  exercised  in  admitting  patients 
into  the  hospital,  while  at  the  same  time  I  may  safely  say,  that  no 
acute  ease  of  sickness  or  injury  rvas  turned  from  its  doors.  LTndoubtedly 
this  couise  of  management  is  the  proper  one,  yet  it  would  have  been 
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gratifying  to  our  Board  could  greater  latitude  have  been  allowed  this 
department  of  the  hospital  in  doing  its  good  work,  and  that  it  had 
been  jiermitted  to  serve  every  possible  worthy  applicant  for  aid  that 
applied.  That  liberality  which  we  all,  prompted  by  our  feelings, 
would  have  gladly  exercised  in  this  respect,  was  hindered  by  a 
■consciousness  of  its  embarrassed  financial  condition,  and  forced 
upon  the  management  the  most  rigid  economy  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  its  affairs.  It  has  therefore  been  necessarily  deprived 
of  many  needed  refurnishments,  conveniences,  and  improvements, 
that  would  greatly  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients,  a  better 
conduct  of  its  household,  and  render  the  buildings  and  grounds  more 
ornamental  and  attractive. 

During  the  past  year  the  indebtedness  was  reduced  about  $15,000, 
for  the  most  part,  by  contriljutions  received  from  friends,  and  at 
present  it  is  about  $88,000,  upon  $58,000,  of  which  (being  borrowed 
money,)  interest  is  paid. 

The  Legislature  will  be  asked  at  its  next  session,  with  your  approval, 
for  appropriations  to  the  extent  of  $177,000,  namely :  for  the 
payment  of  officers'  salaries,  and  wages  of  employes,  and  maintenance 
of  patients,  for  the  two  fiscal  years  commencing  June  1st,  1893, 
«90,000;  for  the  sum  of  $50,000  to  pay  oiff"  the  loan  due  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  which  was  obtained  by  the  Board, 
to  liquidate  the  pressing  demands  of  creditors  for  purchases  of 
necessary  supplies  for  the  maintenance  of  its  sick  and  helpless  patients, 
{chiefly  Pennsylvania  soldiers)  during,  and  previous  to  the  years 
1883  and  1884.  This  loan  was  negotiated  by  pledging  hospital 
property  to  the  Railroad  Company.  This  application  will  again  be 
juade,  with  the  expectation  that  it  will  be  realized,  as  you  are  aware, 
it  was  on  two  occasions  already  approved  by  your  honorable  body, 
and  passed  by  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  but  failed  to  become 
a  law  through  the  exercise  of  the  veto  power  on  the  part  of 
ex-Governor  Beaver  ;  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  existing  in- 
debtedness which  was  incurred  in  maintaining  the  Hospital,  paying 
interest,  &c.,  &c.,  during  1889,  1890,  1891-92,  the  sum  of  $17,000  ; 
and  for  the  further  sum  of  $20,000,  for  a  new  set  of  steam  boilers, 
and  a  new  house  for  the  boilers,  a  new  laundry,  and  a  convenient  and 
centrally  located  kitchen. 

On  September  1st,  a  training  school  for  the  education  of  persons 
desiring  to  become  nurses  was  established  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board.  The  school  is  governed  by  a  sub- 
committee of  the  Executive  Committee,  members  of  the  Medical  and 
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Surgical  Staff  and  the  Superintendents  of  the  hospital  and  the  school. 
Miss  Mary  McMillan,  a  graduate  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital  School 
for  Trained  Nurses,  in  New  York,  was  made  Superintendent,  and 
installed  in  charge.  The  general  need  of  a  better  system  of  training, 
and  educating  nurses,  has  for  a  long  time  been  recognized,  and  con- 
sidered by  our  Managers  and  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  At  length 
the  initiative  has  been  taken,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  why 
great  and  beneficial  results  to  the  hospital,  and  to  the  community  as 
well,  may  not  follow ;  for  The  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital 
possesses  peculiar  advantages  from  its  large  and  efficient  staffs  of 
Doctors,  each  eminent  in  the  science  and  practice  of  medicine  and 
surgery,  and  in  the  treatment  of  mental  and  nervous  diseases,  who 
are  enlisted  in  the  promotion  of  the  training  school,  and  will  co-operate 
in  the  education  of  its  pupils.  All  recognize  the  fact  that  competent 
nurses  are  in  many  instances  as  important  to  success  in  cases  of  sick- 
ness, and  injury,  as  competent  doctors,  and  the  want  of  such 
competent  nurses  is  by  no  means  confined  to  the  hospitals  only,  but 
is  often  experienced  in  the  homes  of  the  rich,  as  well  as  in  the  homes 
of  the  poor.  I  trust  the  time  may  come,  and  this  is  my  excuse  for 
dwelling  upon  the  subject  of  the  school,  when  some  generous  and 
kindly  disposed  philanthropist  may  choose  to  provide  our  hospital  with 
a  large  and  suitable  building,  on  our  amjyle  grounds,  equipped  and 
fitted  out  with  all  the  necessary  medical  and  surgical  appliances,  and 
instruments,  with  a  library,  laljoratory,  lecture  rooms,  diet- 
kitchens,  dormitories  etc.  etc.,  wherein  a  school  may  be  conducted  in 
the  most  liberal  manner  fur  the  practical  education  of  men  and 
women  nurses. 

The  patients  have  had  every  attention  that  skillful  medical  and 
surgical  science  could  devise  for  their  comfort  and  relief.  Their  food 
■was  invariably  of  the  best  quality  the  markets  afforded,  and  was  care- 
fully prepared  and  served.  The  property  has  been  diligently  looked 
after,  and  the  evidence  of  good  housekeeping  was  manifest  throughout 
the  building.  

THE  ENDOWMENT  FUNDS. 

The  Endowment  Fund  belonging  to  the  Dej)artment 
for  the  Insane  at  Dixmont,  was  not  increased  and 
remains,  S  23,0U0.00 

The  Fund  belonging  to  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Department,  was  increased  $5,000  by  the  bequest  of 
the  late  Richard  C.  Gray,  and  is  now,    -       -       -  305,816.67 
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THE  TRUST  FUNDS. 

The  ''Breioer  Fuel  Fund,"  and  the  "Crawford  Fuel  Fund,"  have 
yielded  sufficient  income  to  provide  fuel  for  all  the  , worthy  poor  of  the 
community,  and  the  Committees  in  charge  of  the  jaurchase  and 
distriljution  of  coal  have  performed  their  duties  judiciously.

The  Crawford  Fuel  Fund  (increased  $3,000  during 
past  year,)  is,  -  15,000.00 


For  details,  statistics,  financial  statements,  and  much  other  inter- 
esting matters,  I  must  refer  to  the  reports  of  the  Executive 
Committees,  the  Superintendents  and  the  Treasurer.  These  are  now 
in  preparation  and  accomjiany  this  report. 


The  Board  continues  to  entertain  entire  confidence  in  the  Superin- 
tendents, Dr.  H.  A.  Hutchinson,  of  the  Department  for  the  Insane  at 
Dixmout,  and  in  Mr.  W.  A.  Cowen,  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Department,  as  well  as  in  their  assistants,  and  other  employes,  nor 
does  it  overlook  the  obligations  due  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff,  to  whom  it  is  much  indebted  for  the  high  reputation  the 
hospital  has  attained.  Therefore,  to  all  of  them,  I  hereby  tender  the 
acknowledgments  of  the  Board,  for  the  harmony  that  has  prevailed, 
and  the  success  that  has  crowned  the  operations  of  the  Institution 
during  the  past  year. 


%n  TMemovlctm, 


William  Thaw,  Jk.,  was  born  in  Pittsburgh,  December  13th, 
1853,  and  died  in  Cologne,  Germany,  September  3d,  1892.  He  was 
for  years  an  invalid,  yet  his  cheerful  and  happy  disposition,  and 
remarkable  social  qualities,  made  him  a  general  favorite  among  his 
acquaintances.  He  was  engaged  in  active  business  till  the  time  of  his 
death,  being  Chairman  of  the  Hecla  Coke  Co.  He  was  also  Director 
in  several  railroad  companies,  a  Trustee  of  the  Western 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  a  Trustee  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum, 
a  Director  of  the  Bank  of  Pittsburgh  and  an  active  and  interested 
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member  of  Scientific  and  Mechanical  Engineering  societies.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Brewer  Fuel  Fund  Committee,  and  had  charge 
of  the  distribution  of  the  coal  on  the  north-side  of  the  Allegheny 
river. 

James  I.  Bennett,  was  born  in  Venango  County,  Pa.,  and  died, 
on  October  11, 1892,  aged  73  years.  He  had  been  one  of  the  leading 
manufacturers  of  Pittsburgh,  a  public  spirited  citizen,  was  one  of  the- 
promoters  of  the  Pittsburgh  &  Lake  Erie  Railroad,  and  at  one  time 
the  President  of  that  company. 

Charles  Arbuthnot,  a  Life  Manager,  and  one  of  the  most 
liberal  contributors  to  the  hospital,  was  born  in  Ireland,  in  1816, 
came  to  this  country  when  20  years  old.  He  died  October  5th,  1892, 
at  his  home  in  this  city.  He  was  one  of  our  foremost  business  men, 
and  was  connected  with  many  of  our  leading  enterprises  and 
institutions.  He  was  an  active  and  practical  Christian,  and  as  such, 
was  a  frequent  visitor  to  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Department  of  the 
hospital,  where  he  was  accustomed  to  conduct  religious  services  for 
the  benefit  of  the  pitients. 

Joseph  Horne,  another  Life  ^Manager,  was  boru  at  Bedford,  Pa. 
January  11th,  1826,  and  died  at  Dausville,  N.  Y.,  on  October  19th, 
1892,  whither  he  had  gone  from  his  home  in  Allegheny  in  search  of 
rest  and  restoration  to  health  from  prolonged  illness.  He  was  a 
leading  merchant  ol  Pittsburgh,  a  kind  agreeable  gentleman,  and  a 
liberal  contributor  to  charity,  the  hospital  being  a  frequent  recipient 
of  his  bounty.

To  John  A.  Harper,  Esq., 

Pi^esident  of  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

Dear  Sir  : — The  Executive  Coruraittee  of  the  Insane  Department 
at  Dixmont,  have  little  to  report  for  the  past  year,  except  in  commen- 
dation of  the  officials  of  the  Institution  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
their  respective  duties. 

More  than  the  usual  amount  of  labor  has  been  expended  on  the 
improvement  of  the  grounds  and  roads  leading  to  the  Hospital,  and  a 
very  great  improvement  in  the  grade  of  an  important  portion  ;  this, 
though  graded,  is  unfinished.  Other  imjirovements  about  the  barn- 
yard are  in  progress,  and  pre)jarations  being  made  for  the  required 
new  liarn,  which  it  is  expected  will  be  entirely  finished  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  advantages  secured  in  the  generation  of  the  steam  at  the  pump 
house  on  the  river  l)ank,  for  all  the  purposes  required  in  the  buildings, 
have,  after  a  trial  for  a  year,  exceeded  the  anticipations  of  the 
Comi  'ttee. 

A  1  T-e  amount  of  rejiairs  to  buildings  and  furniture  have  been 
made.  For  ordinary  repairs,  $5,723.24,  and  for  extraordinary  repairs 
and  imjn'ovements,  $1,581.05  have  been  expended. 

All  the  buildings  are  in  the  usual  good  repair — a  considerable  an- 
nual expenditure  being  required  for  this  purpose. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  state  that  on  the  27th  inst.,  the  date  of  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  being  subsequent  to 
the  annual  report  of  the  President  and  Superintendent,  there  were  in 
the  Hospital  seven  hundred  and  seventy-one  patients,  being  the  great- 
est number  there  has  ever  been,  all  being  as  comfortably  provided  for 
as  the  crowded  state  of  the  Hospital  will  permit. 

The  Committee  have,  at  their  regular  monthly  meetings,  carefully 
examined  all  bills  and  accounts,  drawn  warrants  on  the  Treasurer  for 
the  same,  thus  liquidating  all  claims  against  the  Hospital  regularly 
each  and  every  month.

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It  is  a  subject  for  congratulation,  however,  the  number  of  cures- 
is  considerably  in  excess  of  last  year,  and  the  number  of  deaths  a 
little  below. 

Of  those  who  died  it  may  be  noted,  forty-three  deaths  occurred 
from  consumption  ;  from  exhaustion  of  the  chronic  forms  of  mania 
melancholia,  and  dementia,  twenty-eight  deaths  ;  eight  male  patients 
died  from  paresis;  eight  from  appoplexy ;  seven  from  Bright's 
disease  ;  seven  from  heart  failure  and  valvular  diseases  of  the  heart; 
and  SIX  from  exhaustion  of  acute  melancholia. 

It  is  of  further  interest  to  know  something  of  the  length  of  time 
these  patients  were  residents  of  the  Hospital.  One  had  resided  con- 
tinuously in  the  institution  for  a  period  of  thirty  years,  five  over 
fifteen  years,  one  thirteen  years,  one  eleven  years,  one  eight  years 
three  over  seven  years,  twelve  over  four  years,  twenty  over  two  years,' 
and  seventeen  one  year. 

Of  those  admitted  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  were  received  upon 
the  certificates  of  insanity  of  two  physicians  as  required  by  the  Act 
of  June  1883,  and  whose  formal  request  for  admission  was  either 
signed  by  friends,  or  their  respective  poor  authorities.  Seventy-three 
patients  were  admitted  upon  order  of  the  court,  and  one  female 
patient,  a  non-resident  of  this  Hospital  district,  by  an  order  of  trans- 
fer issued  by  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy, 

Of  those  admitted,  also,  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  were  new 
cases,  or  had  never  before  been  insane,  thirty-seven  were  insane  for 
the  second  time,  eleven  had  had  three  attacks,  one  four,  one  five,  and 
in  ten  instances  the  frequency  as  well  as  the  history  of  their  present 
mental  condition  was  unknown.  One  hundred  and  twenty-two  repre- 
sented the  various  forms  of  mania,  ninety-five  were  melaucholiacs, 
four  dements,  five  paretics,  and  seven  were  classed  as  imbeciles. 

From  the  character  of  their  delusions,  as  well  as  their  demeanor 
and  history,  the  various  complications  were  assigned  in  the  following 
number  of  cases  :  Thirty-three  were  regarded  as  suicidal,  thirty-nine 
as  homicidal,  one  was  committed  to  the  Hospital  from  the  Western 
Penitentiary  as  an  insane  convict,  while  seventy-eight  were  unclean 
in  person  or  habits. 

In  the  case  of  a  little  boy  twelve  years  of  age  committed  to  the 
Hospital  from  Cambria  county  as  an  epileptic,  it  was  deemed  prudent 
after  a  correspondence  with  Doctor  Kerlin,  Superintendent  of  the 
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School  for  the  Feeble  Minded  at  Elwyn,  Pennsylvania,  to  send  him  to 
that  institution,  and  which  Avas  done  in  the  hope  the  association  with 
other  children  of  his  age,  and  the  training  he  would  there  receive 
would  do  more  for  him  than  was  possible  here. 

Another  case  of  peculiar  interest  was  that  of  a  male  patient  com- 
mitted to  the  Hospital  from  an  adjoining  county,  who  prior  to  his 
admission  was  accused  of  placing  obstructions  upon  the  railroad.  At 
the  trial  following  his  arrest  he  was  adjudged  by  the  court  as  insane, 
though  not  without  serious  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  verdict, 
and  thereupon  sent  to  this  institution.  A  brief  residence  fully  estab- 
lished the  fact  of  the  man  feigning  insanity  in  order  to  escape  the 
penalty  of  the  law  and  for  the  avowed  purpose  of  regaining  his 
liberty  by  escape  from  the  institution,  and  upon  a  subsequent  court 
order  he  was  discharged  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary. 

Every  year  witnesses  a  number  of  cases  brought  to  our  door  who 
are  aged  and  in  an  extremely  weak  and  deliilitated  condition,  and 
where  this  action  upon  the  part  of  their  friends  or  authorities  com- 
mitting them  would  seem  to  indicate  undue  haste,  poor  judgment, 
and  but  little  consideration  for  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  patient. 
One  death  is  recorded  as  due  directly  to  fatigue  in  a  weak  and 
acutely  insane  patient,  consequent  upon  the  long  journey  to  the  insti- 
tution, fourteen  cases  were  received  who  were  over  sixty  years  of 
age,  and  two  over  eighty  years ;  in  the  greater  number  of  these  old 
people  whose  insanity  may  be  termed  sinile  dementia,  their  peculiari- 
ties were  the  result  of  advanced  age  and  a  broken  down  nervous  sys- 
tem and  with  proper  care  or  with  the  aid  of  a  skilled  nurse  at  home, 
no  necessity  would  have  arisen  compelling  them  to  be  placed  in  an 
institution,  and  among  strangers,  there  to  pass  their  remaining 
days  in  confinement,  and  bereft  of  all  theLi'  associations  that  at 
one  time  made  life  dear  to  them.  Many  of  these  patients  died  within 
a  few  days  after  their  admission,  and  their  history  and  death  only 
confirms  the  belief  of  all  observers  upon  this  particular  question  in 
the  treatment  of  the  insane  that  such  procedure  upon  the  part  of 
those  committing  them  is  bad  and  exceedingly  fatal. 

A  number  of  patients  during  the  year  were,  upon  request  of 
friends,  and  their  assumption  of  all  responsibility,  granted  a  parole  of 
thirty  days,  thereby  enabling  them  to  visit  their  homes  and  enjoy  a 
brief  respite  from  the  tedium  of  asylum  life.  The  wisdom  of 
this  feature  of  the  present  lunacy  law  cannot  be  over-estimated,  as  it 
is  alike  in  many  instances  a  means  of  afiTording  great  pleasure  and 
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comfort  to  tlie  patient  and  his  family,  and  an  ample  opportunity  to 
more  properly  form  an  opinion  as  to  the  progress  or  recovery  from 
the  mental  affliction  to  which  he  may  be  a  victim. 

Especially  so  is  this  true  in  cases  of  long  standing  and  chronic 
alienation,  and  in  a  certain  class  of  patients  whose  delusions  warrant 
them  in  the  belief  they  are  unjustly  detained  in  the  Hospital.  It  is 
a  pleasure  also  to  record  the  occurrence  of  no  accident  from  the 
granting  of  these  requests. 

Of  the  large  number  of  seven  hundred  and  forty  patients  com- 
prising our  household  at  the  close  of  the  year  it  is  a  matter  for  seri- 
ous reflection  that  only  sixty  may  safely  be  regarded  as  curable.  This 
percentage  of  probable  cures  is  small,  though  little  below  that  given 
for  the  entire  population  of  the  insane  for  the  State,  and  should  our 
present  crowded  condition  continue  unrelieved,  the  probability  is  the 
percentage  of  recoverj^  would  rather  grow  less  as  with  each  succeed- 
ing year  a  large  number  of  patients  necessaril3'  remain,  who  swell  the 
number  of  its  chronic  insane  and  each  year  finds  the  Hospital  as 
well  as  our  inmates,  older. 

With  the  early  erection  and  opening  of  the  hospital  for  the 
chronic  class  at  Wernersville,  Pa.,  the  coming  year,  it  is  thought  a 
large  numl)er  of  our  insane  will  there  be  removed  and  thus  afford 
those  remaining  a  better  opportunity  for  recovery.  'J  his  belief  is  still 
further  strengthened  by  the  fact  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  building  a 
hosjjital  f  )r  the  accommodation  of  its  own  insane  and  which  when 
completed  will  also  deplete  our  overflowing  population  by  the 
removal  thereto  of  all  those  now  resident  here  and  chargeable  to 
that  municipality. 

During  the  year  we  were  again  greatly  annoyed  by  the  recurrence 
of  typhoid  fever,  which,  for  some  unexplained  reason,  was  conflned 
principally  to  our  employes  of  the  female  department.  Every  possible 
means  were  taken  to  ascertain  the  exact  cause,  but  no  satisfactory 
conclusi(jn  was  obtained.  While  the  number  of  sick  greatly  embar- 
rassed fiir  a  time  the  proper  management  of  the  house,  I  am  very 
glad  to  report  with  but  two  exceptions  all  made  good  recoveries.  No 
other  cases  of  acute  or  contagious  diseases  occurred,  and  we  were 
spared  suicide  and  many  of  the  distressing  accidents  incident  to  so 
large  a  community  whose  very  nature  and  eccentricities  makes  it 
particularly  prone  to  such  disturbances. 
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Every  safe  guard  and  precaution  that  experience  and  a  long  ac- 
quaintance with  the  insane  suggest  were  exercised  in  our  eflorts  to 
promote  the  safety,  liappiness  and  well  being  of  all  intrusted  to  our 
care,  and  despite  these  measures  it  is  my  unpleasant  duty  to  record 
the  death  of  one  at  the  hands  of  a  homicidal  fellow-patient.  In  this 
instance  however  no  blame  whatever  could  be  attached  as  due  to 
lack  of  proper  care,  watchfulness,  and  discipline,  and  the  officers  and 
management  of  the  Hospital  were  at  once  relieved  by  the  Coroner 
of  all  censure. 

During  the  year  the  Coroner  was  called  a  second  time  to  examine 
into  the  cause  of  death  of  a  patient  received  from  Cambria  county^ 
and  who  died  after  a  residence  of  but  a  few  days  in  the  Hospital. 
In  this  case  as  the  former  one  the  county  officers  were  afforded 
upon  the  part  of  the  institution  a  full,  free,  and  cordial  assistance  at 
the  inquiry,  and  death  was  ascertained  to  be  the  result  of  fractured 
skull  the  fatal  blows  having  been  given  in  self-defense  before  the 
patient's  admission  into  our  care.  Both  these  fatalities  were  reported 
to  the  proper  State  officers  immediately,  and  in  the  latter  case, 
several  members  of  your  Board,  a  visiting  physician,  and  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  were  present  at  the  inquest. 

The  usual  care  in  the  selection  of  young  men  and  young  women  as 
attendants  has  been  maintained  though  few  changes  were  necessary ; 
many  of  our  older  nurses  still  remain,  and  those  added  to  their  ranks 
within  the  year,  give  promise  of  zeal  and  efficiency  in  their  new 
duties.  Wherever  errors  have  arisen  either  through  mistaken  judg- 
ment, or  delinquencies  upon  their  part,  toward  their  patients  or  in 
an  infringement  upon  the  rules  of  the  Hospital,  the  question  involved 
has  received  consideration  and  rejjroof  administered. 

In  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  no  one  but  those  engaged  in 
the  work  has  any  conception  of  the  requirements  imposed  upon  the 
nurses,  requiring  oftentimes  the  greatest  and  most  exacting  strain 
upon  their  mental,  moral  and  physical  resources,  and  more  so  per- 
haps than  in  any  other  affliction  is  this  remark  true,  as  is  well  known 
the  patients  are  entrusted  to  their  immediate  care,  and  to  them  be- 
longs the  responsibility  whether  the  patient  recovers  or  forever  must 
pass  his  remaining  years  in  a  hospital  bereft  of  reason  and  tortured 
by  his  unhappy  delusions.  To  the  end  therefore  of  securing  more 
proficiency  and  skill  in  nursing  the  insane  the  lectures  referred  to  in 
my  report  for  several  years  were  continued  during  the  winter  months, 
and  the  results  of  this  systematic  course  of  instruction  are  most 
gratifying.

The  medical  attention  bestowed  upon  our  patients  was  supple- 
mented also  in  the  promotion  of  their  social  comfort  and  happiness,  in 
engaging  as  many  of  them  as  possible  in  various  out  door  pursuits 
and  recreation,  and  within  doors  by  frequent  parties,  music,  magic 
lantern  exhibitions  and  concerts.  The  wards  were  constantly  sup- 
plied with  all  kinds  of  games,  the  daily  and  illustrated  papers,  maga- 
zines, and  our  libraries  to  which  free  access  is  given  were  sub- 
stantially increased  by  the  donation  of  books  from  friends. 

Many  of  our  household  were  induced  to  assist  in  the  performance 
of  the  every  day  ward  duties,  others  were  employed  in  the  laundry 
department,  in  sewing  and  fancy  work.  The  halls  and  dining  rooms 
were  brightened,  and  presented  a  homelike  appearance  by  flowers 
and  plants  from  the  green  house,  and  ornamented  by  the  purchase  of 
pictures.  The  services  of  the  Sabbath  were  observed  and  many  of 
the  patients  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  attending  church  in  the  neigh- 
boring congregations  as  their  inclinations  dictated. 

By  these  constant  eflTorts  much  of  the  inactivity  and  indiffei'ence 
so  frequently  apparent  as  well  as  prevalent  among  female  patients 
was  overcome,  though  this  problem  in  the  moral  treatment  of  the  in- 
sane is  still  one  of  greatest  importance  and  most  difiicult  of 
solution. 

Of  the  work  accomplished  during  the  year  mainly  through  the 
assistance  of  patients  may  Ije  mentioned  the  building  of  the  new 
road  now  known  as  Herron  avenue,  the  repairing  and  grading  of  the 
Beaver  road  along  the  front  of  our  property  and  the  general  repairs 
to  all  the  roads  over  the  farm.  A  number  of  the  patients  were  con-- 
stantly  engaged  in  keeping  our  lawns  and  grounds  in  order,  while 
others  were  employed  in  assisting  in  farm  work.  I  may  add  that 
only  such  patients  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  physicians  would  thus 
be  benefited  were  urged  to  take  part  and  in  no  instance  was  it  made 
compulsory.  All  the  patients  so  employed  also  were  placed  in  the 
care  of  watchful  attendants  whose  duty  it  was  to  see  no  one  over- 
taxed his  strength.  By  means  of  this  systematic  employment  of  so 
many  male  patients  much  good  was  accomplished  in  their  improved 
condition  of  health,  and  contentment  of  mind,  as  well  as  substantial 
gain  to  the  Hospital. 

The  sum  expended  for  the  year  in  conducting  our  various  im- 
provements and  repairs  was  $7,304.29  being  very  considerably  less 
than  for  several  preceding  years.    A  large  portion  of  this  amount  is 
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•chargeable  to  the  farm,  in  the  rebuilding  of  our  fences,  repairs  to 
out  buildings,  stone  work,  roads,  and  within  the  house  to  the  laying 
of  new  hard  wood  floors,  and  making  many  minor  repairs.  A  detailed 
account  of  this  entire  expenditure  appears  in  the  itemized  statement 
■of  expenses  following  this  report.  The  total  cost  of  maintenance  for 
the  year  $153,012.41  also  is  less  than  last  year,  though  in  connection 
with  this  statement  it  may  be  added  no  change  whatever  was  made 
in  the  standard  of  care  and  treatment  of  our  patients.  For  all 
•other  particulars  concerning  our  finances  I  respectfully  refer  you 
to  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Executive  Committee. 

Mindful  of  the  possibility  of  cholera  appearing  in  our  midst,  by 
•direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  suitable  provisions  were  made 
for  its  proper  accommodation  and  treatment,  and  it  was  also  con- 
sidered advisable  to  guard  against  the  invasion  of  smallpox  and 
Taccinate  our  household,  which  was  done. 

During  the  year  the  officers  were  made  the  recipients  of  many 
-evidences  of  kindly  sympathy  and  interest  in  their  work,  by  the 
large  number  of  friends  of  the  Hospital  who  by  their  presence  as 
well  as  by  their  generosity  contributed  so  freely  to  the  comfort  and 
■pleasure  of  our  household,  and  it  is  with  deep  sense  of  gratitude  I  at 
this  time  extend  them  my  heartfelt  thanks.  Our  wards  were  pro- 
Tided  with  an  abundance  of  reading  material  and  over  three 
hundred  volumes  were  added  to  our  libraries,  a  number  of  ex- 
cellent plays,  lectures  and  concerts  served  to  pass  many  of  our 
winter  evenings  most  pleasantly.  During  the  year  also  a  camera 
•was  presented  and  it  is  expected  much  pleasure  will  be  derived  from 
its  use  by  those  of  our  patients  interested  in  this  kind  of  out  door 
"work.  To  the  United  and  Presbyterian  Boards  of  Publication  we 
are  indebted  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  psalm  books  and  two  hundred 
and  fifty  Gospel  Hymn  books  to  assist  us  in  our  chapel  services. 

Our  grounds  were  greatly  beautified  by  the  presentation  of  a  large 
number  of  ornamental  shrubs,  the  gift  of  JMr.  Wm.  P.  Townsend,  of 
New  Brighton,  Pa.  ]\Ir.  Wm.  Knoderer  gave  the  Hospital  two  hun- 
•dred  shade  trees. 

Doctor  William  K.  Walker,  the  third  medical  assistant,  resigned 
his  position  July  1st,  to  accept  the  appointment  of  resident  physician 
in  the  Hospital  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  The  loss  of 
Doctor  Walker  as  a  member  of  the  staff  of  this  Hospital  was 
regretted  by  all,  and  he  was   not   permitted   to  leave  without 
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carrying  with  him  substantial  proofs  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  he 
was  hehl  by  the  Managers  and  officers.  To  the  vacancy  thus  oc- 
casioned, J.  Moorhead  Murdoch,  M.  D.,  of  Pittsburgh,  was  chosen. 
In  the  acquisition  of  Doctor  Murdoch  the  Hospital  has  secured  a 
gentleraasi  eminently  fitted  by  experience  and  educational  advantages 
to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  his  position  as  he  has  already  shown 
in  the  thoroughness  and  ability  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

My  older  associates  Doctors  George  G.  Graham  and  W.  Brown 
Ewing,  continue  to  occupy  their  respective  positions  and  to  them 
especially  am  I  under  renewed  obligations  for  their  ever  ready  and 
willing  assistance  to  me,  and  untiring  energy  in  promoting  the  best 
interests  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  well  being,  pleasure  and  happiness 
of  our  patients.  Miss  Eliza  Hope  with  her  assistant,  Miss  Black, 
still  occupies  the  very  responsible  position  of  Supervisoress  and  Mr. 
Alexander  Morrow  and  Mr.  Johnson,  that  of  Supervisors  to  the 
male  department,  and  to  these  ofiicers  for  their  ability  and  faithful- 
ness my  thanks  are  also  due. 

Mr.  William  Knoderer,  our  farmer,  gave  renewed  evidences  for 
the  confidence  reposed  in  him  so  many  years,  and  was  indefatigable 
in  the  proper  discharge  of  all  business  matters,  and  the  department 
intrusted  to  his  care.  Mr.  George  Gray,  the  engineer,  and  Mr. 
Robert  K.  Allen,  the  book-keeper,  Miss  Bliss,  housekeeper  and  Miss 
Jessie  McCrum,  who  has  charge  of  the  laundry  department,  are  also 
entitled  to  my  thanks.  » 

To  you  gentlemen,  the  President  and  members  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  and  the  Executive  Committee,  permit  me  to  extend  you 
my  grateful  thanks,  and  invoking  the  assistance  of  Divine  Providence 
ujDon  the  year  in  which  we  now  enter,  I  close  this  report.

Admission  of  Patients  to  Insane  Department. 

1.  Preparatory  to  the  admission  of  a  patient,  unles.s  when  committed  hy 
order  of  a  court,  the  Superintendent  sliall  be  furnished  with  the  certificates  of 
two  physicians,  who  have  been  in  practice  for  iive  years  or  more,  that  they 
have  separately  seen  and  examined  the  individual  within  two  weeks  of  the  date 
of  admission,  and  believe  him  or  her  to  be  insane,  and  these  certificates  shall  be 
sworn  to  before  some  alderman  or  judicial  officer,  with  the  order  of  near  rela- 
tive or  friend  that  the  patient  may  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  with  a  state- 
ment as  required  by  law,  and  a  bond  with  satisfactory  security,  for  the  payment 
of  board  and  other  expenses  while  in  tlie  institution.  All  private  patients  thus 
received  shall  make  a  payment  of  thirteen  weeks'  board  in  advance,  when 
brought  to  the  Hospital,  no  part  of  which  shall  be  refunded ;  and  if  taken  away 
uncured,  and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  physician,  in  any  succeeding 
quarter,  no  part  of  the  payment  shall  be  refunded. 

2.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  order  of  the  Court,  the 
order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof,  or,  if  sent  by  the  Directors  of  Poor,  an 
order  sent  by  the  Directors  or  their  Agent  accompanied  by  the  Certificates  of 
Insanity,  as  required  by  law,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital. 

3.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean,  and  be  free 
from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

4.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts,  a  new 
and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  three  pairs  socks,  two  pairs  drawers, 
two  undershirts,  a  hat  or  cap,  cravat,  collars,  handkerchiefs,  shoes  and  one  pair 
of  slippers. 

5.  Each  female  patient  shall  have  three  calico  dresses,  four  chemise,  three 
pairs  drawers,  three  pairs  hose,  three  night-gowns,  two  fi.inuelskirts,  one  Bal- 
moral skirt,  two  muslin  skirts,  six  handkerchiefs,  four  collars,  two  pairs  shoes, 
one  shawl  or  cloak,  and  one  hat  or  hood. 

6.  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved,  or  when  they 
attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be  pre- 
served. 
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In  all  cases  the  patient's  best  clothing  should  be  sent;  it  will  be  carefully 
preserved  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose  above  men- 
tioned. Jewelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c.,  should  be 
left  at  home,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost,  and  for  which  the  officers  of  the  Hos- 
pital are  not  responsible. 

All  clothing,  if  not  taken  away  at  the  time  of  patient's  removal,  or  within 
three  months  afterward,  will  be  disposed  of  as  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  may 
think  best,  and  no  compensation  whatever  will  be  made  therefor. 

7.  A  written  history  of  tbe  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  accompany  him  or  her 
to  the  Hospital,  and  from  whom  minute,  but  often  essential  particulars  may  be 
learned. 

8.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending,  and  attendance  for  all 
■who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  four  dollars  per  week.  For  private 
patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves,  or  their  friends,  the  price  varies 
from  five  to  reu  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble  and  expense  incurred,  and 
according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher  prices  are  paid  by  special  agreement 
with  the  physician,  for  extra  attention  and  accommodation. 

Payments  are  to  be  made  quarterly,  in  advance. 

9.  A  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  the  payment 
of  the  board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  patient  when  dis- 
charged, of  all  persons,  excepting  those  sent  at  the  exj)euse  of  the  counties 
or  townships. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  a  bond,  and,  if  strangers, 
furnish  evidence  of  their  responsibility. 

10.  All  bills  remaining  unpaid  one  month  after  date  of  presentation,  are 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Solicitor  of  the  Hospital  for  collection. 

11.  As  the  diet  of  the  patients  is  under  the  absolute  control  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, no  nuts,  candies,  cakes  or  other  edibles  shall  be  given  to  the  patients, 
by  their  friends  or  visitors,  without  his  express  permission.

President  JFester/i  Pennsylvania  Hospital  : 
The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  attending  Staff,  with 
their  full  and  complete  tables  of  statistics  furnish  a  better  and  clearer 
statement  of  the  good  work  done  at  the  Twelfth  Ward  Hospital  dur- 
ing the  year  1892'^  than  any  words  from  your  Executive  Committee. 

Two  facts  are  worthy  of  remark,  viz.  :  That  so  many  persons  need- 
ing medical  or  surgical  treatment,  and  able  to  pay  for  such,  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  skillful  services  of  our  Staff  and  the  pleasant 
private  rooms  provided  for  the  purpose— and  that  the  Hospital  is  vir- 
tually a  Free  Hospital,  devoted  to  the  care  of  the  suffenng  poor. 
While,  as  in  duty  bound,  your  Committee  has  endeavored  to  prevent 
the  admission  of  those  for  whose  relief  and  care  provision  was  made 
elsewhere,  yet  our  doors  are  opened  so  wide  that  no  worthy  case  of 
suffering,  from  whatever  quarter  it  may  come,  is  rejected. 

As  to  finances,  it  is  pleasant  to  report  that  by  the  generous  contributions 
of  the  citizens  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  we  have  been  enabled  to  re- 
duce our  indebtedness  about  $1 3,000,  and  at  the  same  time  continue  our 
charitable  work  on  the  same  scale  as  in  former  years.  The  difficulty 
involved  in  so  doing  will  be  apparent  from  a  few  figures. 
The  fixed  income  of  the  Hospital  from  the  Ground  Rent  and  ^

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The  cost  of  maintenance  for  1892,  was  $84,824.80.  The  difference 
between  these  amounts,  represents  the  sum  that  must  come  from  the 
earnings  of  the  Hospital,  the  gifts  of  the  benevolent,  and  the  appro- 
priations of  the  State,  if  the  "West  Penn  "  Hospital  is  still  to  be  a 
source  of  blessing  and  health  to  thousands  of  sufferers. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  your  Committee  has  had  to  contend 
with  for  many  years,  has  been  the  incompetency  of  man}-  of  those 
whom  we  were  compelled  to  take  as  nurses.  We  have  now  the  great 
satisfaction  of  reporting,  that  with  the  full  approval  of  the  General 
Board  of  Managers,  we  have  opened  in  the  Hospital,  a  Training  School 
for  Nurses.  While  the  ab.solute  necessity  of  this  school  has  long  been 
evident,  the  absence  of  any  comfortable  quarters  for  Women  Nurses, 
made  it  impossible  to  establish  a  school,  and  the  Hospital  continued 
to  be  dependent  upon  such  inexperienced  nurses  as  could  be  secured. 
One  ot  our  kind  friends,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Sawyer,  whose  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  internal  arrangements  of  the  Hospital  convinced  her 
that  a  Dormitory  for  Women  Nurses  was  essential  to  success,  placed 
the  matter  before  Mrs.  Henry  Phipps,  Jr.,  who  immediately  and 
most  generously  provided  a  large  and  completely  furnished  house, 
suitable  for  a  Dormitory  for  a  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  and  such 
pupil  nurses  as  might  be  received. 

With  the  advice  and  assistance  of  Miss  Agnes  S.  Brennon,  the  Su- 
perintendent of  the  excellent  Training  School  of  Bellevue  Hospital  in 
New  York  City,  we  secured  the  services  of  one  of  its  graduates.  Miss 
Mary  McMillan,  who  had  served  for  some  time  as  chief  executive  offi- 
cer in  one  of  the  most  important  departments  of  Bellevue.  In  re- 
sponse to  public  announcement,  many  most  excellent  women  applied 
for  admission  to  the  school.  From  this  number,  fifteen  were  selected. 
These  entered  at  once  upon  the  prescribed  course  of  practical  instruc- 
tion in  nursing,  and  as  soon  as  they  had  demonstrated  their  capacity 
for  the  work,  were  placed  in  service  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital. 

Entering  upon  an  experiment  involving  an  entire  change  in  the  sys- 
tivem  of  nursing,  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  with  only  a  few  months' 
instruction  and  preparatory  training,  these  pupil  nurses  have  conclu- 
sively proved  that  women  of  good  education  and  social  position,  moved 
by  an  earnest  desire  to  benefit  suffering  humanity,  and  willing  to  un- 
dergo a  severe  course  of  training  for  two  years,  make  much  better 
nurses  than  those  who  have  adopted  the  vocation  merely  as  a  means 
of  earning  a  li\'elihood. 
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In  establishing  this  School  for  Nurses,  it  has  been  the  purpose  of 
your  Committee  to  fix  the  qualifications  required  of  applicants  so  high 
and  to  make  the  examination  and  the  month  of  probation  so  rigorous 
and  strict,  that  only  those  who  possessed  a  natural  aptitude  for  nurs- 
ing and  were  actuated  by  higher  motives  than  pecuniary  emolument, 
could  stand  the  tests.  AVe  feel  confident  that  the  school  will  soon, 
not  only  provide  the  Hospital  with  a  corps  of  excellent  nurses,  but  be 
able  to  furnish  trained  experienced  nurses  for  those  in  the  community 
desiring  such  service. 

Your  Committee  feels  the  more  confident  of  final  success  in  this 
matter,  from  the  facts  that  the  nur.'>ing  in  nearly  all  the  largest  and 
best  Hospitals  in  Europe,  has  been  placed  exclusively  in  the  charge  of 
trained  women  nurses,  and  that  the  British  Government,  so  eminently 
conservative  of  old  methods  and  averse  to  new,  has  within  a  few  years 
placed  its  Army  and  Navy  Hospitals  in  care  of  women  who  had  heen 
trained  for  their  important  duties  in  St.  Thomas  and  Westminster  Hos- 
pitals of  London. 

The  members  of  the  Staff"  have  increased  their  already  onerous  du- 
•  ties  by  delivering  to  the  Pupil  Nurses  full  courses  of  practical  lectures 
on  the  various  phases  of  nursing. 

All  the  Officials  of  the  Hospital  have  been  prompt  and  efficient  in 
the  discharge  of  duty.

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Report  of  Staff. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 

Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital. 

Gentlejien  : 

The  work  of  the  year  just  closed,  has  been  exceptionally 
active  and  important.  The  rapid  growth  of  population  in  the  region 
supplying  material  for  this  Hospital,  and  the  increasing  business 
organizations,  such  as  railroads  and  manufactories,  have  naturally 
produced  additional  demands  for  Hospital  accommodations. 

Our  Institution  has  been  equal  to  the  demand  however,  and  we  can 
claim  with  pride  that  no  proper  subject  for  treatment,  who  urgently 
required  it,  has  been  refused  admission. 

The  apparently  high  rate  of  mortality  is  readily  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  many  of  the  cases,  both  surgical  and  medical,  are  reduced 
to  a  desperate  condition  before  admission,  quite  a  considerable  number 
having  been  the  victims  of  fatal  injuries  and  perished  before  any 
medical  measures  could  be  adopted. 

Several  cases  have  been  under  treatment  during  the  past  year  which 
seem  to  illustrate  a  weak  point  in  the  legal  aspect  of  our  relation  to 
patients.  Many  of  those  who  apply  for  and  receive  treatment  are 
ignorant  and  prejudiced.  They  are  entirely  nicapable  of  forming  any 
intelligent  opinion  as  to  the  treatment  they  require,  yet  as  we  under- 
stand the  law,  their  obstinate  and  ignorant  opinion  may  frustrate  the 
decision  of  the  whole  staff  of  this  Hospital,  and  with  the  well  founded 
conviction  that  prompt  and  active  treatment  should  be  instituted,  we 
are  forced  idly  to  witness  the  disastrous  results,  which  we  believe 
should  and  could  be  obviated.    To  illustrate  we  cite  the  following  case: 

Maria  King,  washwoman,  widow,  white,  thirty-seven  years  old,  was 
admitted  to  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  July  3rd,  1891. 
Symptoms  of  strangulated  hernia  being  present,  a  consultation  of  such 
members  of  the  staff  as  were  available  was  held  at  once,  operation 
decided  upon  and  an  hour  fixed,  meeting  for  operation  was  held 
according  to  appointment,  when  the  patient  announced  that  regardless 
of  all  influences,  she  declined  to   submit  to  operation  under  the

circumstances.  The  combined  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and 
Staff,  as  far  as  they  could  be  consulted,  and  the  Superintendent,  was 
that  an  operation  against  the  positively  expressed  wish  of  patient  was 
not  justifiable.  The  woman  died,  and  an  autopsy  revealed  an 
Omental  hernia  which  had  excited  general  peritonitis,  furnishing  very 
positive  proof  that  a  good  result  would  have  followed  the  prompt 
adoption  of  proper  treatment. 

We  respectfully  request  that  all  possible  influence  may  be  used  to 
procure  such  legislation  that  the  appropriate  treatment  in  such  cases 
may  be  adopted  without  subjecting  the  Hospital  and  its  officers  to 
liability  for  damages. 

We  are  pleased  to  commend  the  successful  establishment  of  a 
training  school  for  nurses  in  connection  with  our  Hospital. 

There  is  no  better  field  anywhere  for  the  education  of  nurses,  and 
the  prompt  formation  of  a  fine  class  is  ample  proof  that  there  is  no 
lack  of  material.  Doubtless  this  enterpiise  will  prove  very  advan- 
tageous, both  to  the  Hospital  and  the  community  at  large. 

We  desire  to  express  the  highest  appreciation  of  courtesies  received 
from  the  Board  and  satisfaction  with  services  rendered  by  the  Officers, 
Resident  Physicians  and  other  Employes  of  the  Institution.

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Rules  for  the  Admission  of  Patients, 

TO  THE 

MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  DEPARTMENTS. 


Applications  for  admission  of  patients  may  be  made  daily  at  the 
Hospital,  to  any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  or  of  the  Medi- 
cal Staff'. 

The  patient,  if  able,  should  in  all  cases  apply  in  person  ;  if  unable  to 
attend,  the  application  may  be  made  by  a  friend,  and  if  necessary,  the 
patient  will  be  visited  by  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon,  who  shall 
ascertain  whether  the  applicant  be  a  fit  subject  for  admission. 

Admission  for  free  patients  can  only  be  obtained  when  beds  are 
vacant,  and  by  a  certificate  of  the  visiting  Physician  or  Burgeon,  coun- 
tersigned by  a  member  of  the  Executive  Connnittee,  and  addressed  to 
the  Superintendent  Applicants  shall  engage  to  comply  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  governing  free  patients.  No  persons  shall  be  admitted 
to  free  l)eds  except  eases  of  acute  disease,  or  recent  accidents,  but  no 
cases  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  sypljilis,  can  be  received,  nor 
patients  who  have  been  inmates  of  other  hospitals  within  three  months 
before  their  application,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  House  and  Supply 
Committee  ;  nor  can  any  patient  be  retained  longer  than  two  months 
without  a  special  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee.  No  infectious  or 
contagious  diseases  can  be  admitted  under  the  provisions  of  the  Charter. 

All  persons  suffering  from  recent  accident  or  injury,  shall  be  received 
into  the  Hospital  without  the  usual  forms  of  ai)plicatiou. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  pay  patients  shall  be  made  to  the 
Superintendent,  who,  in  conjunction  with  the  House  and  Su))ply  Com- 
mittee, shall  take  such  securities  as  may  be  required. 

The  price  of  board  and  medical  attendance  shall  be  such  as  the  House 
and  Sujjply  Committee  may  determine. 

The  following  cases  are  considered  ineligible  to  the  Institution  : 

Those  who,  upon  due  examination,  are  considered  incapable  of  relief. 

Those  who  have  complaints  for  the  care  of  which  other  establish- 
ments have  been  provided. 

Those  who,  wanting  food  and  not  medicine,  are  more  properly  objects 
of  relief  from  Directors  of  Poor  and  public  charity. 
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Patients  beconiiDg  convalescent  are  to  be  discharged  by  tlie  attending 
Physician  or  Surgeon  as  soon  as  jiossible,  that  tiieir  ])lacesniay  be  filled 
by  some  other  afflicted  persons. 

Patients  giving  a  wrong  representation  of  themselves,  their  circum- 
stances, their  disorders,  or  otherwise,  to  gain  admission,  and  who,  after 
being  admitted,  are  found  to  have  any  disorder  not  considered  proper, 
are  to  be  discharged. 

No  charity  patient  is  to  be  continued  longer  than  two  months,  except 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officers  that  a  more  length- 
ened period  will  essentially  conduce  to  the  patient's  health  ;  exceptions 
to  this  rule  are  those  cases  of  lingering  disease,  where  death  is  inevitable. 

Union  soldiers  of  the  volunteer  armies  of  Western  Pennsylvania  will 
be  admitted  to  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Department  of  the  West 
Penna.  Hospital  upon  the  recommendation  of  any  Post  Commander  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  or  Colonel  Commander  of  the  Union 
Veteran  Legion  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  provided  that  such  applicant 
shall  come  within  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital  and  shall  be  found  to 
recjuire  medical  or  surgical  treatment  or  care,  upon  examination  by  any 
of  our  Medical  or  "Surgical  Staff".
